My Lord, Cairo , March 26, 1882. 

MR. COOKSON, in his despatch No. 141 of the 21st instant, said that he had 
learnt from a trustworthy informant that M. Sienkiewicz had received from 
M. Freycinet a telegram on the political situation here which pointed out that the 
authority of the present Khedive was irreparably destroyed, and that the only chance 
of re-establishing lawful authority was the restoration of Ismail Pasha. 

. I took the earliest opportunity on my return to speak to M. Sienkiewicz on the 
subject of the rumours which were afloat concerning the return of the ex-Khedive, 
and I said that the only incident which, as far as I could learn, gave real weight to 
them was a reported telegram from M. de Ereycinet to him, of which I stated the 
alleged substance. 

M. Sienkiewicz unhesitatingly assured me that there was no foundation for the 
report, and that it was impossible to suppose that his Government could for a moment 
harbour the intention of favouring Ismail Pasha’s return; that such a course would 
stultify the past policy of Erance and render the Government ridiculous.

Pre'cis of an Article from the Arabic Journal “ Et-Taieeff” of March 17, 1882. 

WHY docs the European press persist in running down our native employes and 
glorifying the acts of those Europeans who are in our Administrations ? What proof 
can they bring in support of this statement that there is in the Chamber a party in 
favour of the cx-Kliedive Ismail ? now can they uphold the assertion that foreigners 
only are capablo of administering Egypt ? What do they say to the Customs Admini¬ 
stration, where disorder reigns, and where we find ignorant men receiving higher 
salaries than the greatest functionaries of their own country ? What of the Domains, 
which has never done any good P What of the Railways, where, again, there is a 
disorder which needs no proof ? 

There are some foreigners who arc conscientious in their service, but they cannot 
make us forget the injuries their fellow-countrymen have inflicted on us. Do not the 
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European papers know that in many cases natives have been replaced by foreigners 
knowing no Arabic ? That this causes an inordinate increase in the expenses for 
interpreters and clerks; that in the Bureau of Statistics, where all the documents 
come in in Arabic, the expenses have been raised from £ T. 12,000 to £ T. 43,000 ? 
That this Department and the Postal Department buy all their material in Europe 
through their European employes ? That another Administration buys cotton in 
England, forgetting that we are in Egypt, where cotton grows ? 

It seems, moreover, that these papers do not know that posts of trust, as 
Inspectorships, are filled by Europeans who do not know Arabic, or can merely read 
figures, where a thorough knowledge is quite indispensable. Do they ignore the fact that 
the Land Survey has only registered 18,000 feddans, and these often faultily ? Per¬ 
haps the reason is that the Heads of the Department do not know enough Arabic to 
write the names of the villages correctly. Another excuse they may make for the 
excesses which foreigners commit in the country is, perhaps, that they are civilized, 
and may do what they like with us barbarians. Have these papers ever seen in the 
accounts of the Provincial Governors the same disorder we see in the European 
Administrations ? With what face can they criticize the acts of a nation which has 
been governing itself on principles of its own for thousands of years; and what motives 
can they have for writing such articles at a time when their Governments are striving 
to reorganize the country and contribute to the well-being of its inhabitants ?

Pre'cis of an Article from the Arabic Journal “Et-Taieeff” of March 22, 1882. 

Tiie Disorder in tiie Ministry oe Finance drought about by tiie European 
Administration. —The article begins by a brief sketch of the origin of the Control in 
Egypt and of the conditions on which it was established in 1877. It affirms that 
useless expenses were at once incurred in the nomination of various foreign clerks and 
Secretaries and in the furnishing of the new Department. Rigorous examinations 
were made into the accounts of the Ministry of Finance in order to try and discover 
mistakes or peculation, but in vain. The Egyptians have, at least, learnt one thing 
from the Control, viz., that Europeans arc incapable to verify their accounts or to 
follow their steps, or even the dust from their feet. Tlic Controllers were then obliged 
to name native officials to teach them. By this means the Ministry of Finance was 
luckily saved from falling entirely into the hands of foreigners, and thus escaped the 
fate of the Railways, Customs, &c. 

The Commission of Inquiry in 1878 did some good, but an equal amount of 
harm by the heavy expenses it entailed on Egypt. Later on Mr. Rivers Wilson was 
appointed, and lie began by suppressing the Control, which gave great satisfaction. 
In 1879 a number of loiver employes were dismissed, and again this step was approved; 
but, alas! many Inspectors and Controllers were then appointed whose salaries were 
twenty times as largo as those of the dismissed employes, so that the hoped-for 
economy was not realized. Mr. Wilson then left the Ministry of Finance without 
reorganizing it, or even drawing up a Budget for comparison with pre'v ious years. He 
made it much like an English Finance Ministry; but there is a great difference 
between England and Egypt, and a system which is admirable for the one does not 
suit the other. Consequently all the money spent on the large salaries of foreigners, 
interpreters, clerks, &e., is thrown away on Egypt. No change has been made in the 
Ministry of Finance itself, but hindrances are thrown in the way of its working. In 
1880 the number of strangers had increased still more. Amongst them aro many 
who do not restrict themselves to their proper duties, but interfere in the work which 
should be done by Arabs. This produces much confusion and extra expenso for 
translators. To avoid all this disorder, it would be better that the whole work of the 
*** Ministry of Finance should be dono in Arabic. If wo must find work to do for the 

foreigners, let us find them some separate kind of work. Their number is large 
enough for them to do much more than they do at present.

My Lord, Vienna, March 31, 1882. 

AS it appears not to be altogether impossible that affairs in Egypt may take a 
turn which may lead to a suggestion for a change of the Ruler of that country, it may 
perhaps not bo without interest to your Lordship if I mention a conversation which I 
had at Cairo with Nubar Pasha at a time when ho was Prime Minister to Ismail Pasha, 
the late Khedive. 

The relations between the Sultan and Viceroy were at the moment extremely 
strained, and some of His Majesty’s Ministers were supposed to be ready to recommend 
their Sovereign to pronounce the deposition of Ismail Pasha, and the nomination of 
Halim Pasha as Khedive. 

I mentioned this to Nubar, and added that an impression prevailed at Constanti¬ 
nople that if an Aide-de-camp of the Sultan appeared at Cairo and read His Majesty’s 
Eirman of deprivation at the Great Mosque, the Egyptians Avould, as one man, recognize 
the successor that was named. 

I did not myself believe the Sultan to possess the authority that was pretended 
over the minds of the Egyptians, and I was startled and surprised when Nubar Pasha 
answered, “ What is said at Constantinople is perfectly correct, but it will be our 
[8013 C 
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business to see that no hearer of such a Firman shall reach the Mosque or publish it to 
the people.” 

I have ventured to repeat this conversation to your Lordship, as it showed that 
the Sultan could exercise in Egypt an influence much greater than is generally 
supposed, or than I had myself believed; for Ismail Pasha was then at the height of his 
power, and occupied a much stronger position than that of the present Khedive. 

Halim Pasha had always a considerable party in Egypt favourable to his claims 
to the succession. The fact of his being the son of the great Mehemet Ali, who had 
raised Egypt to a position of administrative independence, operated in his favour, and he 
was the legitimate Heir Apparent to the Viceroyalty till his rights were set aside when 
the Sultan settled the succession upon the sons of Ismail Pasha in return for the 
payment of a large sum of money. 

By most Maliommedans, excepting those who claimed for the Sultan the right of 
disposing of the Pashalik as he thought fit, this arrangement was considered to be as 
illegal as it was corrupt. 

With regard to Halim Pasha’s personal qualifications, it would be rash to speak 
with confidence, but he is undoubtedly a man of intelligence, with a very considerable 
amount of European culture. He speaks French with perfect ease, and he lives with 
his one wife more in the European manner than any Pasha with whom I was 
acquainted. 

His personal inclinations were decidedly French, but I should imagine him to 
have sufficient resolution of character to prevent him from becoming the tool of any 
particular party or faction. 

Some allusions to the weakness of the character of the present Khedive, and to the 
different candidates who might appear for his succession, which have lately been made 
by Count Kalnoky, showed me that his Excellency contemplates as a possibility that a 
proposal may be made to set him aside, and believing that, in case of such an even¬ 
tuality arising, your Lordship would wish to be in possession of all available 
information respecting the persons who might lie called upon to assume the govern¬ 
ment of Egypt, I have not hesitated to make the above remarks about Halim Pasha.

My Lord, Puns, April 3, 1882. 

YESTERDAY, in obedience to the instructions contained in your Lordship’s 
despatch No. 350 of the 29th ultimo, I asked M. de Freycinet what he thought of the 
suggestion which you had made to M. Tissot that the English and French Govern¬ 
ments should each send out to Egypt a technical adviser who should be able to assist 
its Agent and Consul-General in settling the details of the arrangements respecting 
financial matters contemplated in the identic communication to the Powers of the 
17th of last month. 

M. de Freycinet answered that, from his communications with M. Tissot, who had 
come back to Paris, he had supposed lhat your Lordship’s suggestion had a wider 
scope. He had understood that the officials to be sent to Egypt would not be simple 
experts, whose functions would be confined to financial matters, but would be Com¬ 
missioners who would be empowered to examine the whole situation, and make a 
report upon it. A mission of this kind would, M. de Freycinet thought, be open to 
grave objections. It would, he conceived, give umbrage to the Powers, who would 
consider it as an attempt on the part of England and France to effect a separate 
settlement of Egyptian affairs, and who would probably insist upon being themselves 
represented by Commissioners of their own. It would also, he was afraid, open the 
door to undue interference on the part of the Porte. 

I said to M. de Freycinet that it appeared both from the account your Lordship 
had sent me of your conversation with M. Tissot, and from the instruction which you 
had given me to ascertain the opinion of the French Government, that your idea was 
simply that persons of financial knowledge and experience should be sent to act as 
advisers to the Agents and Consuls-Gcneral in drawing up the details of the arrange¬ 
ment contemplated by the recent communication to the Powers. 

M. de Freycinet replied that oven so he was afraid the mission would be mis¬ 
understood by the other Powers, and would be likely to lead to difficulties with them 
and with the Porte. There appeared, moreover, to him to be another objection to it. 
He thought that it would tend to lower the Agents and Consuls-General in their own 
eyes and"in the eyes of the Egyptians. Their feelings might not unnaturally be hurt, 
and they might urge that if they were not held to be able to act and report for them¬ 
selves, they would not be regarded as possessing the entire confidence of their Govern¬ 
ments. For his own part, M. de Freycinet had derived full information respecting 
Egyptian affairs both from the despatches of the French Agent at Cairo, and from 
personal communications which he had had with men well acquainted with the country 
who had recently come from Egypt, such as M. de Bligni6rcs and M. de Lesseps. He 
did not feel that there was any need for him to send a special person to Egypt to 
furnish him with further reports. 

I pointed out to M. de Freycinet that in your Lordship’s proposal there was no 
mention of the experts (if they might be so called) reporting independently of the 
Agents and Consuls-General, or even of their reporting at all; and I reminded his 
Excellency again that your Lordship’s proposal was simply to send out to Egypt 
technical advisers to assist the Agents in settling the details of the contemplated 
arrangement respecting financial matters. 

After some further conversation M. de Freycinet begged that he might not be 
understood as absolutely declining to adopt your Lordship’s suggestions. On the 
contrary, he was, he said, very desirous of agreeing to any suggestion which your 
Lordship might make. Ho was still, however, of opinion that the objections lie 
had stated had considerable weight, and he must beg me to ask your Lordship to take 
them into consideration.

My Lord, Paris, April 3, 1882, 

IN execution of flic instruction contained in your Lordship’s despatch No. 341 
of the 28th ultimo I reminded M. de Freycinet yesterday of the communication which 
I had made to him on the 7th February, to the effect (1) that should a case for inter¬ 
vention in Egyptian affairs arise, the wish of Her Majesty’s Government would he 
that the intervention should represent the united action of Europe; and (2) that the 
opinion of Her Majesty’s Government was that then the Sultan ought to be a party to 
any proceedings or discussions. 

I went on to say that as the answers received from the Powers appeared to be 
favourable to the proposals put forward in the joint communication of the 17th 
ultimo, your Lordship had directed me to ask his Excellency’s opinion as to the course 
which should now be pursued with a view to inviting the Sultan to take part in the 
discussion of the Egyptian question. 

M. de Freycinet replied that he hardly thought that it was necessary to admit the 
participation of the Sultan in treating the matters dealt with by the communication of 
the 17th instant. 

He had, he said, always considered that the intervention of the Porte should be 
confined to the political part of Egyptian affairs. If the Powers decided upon changes 
in the Government of Egypt, or if they felt bound to have recourse to active military 
proceedings, the Sultan, as Sovereign of the country, would have a right to be 
consulted. Put the questions treated of in the joint communication were mainly 
administrative and financial. In such matters the Eirmans had made Egypt autono¬ 
mous, and it would, in M. de Ereycinet’s opinion, be imprudent to allow the Porte to 
interfere in them. Among other inconveniences, the admission of the Porte into the 
discussion might, he thought, lead to attempts to upset the Anglo-Erench Control. 

I answered that, if his Excellency would look back to the paper which I had put 
into his hand on the 7th February, he would find that the terms of it were exactly 
those which I had recited at the beginning of the conversation, and that they did not 
specially limit the participation of the Porte in the discussion to strictly political 
questions. I proceeded to observe that if the party in power in Egypt should reject 
the proposals to be founded on the joint communication of the 7th February, they 
would probably do so in reliance upon the support of the Sultan. Now, the Sultan 
would in all probability be inclined to give them that support, .if the proposals were 
made without his having been consulted beforehand. , 

On the other hand, it was, I said, hardly to be supposed that any party in Egypt 
would venture to hold out against proposals made by France and England, not only 
with the support of the other Powers, but also with the approval of the Sultan. 

M. de Freycinet replied that, however this might be, ho could not but think that 
the present case was not one in which it would be prudent to invite the participation 
of the Porto. He did not wish me to state to your Lordship that he was irrevocably 
opposed to any course which ner Majesty’s Government might suggest; but he 
should, he said, be obliged if I would bring the observations he had made to your 
Lordship’s notice.

IN my two immediately preceding despatches Nos. 282 and 283 of to-day I have 
had the honour to report to your Lordship the observations made to me yesterday by 
M. de Freycinet on the subjects of sending special technical advisers to Egypt, and of 
now invitiug the Sultan to take part in the discussion of Egyptian affairs by the 
Powers. 

Ilis Excellency went on to say that, having answered the questions I had put to 
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him on these two special points, lie should be glad to express to me, with perfect 
frankness, his own ideas on the state of things in Egypt generally. 

On taking office two months ago he had, he said, found that M. Gambetta’s 
Cabinet had considered that the time was come for England and France to resort to 
intervention by actual force in Egypt. He himself had taken a wholly different view, 
and his great object had been to avoid every sort of armed intervention. 

He did not even now consider that there was an imminent danger of such 
disorders in Egypt as would render military interference immediately imperative. 
The present state of affairs might very probably continue without any very decided 
change for two or three months more, but ho could not conceal from himself that 
if things were let alone, the time could not be very far distant at which some very 
strong measures would be unavoidable. 

All his reflections, all the information he had obtained since he had spoken to me 
last on the subject, had confirmed him in the opinion that ho had then expressed to me 
privately and confidentially, namely, that there w r as only one effectual remedy: 
a change of Khedive. 

The main cause of the evil had been the incapacity (“ insuffisanco ”) of Tewfik 
Pasha. The appointment of a new and efficient Khedive would at once put things 
straight, and obviate the necessity of armed intervention. 

Upon M. de Freycinet saying this, I asked him whether he knew where such a 
Khedive was to be found. 

ne answered that three candidates had been mentioned to him: (1) Ismael Pasha, 
but his restoration was not to be thought of for a moment; (3) Ilassan Pasha, 
a brother of Tewfik, Avho lived, he believed, in Italy, but who was too young; 
(3) Halim Pasha, of whom M. Tissot had expressed a good opinion, as a man with good 
qualities and good abilities, and too much imbued with 'Western ideas to be fanatical or 
unreasonably submissive (“infeode”) to the Sultan. He was too, it seemed, 47 years 
old, which was a very good age. 

M. de Freycinet proceeded to tell me that ho did not know much about the 
candidates, as ho had been afraid to make inquiries lest the idea should get abroad that 
a change of Khedive was in contemplation, no could never, he said, allow such 
an idea to transpire unless England and France had come to a complete understanding 
on the subject. Ho had not spoken about it to any one but M. Tissot, whom he had 
cautioned not to mention it even to your Lordship unless you should advert to the 
private and confidential communication which I should have made to you at his 
request. 

M. de Freycinet added that he understood from M. Tissot that your Lordship had 
stated some difficulties, but had not altogether rejected the idea, although you had 
not appeared to be disposed to discuss it at the time. 

I thought it desirable to repeat to M. de Freycinet what your Lordship had 
actually said to M. Tissot, as recorded in your despatch to me, No. 313 a of the 22nd 
ultimo ; and I said that your Lordship had understood M. Tissot to agree with you in 
thinking that the idea Avas not one for immediate discussion, and that, indeed, it could 
only be entertained as the possible concomitant of or substitute for an occupation of 
the country, if such should become necessary. 

M. de Freycinet observed that there seemed nevertheless to him to be strong 
reasons for taking the matter into consideration without delay. 

The Egyptian question was, ho said, like a bill of exchange. Tho exact day at 
which the bill would be presented for payment Avas not known, but it was quite 
certain that the presentation would not be long delayed, and it Avould be only prudent 
to provide tho means of meeting the liability before the constable was upon us. 

M. de Freycinet concluded by begging me to represent to your Lordship from 
him very confidentially that, in his opinion, tho only effectual Avay of preserving the 
Anglo-French Control, and guarding against tho necessity of armed intervention, or 
some other violent measure, would be to substitute air efficient Khedive for TeAvfik 
Pasha; and that advantage should bo taken by England and France of the tAvo or 
threo months during Avhicli the present comparative calm might last, in order to effect 
the substitution in a quiet and orderly manner, in concert Avith the PoAvers and the 
Porte,

COOKSON informed your Lordship in liis despatch No. 123 of the 13th 
instant, that it was contemplated to appoint a Commission to inquire into certain 
complaints relative to the administration of the Custom-house. 

On my return to Cairo on the 25th instant I learned that the Commission was in 
fact named, and I took the earliest opportunity of speaking to Mahmoud Pasha Sarny, 
President of the Council, on the subject. Ilis Excellency said that the Commission 
was appointed in no hostility to M. Caillard, the Director General of Customs, and that 
it was his hope and belief that the result of the inquiry would bo favourable to that 
gentleman. I said that if he wished the aim of the Commission to be above suspicion, 
he should be very careful as to its composition, and I pointed out to him that there was 
no Englishman upon it. Ilis Excclloncy agreed that an Englishman ought to be upon 
the Commission, and promised to appoint one. 

The Commission, as finally established, consists of the following members :— 
Omar Pasha Loutfv, Governor of Alexandria, President; Rogers Boy (British 
subject), late ILer Brittanic Majesty’s Consul at Cairo; M. Mazuc, Director-General 
of Octrois; M. Scligman, attached to the Ministry of Finance; Yacoub Artin 
Bey, Youssouf Bey Pertin, Omar Bey llauidy, Ajad Effendy.

Her illness has been of long duration, and the Khedive has hitherto refused to allow 
her to return to Egvpt, although pressed on the subject by his father.

Le Contr6le et la Chambre des Delegtjes. —Lc Rdglement de la Chambre des 
Didegues enlove, il est vrai, a 1’appreciation dc la Chambre le service de la Dette 
Publique; mais cette disposition n’a, a vrai dire, aucune portee. 

La rentree des ressources necessaires au service de la dette ne peut etre assurde 
que par unc bonne administration. Et quelle est la garantie de cette bonne adminis¬ 
tration, alors que le systeme que Ton veut mettre cn pratique soustrait absolument les 
actes administratifs a l’action du Controle General ?

Aux termes de TArticle 31, le service du Trihut, celui de la Dette Publique—ainsi 
que toute charge relative a la dette resultant de la Loi de Liquidation ou de Conven¬ 
tions intervenues entre les Puissances etrangores et le Gouvernement Egyptien—ne 
pourront en auenn cas etre Tohjet des discussions de la Chambre. 

Cos dispositions visent, sans douto, le payement des cou])ons des Dcttcs Priviligiee 
et Unifieo, les eeheanees des obligations de la Da’ira-Sanieli et des domaines, et les 
garanties eomplementaires assurees a ces divers services, soit par la Loi de Liquidation,, 
soit par des Conventions soeialcs. 


Mais, si le Budget de la Da'ira-Sanieli est confie a un Conseil Superieur institud 
par T Article 55 de la Loi de Liquidation, il n’en est pas dc meme du Budget des 
Domaines qui, aux termes du R6glement du 7 Avril, 1879 (Article 10), doit etre 
soumis au Conseil des Ministres. Il n’en est pas de meme du Budget de la Commis¬ 
sion de la Dette, qui doit etre approuve par le Conseil des Ministres, aux termes de la 
Loi de Liquidation. Il n’en est pas de meme, enfin, du Budget de Contrdle General, 
qui doit etre egalement approuvd par le Conseil des Ministres aux termes de F Article 7 
du Decret du 15 Novembre, 1879. 

Ces differents budgets seront-ils, a Tavenir, soumis a l’appreciation souveraine de 
la Chambre des Delegues, notamment ceux de la Commission de la Dette et du 
Contr61e General, qui font partie integrante du Budget General annuel qui doit, en 
vertu de l’Article 81, etre soumis a la Chambre des Dcldguds ? 

Les revenus nets des cliemins de fer, des teldgraplies, et du port d’Alexandrie, 
sont affectes a la garantie de la Dette Priviligiee. Le budget des depenses de ces 
Administrations, compris au Budget General de l’Etat, sera-t-il soumis au vote de la 
Chambre ? 

Les revenus des domaines, des Provinces de Garbieli, Menoufieli, Bdhdra, et Siout, 
sont affectes a la garantie de la Dette Unifide. Le budget des depenses de ces Admi¬ 
nistrations figure aussi au Budget General; devra-t-il etre egalement soumis a la 
Chambre ? 

La meme question se pose pour les depenses de la Province de Kenoh, dont les 
revenus, aux termes de l’Article VI do la Convention particuliere du 11 Avril, 1880, 
sont affectes, dans des conditions determinees, au payement du coupon des obligations 
domaniales. 

Le Reglement des attributions de la Chambre est formel: de la lecture des 
Articles 31, 32, 33, 34, 35, 36, et 37, il resulte nettement que la Chambre discutera et 
votcra souverainement le budget de ces Administrations et de ces provinces. Toutes 
les Administrations, y compris la Commission de la Dette, les Domaines, et le Contr61e 
General, seront ainsi a la discretion do la Chambre, qui sera libre de rendro illusoires 
toutes les garanties resultant des Conventions internationales relativement a la Dette 
Publique. 

De ce rapide expose on peut conelure que, en abolissant une systdme gouveme- 
mental reconnu et accepte par les Puissances, le Gouvernement Egyptien a viold 
un engagement cssentiel et international; 

Quo toutes les garanties basdes sur cot engagement sont de venues lettre morte, 
elles no peuvent plus etre d’aucuno utilite pratique; quo, directement ou indirecte- 
ment, les arrangements relatifs a la Dette Publique sont compromis;

THE Report of the Controllers-General transmitted to your Lordship in 
Mr. Cookson’s despatch No. 129 of the 13tli ultimo, was only published in the “ Moni- 
teur Egyptien ” of the 31st ultimo. The delay partly arose from the desire of the 
Ministry to reply to a passage in the Report relating to the possible effect which the 
new system of government might have on the guarantees assigned to the creditors of 
Egypt. 

'Together with the Report, therefore, a letter from Mahmoud Pasha Sarny, 
President of the Council, to the Khedive, dated the 27th ultimo, has been published, 
in which his Excellency takes up the phrase of the Controllers-General, and 
endeavours to dissipate any anxiety that may exist on the subject, by declaring the 
intention of the Government to maintain faithfully the institutions established to 
insure the payment of the Public Debt, in the first rank of which ho places the 
Control. He states that the changes which have taken place in the political system 
cannot affect the Control, and that there is no reason to fear that that system will limit 
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its attributions or diminish the guarantees which those attributions give to the 
creditors. 

I have the honour to transmit herewith the Controllers Report, as published in 
the “Moniteur Egyptien,” with the letter of the President annexed.

Le Budget de 1880 s’est soldo par un cxcedant considerable 
de recettcs; on peut affirmcr qu’il en sera do memo du Budget de 1881, les resultats 
acquis au 31 Decembre dernier ne laissant aucun doute a cet dgard ; toils les services 
ont ete suffisammont dotes; toutes les ddpensos ont dte rdguliercment payees; les 
recouvrements sur Contributions Directes se sont toujours operes avee unc facility quo 
denotent de constantes anticipations sur les eclieances, raccroissoment des revenus 
publics rdsultant non pas dime augmentation des taxes, mais, soil dcs mesurcs prises 
pour en regulariscr la perception, soit du devcloppemont normal do la prosperity pu- 
blique, a permis de consacrer en unc annde plus de £ E. 600,000 a l’amortissement de 
la Dette Consolidee. Enfm la realisation dcs rcssourccs aifcctees a la liquidation a 
donnd jusquM ce jour dcs resultats qui ne permettent pas de doutcr, non seulemcnt 
qu’elles suffiront a eteindro toutc la dette flottante, mais encore qu’un soldo disponible 
pourra venir accroitre la dotation de l’amortissemcnt. 

L’organisation politique qui a permis d’obtenir ces resultats a dte en faite pro- 
fonddment modifiee par dcs evenements recents. Nous ne pensons pas qu’il rentre 
dans le cadre de ce Rapport d’appreeier quels peuvent etre, au point de vue de l’action 
du Controle, les edicts de ce regime nouveau et dans quelle mesuro il peut porter 
atteintc aux garanties accorddes aux crdanciers de l’Egypte en compensation des 
sacrifices quo lour a imposes la Loi do Liquidation.

Monseigneur, Le Caire, le 27 Mars, 1882. 

En terminant le Rapport adresse a votre Altesse pour l’annde 1881, MM. les 
Contrbleurs-Generaux, aprds avoir constate Tamdlioration de la situation financidro, 
ddclarent que rorganisation politique quia permis d’obtenir ces resultats a ete, en fait, 
profondement modifiee par des dvdnomonts recents, et ils ajoutent: 

“ Nous ne pensons pas qu’il rentre dans le cadre de ce Rapport d’appreoier quels 
peuvent etre, au point de vue de Taction du Contrble, les elfeis de ee regime nouveau, 
et dans quelle mesure il peut porter atteintc aux garanties accorddes aux creanciers 
do l’Egypte, en compensation des sacrifices que lour a imposes la Loi de 
Liquidation.” 

Cette derniere partic du Rapport, malgrc ton extreme reserve dans la forme, 
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indique claircment que, dans la pensde des signataircs, il existait une certaine inquietude 
relativement a Taction ultdricure du Contrdle-Gendral, et a l’integrite des garanties 
donnees aux creanciers de 1’Egypte. 

Ce n’est pas sans quelque surprise que j’ai constatd la persistance de cette 
inquidtude, alors que je la croyais entidrement dissipee, aprds 1’ecliange de lettres 
qui avait eu lieu entre MM. les Contrdleurs-Generaux et moi, a la date des 8 et 
9 Eevrier dernier et dont j’ai l’honneur d’adresser ci-joint les copies a votre 
Altesse. 

Pour ne pas laisser subsister l’incertitude a laquelle je regrette que ma rdponse 
n’ait pas mis fin dds le 9 Eevrier, je crois devoir declarer de nouveau, Monseigneur, 
la ferme intention de votre Gouvernemcnt de soutenir avee loyautd les institutions 
erodes pour assurer lc service de la Dette Consolidee, et au premier rang dcsquelles je 
range le Contrdle General. 

Les attributions des Contrdleurs- Gendraux telles qu’elles sont nettement ddter- 
mindes dans le Decret Khddivial du 15 Novembre, 1879, promulgue avee l’adhdsion 
prealable des Gouvernements de la Erance et de l’Angleterre, font du Controle General 
une institution de surveillance financidre, compldtement distincte des institutions 
politiques du pays. 

Les modifications survenues dans Torganisation politique, modifications sanc- 
tionndes par votre Altesse, ne peuvent done pas affccter Tinstitution du Contrdle, et 
il n’y a pas lieu do redouter, par consequent, qu’aucun des effets resultant de 
l’etablissement du nouveau regime puisse atteindre, soit Taction du Contrdle dans 
l’etendue de ses attributions, soit les garanties que donnent ces attributions aux 
creanciers de l’Egypte.

My Lord, Foreign Office, April 11, 1882. 

I HAVE received your Excellency’s despatch No. 282 of the 3rd instant, 
reporting your conversation with M. de Ereycinet on the subject of the suggestion 
made by me in conversation with M. Tissot, that the British and French Governments 
should each send out to Egypt a technical adviser to assist their Agents and Consuls- 
General in settling the financial details of the arrangement which it is proposed to 
make respecting the future powers and attributes of the Chamber of Notables. 

The objections which M. de Ereycinet made to the suggestion appear to me to 
rest upon a misapprehension of its scope and intention. 

I had not meant to propose that Commissioners should be sent out to examine 
and report upon the situation, or that the gentlemen sent should have any position 
which should derogate from the authority of the Agents and Consuls-General. 

I had taken it for granted that the discussion of the arrangement to be made 
with the Egyptian Government would be left to these latter officers as representing 
their respective Governments. But it seems to me difficult to suppose that the 
Agents and Consuls-General would possess of themselves the necessary financial 
knowledge and experience for dealing with the details of a scheme such as will have 
to be framed. On the other hand, it is scarcely desirable that they should have to 
rely exclusively, for their information on these points, on the Controllers-Gencral, who 
are themselves Egyptian officials, the extent of whose own power for the future are 
involved in the discussion, and who are at this moment considered by public opinion 
in Egypt to be the representatives of one party in regard to the questions at issue. 

I therefore suggested that the British and French Representatives might each, 
for the moment, be advantageously supported by having at their side an adviser 
possessed of the necessary technical experience, who had been in the habit of con¬ 
sidering economical reforms, and to whom they might have recourse for an independent 
and impartial opinion upon any points which seemed to them doubtful or complicated. 
I doubt much whether such an arrangement would create any jealousy on the part of 
the other Powers. 

I have no wish to press the suggestion if M. do Ereycinet secs decided objections 
to it, but I should bo glad if your Excellency will bring the above-mentioned con¬ 
siderations under his notice.

I HAVE received your Excellency’s despatch No. 283 of the 3rd instant, reporting 
your conversation with M. de Ereycinet as to the expediency of communicating to the 
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Porte the proposals which have been made by England and Erance to the other Powers 
for the settlement of the administrative questions now pending in Egypt. 

Her Majesty’s Government have carefully considered the objections raised by 
M. de Ereycinet to the course proposed by them. They quite admit that it is desirable 
so to manage matters as to avoid any appearance of conceding to the Sultan a right to 
interfere in questions which have been withdrawn from his control. 

At the same time, the disposition of the Porte, favourable or hostile, cannot fail 
to have considerable influence on the negotiation, and Her Majesty’s Government 
think it would be very unwise not to communicate to the Turkish Government, as an 
act of courtesy, and by way of information, proposals which are certain to become 
known to them through other channels in a very few days.

HER Majesty’s Government have carefully considered the observations of 
M. de Ereycinet, as reported in your Excellency’s despatch No. 284, Very Confidential, 
of the 3rd instant, with regard to the possible deposition of Tewfik Pasha from the 
Klicdiviate, and the substitution of Halim Pasha. I feel bound to state that, upon 
further reflection and consultation, the objections which at first occurred to me in 
regard to this suggestion have been strengthened rather than removed. 

It seems, in the first place, although the observation does not apply personally so 
much to M. de Ereycinet as to myself and Her Majesty’s Government, that, after the 
declarations of support so recently given to the present Khedive in the name of the 
British and French Governments, it would be an act questionable in point of good 
faith if wo were now not only to abandon him, but to combine for his removal, without 
any new r and more apparent cause than can at present be shown to exist. 

Nor have w r e any security that the change would necessarily bo beneficial. T have 
listened with interest to the favourable account given by M. Tissot of nalim Pasha’s 
qualities and disposition; but the European education acquired by an Oriental is not 
certain in its result, and it must be a matter of doubt whether, if raised to power, 
his conduct w r ould answer to the expectations raised by his present language and 
demeanour. 

I have not clearly understood from whence M. Tissot derived his impression that 
Halim Pasha would be received with satisfaction by all parties in Egypt. But it is a 
matter of general experience that but little reliance can be placed in such calculations 
by candidates for power residing out of the country or their partizans. 

The further objection which occurs, on consideration, is that the measure, if it 
were really an efficacious one, could scarcely be accomplished without involving the 
consequences which it is desired to avoid. 

The objects sought to be attained are, as M. de Ereycinet states them, to secure 
an efficient Ruler who w r ould not be fanatical or unreasonably submissive to the 
Sultan, to preserve the Anglo-French Control, and to guard against the necessity of 
armed intervention or some other violent measure. 

But to interfere with the substitution of another Viceroy for the present Khedive 
without the action of the Porte would bo a very strong innovation on the part of 
England and Erance, and would expose them to severe criticism. 

To do so by the authority of the Porte would be to woaken still further the 
authority of the office. Circumstances might make it necessary to do so, but th 
individual so named could hardly fail to remember the fate of his tw T o predecessors, 
and to consider how necessary it w r as to conciliate and obtain the continued support of 
the Sultan, by whatever means were best calculated to secure that end. 

It must also be supposed that the Egyptian army have some perception as to their 
own interests, and will only consent to the change under the belief that it will 
strengthen their position. If they should have doubts upon this point, and should 
determine on resistance, it does not appear how the matter is to be carried through 
without that armed interference which M. de Ereycinet and Iler Majesty’s Government 
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deprecate, and for the purpose of averting which I understand M. de Freycinet to make 
the proposal under discussion. 

On the other hand, the army might sell its support to the incoming Khedive on 
terms which would he subversive of the Control or otherwise injurious to the country.

M. DECRAIS, Director of Political Affairs, came to me this morning from M. de 
Ereycinet, and read to me a despatch from M. Bredif, the Acting French Controller in 
Egypt. 

The despatch referred to a telegram dated, I think, the 1st of this month, in 
which M. Bredif had reported to M. de Freycinet the resignation of M. Lacron 
d’Airolles, the Secretary-General of the Control. It went on to say that M. Brddif 
thought the withdrawal of M. Lacron d’Airolles very undesirable at this moment, but 
that he had in vain urged him to remain, and that therefore, after conferring with 
M. Sienkiewics and Sir Auckland Colvin, he felt it his duty to ask M. de Freycinet to 
name a new Secretary-General of the Control. 

M. Decrais went on to tell me that M. de Freycinet had, in consequence, asked 
M. L6on Say, the Minister of Finance, to recommend a suitable official from his 
Department for the post, and that M. L6on Say had recommended M. Hoede, an 
Inspector-General of Finances of high repute. 

M. Decrais said that M. Hoedd appeared to be well qualified for the office, and 
that he had even some experience of the East, having been formerly sent on a 
financial mission to Eastern Roumelia and Bulgaria; but that, before agreeing to the 
recommendation of him made by the Minister of Finance, M. de Freycinet desired to 
ascertain your Lordship’s opinion. 

M. Decrais had accordingly, he said, been desired by M. de Freycinet to ask me 
to make your Lordship acquainted with the state of the case, and to say that he 
would Avait for your Lordship’s answer before proceeding to accept the recommenda¬ 
tion made by M. Leon Say.

YESTERDAY I communicated verbally to M. de Freycinet the observations 
stated in your Lordship’s despatch No. 392 of the day before, in ansAver to the objec¬ 
tions made by him to your suggestion that technical advisers should be sent to assist 
the British and French Agents and Consuls-General in Egypt in settling the details 
of the financial arrangements contemplated in the recent identic communication to 
the Powers. 

M. de Freycinet said that ho suav the full force of your Lordship’s observations, 
that they Avent far to remove some of his objections to the measure your Lordship had 
suggested, but that some of his difficulties remained. 

He could not, ho said, help still fearing that the mission of fresh English and 
French financial officers to Egypt, however clearly it might be explained and defined, 
will bo liable to be misconstrued by the other PoAvers. But the principal misgiving 
that ho felt related to the effect the mission might have on the relations between the 
Controllers and the Consuls-General. It would, he thought, be difficult to prevent 
the Controllers supposing that it Avas with a vieAV to controlling them that the Agents 
were to be furnished with special financial advisers. They Avould, in fact, suppose 
that they would sink from the position of s< Contr61curs ” into that of “ Controles.” 
Such a state of feeling must, M. de Freycinet thought, inevitably produce a “ froisse- 
ment ” between the Controllers and the Consuls-General. 

I reminded M. de Freycinet that the financial experts Avould be sent to assist the 
Consuls-General in a particular discussion in which they would have need of technical 
advice, and in which, for the reasons stated by your Lordship, they could hardly have- 
recourse to the Controllers for such advice. 

After some further conversation, M. de Freycinet said that ho did not Avish to be 
understood as definitively declining to concur in your Lordship’s suggestion, but that 
the matter did not seem to him to be very pressing, and that he should be much 
obliged if your Lordship Avould allow it to stand over for the present. Tho question 
might, lie observed in conclusion, bo taken up again if the course of events should 
tend to sIioav that tho mission suggested Avould be advisable.

I SPOKE to M. de Ereycinet yesterday, in the terms of your Lordship’s despatch 
No. 393, Confidential, of the day before, on the subject of communicating with the 
Porte in regard to the proposals to the Powers respecting Egypt put forward in the 
identic despatch of the I7tli ultimo. 

His Excellency said that he did not object to communicate to the Porte these 
proposals, on condition that the communication was made simply as an act of courtesy 
(“ un bon procede ”), and byway of information (“ a titre de renseignement ”), and 
that no invitation was given to the Porto to express its opinion or enter into dis¬ 
cussion. 

On this condition he should, he said, be willing that, when the time came for 
delivering to the Egyptian Government a note embodying the proposals, the Ambas¬ 
sadors at Constantinople should give a copy to the Porte at the same time that the 
original was presented at Cairo.

My Lord, Paris, April 13, 1882. 

YESTERDAY I communicated to M. do Ereycinet, verbally, but fully and 
accurately, the contents of your Lordship’s despatch No. 391, Very Confidential, of the 
day before, relative to the suggestion made by lvis Excellency that Tcwfik Pasha might 
bo deposed, and Halim Pasha put in his place as Khedive of Egypt. 

M. de Ereycinet said that he quite understood that if the declaration made to 
Tewfilc Pasha on the 8th January were looked at in immediate juxtaposition with a 
proposal now to dethrone him, there might appear to be a startling contrast between 
them, ne thought, however, that the events which had occurred since the declaration 
should be considered. It might, he conceived, be argued that by the declaration tho 
Governments of Erauce and England had done all they could to strengthen Tcwfik 
Pasha’s position—that Tcwfik had not known how to turn tho support thus given him 
to account, that he had, on the contrary, let things go from bad to worse, that he had 
entirely lost the respect of the Egyptian people, that, in fact, under him the efficient 
government of the country had become plainly impossible, and that thus the two 
Powers were driven as a last resource to substitute for him a lluler of energy and 
capacity. 

I observed that undoubtedly a most unsatisfactory state of things had grown up 
in Egypt, but that I should have great difficulty in finding either in the conduct of 
Tewfik Pasha since the declaration, or in tho dealings of Erance and England with 
him since that time, tho means of distinctly reconciling with good faith a combination 
of the two Powers now to depose him. 

As regards the character and capacity of Halim Pasha, M. do Ereycinet said that 
he would waive all discussion at the moment. lie had not deemed it prudent to make 
any searching inquires respecting him, lest his so doing should give rise to unfounded 
suppositions and to inconveniences of many kinds. The impression, however, which 
he had derived from M. Tissot, tho only person with whom he had conversed at any 
length on the subject, was certainly favourable to Halim. 

As regarded the mode in which this substitution of nalim for Tewfik might be 
effected, M. de Ereycinet observed that lie had never had tho least notion of proceeding 
otherwise than in concert with tho Sultan. 

His idea was that Erance and England should come to an understanding with the 
other Powers, and should then, in the name of all the other Powers, invite tho 
co-operation of the Sultan, 

As to tho reception of Halim Pasha by the Egyptian army or the Egyptian 
people, M. de Ereycinet had no misgivings. He was, he said, quite convinced that if 
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Tewfik were displaced and Halim appointed by the Sultan and all the other Powers 
united, there would not be even a semblance of opposition in Egypt. Commissioners 
might be sent to effect the change on tho spot, one on the part of the Sultan, and one 
eacli on the part of Erance and England acting as tho mandatories of Europe; and 
M. de 1 reyemet was certain that no opposition would be made. 

I observed that it was very difficult to foresee with absolute certainty what would 
actually happen m.such a case; and that if after all, any serious opposition were 
made, the intervention by force, which M. do Ereycinet so much deprecated, might be 
rendered inevitable. Rut even if the appointment of Halim Pasha was acquired in, 
or even wdcomed, at first, it must, I said, bo remembered that the authority of the 
Khediviate had been already much shaken by the deposition of Ismail Pasha, that it 
would be very much more weakened by a second deposition within so short a time, 
and that consequently Halim might very soon have to look for sunport from abroad. 
A ow it would, I said, be very difficult for Erance and England again to abandon a 
C -n *1 S °^ main] y ky them, while the consequences which would have followed 
the Declaration of the 8th January, would not tend to give weight to any endeavours 
to support Halim by merely moral means. And thus we should again be brought 
close to the necessity for armed intervention. 

M. de Ereycinet answered that no doubt the prestige of the Khediviate had been 
much diminished by the deposition of Ismail Pasha; but that it having once been 
shown that the deposition of a Khedive was possible, two depositions would hardly 
have more effect than one. J 

H was, his Excellency went on to say, especially with a view to finally putting 
an end to all risk ot armed intervention that he desired to set up a Khedive who would 
have ability and authority enough to establish and maintain regular and orderly 
Government. J 

The joint intervention of England and Erance would have many inconveniences, 
and would hardly tend to maintain harmony between them. On the other hand, the 
armed intervention of Turkey would, M. de Ereycinet ivent on to say, bo most 
objectionable. If once the Sultan got his troops into Egypt who could say when they 
could be got out again ? It was, in his opinion, idle to talk of England and Erance 
exercising a control over Turkish troops in Egypt. The great aim of the Sultan was 
to reduce Egypt to a province like Tripoli, and if ffis Majesty once occupied E<wpt 
With an army, M. do Ereycinet was convinced that he would attain this object. 

M. de I reycinct proceeded to observe that for the moment things seemed quiet in 
Egypt, but that nevertheless we might any day hear of some proceedings there which 
wo could not tolerate, and he was anxious that wo should be prepared to meet such 
a contingency. 

I observed that on the one hand such an exercise of authority by the Sultan as a 
nesh change of Khedive did not seem calculated to diminish his means of interfering 
m Egypt, while mi the other hand a measure of the kind could hardly be regarded as 
a means of meeting immediately a sudden emergency. 

After some further conversation M. de Ereycinet said that he did not propose the 
step as one to be taken immediately, but that he did wish it to be a subject of serious 
consideration.

WITH reference to my despatch No. 164 of the 4tli instant, I have the honour to 
inform your Lordship that on the 6th instant the Khedive asked me to come to him, as 
he desired to inform me of the circumstances connected with the arrival at Alexandria of 
the Second Princess, wife of Ismail Pasha, ex-Kliedive. 

His Highness told me that on learning from Mr. Max Lavison, Agent of the ex- 
Khedive, that the Princess was on the eve of arriving in the steamer of the Rubattino 
Company, due on the 4th instant, he instructed Dr. Ardoin, Dr. Dacarogua, and an 
Egyptian doctor, attached to the household of the ex-Khedive’s mother, to visit the 
Princess on her arrival, and to ascertain the state of her health. He gave orders that 
if she were found to he seriously ill, she was to he allowed to disembark with her suite, 
and to he conveyed to a Palace at Alexandria, which he had caused to he prepared for 
her reception. 

The Princess refused to receive the doctors, hut she was seen by the Governor of 
Alexandria, Omer Pasha Loutfy, who found her walking in her cabin, and not 
apparently in the state represented, of a person returning to her own country 
to die. 

The ex-Kliedive had sent with her a suite of twenty-eight persons, retaining only 
seven for the service of the two remaining Princesses at Naples. 

The Khedive informed me that as the Princess refused to admit the doctors to 
report upon her health he could not consent to her landing, and she accordingly 
left Alexandria on the 8th instant for Naples, in the same ship in which she had 
arrived. 

The Khedive has been much blamed and accused of inhumanity in the course which 
he pursued, but, I think, without justification. 

It is held to be inhuman of His Highness to refuse permission to the Princess to 
return and die in her own country, but it is surely singular that she should desire to 
return to a climate notoriously disadvantageous to the disease of the stone from which 
she is suffering, and that, if she believes her end to be approaching, she should seek to 
separate herself from her husband and her son. The Khedive could more fairly be 
accused of inhumanity if he had endeavoured to force her to conic to Egypt under such 
circumstances. 

It is indeed reasonable to conclude that the whole iucident is but an intrigue of 
Ismail Pasha to recover footing in the country, and that the action of the Khedive was 
fully justified both by political and family considerations. 

I have the honour to inclose herewith an extract from the “ Moniteur Egyptien ” 
of the 6th instant, reproducing a letter on the subject, addressed by Araby Pasha, 
Minister of War, to the Director of the Press, in which he states that, it having 
been reported that he and the officers of the army were favourable to the return 
of the Princess, he takes the opportunity to declare that he and the aiiny 
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generally are opposed to the return to Egypt of any one connected with the ex- 
Khedive.

I II AYE the honour to inclose herewith a copy of a Memorandum by Sir Auckland 
Col vin on the financial situation. It appears that the Commissioners of the Domains 
which form the guarantee for the Rothschild Loan have presented their accounts for the 
past year, and that they show' a deficit on that year of £ E. 108,000, and that this is apart 
from the sum remaining at the end of the year due to Government on account of land 
revenue in the non-assigned provinces, amounting to about £ E. 100,000. 

In the Memorandum inclosed. Sir Auckland Colvin submits to the attention of Her 
Majesty’s Government the bearing on the finances of Egypt of this and certain other 
charges which have been recently imposed. He explains the financial difficulties which 
must by degrees develop themselves, and he foreshadows in the course of 1883 the 
commencement of a fresh floating debt, resulting later on in a demand for further 
reduction in the interest assigned to the Unified Debt. 

In a postscript lie states that since writing this Memorandum he has seen another, 
written by M. Bredif for the information of M. de Freycinet, the object of which is 
to show that the proposed modifications in Article 34 of the Organic Law are by 
themselves illusory, on the ground that they afford no security for the equilibrium of the 
non-assigned revenues, which are the ultimate guarantee and safeguard of the whole 
system. He therefore makes certain proposals, which Sir Auckland Colvin deems to be 
still insufficient, but in the right direction. 

Without pronouncing any opinion on their adequacy to ensure the financial situation, 
I may say that they appear to me to be sufficiently stringent to provoke a refusal 
of them on the part of the Egyptian Government, and I venture to submit that the 
Powers, before making demands which will really guarantee the future, ought to be 
agreed upon the means of enforcing them.

Memorandum. 

THE Commissioners for the Domains have presented their accounts for 1881, 
showing a deficit on that year of £ E. 108,000. This is apart from the sum remaining 
at the end of the year due to Government on account of land revenue in the non- 
assigned provinces, aud which amounts in round figures to £ E. 100,000. The total loss, 
therefore, to the Government Exchequer on the year’s working, is £ E. 208,000. In 
other words, £ E. 100,000 of land revenue must he written off as irrecoverable; and the 
Government before the 30th of this month, under the conventions with the Rothschilds, 
must make good the sum of £ E. 108,000. 

2. This deficit arises partly from the receipts falling short of the Budget.Estimates, 
partly from expenditures being in excess of Budget Estimates. As to the former, the 
Commissioners verbally explain to us (Controllers) that the year was below the average, 
and that they lost heavily on the sale of their cotton ; as to the second, that they were 
obliged during the year to make large purchases of cattle, which they could not foresee. 
They add, as a general explanation, that in so large an affair as the agricultural 
management of the Domains, in a foreign country, and with a service only organized 
since two years, the Budget cannot be more than an approximative estimate. 

3. Without entering here into the adequacy of this explanation, I think it necessary 
to call the attention of my Government to the bearing on the finances of this and 
certain other charges on them which have been recently imposed. 

4. The sum of £ E. 108,000 will, properly speaking, be so much out of the 
£ E. 540,000 granted as the Extraordinary Budget of 1882, since that Budget is wholly 
composed of the balance remaining when the accounts of 1881 are closed (30th April, 
1882). This sum (an unforeseen and, therefore, unprovided-for item) must be met 
before that date.. But, as it would be inconvenient now to disturb the arrangements 
made for the Extraordinary Budget of 1882, the sum of £ E. 108,000 will practically be 
met by the surplus balance available when the accounts for the Ordinary Budget of 
1882 are closed. The Extraordinary Budget of 1883 will, therefore, be less by 
£ E. 108,000 than it would otherwise have been. 

5. But it was shown in our Report for 1881 (page 15, English version), that, in 
framing the Estimate for the Ordinary Budget of 1882, we have calculated on 
£ E. 182,941 on account of excess of collections over estimates, which, in the previous 
years, 1880 and 1881, had been excluded from the Estimates of the Ordinary Budgets, 
and formed pait of the Extraordinary Budgets of 1S81 and 1S82. This was forced on 
us, chiefly by the necessity of meeting the increased army grant. 

0. The Extraordinary Budget of 1883 will, therefore, be minus £ E. 182,941 and 
£ E. 108,000, or, in all, £ E. 290,941. 

7. Now, the amount hitherto ordinarily available for the Extraordinary Budget has 
been about £ E. 550,000. Deducting from this £ E. 290,911 we can now foresee, with 
certainty, that the assets of the Extraordinary Budget of 1883 will not exceed 
£ E. 250,000. 

8. Against this there are two fixed grants, each of £ E. 100,000, which must be met, 

viz., £ E. 100,000 being part of the increased grant to the army, and £ E. 100,000 for 
the Soudan. (The recent scheme of reorganization of the Soudan, and the application 
to the military forces there of the increased rates of pay decreed last year, will require, 
I may observe in passing, a larger sum than £ E. 100,000.) £ E. 50,000 must be added 

as a reserve for unforeseen expenses. The Extraordinary Budget of 1883 will thus be 
exhausted. 

9. It has been the rule hitherto to supplement the grants to public works and 
railways, assigned in the Ordinary Budget (hi accordance with the Budget presented to 
the Commission of Liquidation), by grants on the Extraordinary Budget. This was 
needful, because the ordinary grants suffice only for current expenses and maintenance, 
and leave nothing available for improvements, repairs, and purchase of material. Both 
canals and railways require large expenditure on this head, owing to the want of funds 
and maladministration in the last years of Ismail Pasha. Thus, in 1881, £ E. 199,287 
wero granted to the Public Works, and £ E. 99,252 to the Railways from tbc Extra¬ 
ordinary Budget. Similarly, in 3882, grants of £ E. 70,000 have been respectively 
allotted (see Appendices 3 and 8 Controllers’ Report, 1881). 

10. In 1883 nothing can be given. On the contrary, it will need the greatest care, 
even if all circumstances are favourable, to avoid a deficit on the Ordinary and Extra¬ 
ordinary Budgets of 1883. The necessity of making good the deficit of the Domains, 
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-d . grant of £ E. 23.1,000 on account of war expenditure (p. 17, Controllers’ 

Kepoit, 188i, Eng-hsh Version), have led to this unfavourable result. The Domains 
ctehcit con d have been met, while still leaving a considerable sum available for Public 
Woiks and Railways, but for the army expenditure.

M. iissot promised to report my observation to his Government. 
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His Excellency then referred to the question of an eventual substitution of 
another Ruler for the present Khedive. He said that M. de Ereycinet considered that 
the argument I had advanced as to the harshness and inconsistency of such a step, 
after the assurances of support given in the joint Declaration of January last, was one 
calculated to weigh more with me than with himself, who had been no party to that 
declaration. But that he thought that on examination the inconsistency would ho 
seen in any case to he more apparent than real, and that the second act was the 
natural consequence of the first. The desire of the two Governments [had been to 
confirm the authority of the Khedive. Experience had, however, shown that the 
Declaration had failed in its effect. Tewfik Pasha had allowed a Ministerial revolu¬ 
tion to take place before his eyes, and he was powerless in presence of the Chamber of 
Notables and of a Cabinet which were encroaching upon his prerogative, and which 
were threatening to infringe his international engagements. What, then, was more 
logical, when all other means had failed, than to resort to the only possible alternative, 
the replacement of the Khedive ? As regards the impossibility of effecting this 
measure without having recourse to force, M. de Ereycinet maintained that the agree¬ 
ment of Europe and Turkey would prevent any sort of resistance, and that three 
Commissioners, Turkish, English and Erencli, the latter two acting as Representatives 
of the other Powers, would be sufficient to carry the change into execution. M. Tissot 
continued that M. de Ereycinet looked upon the plan as the only means of averting a 
resort to military occupation, which Erance was anxious at all hazards to avoid, and 
which the Ercnch Government were glad to find that wo were equally opposed to. 
M. de Ereycinet, he said, had remarked to your Excellency on the disadvantages 
attendant upon a Turkish occupation of Egypt, and the inconvenience to England of 
leaving a country on the highway to India in possession of Turkish forces. In this 
he said that your Excellency had concurred at once. 

Einally, M. de Ereycinet urged that it was necessary to decide on some course to 
be taken in case of necessity, that it was not sufficient to look merely at the drawbacks 
and disadvantages of each alternative, and that it would bo wise to accept that one 
which, to his mind, offered the fewest objections. 

I told M. Tissot that I did not feel that M. de Ereycinet’s arguments disposed of 
the objection I had raised as regards the inconsistency of such a course as he proposed. 
It was true that M. de Ereycinet was not personally a party to the joint Declaration 
of January last, but it could not be denied that both the Erencli and English Govern¬ 
ments had promised Tewfik Pasha their support. Nor did I see what His Highness 
had done to forfeit his claim to the promise. There had been a moment when possibly, 
by following the advice of Sir A. Colvin, he might, by a coup d’audacc , have mastered 
the mutiny of the army, at least for the time. But I did not see in ivliat way liis action 
in dealing with what represented the only material and political force in Egypt 
was different from what it had been before the note in which we promised our 

^ Zs regards the proposed choice of Halim Pasha to succeed Tewfik, and the pro¬ 
bability of his being accepted by the army and population, 1 said that 1 understood 
that M. de Ereycinet’s information was principally derived from M. Tissot, and 
M. Tissot’s impressions rested on the accounts received from Ilalim Pasha and his 
friends; that no inquiries had been made in Egypt for fear of drawing attention to a 
project which had not yet been determined upon. But the accounts I received were 
not of a nature to confirm those impressions.

Khedive leccivcd a telegram from the Porte saving that it was advisable that the matter 
of the alleged conspiracy against Araby Pasha should be terminated as quicklv as possible 
as it was causing uneasiness and exaggerated rumours. 1 “ 1 ’ 

The Minister for Foreign Adairs informed me to-day that, in consequence, the 
sentence ot the Court-martial occupied m trying the prisoners would probably ho pro¬ 
nounced to-day—-that there was good proof against twelve out of the thirty prisoners, 
three of them being more guilty than the rest; that the names of several influential 
lashas had been mentioned as instigating the prisoners to murder Araby Pasha • but that 
they would not be proceeded against without clear evidence. 

The anxiety ot the Khedive with regard to himself being suspected, as mentioned in 
my despatch Ao. 189 of to-day, is not unreasonable. During the month of March an 
attempt was made to poison Abdul Aal Bey, one of the three revolutionary colonels, by 
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his stepson, a youth of sixteen, and a friend. These young men were both cadets 
at the Military School, supported by the Khedive, and it was alleged that they 
had been prompted to the crime by Aly Pasha Eiza, Agent of the Khedive’s 
estates. The rumour acquired so much consistency, that the Khedive uas obliged to 
defend himself to his Ministers, but the inquiry is, it is said, still pending. There can 
be no shadow of doubt that the Khedive is innocent, but it is not impossible that over- 
zealous courtiers may, by their intrigues, arouse suspicion against him. 

Another element of general disquiet is the attitude assumed by the Bedouins towards 
the Government, of which they speak with open contempt, and have repeatedly said that, 
on a word from the Khedive, they will sweep it away. Although not well armed, their 
numbers are so large that little resistance could be made if they were to descend upon 
Cairo. I am informed that the frontier tribes number about 220,000 men. It is alleged 
that a short lime since Araby Pasha endeavoured to enter into a compact with them to 
join in resisting intervention, and that they agreed, in case of intervention on the part of 
a Christian Power, but stated that if the Sultan intervened the Bedouins would side with 
him to a man.

WITH reference to the question whether the Sultan ought to be a party to any 
discussions among the Powers with reference to an intervention in Egypt, I have the 
honour to state that, if he were to be excluded from them, I should regard the participa¬ 
tion of the Austro-Hungarian Government as extremely doubtful. 

I have not, of course, touched upon the question in any conversation with Count 
Kalnoky, but when I communicated to him your Lordship’s despatch No. 35 of the 
11th February he showed very marked satisfaction at the sentence, intimating that it was 
intended that the Porte should he treated like other Governments. 

Indeed, if I am not mistaken. Count Kalnoky rather inclines to the opinion that the 
position of the Sultan towards Egypt gives him a right to have a voice rather before 
than after that which can be claimed by any other Government; and, without wishing 
to let him interfere with the Egyptian Administration, he will hardly, at this moment, 
be disposed to take part in anything that His Majesty might resent as a slight.

I NOTICE that the language held by M. de Freycinct on Egyptian affairs, as 
reported to your Lordship by Her Majesty’s Ambassador at Paris, is repeated here by 
M. de Courcel, the French Ambassador, in confidential conversation with his 
colleagues. 

His Excellency dwells more especially oil the very great disadvantages of Turkish 
intervention in Egyptian affairs, and hints at the advantages which might he derived 
from a change of Khedive, hut at the same time never fails to assert that France 
wishes above all to act in concert with England in all matters concerning Egypt. 

As your Lordship knows, Prince Bismarck is personally in favour of' Turkish 
intervention in preference to any other, but fully acknowledges the prior rights of 
interference acquired by England and France to guard their interests in case of 
danger. 

I was, however, somewiiat surprised last night, in a private conversation I had 
with Count Hatzfeldt, to hear bis Excellency twice assert that he thought the choice 
of the present Khedive had been a mistake, and that if a better one could he found 
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Egypt would be the gainer by it, but that he doubted whether, among the candidates 
M. de Freycinet might have on his list, a better one existed. 

From these observations, which fell incidentally from Count Hatzfeldt, I cannot 
but conclude that the Sultan must himself be favourable to a change of Khedive.

My Lord, Foreign Office, April 24, 1882. 

I ACCOMPANIED the French Ambassador yesterday to Windsor, where he 
was received in audience by the Queen and presented his credentials. 

During our visit M. Tissot asked me whether I was in a position to say anything 
further to him on the subject of Egypt. 

I told his Excellency that my colleagues continued to think that there -would be 
great disadvantages in attempting to substitute Ilalim Pasha for the present Khedive, 
and that they approved of the idea which I had suggested of making use of the Sultan’s 
influence to control events without recourse to other than pacific means. 

In the course of subsequent reflection it had occurred to me that this might be 
done in a manner which I would ask him to submit to his Government. 

Acting upon the advice of persons who w r ere versed in Egyptian affairs, we had 
at one time proposed to M. Barthelemy de St. Hilaire that England and France should 
invite the Porte to send a General to Egypt to restore discipline in the Egyptian 
army. The proposal w r as, however, declined by the French Government. 

On the other hand, the French Government had proposed that a French and an 
English General should be sent as Commissioners for the same purpose. To this 
suggestion, as made at the time, wc had seen serious objections, which had been slated 
to the French Government. 

When the Sultan had sent two Commissioners to Egypt in October last, ner 
Majesty’s Government had deprecated such a Mission, and done their best to shorten 
its stay in Egypt, because at that juncture it did not seem necessary, and because it 
had been dispatched Avitliout previous communication with England and France, and 
without their sanction. 

I noticed, hoAvcver, that in his last proposal for the deposition of Tewfik Pasha 
M. de Freycinet had suggested three Commissioners, French, English, and Turkish, 
as the instruments by which the change might be effected. 

The situation of affairs in Egypt, I remarked, although alarming, did not yet 
seem to call for active intervention, but it would have a great moral "effect in that 
country if the English and French Governments Avcre able to announce to their 
respective Parliaments that not only Avere they prepared, Avith the concurrence of 
Europe, to take a step at once toAvards an arrangement Avith the Egyptian Government, 
but that they were also agreed as to the policy to be pursued in case of matters coming 
to a crisis, Avhicli they still hope may be averted. It Avould bo sufficient to state that 
the agreement existed, without giving any public definition of the policy decided on. 

The procedure to be resorted to in ease of necessity might, in my opinion, consist 
in asking the Sultan to send a General Avith full poAvers to restore discipline in the 
Egyptian army, Avith a woll-dcfincd agreement that he was not to exercise those powers 
in any Avay witbont the concurrence of an English and a French General who Avould 
be associated Avith him. Care must also be taken so to frame the arrangement that 
the functions of the three Commissioners should in no Avay detract from the position, 
or trench upon the duties, of the French and English Representatives. 

[eOlJ 
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I thought this plan -was not likely to meet with objection on the part of the other 
Powers, and it seemed to me to be calculated to prevent the necessity of a resort to 
armed intervention, which might, perhaps, ultimately become inevitable, but which, as 
both Governments agreed, presented great difficulties, and was open to grave objection 
in every form. 

M. Tissot said that he would report what I had said to his Government. The 
objection which occurred to his Excellency lay in the fact that the Sultan, as he 
believed, entertained a dislike to Tewfik Pasha, and would be unwilling to co-operate 
for the purpose of maintaining him as Khedive. 

I answered that the Sultan w r as much more anxious to play a part in the question 
than particular as to what that part should be. 

I should have said that I prefaced my remarks by observing that I did not admit 
the argument •which the French Government had seemed to advance, if not explicitly, 
at least by implication, that because we had objected to their proposal for a change of 
Khedive, we were bound in our turn to propose a plan for the application of force in 
Egypt. M. de Ereycinet’s plan, I said, might he good or had, but one of our principal 
objections to it was that the change of Khedive was of itself not unlikely to entail 
the necessity for a recourse to force either at once or in the immediate future. The 
project, therefore, did not in reality deal with the crucial questions of the application 
of force or of the nature of the force that should be applied. But I had no wish to 
attempt to bandy arguments or to try to fix responsibility on others we were not 
willing ourselves to undertake. The real object to be attained was that we should 
agree upon a measure to be resorted to in case of need, and that it should be known 
that we were so agreed.

THE Erench Ambassador called at the Foreign Office this afternoon, at my 
request, and I spoke to him on the subject of Egypt. 

> I said that I understood that M. de Ereyeinet did not consider that the last 
advices from Egypt were reassuring, and that he remained impressed with the 
increasing necessity of being ready for action; that he still held to the plan for 
a change of Khedives, though he considered that it must remain in abeyanco as long 
as Jler Majesty’s Government objected to it; and that he had reserved any observa¬ 
tions upon my alternative suggestion of sending three Commissioners, English, Erench, 
and Turkish, to restore order and discipline in the army, as he understood that I had 
merely thrown it out in conversation as a personal idea, with a promise to make a 
formal proposal after consulting the Cabinet. 

I said that I concurred with M. do Ereyeinet as to the importance of the two 
Governments being agreed, not as to immediate action, but as to the exact course to 
be taken if action should eventually become necessary; and that [ had telegraphed to 
your Excellency authorizing you to discuss my suggestion as a formal proposal on the 
part of Her Majesty’s Government. 

1 told M. Tissot that 1 should also bo glad if he could ascertain whether M. de 
Ereyeinet saw any objection to our communicating to the Turkish Ambassadors in 
London and Baris the proposal for a modification of Article 31 of the new Organic 
Law. That proposal had now received the assent of all the other Powers. The 
Turkish Ambassador here had several times asked for an interview, which 1 had 
postponed, not knowing exactly what language to hold to him.

My Lord, Cairo, April 22, 1882. 

I OBSERVE from Lord Lyons’ despatch No. 281, marked Very Confidential, of the 
3rd instant, that M. de Freycinet attributes the main cause of the present state of affairs 
in Egypt to the incapacity of the present Khedive, and suggests the substitution of 
Prince Halim as a remedy for the evil. 

I cannot agree in this estimate of the Khedive’s character and its result, or in 
the efficacy of the remedy suggested. 

Since the 2nd February, 1881, the Khedive has been in a peculiarly trying position, 
and taking a general view of the events and the present situation, it would appear to be more 
just to consider that he has behaved with both tact and intelligence. I take the key-note^ 
of his line of conduct to have been to act faithfully in accordance with the Rescript of 
the 28th August, 1878, by which the Khedive, Ismail Pasha, undertook to relinquish 
despotic rule and to govern in conjunction with his Ministry. It should be remembered 
that up to the moment of the first military disturbance in February 1881, he was 
regarded as a model Prince, endowed with moderation and intelligence, and that this was 
in great measure due to his cordial co-operation with Riaz Pasha and the Controllers- 
General. 

It is now made a matter of reproach that he did not after the 1st February treat 
the ringleaders of the revolt with a high hand, but on the day of the revolt he bad 
pardoned them, and if lie had adopted the course which he is now reproached with having 
neglected, he would have betrayed bis word. 

Subsequently, when the want of discipline became more apparent, he repeatedly pointed 
out the danger to his Ministry, and becoming convinced of the connivance of his Minister 
of War, now President of the Council, he dismissed himlrom the Ministry. Then, acting 
always with his Government, he endeavoured to resume the reins over the army "Inch were 
falling from his hands. The 9th September was the result. On that occasion again he 
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is reproached with having lost his opportunity by want of energy, if not of courage. There 
are probably few natures which would have been suddenly ready to lose all or gain all at 
that critical moment. Negotiation was the natural expedient of a man not of the strongest 
personal character. “How easy it is for those in power and prosperity to preach heroism 
to the vanquished. How little can they understand that life itself may rise in value 
when nought but life remains.” 

Since that day the Khedive may be said to have had not even a powerful friend upon 
whom lie couldrely. During the brief Ministry of Cherif Pasha he constantly foresaw 
the difficulties in store, and lie was buffeted backwards and forwards by the rival con¬ 
tention of England and France on the one hand and the Sultan on the other, that his 
only chance of safety lay in their support. When the moment which he had foreseen did 
come he was completely abandoned, both by the Powers and the Sultan, and left to 
struggle through the surf as he could. The men who had stript him of his power, and 
were the authors of his humiliation, became his Ministers, and the last shred of support 
vanished. lie has frequently spoken to me about the advice which the Porte and my 
colleagues have given him to show more energy, and has asked in what direction he 
should display it. He was urged to place himself frankly at the head of the national 
movement. Could he do so when he saw that its object was to rid Egypt of Christian 
officials who were the works which made the clock go? He was urged to form a party 
of his own. Was this party to support him individually against his own Ministry? If 
so, of what elements which had a chance of power or stability was it to be composed, 
and what time would be given to him by his Ministers to weld it into form ? He was 
urged to accept the offer of the Bedouins, who recognized no master but himself, and 
at a signal from him would sweep away the present Ministry and the Chamber; but what 
fate would he himself merit if he invited pillage and massacre in his capital ? He said 
that his life was well nigh unendurable, that he lived from day to day, not knowing what 
the morrow would bring forth, that his family could not sleep, but wept, that his only 
policy was to rigidly abstain from all intrigue himself, to treat his Ministry with frankness, 
to endeavour by reasoning to restrain them when they made a more rapid leap than usual 
in the dark, but that, notwithstanding all his circumspection, he was accused of com¬ 
plicity in the attempted poisoning of Abdul-al Pasha, and that from hour to hour he 
expected to be accused of connivance in the present alleged conspiracy to murder Araby 
Pasha. He would be grateful to me if I could tell him in what direction ho could move, 
in what direction he could usefully show the energy to the absence of which his present 
position was frequently ascribed. 

I was not able to answer His Highness’ appeal. I could not say, “ Resist your 
Ministry and military dictation, and leave the consequences to us.” I could not hold out 
to him any hope of immediate and successful support to himself personally if the 
consequences of such a course placed him, as they certainly would, in danger; I could 
merely concur in his temporizing policy. And when 1 hear him abused for lack of 
energy and capacity, I doubt whether there be many men in the world who would have 
been able to extricate themselves from the difficulties in which he has been involved 
through the want of foresight of all who co-operated in the settlement of the internal 
affairs of Egypt on the accession of the present Khedive, in neglecting the signs of 
danger shown in the military revolt of April 1879. Nor do I believe that any real 
progress will be made towards the settlement of the Egyptian question until that 
military ascendency is subdued. 

With regard to the remedy suggested by M. de Freycinet of replacing the Khedive 
by Prince Halim, I see no signs that such a change would be welcome to any paity in 
Egypt, where, to the present generation, he is comparatively unknown. I am acquainted 
with Prince Halim, and he appeared to me to possess, in a minor degree, the same 
power of producing a favourable impression upon the person with whom he is speaking 
as Ismail Pasha. He is profuse in agreeable promises. When 1 was at Constantinople 
at the time that the deposition of the ex-Khedive was first mooted, he spoke much to 
me about the paramount interests of England in Egypt and the necessity of recognizing 
them frankly, in accordance with which view he said that his first act on acceding to 
power would be to appoint Mr. Foster, the Director of the Ottoman Bank at Constan¬ 
tinople, to be bis Minister of Finance, and it is probable that, mutatis mutandis , similar 
expressions have enlisted M. Tissot, and, through him, M. de Freycinet, in his favour.

I HAVE the honour to transmit herewith an extract from the “ Phare d’Alexandrie,” 
the only daily newspaper of any importance in Egypt which, under the heading, “ Le 
Bien public,” gives two letters of considerable interest at the present moment. The 
first relates to the refusal of Chaker Pasha to accept the Governorship of the Province 
of Dakahliah, and makes some well-timed observations on the system adopted by the 
present Government of throwing discredit on high-placed officials, and paralyzing their 
work by appointing Commissions of Inquiry into their administrations. The remarks 
apply with much aptitude to the case of the Commission appointed to examine into 
certain charges against the administration of the Customs. While the Commission lasts, 
although the inquiry may only elicit evidence favourable to Mr, Caillard, the service 
suffers in credit, and opportunity is given for intriguers to harass him and occupy his 
time, which is not more than sufficient for his every-day duties. 

The second letter is written by one of nineteen Turkish and Circassian officers, 
who, in consequence of the conduct of the present Minister of War, have quitted the 
service. They are young men between the ages of eighteen and twenty-six, who were 
brought to the country by Ismail Pasha, and received special training for the scientific 
branches of the military service. 

The Khedive has informed me that he did his utmost to dissuade them from leaving, 
but failed to alter their determination. The letter brings out the general sentiment of 
the public with regard to the treatment of the persons who have recently been arrested 
for an alleged conspiracy.

Le Bien Public. —Nous recevons aujourd’hui, d’une part, un article de notre 
collaborateur de Mansourah, et, d’autro part, une lettre de dix-neuf cldves des 
compaguies do tirailleurs Circassiens, Turcs, Albanais, et de Bagdad. 

Nous croyons utile de publier ces deux documents parce quo tons deux touclient 
aux interets les plus vitaux du pays. Toutefois nous en retrancherons quclques 
considerations, que la moderation quo nous nous somnies fait un devoir d’apporter 
dans notre journal, no nous permettait pas do reproduire. 

Nous prions le Gouvcrnement de ne voir dans ces publications que le mobile qui 
nous a dirige, e’est-a-dire: notre profond amour pour le pays, et notre desir sincere 
d’etre utile au Gouvernement lui-meme, on portant a sa connaissance les vooux 
des populations, et tout ce qui peut eclairer sa religion sur les veritablcs interets 
du pays:— 

“ Mansourah, le 23 Avril, 1882. 

“On m’assure que Chaker Pacha, qui vient d’etre nomme Moudir de cette 
province, decline l’honneur d’aceepter ce posto. En attendant, la province restc sans 
Moudir, et bien des affaires, parmi lesquelles do tres importantes, restent en souffrance. 
Chaker Pacha est aetuellement a Damanhour, ou il poursuit une en quote sur les faits 
qui se sont produits dans la Province de Bdlidra. 

“La raison pour laqucllcChaker Pacha voudrait sc retirer du service est spdciale- 
ment cette enquete qui lui donne la mesure do peu de cas que l’on fait do l’autoritd 
des Moudirs, autorite qui, jusqu’en ces dorniers temps, dtait presque absolue, et qui 
maintenant par l’exeds contraire, est abandonuee au caprice du moindre employe, qui 
peut susciter des enquetes de grand eclat par des motifs futiles. Les vieux employes 
du Gouvernement ne sc soumettront certainement pas de gaitd do coour ii cot etat de 
choses, qu’ils jugent prejudiciable a la bonne marche des affaires et contraire ii lour 
dignitd. 

“ Je ne veux certainement pas louor le systdme qui concedait une autorite illimitee 
aux Moudirs, et souvent j’avais parle de la necessity de reformer les attributions do 
ces fonctionnaires, qui pouvaient en certains cas abuser de lours positions exccp- 
tionnclles. 


“ Mais de la a leur enlever toute autorite ou ii les soumettre au bon vouloir d’une 
autoritd avec laquelle il ne devraient rien avoir a faire, la difference est trop grande, et 
malheureusement par le nouveau systeme, nous avan^ons a grands pas vers la 
disorganisation complete des Administrations, disorganisation qui se fait deja trop 
sentir. 

“ L’Egypte peut se dire vraiment le pays des enquetes et des Commissions. A 
chaque moment on voit un Decret instituant une Commission, dont les operations se 
font toujours attendre. On laisse passer des ahus criants; le Tresor est fraudd, le 
contribuable est mdcontent, sans que personne se soucie de ses plaintes. Mais si un 
fonctionnaire, ou bien si un particulier qui a quelquc haute protection, se croient 
lesds par un petit abus, souvent inevitable, une enquete est ordonnee et poursuivie 
avec grand bruit, sans que ceux qui l’ordonnent tiennent aucun compte de la decon¬ 
sideration qu’elle jette sur le fonctionnaire liumilie ainsi devant ses subordonnds, 
lesquels eependant devraient continuer it le considered de meme qu’avant, commie leur 
autoritd immediate. 

“ Au contraire, quel avantage ne resulterait-il pas pour tous les interets, si toutes 
les Administrations, si tous les fonctionnaires, etaient soumis a un controle cfficace, b, 
une inspection de toutes les heures. Les abus et les exeds seraient ainsi dvitds. On 
n’oserait plus faire des actes de malversation ou d’abus de pouvoir, et si ces actes 
se produisaient, ils seraient de suite reprimes et la moindre accusation pourrait etre 
aisement controlce sans le besoin d’unc enquete sans fin. 

“Il faut etre pendant quelque temps dans l’interieur pour connaltre les abus 
de toute sorte qui se font sans que personne taelie de les reprimer et qui souvent sont 
supportes par la raison de solidarity qui lie ontro eux leurs auteui’s, lesquels ont tout 
interet a se garantir I’immunitd. Tout le monde sait quo les contribuables paient des 
sommes bien superieures aux impots qu’ils devraient payer, somnies qui sont pergues 
sous toutes les formes possibles, et qui servant ii engraisser certains employes. Ce 
sont ces abus qu’on devrait reprimer et contre lesquels on devrait organiser des 
enquetes. 

“ Cette taelie incomberait au Controle qui pourrait seulement de cette manidre 
rendre de vrais services au pays. Mais de leur cabinet, ces messieurs ne peuvent so 
rendre un compte exact de ee qui se passe dans les provinces. Il y a vraiment un 
service d’lnspecteurs, dont le rapport des Contrbleurs dit beaucoup de bien, mais le 
pays ne s’ost pas encore apergu des avantages qui en sont resultes pour lui. Les 
Inspecteurs sont en grand nombre, largement retribuds, mais avec leur peu de con- 
naissances du pays et de ses habitudes—moins quelques Idgdres exceptions—ils ne 
pourront jamais faire proedder a quelque rdforinc serieuse. 

“ Et eependant petit, un nombre dTnspecteurs, bien clioisis, pourrait, par de con- 
tinuelles inspections dans les provinces, protegee le Trdsor contre des abus continucls 
et en meme temps garantir les contribuables qui sont malheureusement trop sacrifids 
par une certaine catdgorie d’employds. 

“ Ce service serait bien plus utile que tant d’autres qui viennent d’etre erdds, et 
du moins la ddpense qu’il causerait serait utilement compensde.”

I HAVE the honour to inclose herewith to your Lordship copies of three confi¬ 
dential letters addressed to the Controllers-General by M. Boinet, Inspector of the 
Control from Zagazig. 

The first of these reports the backward state of the canal repairs and the difficulties 
experienced by the authorities in mustering the corvee roll, which falls short of last 
year’s numbers by one-lmlf; the suspension of the calling-in of the reserves and the 
unwillingness of the fellaheen to join the recruiting sergeants; and, finally, the hostile 
attitude of the Bedouins towards the present Government and their measures, as 
evidenced by the Resolutions passed at a meeting of the Heads of the different tribes at 
Tantah on the 8th instant, at which they declared they would allow no interference in 
their affairs from the Chamber of Notables. 

The second letter reports the immediately expected arrival of 1,000 troops to be 
garrisoned at Zagazig, and the various conjectures to which it has given rise. . Amongst 
these it lias been hinted that the soldiers have been sent to keep the public peace at 
Zancalone, where the natives have been stirred up by a certain Captain to strike for a 
common division of property, chiefly on the estate of Prince Ibrahim Pasha, who, to 
protect his intercuts, has let his lands on a long lease to an European. It also reports 
the arrival of about 2,000 pressed men to work on the canals. 

In the third letter M. Boinet states that it has been now ascertained that the troops 
have been sent to Zagazig to strengthen the local authorities against the hostile attitude 
of the Bedouins, and that a further contingent of 1,000 men lias been ordered to 
Damanhour.

LL enrage des canaux est le sujet des plus graves preoccupations dans cette 
province: pour des causes que j’ai deja signaldes a votre attention (en Eevrier) les 
travaux n ont pu etre poursuivis a 1 epoque favorable avec toute la vigueur et la 
promptitude que n dees site lour mode d’exdcution: aujourd’hui la situation s’est 
aggravde encore par suite des nombreux soins qui rdclament ddsormais le cultivateur 
pres de sa terre. Le ddplacement des fellahs pour la corvee devient de plus en plus 
difficile, cependant il est d’une importance vitale d’assurer l’irrigation, car le Nil, deja 
has, descendra encore au-dessous de son niveau actuel, et dans un avenir procliain les 
plantations de coton peuvent etre compromises par une trop grande sdcheressc. 

Le Moudir et les principaux fonctionnaires sont en tournee dans les districts pour 
activer Pembaucliement des hommes, mais d’aprds mes informations ils n’obtiennent 
pas beaucoup de suecds; le r61e de la corvee n’atteint pas la moitid du chiffre des 
prestataires de Fan passe, en comptant meme les hommes detaches dans les provinces 
adjacentes—1,500 h Bdhdra, 3,000 a Callioubieh. 

Les operations du recenscinent ne font aucun progrds : le Rdglement dit que le 
20 Avril les reclierches relatives, au recensement prdliminaire doivont etre terminus, 
et les.dtats deposes entre les mains des agents charges du denombrement definitif du 
3 Mai; or, les listes prcliminaires sont loin d’etre dtab lies, et le recensement ne pourra 
certainement par avoir lieu a la date indiqudc par le Decret du 3 Decembre, 1881; la 
population des villages, Clicikhs Beled en tete, est absolument rebelle a cette 
mesure. 

Le rappel des anciens soldats est suspendu actuellement, et le recrutement de la 
classe des consents n’est pas encore fixe—il y a trop peu d’entliousiasme pour le metier 
militaire; le fellah dit ouvertement qu’il ne veut pas quitter ses champs.

Reprdsentants de la Prance el de l’Anglcterre en Egypte, Ils declarent ne reconnaitre 
que l’autoritd du Ivhedivo et les “ ordres supdrieurs ” emanant de sa personne: ils 
refusent aux Notables et a “ leur Gouvernement ” toute ingdrence dans leurs affaires.

WITH reference to my despatch No. 184 of the 17th instant, I have the honour to 
inform your Lordship that I have complained to Moustapha Pasha Fehmy, Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, of the protraction of the inquiry into the complaints made against the 
Administration of the Customs. I said to his Excellency that certain complaints had 
been formulated by a person whose character was notoriously corrupt, and who was 
animated by a spirit of revenge against Mr. Caillard, that it had pleased the Government 
to listen to the complaints of such a man, and to institute the inquiry, that the complaiuts 
had been examined, and had, I understood, been found to be frivolous, but that the 
Commission allowed the man to bring further complaints, and that, if this continued to 
be permitted, the inquiry would be indefinitely prolonged. I said to his Excellency that 
the continuance of the inquiry could not but have an injurious effect on the Administra¬ 
tion of the Customs, and that it distracted Mr. Caillard’s attention from work, to which 
he owed all his time. I therefore requested that the Commission might be called upon 
to report upon the complaints which had been submitted to it when it was instituted, and 
that, unless the report show'ed that these complaints were well founded, the inquiry 
should be closed. 

His Excellency assured me again that the inquiry was instituted in no spirit of 
hostility against Mr. Caillard, and that he had him&elf recommended the strictest 
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impartiality to the native members with whom he had spoken ; he promised also to speak 
to the President of the Council, and to press the request which 1 had made.

I HAVE the honour to inform your Lordship, with reference to my despatch 
No. 187 of the 18th instant, that the number of arrests consequent on the alleged 
discovery of a conspiracy to assassinate Araby Pasha now amounts to fifty, and that on 
the 21st instant the Government arrested Osman Pasha Rifky, who was Minister of War 
under Riaz Pasha at the time of the military outbreak of the 1st February, 1881, when 
he was dismissed from his post on the demand of the officers and regiments in revolt. 

It is now semi-officially stated that the prisoners’ confessions show that the conspiracy 
was formed for the purpose of deposing the present Khedive and of restoring Ismail 
Pasha, but as the Court-martial holds its sittings in secret the whole of the proceedings 
are tainted with discredit. 

The reports current, that the prisoners are treated with indignity and cruelty in order 
to extort avowals, are strenuously denied by the members of the Government.

My Lord, Foreign Office, May 2, 1882. 

I HAVE received and laid before the Queen your Excellency’s despatch No. 356 
of the 29th ultimo, reporting your conversation with M. de Ereycinet on the proposal of 
Her Majesty’s Government that in case of need a Turkish General should be sent to 
Egypt with full powers from the Sultan to restore discipline in the Egyptian army, but 
subject to an arrangement that he should not exercise those powers without the con¬ 
currence of an English and a French General who should be associated with him. 

The answer which your Excellency gave to M. de Freycinet as to whether it was 
intended that the decisions of the Commission must be unanimous, or whether the 
agreement only of two would be required, was perfectly correct. It was the intention of 
Her Majesty’s Government to propose that the concurrence both of the English and 
French Generals should be necessary, and that no step should be taken without 
unanimity. 

It appears that M. de Freycinet further asks for an assurance that, if this proposal 
be agreed to, Her Majesty’s Government will unite with that of France in preventing 
the moral intervention of the Sultan being followed in any case by Turkish armed 
intervention. 

In reply to this request, I would ask your Excellency to state to M. de Freycinet 
that the present proposal of Her Majesty’s Government is made as one to which the 
two Governments should agree to have recourse in case of need only, and that its aim 
and object is to avoid the necessity of any armed intervention in Egypt, to all forms of 
which there are great objections. Her Majesty’s Government understand the proposal 
as not committing either France or England in any degree to a Turkish armed interven¬ 
tion. But they desire also to retain their full liberty of considering, in concert with the 
French Government, what form armed intervention should take if the occasion should 
unfortunately arise. 

M. de Freycinet would seem to have some misgiving that Turkish intervention is 
desired by Her Majesty’s Government. Your Excellency may assure him that this is 
quite opposed to our wishes. If it were not for the objections of the French Govern¬ 
ment, to which we give, and shall wish in the future to give, great weight, we are 
disposed to believe that Turkish intervention would be less objectionable than any other 
form of intervention which has yet been suggested. But we have not altered our 
opinion that any kind of armed intervention should be avoided if possible.

He said that Prince Bismarck 
was anxious, as far as possible, to maintain the status quo in Egypt, but that he thought 
that if intervention became necessary Turkish intervention was the least objectionable 
form. Prince Bismarck, Count Munster added, was opposed to a joint Anglo-French 
occupation, believing that it would lead to disagreement and quarrels between England 
and France which, whatever might be said of his supposed policy, he would be Mad to 
see avoided. & 

. Count Munster concluded by saying that Prince Bismarck had given no decided 
opinion upon the proposal of Her Majesty’s Government, that in case of need three 
Generals, 1 urkish, English and French, should be sent to Egypt to restore discipline in 
the army, but that be had expressed himself as willing to accept and support any method 
of action upon which England and France might come to an agreement. 

I repeated to his ^ Excellency the observations which had just reached me in a 
confidential despatch from Sir 33. Malet as to the language held to him when at 
Constantinople by Halim Pasha, and the probability that he had given indiscriminate 
assurances of adherence and friendship not only to M. Tissot, but to any other persons 
whose influence he was anxious to secure in his favour. 

Count Munster agreed that the promises of an Oriental in Halim Pasha’s position 
could not be relied upon as a safe indication of the course he would pursue if he came 
into power.

I COMMUNICATED verbally to M. de Freycinet this afternoon the contents of 
the despatch No. 468, Confidential, which your Lordship did me the honour to address 
to me yesterday in answer to his Excellency’s observations upon your suggesting that, in 
case of necessity, a Turkish, a French, and an English General should be sent to Egypt 
with a view to the restoration of discipline in the Egyptian army. 

His Excellency thanked me for the distinct statement that it was intended that the 
concurrence of both the English and the French General should be requisite in every 
matter, and that, in fact, no step should be taken without unanimity on the part of all 
three Generals. 

H e proceeded to observe that he quite understood the force of your Lordship’s 
arguments, but that the situation of the French Government was peculiar. They could 
not run any risk, however remote it might be, of contributing to raise the question of 
Turkish armed intervention in Egypt. Now, the moral influence of the Turkish 
General, supported by that of his French and English colleagues, might produce the 
desired effect, but, again, it might not. If it did not, the Turkish General and the 
Porte would undoubtedly strongly insist upon sending Turkish troops. Her Majesty’s 
Government, though anxious to avoid all armed intervention, still seemed to think that 
Turkish intervention might be less objectionable than any other. If the other Powers 
should hold the same opinion, England might be reluctant to separate from them, and 
the result would be that France would be left alone. In this case M. de Freycinet and 
his colleagues would be accused of want of ordinary foresight and prudence in agreeing, 
without taking proper precautions, to a plan which was, it would be alleged, on the face 
of it, likely to pa\e the way for the introduction of Turkish troops into Egypt. The 
matter would, however, be quite different if he had secured beforehand the concurrence 
of England in opposing Turkish armed intervention. He was quite ready to retire 
from co-operation with the other Powers if he withdrew in company with England; but 
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lie was not willing to run the risk of putting France in the situation of having to stand 
alone. No French Government could concur in Turkish intervention by force. Public 
opinion in France might possibly exaggerate the evil, hut it was quite certain that any 
Ministry which was a party to the dispatch of Turkish troops to Egypt would be swept 
away within twenty-four hours by the Chambers. 

M. de Freycinet proceeded to argue that the knowledge that Turkish armed 
intervention would not be admitted would, in fact, contribute to the success of the 
proposed mission of the Generals. There could be no doubt, he said, that the Sultan 
ardently desired to occupy Egypt with his own troops, and so long as he had a hope that 
the failure of the mission of the Generals would lead to that result he would certainly 
not be anxious to promote the success of it. 

After some further discussion, M. de Freycinet told me that he should bring your 
Lordship’s proposal before the Council of Ministers to-morrow morning, and that he 
would let me know the conclusion that was come to.

M. DE FREYCINET showed me this afternoon a telegram which he had received 
in the morning from M. Sienkiewicz, the French Agent and Consul-General in Egypt. 

M. Sienkiewicz stated in it that the Khedive had sent secretly for himself and for 
Sir Edward Malet, and that Sir Edward, who had been received first, had advised His 
Highness not to sanction the sentence of the court-martial upon the so-called military 
conspirators, but to invite the Representatives of all the Great Powers to come to the 
Palace to confer with him on the subject. 

The telegram, so far as I recollect, w r ent on to say that M. Sienkiewicz had himself 
recommended the Khedive not to accept the sentence in its present form, because the 
court-marcial had gone beyond its province in giving advice on matters with which it had 
no concern. M. Sienkiewicz had, however, it appeared, suggested that the Khedive 
should accept the sentence on its being put into correct form, and should then imme¬ 
diately pardon all those to whom it applied, and thus be beforehand with Araby Pasha, 
whose object evidently w r as to take to himself the whole credit of showing clemency. 

The telegram concluded by saying that the Khedive had agreed with M. de Sienkiewicz 
that there would be many inconveniences in assembling the Consuls-General of all the 
Powers at the Palace in the existing conjuncture.

The sentence on the forty officers is equivalent to death, as few prisoners ever 
reach the White Nile. The Khedive tells me that the evidence docs not go beyond 
proving that the prisoners intended to petition; the threats of assassination are not 
brought home.

IN compliance with M. de Freycinet’s invitation, I waited upon his Excellency this 
afternoon to confer with him as to the precise terms in which the proposed modification 
of the new Egyptian Organic Law should be communicated to the Ottoman Ambassadors 
in London and in Paris. 

He at once put into my hand the draft, which I inclose, of a note to the Turkish 
Ambassador here. Your Lordship will see that it simply incloses “ a titre d’information” 
the text of the new Article 34 proposed by the English and French Governments. 

I observed to M. de Freycinet that this draft seemed to me to be somewhat curt, 
and that if the communication was to be made simply as an act of courtesy, it w r as all the 
more essential to make it in a perfectly courteous form. 

M. de Freycinet replied that he was afraid of affording the Porte any peg on which 
to hang a discussion. He should not, however, he said, object, if your Lordship thought 
it advisable, to add a preamble giving some historical account of the circumstances which 
had led England and France to propose the modification. The note might be lengthened 
in this way, if its mere brevity gave it any semblance of scant courtesy; but M. de Frey¬ 
cinet would be very unwilling to insert in it any explanations or arguments of which the 
Porte could lay hold in order to raise discussion. The particular words in his draft to 
which he attached importance were, he said, these three, “h titre d’intormation.” 

I remarked that it had occurred to me that the simplest form of making the com¬ 
munication might be simply to put into the respective Ambassador’s hands, at a personal 
interview, a copy of the Circular to the Powers of the 17th March, and thus to avoid the 
necessity of addressing any note at all to them. 

M. de Freycinet said that the Circular contained a great deal which the Porte might 
make a subject of controversy, and that he by no means wished to invite an opinion from 
the Porte in the same way that the Circular had invited the opinion and the adhesion of 

the Powers. _ 

After some further conversation, M. de Freycinet begged me to submit his draft to 
your Lordship as it stood, but at the same time to say that lie was quite willing to make 
in it any changes which were in accordance with the conditions which he regarded as 
essential, that is to say, that the communication should be made simply as an act of 
courtesy, “ a titre d’information,” that neither the opinion nor the adhesion of the Porte 
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should be asked, and that the freedom of the future action of France and England should 
not be in any way fettered.

“You will first of all place yourself in accord with Mr. Malet, in conformity with 
the telegram which I sent you yesterday, and if there should be any persistent divergence 
of opinion between you and him you will refer to me, and in no case will you allow any 
such divergence to be apparent on the spot. 

“ If there should be a conflict between the Khedive and his Ministers, you will, 
acting always in accordance with Mr. Malet, take the side of the Khedive, who is the 
sole legal authority, conducting yourself, however, with the tact and circumspection 
necessary to avoid causing or aggravating conflicts in the heart of llie Government. 

“ You will remember that whatever may be our opinion of the incapacity (‘ insuffi- 
sance ’) of the Khedive, we must nevertheless loyally exert ourselves to make his power 
last as long as possible.”

THE French Ambassador called upon me this afternoon, o,nd spoke to me at some 
length on the subject of Egyptian affairs. 

He said that he had received from M. de Freycinet an explanation of his reasons for 
objecting to Turkish intervention, which he was disposed to consider as the worst of all 
the methods of applying force. M. de Freycinet did not see in what way any limits 
could be set to a mandate so vague as that of “ restoring order.” An occupation for 
this object might be indefinitely prolonged, not only on account of the Khedive’s weak¬ 
ness, but also on the ground of incidents which it would be the interest of the Turkish 
Government to originate, and which it would accordingly bring about. The result would 
be that Egypt would fall again under Turkish domination, a contingency to which the 
French Government could not in any way lend themselves. 

M. do Freycinet thought indeed, said M. Tissot, that in not at once declaring 
resolutely against any Turkish intervention. Her Majesty’s Government were rendering 
such intervention inevitable. The Porte, knowdng that it would be authorized to inter- 
[801] ■ T 
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vene under certain circumstances, would not fail to procure their occurrence. It would 
be the object of the Turkish Government to bring about the failure of the projected mission 
of the three Generals, if it took place. The best means, in M. de Freyeinet’s opinion, of 
making that mission effectual would he to let it be known at once at the Porte that in no 
case w'ould its troops be allowed to intervene ; in one word, that the projected mission is 
in no way the preface for a military expedition. 

M. Tissot added that the French Government continued to be of opinion that 
matters could be made easier and clearer if it was decided to go to the root of the evil, 
and to establish what was wanting in Egypt, that is to say, a Chief of the State who 
possessed real authority. This measure would not be the ground for an intervention of 
indefinite duration, it would be a solemn act accomplished in a few days, after which 
Egypt, left to herself, might resume the normal course of her destinies. In this act of 
sovereignty it would be as natural and justifiable to have recourse to Turkey as it seems 
the reverse to do so for the purpose of administering and governing the country de facto 
under the cover of a Khedive who is unable to do it of himself. The first plan, M. Tissot 
said, would be a solution; the second one no more than the commencement of an 
era of embarrassment and deception. 

In reply, I repeated to M. Tissot that it must not be supposed that Her Majesty’s 
Government were in favour of Turkish military intervention; they saw, on the contrary, 
the gravest objection to military intervention in any form. It was true that they were 
disposed to regard Turkish intervention as that which offered fewest objections if inter¬ 
vention became absolutely necessary; but they in no way concealed from themselves 
that it would have serious inconveniences, and among the reasons for deprecating it not 
the least was the feeling with regard to it which was entertained in France. 

Our proposal for the mission of the three Generals was made with the idea that it 
might avert the necessity of employing force. The plan of a change of Khedive offered 
no guarantee whatever that Turkish or other force might not be requisite both to intro¬ 
duce the new Rules and to maintain them afterwards, and it was certain that at least the 
tendency of the change would be to diminish the authority of the office of Khedive. 

As regards the suggestion that we should at once declare to the Porte that Turkish 
intervention would not be allowed, I said that we had never encouraged the Porte to 
contemplate intervention. Our language had been in a contrary sense. But we wished 
to hold ourselves free, if the necessity arose, to consider all possible forms of intervention, 
and to choose that which was accompanied by the fewest inconveniences and risks. 

M. Tissot said that Sir E. Malet, when at Constantinople, had encouraged the Sultan 
to look forward to a Turkish intervention being allowed in case of need. 

I said that Sir E. Malet, on returning to Egypt, had been allowed at his own request 
to go by way of Constantinople, partly in order to have an opportunity of discussing the 
state of affairs in Egypt with Her Majesty’s Ambassador, and partly on account of the 
moral effect which it was thought his taking that route would have in Egypt. But he 
had no authority to encourage the idea of Turkish intervention, and anything he might 
have said to that effect either to the Sultan or to his Ministers must have been an expres¬ 
sion of personal views merely. 

I added that our desire was, as it had always been, to maintain the tie between 
Turkey and Egypt, to avoid the surrender of any of the liberties which the Sultans had 
themselves granted to the latter country, and to maintain the status quo in regard to its 
administration so far as this was compatible with the course of events. This was the 
language which it was my intention to hold to Musurus Pasha, who, I understood, was 
desirous of seeing me, and who was sure to ask for an expression of my view's. 

M. Tissot then spoke of the language to be used by the French and English 
Ministers in Parliament in regard to their agreement on the policy to be pursued. 
M. de Freycinet, he said, was anxious not to make the declaration too absolute in its 
terms because the agreement, in fact, w'as not complete, the French Government being 
unwilling to admit Turkish intervention in any case, while Her Majesty’s Government 
would allow it under certain circumstances. If, therefore, the question of Turkish 
intervention were at any time to become the subject of debate and this divergence of 
opinion were to become manifest, it might be said that there had been an attempt to 
assert that a more entire agreement existed than was really the case. 

M. de Freycinet proposed, therefore, the following form of words :— 

“ La France ct l’Angleterre n’ont pas cesse de marcher d’accord. Tout annonce 
<jue cet accord persistera jusqu’h la fin, et tout r<5cemment encore, avant-hier, les deux 
Gouvernements ont envoye des instructions h leurs Agents pour qu’ils tiennent le m6me 
langage au Caire ej^toute circonslance.” 

1 told M. Tissot that in consulting M. de Freycinet I had no idea of trying to commit 


the French Government to anything to which they objected. My only desire was to 
secure perfect identity in our public declarations. I conceived that the fact that the 
two Governments differed in their view as to Turkish intervention was known, and I 
saw no advantage in calling further attention to it. But I thought that M. de Freycinet’s 
suggested form might he adopted with some slight verbal alteration. I proposed to 
word it as follows :— 

“France and England have not ceased to act in agreement. Both Governments 
equally desire that their concord should continue till the end. Instructions have been 
sent to their respective Agents from time to time to act and speak in the same sense. 
One such instruction was sent last week and another this week.” 

I told M. Tissot that I only wished to be prepared with an answer: that I should not 
give any till it was necessary.

that the land they have held as a favour is theirs of right. Whence did Ibrahim Pasha 
get the land? from his father, and his father? By inheritance from Mohammed Ali. 
But Mohammed Ali took it by force from the ancestors of the present tenants, so that 
in reality they only claim their own. This language of the officer is testified to by 
twenty-five persons who heard him, and it is said the Sheikhs, encouraged by him and by 
the local Notables, have taken up the line of refusing rent and work too. Prince 
Ibrahim wrote to the Ministry of the Interior to require an investigation into the conduct 
of the officer, and that the Sheikhs should be obliged to fulfil their obligations. He 
asked, too, that the claimants should show their “hodgets” if their title were well 
founded. 

Persons were sent by the Ministry, and the Prince was required to produce before 
them, in reference to subsidiary allegations of insufficiency of allotment and of wages 
paid in money, his books and papers showing the financial details of the whole property. 
This the Prince refused, on the ground of inconvenience and of absence of right in the 
Government to require it. The Government reply by saying they w ill have the books by 
force if not willingly on his part. Upon this, Ibrahim Pasha, in order to obviate the 
indignity and the unseemliness of a dispute of the kind, lets the property to M. Poilay, 
guaranteeing him a certain income for five years, and an interest in the land if the 
proceeds exceed the guaranteed amount. 

Before reaching this stage, Prince Ibrahim, having heard that the Sheikhs and local 
notabilities w r ere in communication with Arabi Pasha, and that a deputation of them had 
spent four nights at his house, sent a person thither to ascertain Arabi’s opinions on the 
subject. The result was that Arabi maintained the people in their claim, based on the 
assumption originally set up, but without shadow of right, that Mohammed Ali had taken 
the land from these people’s ancestors by force. 

The Prince expressed his determination to do away henceforth with the “ temallieh ” 
system on his estates, to give no land to any one below' its value in return for labour, 
but to exact in all cases the letting value, and to pay wages in money when he requires 
labour. He considers that the agitation and insubordination begun in the army are extend¬ 
ing to the peasants, and that there is a difficult agricultural-social question in the imme¬ 
diate future. His Envoy to Arabi reported that the Pasha had remarked that as yet the 
Egyptian peasants had not got so far as the Irish, with whom he expressed sympathy.

I HAVE the honour to transmit herewith to your Lordship twe extracts from letters 
addressed to the Control by two of their Inspectors from Damanhour, in the Province of 
Behera, and Tanta, in the Province of Charkieh. 

The first of these reports growing insecurity, due to the small respect paid to the 
civil authorities by the natives. This is attributed to the action of the military, who treat 
their civil colleagues with none of the consideration necessary to carry on provincial 
administration. 

Corruption among the employes is attaining its former prevalence, and is favoured 
by the frequent changes among” the higher functionaries, which virtually throw the 
working of the administration into the hands of subordinates, who alone are versed in 
the current business, and who are not slow to seize the opportunities for peculation thus 
offered to them. 

The second letter dwells upon the straits to which the fellaheen are now reduced in 
order to obtain money. The banks will no longer lend any large sums, and the petty 
usurers ask interest as high as 36 per cent, per six months for small loans. 

The landed proprietors attribute this tightness of capital, and their present distress, 
to the feeling of distrust which reigns under the piesent Government, and ihey boldly 
declare that the Ministry is responsible if they are unable to pay the land-tax, this 
being, in reality, almost the only side of politics at which the Egyptian agriculturist will 
look. 

Land is everywhere losing its value, and sales at heavy loss arc constantly being 
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made, one example being cited of property, purchased a few months back at 60/ per 
feddan, having been lately sold at 28/.

]usqu’a payer pour six mois 36 pour cent. 

Aussi, on ne saurait s etonner qu’une reaction tres-sensible commence a se mani- 
fester clairement ^contre des gens qui etaient naguere les heros au jour. J’avoue 
cependant que j ai etc parfois assez surpris, moins de la presqu’unaniinite do ces 
sentiments que de la hardiesse avec laquelle il etait exprime. La grande masse des 
eultivateurs accuse liautement aujourd’lmi les gens qui sont a la tete des affaires d’etre 
la cause unique, de 1 embarras extreme dans lequel ils se trouvent. C’est a leur 
manieie d agir, disent-ils, que 1 on doit de voir les capitaux se refuser a venir en aide 
a l’agriculture: si les choses continuent de la sortc il sera impossible aux petits 
proprietaircs fonciers de payer l’impbt. 

Je n’ai pas besoin de vous dire que c’est la, generalement, le seul point de vue sous 
lequel lc villageois envisage la question : les considerations nationales ont moins que 
jamais prise sur lui. 1 

Ce qui me parait evident, c’est que la perception de l’imp6t se ressentira avant 
peu de la gene qui, en ce moment, pbse sur la grande majority des contribuables. Les 
serrafs eommencent h se plaindrc des difficulties qu’ils rcncontrent deja dans leurs 
recouvremcnts, et, comme dans les plus mauvais jonrs du rbgne precedent, on a vu dans 
de certaines locality des contribuables, cscortes du “ Chawicli,” qu’on leur envoie pour 
les contrainclro a payer, faire le tour des preteurs connus, prets a se soumettre h 
toutes les exigences afin de so liberor des poursuites de l’autorite. 

Les terrains ont dans ces derniers temps perdu considerablement de leur valeur 
On pourrait aujourd’hui acquerir de petits lots au tiers duprix qu’on les payait il y a 
six mois. Les proprietaircs, les petits, j’entends, vendent feddan par feddan, kerat par 
kerat, au fur et h mesure de leurs besoins. Pas plus tard que la semaine dernibre, un 
cultivateur, presse par la necessity a distrait de son maigre patrimoine a Similla, dans le 
voisinage meme de Tanta, 42 kerats de terre, qu’il a cedes pour la somme de 50 livres, 
ce qui fait environ 28/. le feddan. Ce sont des terres qui avaient ete payes 60/. le 
feddan ily a peine quelques mois. Ceci est un cxemplo entre dix que je pourrais citer. 
Ou cela conduira-t-il ? il est inutile de se le demander.

II est 
Evident qu’un tel dtat des clioses compromet egalement la dignite des fonctionnaires et 
du Gouvemement qu’ils reprdsentent; on n’a done pas a setonner si quelques-uns des 
Moudirs de la Basse Egypt© ont donne leur ddmission, sans qu’ello ait dte acceptee. 
Les ci-devant militaires occupes par le Ministdre actuel dans des postes civiles, soit-ce 
pour surveiller leurs collogues, soit ce pour renseigner leurs proteeteurs sur tout ce qui 
se passe dans les diverses administrations, ne craignent pas meme de professer leur 
aversion contre leurs collogues de l’dtat civil et notamment contre l’eldment d’origine 
Turco-Egyptien, qu’ils regardent comme des usurpateurs. II s’en suit naturellement 
qu’une entente cordiale entre les fonctionnaires de la meme administration, frequem- 
ment appeles a se remplacer l’un l’autre, n’existe que superiiciellement entre ces 
collaborateurs, quoiqu’elle soit tout a fait indispensable pour assurer une marche 
rdgulidre des affaires: les protestations manifestes et reiterees d’amitid et de devoue- 
ment entre eux sont pou aptes a cacbcr la jalousie et liaine reciproques. 

La corruption des employes, cette veritable gangrdne de l’Egypte qui du temps du 
Ministdre Riaz avait quelque peu diminuee, prend actucllement, d’aprds ce que Ton 
entend, des proportions toujours croissantes, ce qui ne paratt pas meme bien surprenant 
si l’on considdre le manque de stability qui rdgne dans les rdgions des fonctionnaires. 
Ainsi la Moudirieh de Bcliera a eu on moins d’une annee trois dilferents Moudirs, 
deux Deldgues du Ministre des finances, trois vekils de la Moudirieh et trois chefs 
dcrivains. II faut connaitre la multiplicity des affaires d’une Moudirieh pour pouvoir 
juger qu’il est absolument impossible pour qui que cc soit de se raettre au courant des 
affaires dans quatre ou six mois, puisqu’il y on a qui datent depuis trois et plus 
d’annees. 

Le Moudir le plus capable et le plus laborieux qui aurait a coeur dc juger les 
diverses affaires par lui-meme, et non pas par l’entremise de l’ecrivain qui lui soumet 
les pieces, devrait restcr au moins quclqucs anndes a son poste pour pouvoir rendre les 
services serieux a l’Etat que c;lui-ci a le droit d’attendre de ses fonctionnaires. 

Mais en changeant dans une memo annee scs employes principaux deux et trois 
fois, le Gouvemement ne peut obtenir que des resultats fort douteux en fait d’admini- 
stration, et il ouvre une large porte a la corruption pour ses employes subaltcrnes, qui, 
insuffisamment retribuds, no laissent gudre ecliapper une occasion quelconque, eu 
dgard que les changements frequents de leurs superieurs leur assurent une impunitd 
presque certaine.

I HA YE the honour to inclose herewith a cop.y of the sentence of the Court-martial 
appointed to try the persons accused of conspiracy, as communicated to the Telegraphic 
Agency of Havas hy the Government for publication. 

It begins by stating that it is the sentence on the Circassians compromised in the 
recent plot against Arabi Pasha. Eorty officers, among whom is Osman Pasha Rifki, 
ex-Minister of War, are condemned to he degraded and to exile for life to the furthest 


extremity of the Soudan. 

General Ratib Pasha, at present in Italy, who is stated to have organized the plot, 
at the instigation of Ismail Pasha, is degraded, and will incur the same punishment if he 
returns to Egypt. 

As the ex-Khedive is the promoter of the plot, and has made use, for this purpose, of 
the annual allowance granted to him by Egypt, the Council of Ministers is to consider 
whether the allowance shall be stopped. Finally, the proper authority is to prevent all 
communication between him and any one in Egypt.

M J Eord, Cairo, May 2, 1882. 

I HAVE the honour to inform your Lordship that I received a message from the 
Khedive this morning, asking me to come to the Palace at 10 o’clock. On my arriving 
His Highness said that he desired to consult me as to the course he should pursue with 
reference to the sentence of the Court-martial on the prisoners accused of conspiring 
against Araby Pasha, which sentence I had no doubt seen, as it had been published by 
the Havas Telegraphic Agency. 

I-lis Highness said that he had not yet countersigned it, as he had insisted on all 
the evidence, which was very voluminous, being- communicated to him. He had also 
said to his Minister of War, Araby Pasha, that the Council of Ministers ought to be 
consulted on the subject, but Araby Pasha had replied that lie saw no need for this, and 
that at all events it was superfluous, as the Ministers all agreed with him. 

I replied to His Highness that in my personal opinion he ought to refuse to counter¬ 
sign the sentence, on the ground that the proceedings had been secret, that the prisoners, 
accused of a crime rendering- them liable to the punishment of death, had not been 
permitted to have counsel for defence, and also because that part of the sentence which 
related to Ismail Pasha went into matters which were not within the competence of the 
Court. 

His Highness said that, as far as the evidence Avliich he had perused went, it showed 
that the prisoners had the intention of presenting- four petitions, one to the Sultan, one 
to himself, one to the Ministry, and one to the Consul-General, praying that a Com¬ 
mission should be appointed in which Delegates from the Portc and the Powers should 
take part, to inquire into their grievances, and there was vague evidence that there had 
been threats of resort to extreme measures if their prayers were not listened to. His 
Highness himself could not consider that crimes were brought home to the prisoners 
deserving- a sentence nearly equivalent to death. 

It is in fact notorious that prisoncis rarely return from the White Nile, the place 
indicated for the exile of the accused by the term ‘‘The most distant part of the 
Soudan.” 

“But,” His Highness asked, “ if I refuse to sign, what then ?” 
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I replied that there were moments when one must face the unknown, and that I 
thought that if His Highness desired to maintain his reputation as a civilized Prince, 
he should on this occasion refuse to sanction a sentence which, by his own showing, and 
in general opinion, was contrary to the principles of humanity and justice. I said, 
however, that I did not desire His Highness to be guided by my advice alone, and that 
I recommended him to convoke the Representatives of the Great Powers, and to lay the 
matter before them. His Highness agreed to this course, and said that he would request 
us to come to the Palace this afternoon. I learn, however, from M. Sienkiewicz, my 
French colleague, who has seen him since, that he inclines to defer convoking us until 
he has spoken to his Ministers, who are to meet at the Palace to-day. M. Sienkiewicz 
informed me that he had strongly urged the Khedive not to sanction the sentence, but 
had suggested that he should insist on its being revised, on account of its dealing with 
matters beyond the competence of the Court. 

I observed that, if this were done, the sentence on the accused would still remain, 
but M. Sienkiewicz replied that then the Khedive might employ the prerogative of 
pardon. My colleague is no doubt influenced by a strong desire to avoid a rupture 
between the Khedive and the Government, which might in its turn lead to the necessity 
of intervention. He has always urged the Khedive to show energy, but at this moment, 
when there is a vent for energy in a good cause, which would rally to His Highness the 
sympathies of Europe and the Porte, lie dissuades him from rapid action. I have spoken 
to my German and Austrian colleagues on the subject of the Khedive’s intention to 
consult us. Baron Saurma, although he entirely agreed that the Khedive ought not to 
sanction the sentence, said that he was not ready to give such advice officially, as his 
general instructions were to leave politics alone. M. de Martino said he was quite pre¬ 
pared to advise the Khedive to refuse. 

In speaking to the Khedive as I did, I took into consideration the position of His 
Highness if he gave way on this occasion to the importunities of Araby Pasha. He 
would in that case have sanctioned an iniquity against his better judgment. Hitheito he 
has merely agreed to political changes of which he did not approve : the difference be¬ 
tween the two acts is conspicuous. If he gives way in the present instance, it will show 
that lie is pliant to a degree which is not consonant with the public safety of his subjects, 
and his deposition will not be far distant or unmerited.

My Lord, . Paris, May 8, 1882. 

M. DECRAIS, the Director of Political Affairs in the French Foreign Office, came 
to me this afternoon from M. de Freycinet, and showed me a telegram fram M. Sien¬ 
kiewicz, the French Agent and Consul-General in Egypt. 

In this telegram M. Sienkiewicz reported that the Khedive had asked the opinion 
of the Consuls-General as to whether he should, in compliance with the request of his 
Ministers, commute at once the sentences pronounced upon the officers, or whether he 
should await instructions from the Porte. 

M. Sienkiewicz proceeded to observe that perhaps the English and French Agents 
might suggest, as a plan for relieving the Khedive, that His Highness should simply 
commute the sentences by an exercise of his own prerogative. 

M. Sienkiewicz stated in conclusion that Sir Edward Malet was sending an identic 
telegram to your Lordship. 

M. Decrais told me that M. de Freycinet was strongly of opinion that the Khedive 
should himself grant a pardon immediately by virtue of his own prerogative without 
waiting for action on the part of the Porte; and he added that M. de Freycinet had 
dispatched instructions to M. Sienkiewicz to concert with his English colleague with a 
view to their giving advice to this effect to the Khedive. 

I have had the honour to forward to your Lordship by telegraph the substance of 
this despatch.

THE Khedive summoned the Representatives of the Great Powers again yesterday 
at 6. He informed us that the President had insisted on his changing the Decree by 
inserting that the prisoners should be erased from the rolls. His Highness had refused, 
whereupon the President had menaced him, had spoken slightingly of the protection 
which the foreign Representatives could afford him, and had said that, unless he 
yielded, there would be a general carnage of Europeans. 

At the request of our colleagues, my French colleague and I went to the President 
of the Council. We said that, on the previous day, he had requested our good offices to 
prevent intervention of the Porte in the matter of the court-martial; that we had that 
morning, by advising the Khedive to issue the Decree, rendered the President the service 
which he had asked ; that we were surprised to learn that, in return for this service, he 
had threatened danger to our fellow-countrymen, had spoken insultingly of our power to 
protect the Khedive, and had menaced His Highness. We had therefore come to ask 
officially, for ourselves and in the names of our colleagues, whether danger existed in case 
the Khedive did not alter the Decree, in order that we might all inform our Governments. 

His Excellency absolutely denied that he had menaced the Khedive, or had used 
any of the language attributed to him. He said also that the question of altering the 
Decree was a request which the Khedive was free to grant or refuse. We asked what 
would be the consequence of refusal. He replied that he could not say, beyond that he 
would submit it to the Council. 

He finally declared that it was impossible to work with a Khedive who had so little

AS I had been led to anticipate by your Excellency’s telegram No. 38 of this day’s 
date, I received a visit this evening from the French Ambassador, who told me that

Majesty’s Government, be taken in view of the critical state of affairs in Egypt. 

I answered that time was precious, and that I was very desirous not to throw back¬ 
wards and forwards the responsibility of a proposal. On our part, we were ready to 
consider, with every wish to accede to it, any proposal that might be made by M. de 
Freycinet; but, as regarded any proposal of my own, I could think of nothing better to 
suggest than the plan I had already mentioned of sending three military Commissioners, 
Turkish, English, and French. Under the present urgent circumstances, I should have 
been ready to accompany it with a threat of Turkish intervention. I believed that such 
a threat would be the most likely means of preventing the necessity for any intervention; 
but I said I w*as ready to waive this part of the proposal, in deference to the views of 
M. de Freycinet, and I repeated my wish to avoid such intervention, if possible.

As regards the question of sending vessels of war to Alexandria, as to which I 
understood that M. de Freycinet had asked for an opinion from the French Agent and 
Consul-General in Egypt, I said that I had already instructed your Excellency, by tele¬ 
graph, to state to the French Government that we were willing to send two iron-clads to 
that port to protect the life and property of Europeans, and that in that case we should 
propose to inform the other Powers of the step we were taking, in case they should like 
to do the same. If Turkey should claim to be represented in the naval demonstration, 
I saw no objection to admitting her participation. I understood that the depth of the 
port of Alexandria was not sufficient for most iron-clad vessels, and it might therefore be 
found expedient that one of our two vessels should be an unarmoured ship. This, 
however, was immaterial for the purpose for which they were required. 

I remarked that such a demonstration could hardly in itself be a sufficient remedy 
or safeguard for the present condition of affairs, but that it might be useful as a moral 
support to the three Commissioners if it were decided to send them. 

In case ships of war were sent to Alexandria, we should also propose to send a 
small ship of war to Suez for the protection of Europeans there against any outbreak. 

I went on to say that 1 felt sure M. de Freycinet would agree with me, that what¬ 
ever doubts might have previously existed as to the conduct to pursue towards the 
present Khedive, it was now obviously desirable to afford His Highness all possible 
support. 

I proposed, I said, to telegraph to Sir E. Malet that the attitude of the French and 
English Representatives should be to declare positively that they objected to any change 
in the status quo, and I should be glad also to encourage the Porte to support the same 
view. 

In conclusion, I alluded to a request which the Controllers-General had made for 
advice as to their attitude towards the Ministers in the present juncture. I said that I 
was of opinion that they should continue to attend the meetings of the Council if 
invited to do so, and should keep the English and French Representatives fully informed 
of what passed, but that they should abstain from themselves taking any part in the 
proceedings.

I apprehend that, on the first alarm that intervention is intended, undertaken, or 
countenanced by England, ships will be sunk in the Canal. It could be probably 
prevented by the Canal being policed [? examined] by gun-boats.

Mr. Wyndham to Earl Granville.—(Received May 12, 11‘30 p.m.)

(Telegraphic.) Constantinople, May 12, 1882, 8 p.m. 

YOIJE telegram No. 121 of yesterday. 

I sent a Memorandum to the Minister for Foreign Affairs to-day, expressing the 
hope that the Porte would not resent the course taken by the Khedive with regard to 
the Court-martial sentences. 

Sir A. Sandison, unable to find the Minister for Foreign Affairs, went to the Palace, 
and communicated its substance to the Sultan through Munir Bey. His Majesty 
expressed his thanks, and referred me for an answer to the Minister. 

Sir A. Sandison met the Minister at the Palace door, who said that he would take 
the orders of the Sultan, and give me a reply to-morrow. But he observed, “ Of what 
use a Decree when there is no Khedive ?” 

The feeling against Arabi Pasha in official circles is very strong, and I believe the 
Porte would interfere at once with armed force if it did not fear opposition from France 
and England. It would, I believe, also act in the above sense upon the slightest 
encouragement from Her Majesty’s Government, without reference to France.

Lord Lyons to Earl Granville,—(Received May 13.) 

(No. 398.) 

My Lord, Paris, May 10, 1882. 

M. DE FEEYCINET expressed to me this afternoon the satisfaction with which 
he had learned that, in accordance with advice given him by the French and English 
Agents, the Khedive had issued a Decree commuting the penalties pronounced by the 
court-martial. 

His Excellency observed that some little difficulty appeared to have existed for a 
moment in consequence of a difference in the wording of the instructions received by 
the two Agents. It seemed, he said, that while his instruction to M. Sienkiewicz 
spoke only of a commutation of the sentence, your Lordship’s instruction to Sir 
Edward Malet spoke of a full pardon. 

I answered that I had certainly understood M. Decrais, the Director of Political 
Affairs in the French Foreign Office, who had brought me his Excellency’s message 
on the subject, to have said full pardon, and that I had consequently telegraphed to 
your Lordship that the French Agent was to be instructed to advise the Khedive to 
grant a full pardon. 

I proceeded to tell M. de Freycinet that some hours after I had received his 
message and forwarded it to your Lordship, a telegram reached me from you making a 
similar proposal, but using the expression “ commute the penalties.” It was there¬ 
fore, I said, evident that it was in consequence of my report, and with the intention of 
making your instruction identical with his Excellency’s, that you had said full pardon 
instead of commutation. 

M. de Freycinet said that his telegram had already been dispatched when he sent 
the message to me; that in repeating its contents to me M. Decrais must have made a 
mistake, but that this was of no consequence as the instructions had had the desired 
effect. 

I answered with proper courtesy that the mistake might have been mine.

E Lord Lyons to Earl Granville.—(Received May 13.) 

(No. 406.) 

My Lord, Paris, May 12, 1882. 

A QUESTION respecting Egypt was put yesterday to M. de Freycinet in the 
Chamber of Deputies by M. Villeneuve, and in answer to it M. de Freycinet made an 
important statement respecting the policy of the Government. 

I have the honour to transmit to your Lordship herewith the authentic report of the 
proceedings given in the “Journal Officiel” this morning. 

M. de Freycinet began by giving explanations as to the communication of papers to 
the Chamber. He observed that a Yellow Book containing papers relative to the year 
1880 had recently been distributed. A second would, he said, be distributed in ten days 
or a fortnight. This would comprise nearly all the year 1881, and would come down 
about a month later than the English Blue Book, which stopped at the 4th November, 
1881. A third was in preparation which would begin in the month of December 1881, 
and come down to the present day; but he could not communicate it immediately to the 
Chamber, because he must come first to an understanding with the English Government, 
who thought that the publication of it ought to be deferred in consequence of recent 
events in Egypt. 

M. de Fieycinet then gave an account of the last events in that country, and having 
occasion to mention that the Khedive had consulted the Porte, he observed “ ce n’est 
peut-etre pas sa meilleuro inspiration.” 

He said that intelligence which had arrived that morning showed that the situation 
of affairs in Egypt had now an absolutely revolutionary character—that the Ministry was 
in insurrection against the Chief of the State. 

He went on to state that his first care had been to put himself immediately in 
communication with England, “ sans laquclle la France n’est pas habituee & marcher en 
Egypte, parce que, depuis de longues annees un accord intime s’est etabli entre les deux 
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Puissances, et que jusqu’ici, je n’hesite pas a le dire, eet accord a porte les meilleurs 
fruits. (Yive approbation.)” 

M. de Freycinet then declared that in its Egyptian policy the French Government 
had two objects : (1) to preserve the special situation—the justly*privileged situation— 
the preponderating influence of France; (2) to maintain the independence of Egypt 
established by the Firmans. “Nous sommes preoceupes, et nous l’avons toujours 6t6, de 
deux choses: en premier lieu, conserver a la France la situation particulibre, la situation 
previlegide, justement privilegee, qu’elle a en Egypte (tres bien! tres bien !); Pinfluence 
preponderante que lui ont acquise les concours de toute nature qu’elle a prodiques k ce 
pays depuis plus d’un siede, Pinfluence que lui assure la pre'sence d’une colonie Frangaise, 
qui porte haut et ferme, et avec dignite, le drapeau de la patrie. (Applaudissements.) 

* ’ * * * * * 

. “ J’ajoute, et c’est la la seconde partie de Pobjectif auquel tend notre 

politique, que nous avons a coeur de maintenir l’independance de l’Egypte, telle que les 
Firmans reconnus par les Puissances de PEurope Pont etablie. (Trbs bien ! trbs bien ! 
et applaudissements.)

. “En ce qui nous concerne, nous ne souscrirons a aucune demarche, k 

aucune negotiation, k aucun arrangement duquel, je le rcpbte, l’Eg'ypte pourrait sortir 
moins independante qu’elle ne Pest h cette heure.

. “ Quant aux moyens que nous employerons, ils sont dgalement bien 

faciles & indiquer. Nous emploierons en premier lieu celui qui nous a reussi jusqu’a 
present, c’est-a-dire l’accord intime avec l’Angleterre. (Nouvelle approbation.) Cet 
accord jusqu’ici ne nous a jamais fait defaut. II y a dans les deux Cabinets un desir egal 
de voir cet accord se continuer. 

“ De notre part, ce desir est absolument sincere, et je suis persuade qu’il ne Pest pas 
moins de la part du Cabinet de Londres. J’ajoute que cet accord ne saurait etre rompu 
tant que la ligne g^nerale de notre politique, telle que je viens de la tracer, n’aura regu 
aucune atteinte. Car, sur cette grande ligne de conduite que j’ai esquissde tout a l’heure, 
nous ne pouvons pas faire de concessions, nous nous devons a nous-memes, k nos 
traditions, & notre histoirc, a notre dignite, de ne pas transigcr sur ce qui est de la 
direction g6ndrale de notre politique. (Applaudissements.)” 

M. de Freycinet went on to say that side by side with this intimate agreement with 
England the French Government would make use of the European concert, and he argued 
that there was no danger in doing so, because the Great Powers unanimously admit that 
the situation of France and England in Egypt is preponderating, and avow that they leave 
to France and England the direction of the policy respecting that country. 

M. de Freycinet’s speech was warmly applauded in the Chamber, and is praised 
highly in the newspapers this morning.

Question Adrcsse'e par M, Villeneuve a, M. le President du Conseil, Ministre des Affaires 

Etrangeres. 

M. le President. —La parole est k M.j Villeneuve pour uue question qu’il 
desire poser a M. le President du Conseil, Ministre des Affaires Etrangeres et que 
celui-ci a acccptee. 

M. Villeneuve. —Messieurs, mon intention etait d’interroger M. le Ministre des 
Affaires Etrangeres sur la politique qu’il comptait suivre ou qu’il suivait en Egypte. 
Mais en l’etat des choses et des negotiations, la question prendra de modestes 
proportions. Les d6p6clies memes qui sont arrivdes aujourd’hui m’imposent le devoir 
de lui demander des renseignements sur la situation actuelle. Vous connaissez cos 
depeches, Messieurs. 

II y a en Egypto un Gouvernement qui se compose d’un Vico-Itoi et d’une 
Chamhre des Notables. C’est a la suite de plusieurs revolutions que s’est produite 
cette constitution. Le parti militairo, mecontent, avait fait, sous Pinfluence d’un 
parti qu’on a appele le parti national, un pronunciamiento, a la suite duquel une 


constitution liberate avait etc promulgate. Cette constitution etait baseo sur 
1’existence d’une Chamhre, et cette Chamhre etait elue par des censitaires choisis dans 
une certaine categoric de censitaires. 

Aujourd’hui, la Chamhre des Notables vient d’etre convoqute par le Conseil des 
Ministres sans autorisation du Khedive, avec l’intention, parait-il, de le dtposer. 

II y a la, Messieurs, une situation grave qui no vous echappera pas. C’est lh- 
dessus, tout d’abord, que je viens demander des renseignements a M. le Ministre des 
Affaires Etrangeres, et si quelque chose pouvait nous prouver la necessity de tenir le 
Parlement au courant do ces affaires, ce seraient assurement les tvtnements qui se 
sont suecede depuis quelque temps. 

Mon opinion est que nous devons etre renseignes chaque fois qu’il y aura dans la 
politique dtrangbre de ces fluctuations qui modifient notre politique habituelle; nous 
devons etre renseignes egalement chaque fois qu’il y aura une mesure d’interet spdeial 
prise par le Gouvernement d’un pays et qui pourra engager notre responsabilite. 

Je trouve la necessite pour nous d’etre dclaires sur les mesurcs qui ont pu etre 
sueeessivoment prises en Egygte dans le volume publie par M. Waddington, en rdalite 
le seul qui traite des affaires Egyptiennes. 

De ces mesures, la premiere, c’est celle de l’ingerence du Controle Anglo-Frangais 
dans l’Administration Egyptienne, ingerence qui a etc l’une des causes determinantes 
des difficultds dans lesquelles se ddbat ce pays. Les Contrblcurs n’dtaient que des 
Agents accrddites des Gouvernements Francais et Anglais pour sauvegarder les interests 
des erdanciers; ces Contrdleurs appuyds par leurs Gouvernements n’ont cessd de 
s’immiscer dans la politique et dans 1’Administration Egyptienne. 

De cette immixtion est nd le mouvement que l’on a appeld national; de la est 
aussi sorti un mouvement plus grave, la rdsurrection de l’esprit religieux fanatique 
dans le pays, esprit si dangereux pour la securitd des dtrangers. 

Due autre mesure avait suivi celle-la, c’est l’abdication, ou plutot la ddposition, de 
l’ancien Kliddive. 

L’aneien Khedive avait cu de grands torts, mais il est incontestable quo, pendant 
sa vie, il avait maintenu l’ordre dans son pays, ct qu’il avait maintenu la paix entre 
les Berberes, les Circassiens, les Turcs, les Arabes, les fellahs et toutes ces races 
diverses qui sont ennemies les uncs des autres. Il avait dteint le fanatisme k ce point, 
que les Europdens dtaient traites dans ce pays avec le merne respect que dans leurs 
propres pays. Quelque mal qu’on puisse en dire, on ne pourra jamais dire qu’il ait dtd 
hostile a la France. 

M. Waddington a cru, parce que le Khddive avait modifle la composition d’un 
Ministdre oil entrait l’dldment Europeen, pouvoir demander l’abdication de ce Prince 
et subsidiairement sa ddposition par la Porto. 

La Porte Ottomane so lihta de ddposer le Khddive, ct cette ddposition hiltive fut 
loin de satisfaire le Ministre, qui s’en plaignit dans des termes que je ne me rappelle 
pas, mais qui furent trds vifs. 

L’ingerenee du Contrdle, la ddposition du Khddive, telles furent les causes qui ont 
amend la situation dont nous nous plaignons aujourd’hui et les difficultds dans les¬ 
quelles nous nous trouvons. Ajoutcz a cela que la prdponddrance des Contrdlcurs a 
mis nos Consuls dans une situation telle qu’aujourd’hui ils manquent de cette autorite 
qui nous serait si ndeessaire. 

Je demande a M. le Ministre des Affaires Etrangdres s’il compte suivre cette 
politique de subordination des Consuls au Contrdle; s’il compte, comme M. Waddington 
et mieux que lui, soutenir le Firman de 1873 ou plutdt celui de 1879; si son intention 
est de nous donner communication des documents diplomatiques jusqu’a ce jour. Je 
lui demande, enfin, de nous dire quel est aujourd’hui l’etat des choses dans ce pays ou 
la Turquio cherche toutes les occasions d’intervenir. 

Et la Turquie, vous le savez, n’est pas un pays d’agriculteurs, d’administrateurs, 
ni de commergants; ce n’est pas un Gouvernement qui puisse constituer ni une admi¬ 
nistration, ni des finances ; c’est un Gouvernement de militaires ct de fanatiquos, et la. 
Turquie, a la porte de nos possessions Africaines, ce serait encore pour nous l’obligation 
de recourir a des expeditions militaires. Je demande a M. le President du Conseil de 
vouloir bien, en rdpondant a ces questions, atfirmer son intention de poursuivre avec 
fermete toutes les revendications que nous parait exigor la sauvegarde de nos interets 
nationaux. (Trbs bien ! trbs bien ! sur divers bancs a Gauche.) 

M. le Pre'sidcnt. —La parole est k M. le President du Conseil. 

M. de Freycinet (President du Conseil, Ministre des Affaires Etrangeres).—Messieurs, 
je me fais un devoir de rdpondre aux questions qui viennent de m’etre adressdes par 
M. Villeneuve.

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L’lionorable M. Villeneuve a parl4 en premier lieu de la distribution 4 la Chambre 
des documents diplomatiques; il m’a demand^ si je comptais communiquer bientbt les 
documents relatifs & la question Pgyptienne, qui prdoccupe plus particulibrement 
l’opinion publique. 

La Chambre sait qu’il lui a d4ja 4t4 distribu4 des documents anciens qui remon¬ 
tent a 1880. Je reconnais qu’ils n’ont pas un int4ret actuel trbs grand; mais, ayant 
l’intention de donner des documents complets, il m’dtait impossible de ne pas reprendre 
la distribution au point ou elle avait 4t4 laissee par mes pr4d4cesseurs. 

Ce n’est pas ma faute, on en conviendra, si les documents de l’anneo 1880 n’ont 
pas 4t4 livr4s plus t6t. Mon premier soin a 4t4 de faire remettre au Parlement un 
premier fascicule que les Deputes ont actuellement entre les mains. Cc premier 
fascicule sera suivi d’un second qui pourra btre clistribue dans dix ou quinze 
j0UT8. 

Il comprend a peu prbs toute l’ann4e 1881. La publication Anglaise s’est arretbe 
au 4 Novembre, la n6tre ira environ un mois plus loin. 

Il restera enfin un troisibmc fascicule qui commencera au mois de D4cembre et 
qui ira jusqu’h l’epoque la plus rapproch4e de nous. Je ne pourrai pas le communiquer 
tout de suite au Parlement, car il faut que je me concerte au prealable avec le 
Gouvemement Anglais qui a estimb jusqu’ici qu’il y avait lieu de differer la publica¬ 
tion de ce troisibme fascicule a cause des dveneinents qui se deroulent accuellement en 
Lgypte.

Je desire, puisque je suis a cette tribune, fournir a la Chambre quelques details 
complementaires sur des faits plus recents. (Parlez ! parlez!) 

Vous avez eu connaissance par la presse, par des dbpeches arrivees hier soir et ce 
matin, d’incidents assez graves, qui sont survenus au Caire. 

La Chambre doit se rappeler que la situation troublbe que traverse l’figypte 
depuis huit ou dix mois s’4tait maintenu a peu prbs stationnaire jusqu’a environ trois 
semaines. A ce moment, un complot d’une nature mal definie s’est form4 contre 
Arabi Pacha, Ministre de la Guerre, et quelques autres personnages politiques de 
l’Lgypte.

« A light French vessel would also be sent to Suez in conformity with your Lord¬ 
ship’s suggestion. 

“The orders to these ships should be given immediately; but as a measure_ot 
extreme prudence the French Government telegraphs to M. Sienkewicz to inquire 
whether the appearance of the ships at Alexandria w T ould be likely to place British and 
French citizens in danger in Egypt. This does not appear probable, but, at any rate, 
the preparations for sending the ships may be proceeded with, as the answer from the 
Consul-General will arrive in time for them to be stopped, if necessary. 

“ 2. Request to he made to the Porte. 

“The French and English Governments to telegraph to their Ambassadors at 
Constantinople to request the Porte to abstain for the present from all intervention or 
interference in Egypt. 

“ 3. Communication to the Great Powers. 

“ The two Governments to telegraph also to their Ambassadors at Rome, Berlin, 
St. Petersburgli, and Vienna to inform the Governments to which they are accredited 
of the dispatch of the ships to Alexandria, and to ask those Governments to send to their 
Representatives at Constantinople instructions similar to those to be sent to the French 
and English Representatives there. 

“ 4. Support of Tewfih Pasha. 

« Notwithstanding the preference formerly shown by the French Government for the 
plan of deposing Tewfilc—a plan which, if adopted in time, might, in their opinion, have 
prevented serious complications—yet, in the present circumstances, and considering that 
Tewfik Pasha has lately acted on the advice of England and France, they consider that it 
is the bounden duty of the two Governments to support His Highness as tar as circum- 
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stances will allow, and they will co-operate loyally and without any arriere-pensee with the 
English Government in this sense. 

“5. Armed Intervention of the Porte. 

a The French Government continue to be opposed to Turkish intervention, but they 
would not regard as intervention a case in which Turkish forces were summoned to 
Egypt by England and France, and operated there under French and English control, 
for an object and on conditions which France and England should have themselves 
defined. 

“ 6. Summons of Turkish Troops to Egypt. 

“ If, after the arrival of their ships at Alexandria, the French and English Govern¬ 
ments should consider it advisable that troops should be landed, they should have recourse 
neither to English nor to French troops, but should call for Turkish troops on the 
conditions above specified. 

“7. Relations of the Consuls-General with Egyptian Government. 

“ The Consuls-General to be instructed to recognize as legal no other authority than 
that of Tewfik Pasha, and not to enter into relations with any other de facto Government 
except for the purpose of securing the safety of their countrymen. 

“8. Mission of the three Generals. 

“ The French Government does not consider that this Mission would be opportune 
in the present conjuncture; first, because, in the ignorance in which wc are of the various 
events which may occur, it would be impossible to give any definite instructions to the 
Generals, and this lvould throw a dangerous responsibility on the Governments; 
secondly, because it necessarily would be a very long and delicate affair to draw up any 
instructions suited to the present complicated state of things, and because the communi¬ 
cation of such instructions to the Powers, with a view to obtaining their concurrence, 
would take a long time, whereas it is indispensable to act very rapidly.” 

I have replied that— 

1. Her Majesty’s Government concur in proposal to send ships of war to 
Alexandria, and one French and one English small vessel to Suez. Instructions 
have been sent by the Board of Admiralty for three ships of war to be at once in 
readiness to proceed to Alexandria, but, having regard to the answer sent by Sir E. Malet 
as to his and French Agent’s opinion that the appearance of the ships would be likely to 
place British and French subjects in danger, the vessels have been directed to proceed to 
Suda Bay, Crete, to await orders. 

2. Her Majesty’s Government will telegraph to the British Ambassador at Constan¬ 
tinople to request the Porte to abstain, for the present, from all intervention or 
interference in Egypt, but they think it desirable to instruct his Excellency to intimate 
in guarded language that it is not improbable that further propositions may be made 
hereafter to the Porte. 

3. The instructions proposed by the French Government shall be at once sent to 
Her Majesty’s Representatives at Rome, Berlin, St. Petersburgh, and Vienna. Her 
Majesty’s Government would, however, wish that your Excellency should suggest to the 
French Government whether, in view or the very large force which it is proposed should 
be dispatched to Alexandria by England and France, it might not be as well, if not 
inconsistent with the other objects which M. de Freycinet has in view, that the Powers, 
including Turkey, should be invited to have their flags represented. 

4. It is, in the opinion of Her Majesty’s Government, undoubtedly thebounden duty 
of the two Governments to support the Khedive under present circumstances, and they 
gladly welcome the loyal co-operation tendered by the French Government. 

Her Majesty’s Government concur in the fifth, sixth, and seventh proposals of the 
French Government, and they are also ready to defer to the objections of the French 
Government to the mission of the three Generals at the present moment. 

Have you any observations to make on these proposals in concert with your 
French colleague ?

1 The Court was composed of fifteen officers, presided over by R^cIikI Pasha Husuy, 
n Circassian General. Among the officers were Toulbeli Pasha, Ah Pasha lolimy, a 
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Aba-el-Al Pasha. They are the three military Pashas who have risen into notoriety with 
Araby Pasha, and the prisoners are accused of including them among the persons to be 
assassinated. They ought, consequently, not to have sat as Judges. 

No officer on the Court held rank equal to that of Osman Pasha Rifki, ex-Minister 
of War, one of the condemned. 

An English gentleman has to-day informed me that two natives of condition, 
living close to the barracks where the prisoners are confined, have told him separately 
(they live in different houses) that they have heard the cries of the prisoners at night, 
and my informant, who is perfectly trustworthy, says that he has no doubt that the 
persons who told him of it were speaking the truth. It appears from the depositions 
that prisoners were asked the same question day after day till they answered in the 
affirmative. The supposition is, that they did so when they could support their ill- 
treatment no longer. 

The general opinion is that they were tortured, though the fact is strenuously denied 
by the Government.

I HAVE the honour to inform your Lordship that the Khedive summoned the 
Representatives of Austria, Italy, Russia and Germany to-day, to ask them their advice 
as to sanctioning the sentence of the court-martial. The German Representative 
being away for the day was not present. The others, with the exception of the Italian, 
who recommended His Highness to refuse, declined to give advice without special 
instructions from their Governments. The Khedive asked them to obtain instructions, 
and requested the support of their Governments. 

I happened to be present by accident at the close of the interview, having gone to 
the Palace to inform His Highness that the language which I had held to him on the 
2nd instant had been approved by Her Majesty’s Government. 

His Highness told me that he had received a telegram from the Porte, desiring 
him to delay taking any decision. 

Many rumours are afloat as to the course which will be adopted should His 
Highness refuse to sanction the sentence, and threats of violence are used, but it is 
certain that if he does his position as Khedive will become precarious, because he will 
have incurred the distrust of his own people and of the Powers, and the ill-will of the Porte. 
He will, however, require strong support to keep him firm, and I trust that it will 
be given.

IN my despatch No. 220 of this day’s date I mentioned that I had been present 
accidentally at the end of an interview to which the Khedive had summoned the 
Representatives of Germany, Austria, Italy, and Russia. 

My French colleague has just been to me to say that, having heard that a 
meeting of the Representatives of the Great Powers had taken place this morning at the 
Palace, to which he had not been invited, he had been to the Khedive, and had informed 
him that he considered it an act of “ mauvaise procedure” towards France, ot which 
His Highness must take the consequences, that he might wish to eliminate France 
from his counsels, but that he would find that France would not permit it. 

The Khedive had thereupon given to M. Sienkiewiez the true explanation ot the 
incident, saying that, having consulted him and me on the day before yesterday

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concerning his action with reference to the sentence of the court-martial, he had 
thought it prudent to lay the matter before the Representatives of the other Great 
Powers, and that my presence at the end was purely accidental.

I HAVE the honour to inform your Lordship that the Khedive requested me to 
come to the Palace this morning, and that on my arriving His Highness said to me that 
he had received an official message from the Porte, stating that it had learnt by a public 
telegram that several Ottoman subjects had been condemned to degradation of rank and 
exile to the extreme limits of the Soudan, and that among them was Osman Pasha Rifki, 
hearing the rank of “ Ferik ” or General, which was conferred by the Sultan, and could 
only be taken away by His Majesty; that this being contrary to the Firmans, the matter 
required minute examination, and that the Porte desired that the matter might be 
referred to it. 

His Highness said that he had replied to the effect that the sentence as published . 
was exact; that as soon as he had finished the examination of the trial himself, he would 
submit the matter to the Porte, whose privileges he would uphold, and that he was ready 
in this as in all cases to listen to instructions from it. 

His Highness proceeded to inform me that he had communicated these two 
telegrams to his Ministry in the morning, and that they had shown much annoyance at 
the reply which he had made, and had asked him to withdraw or modify it, on the ground 
that he was surrendering privileges acquired by the country.

I HAVE the honour to inform your Lordship that the Ministers last night 
presented a written petition to the Khedive, asking His Highness to commute the 
sentence pronounced against the prisoners accused of plotting against the State to 
simple banishment beyond Egyptian territory, and proposing that they should neither be 
degraded in rank nor be deprived of their orders, but merely that their names should be 
erased from the roll of the army. 

On receiving this petition His Plighness replied that the matter was now in the 
hands of the Porte, and that he could do nothing further until a reply came. 

In acquainting me with the circumstance this morning, the Khedive asked me my 
opinion as to whether he should receive the petition of the Ministers favourably, or aw ait 
the reply of the Porte. 

I replied that I was not prepared to give an immediate answer, and I subsequently 
conferred on the subject with my French colleague. 

My French colleague and I deemed that the question exceeded our competence, 
and that we should refer it to our respective Governments. 

We might, perhaps, suggest to the Khedive some course which would dispense him 
from sanctioning the sentence. He might, for instance, simply exercise his prerogative, 
and decree a commutation of the sentences pronounced, or the action of the Powers 
might be brought to bear upon the Porte to induce it to send the Khedive instructions 
in this sense. The latter course would decide, in favour of the Porte, the principle that 
it has the right to oppose the degradation of high Egyptian functionaries on whom it 
has conferred rank, a question which can only be decided by the interpretation of the 
Firmans. 

It is at all events now clear that the sentence against the Circassians will not be 
executed, and that therefore the rights of humanity will be preserved.

WITH reference to my immediately preceding despatch No. 227 of this day’s date, 
I venture to observe that in considering the form in which the sentence of the court- 
martial should be dealt with by the Khedive, the bearing of the general situation should 
be taken into account. It should be remembered that the present Ministry is distinctly 
hitherto bent upon diminishing the Anglo-French protection, and that, as a matter of 
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fact, our influence is daily decreasing. It will not be possible for us to regain our 
ascendency until the military supremacy which at present weighs upon the country is 
broken. 

The Minister for Foreign Affairs told me this morning, unofficially, that the Govern¬ 
ment would resist the arrival of Turkish Commissioners by force, and he begged me to 
use my influence to prevent this complication. 

I believe, however, that some complication of an acute nature must supervene before 
any satisfactory solution of the Egyptian question can be attained, and that it would be 
wiser to hasten it than to endeavour to retard it, because the longer misgovernment 
lasts the more difficult it is to remedy the evils which it has caused.

It appears that a strong opposition has been made to the attempt of the Government 
to deprive them of the privileges and exemptions they have enjoyed since the time of 
Mohammed Ali. 

The Ministry, finding itself already seriously compromised by the Circassian plot, 
and the feeling aroused by the sentence on the prisoners, has thought it better to adopt 
conciliatory measures towards the Bedouins, and invited some ot the most influential 

Sheikhs to Cairo. > 

At the interview promises were made on one side to maintain all the old privileges, 
and on the other to afford all necessary assistance in case of need. The Bedouins then 
asked for permission to import a quantity of repeating rifles for the defence of the 

country. . 

The letter also states that the patronage extended to the new native National Bank 
by the richer members of the National party is very lukewarm, and that the subscribed 
capital at present amounts only to £ E. 25,000.

I HA YE the honour to inform your Lordship that Mahmoud Pasha Sami, President 
of the Council, came to me this morning to say that if the Porte should send an order to 
cancel the sentence of the court-martial on the Circassian prisoners the order would not 
be obeyed, and that if the Porte sent Commissioners they would not be allowed to land, 
but would be repulsed by force if necessary. His Excellency observed to me that this 
would be an act of open revolt against the Sultan, and that he hoped that I would use my 
good offices towards avoiding such a necessity. 

I gave his Excellency no assurances of any kind. 

His Excellency protested that he and his Government were animated by the 
strongest desire to be on friendly terms with foreign Powers, and denied that they had 
any anti-European tendencies. He deplored the apparent isolation of the Government, 
and declared that it must be due to falsehoods and unfounded reports concerning 
them. 

I recalled to his Excellency’s recollection briefly that the present Government had 
come into power on the platform of not negotiating with foreign Powers regarding the 
voting of the Budget, which was a breach of international engagements, and his 
Excellency said that the Government was at present ready to enter into such negotiations, 
that the public feeling was so much strained at the time of Cherif Pasha’s fall that it 
was not possible to negotiate, but that time enough had now elapsed for people to view 
the matter more calmly. 

With regard to the court-martial, he declared that the procedure had been strictly 
in accordance with the law, and that it was not possible for him to cause a new trial to 
be held, as there was no appeal from the sentence of a court-martial.

I HAVE the honour to inform your Lordship that I this morning received your 
Lordship’s telegram No. 97 of yesterday, informing me that Her Majesty s Government 
agreed in the opinion of the French Government, that the Khedive should grant full 
pardon, by his own prerogative, to the prisoners sentenced by the court-martial for 
crimes against the State, and saying that I might concert with my French colleague to 
give this advice to the Khedive. < . 

On referring to M. Sienkiewicz, I found that his instructions, equally received this 
morning, were not identic with mine, as his Government merely expressed the opinion 
that the Khedive should commute the sentences without awaiting the answer of the 


Porte, the rest of the instruction being similar to mine. 4 . 

We had been summoned to the Palace for 10 o clock, and, on arriving, found with 
the Khedive the Representatives of Germany, Austria, Italy, and Russia. Lhc Khedive 
informed us that, having telegraphed to the Porte that his Ministers recommended him 
to commute the sentence, he had received a reply desiring him to send all the papers 
connected with the trial to Constantinople, and Ilis Highness asked our advice, 
remarking that the process of sending the papers and of waiting for their examination 
would take a long time, and that, for the sake of the prisoners, he should prefer to finish 
the matter at once. As none of my colleagues made any reply, I stated, after a pause, 
that Her Majesty’s Government were of opinion that His Highness should make use of 
his own prerogative in the matter ; and my French colleague said that his Government 
was of the same opinion. His Highness leplied that this opinion coincided with his, 
that lie had even debated whether he should not pardon the prisoners a jsolutely ; but 
that he had decided that this would be unsafe for the prisoners themselves, as he should 
not be able to protect them when free. I then requested Llis Highness to take no steps 
in the matter for the present, as my instructions were not complete. His Highness 
consented, with some reluctance, to delay, and the meeting broke up; but my bicnch 
colleague and I remained behind. 

I then explained to His Highness that I had asked for a delay because my 
instructions were not identic with those of M. Sienkiewicz, and I explained to him the 
difference. The Khedive thereupon assured me that, in the interests of the prisoncis 
themselves, he could not consent to granting a free pardon. He said that, in the town, 
they would be absolutely unsafe, and that they would be exposed to re-arrest and ot ici 
persecutions, and that, in addition, if they were suddenly set lree, he could not say w la , 
in the state of irritation in which they must be, they might do. He therefore begged 
me not to press the point. I replied that it was sufficient if His Highness said tha le 
could not consent, but that, in that case, I must request that the punishment be 1 educe 
to a minimum ; but I said that I still thought that Ilis Highness might wait till to¬ 
morrow. He answered that the matter was very urgent in consequence ot the teiegiam 
from the Poite ; that his only excuse for not complying with the order or lie oi e 
to refer the matter to it would be, that he had already dealt with it on Ins own 
responsibility. 

I trust that I may not have incurred your Lordship’s displeasure by not pressing 
further the opinion of Her Majesty’s Government, that a free pardon should be granted. 
I had on the one hand the assurance of the Khedive, that he would not consent (bis 


reasons being the interests of the prisoners and the urgency of coming to a decision). 
On the other hand, I reflected that if your Lordship were au r are of these circumstances, 
and also that my French colleague’s instructions were in accordance with the line which 
the Khedive desired to adopt, there could be little doubt that you would agree; vet the 
reference to your Lordship and correspondence with Paris on the subject would create 
loss of time, which, His Highness thought, might seriously embarrass him in his relations 
with the Porte. 

It was then decided that the Khedive should reduce the sentence to nothing but 
sending the condemned officers out of Egypt without loss of rank and honours, and that 
the rest of the sentence should be cancelled. 

I suggested that, to prevent the supposition that His Highness was acting under 
pressure from his Goveanment, we should remain with His Highness until the Decree 
was signed, so that no Minister might approach His Highness until the matter was 
absolutely settled. 

The Decree was accordingly drawn up in Arabic, and sealed by His Highness in our 
presence. It was then sent to the President of the Council. I have not, up to the 
moment of closing this despatch, heard how it has been received by the Ministry.

M. MANOINI called upon me a few evenings ago, and, in the course of conver¬ 
sation, allusion having been made to the present unsettled condition of affairs in Egypt, I 
asked his Excellency whether he had been, or was still, in communication with any of the 
other Powers as to the course to be pursued in the event of a state of things arising 
which might appear to call for some kind of interference ; but, although I repeated the 
question more than once, I did not succeed in obtaining any direct or positive answer to 
it, and the impression left on my mind by M. Mancini’s mode of reply was, that such 
communications have been taking place. 

M. Mancini does not conceal his ill-humour with, and bad opinion of, Arabi Bey and 
the other Ministers of the Khedive ; and he took this opportunity of disclaiming, in the 
most positive manner, that the pretensions of the ex-Khedive Ismail found any coun¬ 
tenance or support on the part of the Italian Government. In regard to this his Excel¬ 
lency alluded to the circumstances which were reported in connection with the recent 
attempt of Ismail to send one of his Princesses back to Egypt. It had been said, he 
stated, that she was accompanied by a suite of thirty male attendants in a high position. 
He (M. Mancini) had therefore, he said, felt bound to investigate this matter, because, 
although the Italian Government were happy to afford the ex-lvhedive an asylum in Italy 
so long as he did not abuse it by carrying on intrigues against the present order of things 







in Egypt, they could not permit him to avail himself of their hospitality for the further¬ 
ance of his own personal designs. 

The Italian Consul at Alexandria had, his Excellency continued, been desired to go 
on board the Italian vessel which conveyed the Princess and ascertain the real facts; 
and it appeared, from a proces-verhal which he had drawn up and sent to the Ministry, 
that of male attendants in the position of those alluded to there was only one, a Secre¬ 
tary of the ex-Khedive, instead of thirty. 

In the course of further observations made by his Excellency I gathered that, should 
a case for intervention (which he would much deplore) arise, he still adheres to the 
opinion he has always held—as reported in my previous despatches—that the course open 
to the fewest objections would be to employ a Turkish force, the objects and duration of 
the expedition being previously accurately defined in a Convention between the Powers 
and the Porte, and the force itself to be accompanied by Commissioners or Delegates of 
the Powers, or (I think, he added) of England and France, to see that it was not 
employed in a manner which had not been already agreed upon with the Powers.

He had willingly left the initiative of proposing measures to England and France, 
and had expressed a wish to be able to concur in whatever they might suggest, and he 
had also advised the Sultan to be greatly guided by the advice of the two Powers; but 
this was a very different thing from giving a carte blanche, or from accepting beforehand 
an action that had not been spoken of.

I MADE known to M. de Freycinet this morning the contents of your Lordship’s 
telegrams of last evening, containing your observations upon his Excellency’s proposals 
with regard to sending British and French ships of war to Alexandria, and to communi¬ 
cating on the subject with the Great Powers and with the Porte. 

His Excellency had received telegrams to the same effect from M. Tissot, the 
French Ambassador in London, and he was good enough to state to me the particulars 
of a telegram in reply which he was preparing for transmission to M. Tissot. 

He has since made me acquainted with the substance of the telegram, as it has been 
actually sent to M. Tissot. It is to the following effect 

“ I have received the telegram by which you inform me that the English Govern¬ 
ment accepts the proposal of the French Government, and I congratulate myself on 
this event, which strengthens so happily the understanding between the two countries. 

“We send to Suda, to join the English squadron, the three ships which we destined 
for Alexandria, and which were waiting orders at the Piraeus. We also send a ship to 
Suez. 

“We think that the presence of the squadron at Alexandria will have a decided 
effect, even at Cairo. In fact, it results from the last reports from M. Sienkiewicz that 
great irresolution prevails among the chiefs of the Movement party. The arrival of the 
Anglo-French ships at such a moment may produce a sort of disorganization of the 
revolutionary party, and render the Khedive master of the situation. 

“ I should think it well to send information to our Agents at Cairo immediately, in 
the following terms:— 

“ ‘ An Anglo-French squadron is assembling at Suda, and will soon enter Alex- 
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andria. We reserve to ourselves to take such other means as we may deem necessary 
to make order respected and to maintain the authority of the Khedive. You will come 
to an understanding with y.our English [French] colleague, in order to make such use of 
this telegram as circumstances may appear to you to call for.’ 

" I propose to telegraph to our Ambassadors at Constantinople in the following 
terms:— 

“ ‘ In consequence of the last events that have happened in Egypt, the French and 
English Governments have determined to send to Alexandria a squadron which is at 
this moment assembling at Suda. In order not to add complication to the state of 
things, it is of importance that the Turkish Government should abstain from all inter¬ 
vention and all interference in Egypt. I request you to address recommendations to the 
Porte in this sense. It would be desirable that you should hint to the Sultan, in very 
moderate terms, that it is not improbable that further proposals may be made to the 
Porte hereafter. You will come to an understanding about these steps with your 
English [French] colleague, who will receive similar instructions.’ 

“ I am not of opinion that we should at present invite the other Powers to send 
ships by the side of ours. It is not, in my judgment, for our interest that we should in 
this way take an initiative which would deprive the Anglo-French action of the directive 
character^ which Europe herself assigns to it, and appears desirous to leave to it, in 
Egypt. I propose to telegraph to our Ambassadors at Berlin, Rome, Vienna, and 
St. Petersburgh in the following terms:— 

In consequence of the last events in Egypt, the French and English Govern¬ 
ments have thought it right to agree with each other to send to Alexandria a squadron 
which is at this moment assembling at Suda. The object of this demonstration is to 
strengthen the authority of the Khedive, and to uphold the legal order of things in Egypt 
which Europe has recognized, and in the maintenance of which she is interested. In 
order not to add complication to the state of things the two Governments have thought 
it right to instruct their Ambassadors at Constantinople to recommend the Porte 
to abstain from all intervention and all interference in Egypt, but they have at the same 
time reserved to themselves to make further proposals to the Porte in case of need. 
We should be glad if the Government to which you are accredited would send 
instructions in the same sense to its Ambassador at Constantinople.’ 

“ I beg you to do your best to see Lord Granville to-day and communicate this 
telegram to him. Telegraph to me directly you have done so, in order that I may send 
instructions in consequence to our Agents.”

He thought it would be unwise to disregard the sovereignty of the Porte. He had 
already received a telegram from M. de Novikoff [? stating] that the Sultan had com¬ 
plained of this having been done, but that no answer would be made to this complaint 
till the other Powers had been consulted. 

M. de Giers had to-day received a telegram from the Russian Agent in Egypt 
stating that a change had taken place, and that the legal order of things would be 
restored. If this were so, his Excellency suggested, as his personal opinion, and 
without knowing the opinion of the other 'Powers, that the squadron need not proceed 
to Alexandria until it were absolutely necessary; but might remain at Suda, where its 
beneficial influence would be almost equally felt.

I stated that the claims of the other Powers to be 
consulted in case of changes being made was gladly admitted by Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment.

THE French Ambassador and I conveyed verbally on Tuesday afternoon to Said 
Pasha, Minister for Foreign Affairs, the identic communication we were instructed to 
make by your Lordship’s telegram No. 127 of the 15th instant. Last night Said Pasha 








informed me that the action of the Western Powers had caused the Sultan very great 
displeasure. He read me a Circular he had addressed by telegram to the Turkish Repre- 
sentatives abroad. He then entreated me to represent to your Lordship that, the 
Egyptian Ministers having made their submission to the Khedive, the crisis no longer 
existed, and the proposed naval demonstration was unnecessary. He has made a similar 
appeal to my French colleague. 

I learn on good authority that the irritation of the Sultan is excessive ; that he has 
issued orders for the immediate preparation both of ships of war and of transports, and 
that there is a question of ordering the fleet in the Mediterranean to Alexandria. I am 
in hopes that the foregoing line of action will not be persevered in. The Ministers will 
do their best to dissuade the Sultan from any rash proceeding, but their influence is very 
limited. 

Hone of the other Ambassadors have as yet received instructions to address the 
Porte, but the German Charge d’Affaires has intimated unofficially that it would be 
unadvisable for the Ottoman Government to complicate the situation. 

French Ambassador has suggested that he and I should be authorized to make a 
joint communication to the Porte in the sense of M. de Freycinet’s conversation with 
the Turkish Ambassador at Paris on the 17th, with the view of rectifying the Sultan’s 
misapprehension as to character and objects of the naval demonstration, and I have 
informed his Excellency that I am willing to ask your Lordship’s permission to do so. 

There is some stir in the dockyard this morning. Two iron-clad corvettes have 
moved to the buoys in the stream. Other iron-clads are being prepared for sea. There 
are no stores in the arsenal, though they could be procured in Galata in twenty-four 
hours.

If Her Majesty’s 
Government should consider that such a cruize of the fleets would be advantageous at 
any particular moment, the French would be able to dispose of seven ships for the 
purpose, among which would be large iron-clads drawing too much water to be able 
to enter the harbour of Alexandria.

I HAD the honour to receive the repetition of your Lordship’s telegram No. 60, 
announcing the decision of the English and Erencli Governments to send a squadron 
to Egypt, explaining the object of the demonstration, and stating the instructions sent 
to the Ambassadors at Constantinople, &c., at half-past 7 o’clock last evening, and I 
immediately wrote to M. Mancini asking for an interview in order to make the above 
communication, and to ascertain if the Italian Government would send instructions 
in the same sense to their Ambassador at Constantinople. 

I mentioned in my note to M. Mancini that the Erench Charge d’Affaires had 
received a telegram in the same terms, and therefore, if it would suit his Excellency’s 
convenience, we should be happy to wait on him together. 

M. Mancini replied that he would receive me at about 10 o’clock last evening, or, 
with the Erench Charge d’Affaires, to-day, between 4 and 5 o’clock. 

As I had seen in the papers that your Lordship and Sir Charles Dilke were to 
make an announcement in Parliament yesterday respecting the course being pursued 
by the English, and Erench Governments with regard to the present crisis in Egypt, 
I thought it desirable that the communication to the Italian Government should he 
made prior to the report of the announcements in Parliament reaching- them, and I 
therefore went at 10 o’clock alone to M. Mancini. 

I read to his Excellency your Lordship’s telegram, and when I had done so, he 
observed, in taking act of it, that it appeared to him to contain the announcement of 
a fact and of a contingent intention. The fact consisted in the expedition of an 
English and Erench squadron to Egypt, with the object of strengthening the authority 
of the Khedive and of safeguarding the legal state of things in Egypt, whicli had 
been recognized by Europe, and in the maintenance of which Europe is interested. 
The intention was, while recommending the Porte to abstain at present from all inter¬ 
vention and interference in Egypt, to make, later on, further propositions to the Porte 
in the event of there being any necessity for doing so. 

His Excellency then asked me if I knew the number of iron-clads of whicli the 
squadron was composed, and the respective proportions of English and French ships; 
also whether a simple demonstration was intended, or whether a force was to he landed 
in ease of certain eventualities occurring, to whicli questions I replied that I had no 
further information than that contained in your Lordship’s telegram. 

I then drew his Excellency’s attention to the concluding paragraph of the 
telegram, and asked whether I might inform your Lordship that the Italian Govern 
ment would instruct their Ambassador at Constantinople to advise the Porte in the 
same sense as the English and Erencli Ambassadors had been desired to do. 

To this M. Mancini said it was impossible for him to give any answer until lie had

That when the two Powers determined to send their squadrons, there appeared 
to be imminent danger of civil war in Egypt, and of injury to the interests of all 
Europe, and to the persons and property of Europeans; 

That it appeared then that there was not a moment to be lost; 

That a certain degree of calm has now returned; 

That the two Powers have sent their squadrons simply to support the authority 
of the Khedivo, to maintain the state of tilings established by the Firmans, and to 
protect European interests; * 

That they have not the least intention to make any change in the status quo ; 

That they do not purpose to land troops, or to resort to a military occupation of 
the country.

M. de Freycinet, having consulted the Council of Ministers respecting the instruc¬ 
tions to the Agents in Egypt, now proposes the text of which the following is a literal 
translation:— 

“ You should abstain, for the present, from entering into the details of combinations. 
Avoid making allusion to any particular measure, especially as regards the army, the 
opposition of which would be excited by anything which had the appearance of being 
directed against it. Your action, for the moment, ought to be limited, in accord with 
Sir E. Malet, to the three following points :— 

“ 1. To declaring that the two Governments of France and England intervene to 
maintain the status quo, and, consequently, to restore to the Khedive the authority which 
belongs to him, and without which the status quo is incessantly threatened. 

“ 2 . To advising the Khedive to take advantage of the favourable moment, on the 
arrival of the ships or afterwards, to call for the resignation of his Ministers, and to 
form a new Ministry, at the head of which should be placed Chdrif Pasha, or another 
personage offering equivalent guarantees. 

“ 3. To letting it be understood that, if everything passes off well and tranquilly, 
indulgence will be shown, no prosecution will be made, the persons, the property, and 
the rank of Arabi Bey and his friends will be respected, and, in a word, the change of 
Ministry will not have any character of vengeance or reprisals. 

“ When once this change of Ministry has been effected, we will occupy ourselves 
with detailed measures to secure our interests for the future. 

“ If, for some reason which I cannot foresee, this plan should be deemed imprac¬ 
ticable, you will, after conferring with Sir E. Malet, report to me your practical 
proposals.”

1HE French Ambassador communicated to me to-day a telegraphic despatch 
which he had received from M. de Freycinet to the following effect 

“ I have just had a conversation with Essad Pasha, and have further explained to 
him the point touched upon in my last telegram. I endeavoured to make him under* 
stand that there was no ground at present for the Sultan’s intervention in Egypt, as 
the whole world recognized,his rights, and no one desired to interfere with the status 
quo; and that it might have serious drawbacks, as it would give rise to an idea that 
some change was about to take place in the order of things established in Egypt. 
This was the way, I said, in which the direct and personal intervention of the Suzerain 
(‘ l’intcrvention directo et personnelle du Suzerain ’) would bo explained. On the 
other hand, our presence at Alexandria explains itself, because there is only a question 
of safeguarding our material interests which have no connection with the constitu¬ 
tional order of things especially represented by the Sultan. I repeated that nothing 
affecting the domain of the Sultan would be changed without our having discussed the 
point with the Porte and the Great Powers. I took especial pains to remove from 
Essad Pasha’s mind any idea of a want of consideration on our part towards his 
Sovereign. I protested that we had never had, and never should have, an intention of 
wounding the dignity of Abdul Hamid. These observations appeared to me to impress 
Essad Pasha, and he left me evidently in a calmer frame of mind than when he 
came.” 

. I thanked M. Tissot for this communication, and said that Musurus Pasha had 
given mo to-dav a copy of a telegram from the Porte, dated the I7tli instant, pro¬ 
testing against the action of the English and French Governments in sending their 
squadrons to Alexandria and claiming that the Porte was the only Power which could 
be justified in having recourse to such a measure. 

, I had observed to Muslims Pasha, in reply, that I had listened with great attention 
to the dospateh, but that I was happy to say I had received a telegram dated mid- 
mglit, the 18th, from which it appeared that the Minister for Foreign Affairs had 
informed Lord Dufferin, by order of the Sultan, that His Imperial Majesty had 
decided to maintain an attitude of perfect friendliness towards the Western Powers, 
and was willing to discuss with them any arrangements they might suggest for the 
maintenance of the status quo in Egypt, upon the understanding that the presence of 
the two fleets at Alexandria was restricted to tlie shortest possible period. 

I added that Lord Dufferin had been instructed to express, in warm and suitable 
terms, the appreciation by Her Majesty’s Government of the friendly action of the 
Sultan, and had to say that they continued to bo strongly opposed to any change of 
Khedive, and did not wish to keep the fleet at Alexandria a day longer than was 
necessary to restore His Highness’ authority. 

, f hhe Turkish Ambassador might assure the Porte of the earnest desire of Her 
Majesty’s Government to avoid anything which could appear to derogate from the 
dignity and rights of the Sultan.

The following* is the text of an identic telegram which M. de Ereycinet proposes 
that the English and French Governments shall send to their Ambassadors at Berlin, 
Vienna, Rome, St. Pctersburgh, and Constantinople :— 

“As my telegram of instant has informed you, the two Governments 

of France and England have sent a squadron to Alexandria. The events which gave rise 
to this determination were so sudden, and the danger which seemed to menace our 
countrymen so pressing, that time was absolutely wanting for us to come to a previous 
understanding with the other Powers. Since then a reconciliation has taken place at 
Cairo, but besides that it does not appear durable, the news of it did not reach us until 
our ships were already on their way. 

“ No one can have mistaken the character and the object of this demonstration: 
the declarations made to the British and French Parliaments have prevented all doubt 
in this respect. We have gone to Egypt not to make a selfish and exclusive policy 
prevail, but to secure, without distinction of nationality, the interests in that country of 
the several European Powers. We do not propose to effect any military operation or 
any occupation of territory, nor do we aim at modifying the order of things established 
by the Firmans and recognized by Europe. We intend, when once calm has been 
re-established and the future secured by certain changes of persons and by some 
indispensable measures of order, to leave Egypt to herself, and to recall our squadrons. 
If, contrary to our expectation, the situation becomes more serious, and a pacific solution 
cannot be obtained, we shall propose that the Powers and Turkey shall deliberate on the 
employment of the means which circumstances may call for. In a word, nothing will be 
done which can trouble the status quo or encroach upon the prerogatives of the Sultan, 
without Europe and the Porte itself having come to an agreement with us. To act 
otherwise would be to abuse the confidence which the Cabinets have placed in us, and to 
defraud the mandate with which we find ourselves invested. 

“ I beg you to read this telegram to the Minister for Foreign Affairs, and to leave 
him a copy if he desires it.” 

If your Lordship concur in this telegram, M. de Freycinet will be ready to dispatch 
it; but it will be desirable that, before it is actually dispatched, either from London or 
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Paris, an explicit understanding should be come to as to the date which should be put to 
it and the day on which it shall be sent off from both places.

I HAD the honour to receive the repetition of your Lordship’s telegram No. 57 
of the 15th instant at midnight of that day, and as M. de Giers went early on the 
morning of the 16th instant to Peterhoff to wait upon the Emperor, as he does every 
week, I was unable to see his Excellency till late in the evening of that day. 

I then communicated to him the contents of your Lordship’s telegrams, and 
expressed to him the desire of Her Majesty’s Government that tlie Russian Ambas¬ 
sador at Constantinople should be instructed to recommend to the Sublime Porte 
to abstain from all intervention and interference in Egypt for the present. M. de 
Giers informed me that he had received a precisely similar communication from my 
Erench colleague, that he had submitted it to the Emperor, and had been directed by 
His Majesty to instruct the Russian Representatives to the three other Powers to 
inquire what the intentions of their respective Governments were with respect to 
this communication. He had complied with His Majesty’s orders, but had not yet 
received an answer from any one of them. It was, therefore, impossible as yet. to 
decide upon the nature of the instructions which should be sent to the Russian 
Ambassador at Constantinople. 

But, in the meantime, his Excellency expressed the opinion that the recommen¬ 
dation to the Porte not to interfere nor intervene in the affairs of Egypt, combined 
with the dispatch of an Anglo-Erench squadron to Alexandria, was a little peremptory, 
and might be interpreted into an inroad upon the rights of sovereignty which it is 
recognized by all the Powers belong to the Sultan. He thought that it would be 
wise, and he was convinced that it was the desire of Her Majesty’s Government, as 
much as that of Russia, not to disregard (“ mdconnaitre ”) those rights, nor to do any¬ 
thing which might wound the feelings of the Sultan upon a point with respect to 
which he was especially sensitive. 

M. de Giers stated that ho had already received a telegram from M. Novikoff, 
informing him that the Sultan had complained that His Majesty’s rights of sovereignty 
had been invaded by the conduct of Erance and England with regard to Egypt, and 
had asked for the moral support of Russia in resisting such aggressions. No reply 
had yet been made to this telegram, nor would there be until the Russian. Government 
should have ascertained the views of the other three Powers upon the subject. 

His Excellency further informed me that he had yesterday received a telegram 
. from the Russian Agent in Egypt, informing him that there had been a great change 
in the political aspect, and that there was now a fair prospect of the restoration of 
tranquillity, and of the legal order of things. 

He therefore suggested, but only as his personal opinion, and without having as 
yet ascertained the views of the other three Powers, if this should turn out to be the 
case, whether it might not be wiser that the Anglo-Erench squadron should not proceed 
to Alexandria, but should remain at Suda. There it would be sufficiently near to 
exercise a beneficial influence, and, in case of need, to reach Alexandria in a very short 
time, whilst it would not excite those feelings of animosity amongst the native 
Egyptians to which its actual presence might give rise.

(Traduction.)

My Lord, Constantinople, May 13, 1882. 

IMMEDIATELY on the receipt yesterday of your Lordship’s telegraphic instruc¬ 
tions I drew up a Memorandum, copy of which is herewith inclosed, expressing the 
hope that the Government of His Imperial Majesty the Sultan would not show any 
resentment towards the Khedive for having acted as he has with regard to the court- 
martial sentences on certain officers of high rank. 

I instructed Sir Alfred Sandison to place it into the hands of the Minister for 
Eoreign Affairs, hut, in the event of his failing to find his Excellency—it being 
Friday, the day on which Public Offices are closed—to proceed to the Palace, and to 
endeavour to have the expression of your Lordship’s hopes conveyed privately to the 
Sultan. Said Pasha was not at the Porte, consequently, Sir Alfred went on to Yildiz 
Kiosk, where he saw Munir Boy, who at once submitted the substance of my commu¬ 
nication to nis Majesty, who expressed his thanks for it, hut referred me for an answer 
to his Minister. 

On leaving Yildiz Kiosk Sir Alfred met Said Pasha, acquainted him with the 
views of Her Majesty’s Government, and handed him my Memorandum. His Excel¬ 
lency begged him to call to-day for an answer; “ hut,” he observed, “ of what use is 
it sending any Decree when there is no Kliedivo.” 

There is a very strong feeling amongst the Palace and other officials at the present 
moment against Arabi Pasha, and it is thought that the moment has arrived when 
Turkish troops should he sent to Egypt to restore order and discipline in the army. 
But the Porte is afraid to take such a step, lest it should find itself in opposition to 
France and England; with very slight encouragement from England, however, it 
would, I believe, he ready to do so without taking France into account. 

Turkey wishes, I think, to detach England from France, and act with her either 
alone, or with her and the other Powers, as regards Egypt—the further interference of 
France in North African affairs being naturally looked upon by her with fear and 
suspicion.

THE Khedive stated to Sir E. Malet that for the prisoners’ sake he could not 
consent to a free pardon, as the consequence of such an act would be that they would 
be either rearrested or otherwise pursued. Sir E. Malet accordingly accepted His 
Highness’ refusal to grant free pardon, and he accepted the Decree as it had been 
issued, and which he considers to be the best decision in the interests of the officers 
sentenced and of Tewfik Pasha himself. 

Such being the case, Her Majesty’s Government have instructed Mr. Wyndham, 
Her Majesty’s Chargd d’Affaires, to express the hope that the Government of His 
Imperial Majesty the Sultan will not resent the course taken by His Highness the 
Khedive with regard to the sentences of the court-martial.

My Lord, Constantinople, May 15, 1882. 

I HAVE the honour to report to your Lordship that Said Pasha, Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, called last night upon all the Representatives of the Great Powers. 
His Excellency reached my house about midnight, and informed me that the Porte 
had that evening sent telegraphic instructions to its Ambassadors to communicate its 
views on the present state of affairs in Egypt to the Governments to which they are 
accredited, and he explained to me their nature, which I endeavoured to convey to 
your Lordship as accurately as possible by telegraph this morning. 

The Porte, his Excellency stated, wished to see the maintenance of general peace, 
and the preservation of order, and the status quo in Egypt, with regard to which 
country, he said, its policy was most moderate. That if the state of affairs there 
became more serious it would inform the Powers, hoping that, in consideration of its 
pacific sentiments, they would lend it their support (“ concours ”), meaning by that 
moral support, and his Excellency laid particular stress upon the word “ moral.” He 
then said that the coldness which had arisen between the Khedive and his Ministers, 
and the present state of tension between them, arose only from the imprisonment of 
certain personages. 

That as Egypt formed essentially an integral part of the Ottoman Empire, the 
Porte had learnt with much regret the news of the intention of France and England 
to send fleets to Egyptian waters; that if such a necessity were to arise, the Sultan 
being the Sovereign it would be for His Imperial Majesty’s Government alone to send 
ships and troops there; but as at present there was no need for it to do so, it could 
not see the reason why the Governments of other Powers should adopt such a 
measure. 

I expressed my thanks to his Excellency, and said that I was without instructions, 
but that I would hasten to lay the communication he had been so good as to make to 
me before Her Majesty’s Government. 

I then asked Said Pasha since when matters had taken a turn apparently so much 
for the better in Egypt; to which he replied that within the last two or three days the 
position of the Khedive had become much stronger, that the Chamber was indignant 
at being convened without the authority of His Highness, that a part of the army and 
many officers now sided with him, that Arabi Pasha and his followers were losing 
ground daily, and that it was reported that they either had retired or were likely to 
retire to a fortress, taking the prisoners with them as hostages. 

I then observed to his Excellency that I believed Her Majesty’s Government were 
anxious, like that of His Imperial Majesty, to maintain the present Khedive, in support 
of which idea I reminded him of the hope I had but recently expressed on the part of 
your Lordship that the Porte would not resent His Highness* action with regard to 
the court-martial sentences, to which he said that on that point our respective 
Governments appeared to be agreed. 

I next questioned him as to how he had learnt the news of an intention on the 
part of England to send ships to Alexandria, as no information of the sort had 
[804] S A 
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reached me, although rumours as to such a possibility had done so with regard to 
France. His Excellency answered that rumours to the above effect had reached the 
Porte. 

The principal object of Said Pasha’s communication, which he hopes will he 
favourably received by your Lordship, appears to be to get the Powers to agree that 
no intervention by force of: arms, other than Turkish, should take place in Egypt.

ON receiving your Lordship’s telegram of this morning, I called on the Minister 
Tor Foreign Affairs, and told his Excellency that Her Majesty’s Government had 
agreed with that of France, in consequence of the last events, to send a squadron 
to Egypt, which would previously assemble at Suda Bay, and then proceed to 
Alexandria. 

I said that the object of the demonstration was to strengthen the Khedive’s 
authority, and to safeguard the legal state of things in Egypt recognized by Europe, 
and in the maintenance of which Europe was interested. 

The Governments of England and France, I said, in order to avoid complications, 
had instructed their Ambassadors at Constantinople to recommend the Porte to abstain 
from all interference in Egypt, reserving, however, to themselves, in case of need 
later on, to make further propositions to the Porte. 

Her Majesty’s Government would be glad, I said, if the German Government 
would send instructions in the same sense to the German Charge d’Affaires at 
Constantinople. 

Count Hatzfeldt, while reserving his opinion, said he would submit your 
Lordship’s communication as soon as possible to Prince Bismarck, who is at 
Friedrichsrube.

I CALLED on Count Kalnoky this afternoon, and asked him whether he had 
come to any conclusion as to instructing the Austro-Hungarian Ambassador at 
Constantinople to join in recommending the Sultan to abstain from intervention or 
interference in Egypt. 

He replied that lie was not yet in possession of the views of the other Cabinets, 
and was, therefore, still unable to state more than his own general impression, with 
which I was already acquainted. 

His fear was that the Sultan might take the proposed suggestion in bad part, and 
that the Egyptian question, in which by itself Austria was only remotely interested, 
might develop into a general Turkish or Eastern question, in which she was more 
interested than any other Power. 

I observed to Count Kalnoky that in what he had just said ho gave the strongest 
argument in favour of his holding at Constantinople the same language as had been 
adopted by England and Trance ; for while the Sultan might refuse to be guided by 
the advice of two Powers if the others stood aloof, he would probably acquiesce in it 
if unanimously recommended. By being over backward for fear of hurting the 
Sultan’s susceptibility bo would be increasing the very danger that he dreaded. 

He said that the accounts he received of the Sultan’s frame of mind in regard to 
this question gave him no ground for confidence that he would listen to the advice 
proposed, even if all the Powers concurred in giving it. 

His Excellency alluded to the report that if the appearance of the fleets was not 
sufficient to obtain the results desired, the Sultan would bo invited to send a gen¬ 
darmerie to Egypt, and he asked me what this meant. 

I said that although I was not authorized to do so I would tell him that the 
report was so far correct that it had been agreed that if, after the arrival of the ships 
at Alexandria, the presence of troops was considered necessary, a Turkish force should 
be invited to Egypt to operate under English and Trench control. 

Count Kalnoky said he was too well aware of the repugnance of the Trench 
Government to admit of a Turkish intervention under any form not to know that your 
Lordship had succeeded in obtaining from them a concession almost greater than 
could be expected, but the question would remain whether the Sultan would consent 
to the Control, although it was undoubtedly necessary that, if he sends troops to 
Egypt, he must be tied down in the closest possible manner. 

Count Kalnoky concluded by saying that if lie should bo unablo to join in the 
advice that has been given to the Sultan, he hopes that no doubt will be entertained 
of his own sincere wish that it may bo accepted, and ho would certainly say nothing at 
Constantinople calculated to lead to its rejection.

“ The mission of the squadrons to Alexandria is merely such a visit as takes place 
every year. Neither the Porte nor the Eour Powers had notice given them of this 
mission; consequently, its arrival at Alexandria does not alarm us, since it will shortly 
depart. In the event of negotiations, the Powers should make their propositions 
directly to the Porte, which, in that case, will certainly uphold its rights; and as we 
place full trust in your loyalty and devotion, avo arc confident that you will act in con¬ 
formity with the Eirmans.” 

The Khedive informed M. Sienkiewicz and me that unless the Porte takes 
measures to declare its acquiescence in the action of England and Erance, the Chamber 
is likely to forsake His Highness, and again to make common cause with the Military 
Party.

He has asked me particularly whether, in the action of the two Powers, there is 
no infringement of the sovereignty of the Porte. I replied that it was the intention 
of the two Governments now, as heretofore, to respect the sovereignty of the Porte, 
and to infringe it in no way whatever. I said that if he succeeded in breaking the 
military despotism, the object of the Powers, which was to restore the authority of 
the Khedive and maintain the status quo, would be attained. He suggests Ch4rif 
Pasha as President of the Council. 

He added that if he failed with the Ministers he should ask the Khedive to 
convoke the Chamber, and obtain the fall of the Ministry by an immediate vote.

I HAVE the honour to report to your Lordship that the President of the Chamber 
has entered into negotiations, in the name of the Deputies, to induce the present 
Ministry to resign, and the Minister of War to leave Egypt.

His Excellency has particularly questioned me as to whether there is any infringe¬ 
ment of the Porte’s sovereign rights in the action of England and Prance. I have 
answered that the intention of the two Governments is now, as hitherto, to respect these 
rights, and in no way to infringe them. I added that if his Excellency succeeded in 
overthrowing the military supremacy, the aim of England and Prance, which was to 
restore the Khedive’s authority and to maintain the status quo, would be fulfilled. He 
proposed Chdrif Pasha as future President of the Council, and added that if his 
proposals were repulsed by the Ministry, he should request the Khedive to convoke 
the Chamber, and should, by an immediate vote, bring about the fall of the 
Ministry.

THE Prench Ambassador called upon me to-day and said that he had received 
instructions to speak to mo on a matter which was of some delicacy. 

M. de Preycinet had reason to believe that the relations between Sir E. Malet 
and his Prench colleague were not on so cordial a footing as was to be desired. This 
intelligence had caused his Excellency much anxiety, as he felt that it would be 
impossible that the two Governments should act together with that frank co-operation 
which was so essential unless their Agents were also in perfect accord. 

I remarked that I was not aware to what M. de Preycinet could be alluding. 
Neither in his despatches nor in his private letters did Sir E. Malet give any indication 
of a divergence with his Prench colleague, or show any symptoms of that struggle for 
influence which so often led to difficulties in the intercourse of Consular officers of 
inferior rank. Sir E. Malet had been trained as a diplomatist in important positions, 
and could be relied upon to carry out implicitly the instructions of his Government, 
and to maintain the most complete and friendly understanding with his Prench 
colleague, I could not, therefore, but think that some mistake must have arisen, and 
I should be glad to know in what particular Sir E. Malet had failed to carry out 
[804] 3 D 















instructions, which had constantly been repeated to him, to maintain the most cordial 
relations with M. Sienkiewicz. 

M. Tissot replied that he was given to understand that there were various matters 
upon which Sir E. Malet had shown that he differed from his colleague. 

I said that I was only aware of two, and the difference of opinion had not been 
of a serious character. Sir E. Malet had thought it better that some elasticity should 
be allowed to the Agents in regard to the advice to be given to the Khedive, should he 
contemplate leaving Cairo for Alexandria. On this point he had not been able to 
agree entirely with his Erencli colleague, though he would not separate himself from 
him in regard to it. Sir E. Malet’s view was that it would be a very heavy responsi¬ 
bility for the Agents to take if, in case of danger to the person of the Khedive being 
imminent, they prevented His Highness from leaving, and he was anxious that the two 
Agents should not be bound by a hard and fast instruction. I had telegraphed to Sir 
E. Malet this morning, in reply, that he was to do nothing to countenance the Khedive 
in the fatal step of leaving Cairo. 

The other matter upon which there appeared to have been some difference of 
opinion, though it is not clear that any difference existed, was with regard to the 
employment of M. Monge, the Erencli Consul at Cairo, to negotiate for the withdrawal 
from Egypt of Arabi Pasha and some of his supporters. Sir E. Malet had been 
ins tructed, unless there was any reason to the contrary, that he and M. feienkiewcz 
might undertake the negotiation themselves. 

I told M. Tissot that I had informed your Excellency of both these instructions, 
which you had doubtless communicated to the Erencli Government. So far, therefore, 
as I could see, the concert between the two Governments and then* Agents continued 

complete. . 

M. Tissot alluded to Sir E. Malet having prevented the Khedive from making a 
satisfactory arrangement, and having insisted on his referring to the Sultan. I said I 
knew nothing of this, and expressed my disbelief. 

I would, I said, intimate to Sir E. Malet the imperative necessity and value of 
preserving united action, and my belief that he was acting fully in. this sense, and I 
trusted that M. de Ereycinet would do the same as regards M. Sienkiewicz.

I INFORMED your Excellency, in my despatch No. 249 of the 20th instant, of 
the language I held to Musurus Pasha on that day with regard to the Porte’s Circular 
of the 17th instant, and I have now to state to you, with reference to the observations 
made by Saul Pasha on the step taken by the Governments of England and France in 
ordering ships of war to Alexandria, that Her Majesty’s Government had no intention 
of adopting any measures which would interfere with the rights of the Sultan, such as 
carrying on military operations in Egypt, or occupying the country, neither had they 
any idea of altering the constitutional status quo. 

If any action requiring the exercise of the Sovereign’s authority should become 
necessary, the two Governments would naturally have recourse to the Sultan, and 
would ask him to join with them in settling the difficulty by a common agree¬ 
ment. 
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England and France have on this occasion acted alone, because only their 
interests and the interests of Europeans were in danger. Neither the interests of the 
Mussulman population nor the rights of the Sultan were threatened, and there seemed, 
therefore, to be no reason for the Porte taking steps to protect them. 

If events were to force us to enlarge the sphere of our action, and it became 
necessary to carry it beyond the protection of Europeans and the maintenance of our 
special interests, we should necessarily resort to the co-operation of the Sultan. 

Your Excellency will speak in this sense to the Turkish Minister for Eoreign. 
Affairs,_ and I trust that these explanations may have the effect of calming the Porte’s 
susceptibilities, which have evidently been aroused by a misunderstanding of the 
motives of the two Governments. The French Ambassador has been instructed to use 
similar language.

His Highness stated that upon his refusing, the President had threatened him, 
had spoken slightingly of any assistance he could receive from the foreign Representa¬ 
tives, and had remarked that if he persisted in his refusal there would be a general 
massacre of foreigners. 

M. Sienkiewicz and I, at the request of our colleagues, then visited the President 
of the Council. 

We told him that on the previous day he had begged for our influence to avert a 
Turkish intervention in the question of the court-martial; that we had that morning 
rendered his Excellency the service which he had asked for by advising the Khedive 
to issue the Decree ; and that we were surprised to hear that, in return for our good 
offices, ho had menaced our fellow-countrymen, had spoken insultingly of our power to 
protect the Khedive, and had threatened him. 

Therefore, we had now come to ask him officially, in our own names and those of 
our colleagues, if any danger was to be expected in the event of the Khedive’s refusing 
to change the Decree, so that we might inform our respective Governments. 

The President denied that he had threatened tho Khedive, or had made use of the- 
language attributed to him. He declared that the alteration of tho Decree was a 
request which it was open to the Khedive to accept or to reject. 

On our asking wliat the consequences would be of a rejection, his Excellency 
replied that it was impossible for him to say, beyond that the question would ba 
submitted to the Council.

Sur un simple caprice de Torungia les employes, quel que soit leur grade, sont 
obliges de se presenter devant la Commission et leurs registres et papiers sont saisis 
comme s’il s’agissait de vulgaires criminels.

Ai-je besoin de faire ressortir tous les inconvdnients de ce systdme, qui consiste a 
laisser entre les mains d’une personne ddja convaincue d’avoir perpetre une fraude au 
detriment de la Douane, des documents tels que les declarations qui forment la base 
des perceptions, et comment expliquer cette complaisance de la Commission envers un 
individu dont la triste notoridte devrait lui inspirer les plus justes defiances ! 

Je dois citer encore deux faits entre plusieurs qui .demontreront a votro Excellence 
que je ne puis raisonnablement laisser le soin de juger mes actes a une Commission 
composdc d’elements aussi radicalement hostiles a l’Administration actuelle. Un 
employe subalternc appele devant la Commission a ete somme d’avouer s’il n’avait pas 
re§u de moi des ordres pour laisser passer des objets en contrebande. 

Un autre employd a re^u la confidence d’un membre du bureau de la Commission, 
qu’il dtait irrdvocablement arretd entre lui et un des principaux membres de cette 
Commission que celle-ci ne terminerait pas sa thebe avant d’amener la clidte de 
1’Administration actuelle. 

D’ailleurs, le but que poursuivent certains membres de cette Commission n’est un 
mystdre pour personne dans toute la ville, et notamment a la Douane ; ce but est de 
renverser a tout prix 1’Administration actuelle. Aussi la situation qui m’est faite est- 
elle intoldrable. Ddja la composition de la Commission, formde en grande partie de 
fonctionnaires d’un grade infdrieur au mien, avait fortement dbranld mon autoritd. 
La marclie poursuivie par elle depuis son fonctionncmcnt dtait de nature a l’amoindrir 
encore ; do manidre qu’aujourd’hui je no puis plus compter de la part du personnel ni 
sur la discipline ni sur la rdgularitd si ndeessaires dans une Administration, ou il est 
pourtant indispensable de les voir rdgner plus que partout ailleurs, si l’on ne veut 
perdre tout le fruit d’un systdme de contrdle longuoment etudid, et dtabli dans le but 
de sauvegardcr la perception regulidre des droits. 

Aujourd’hui on eroit so faire un veritable merite do resister aux ordres dmanant 
des employes superieurs si ces employes sont vus d’un ceil ddfavorable par Torungia et 
consorts, que l’on considdre, a juste titre, comme les inspirateurs do la Commission, et 
tous les jours des employes viennent deposer que Torungia leur a demande de lui 
donner des baksheeli s’ils no voulaient tombor en disgrace ; leur assurant, par contre, 
toute la bienvcillanee de la Commission s’ils voulaient s’cxecutcr. 

C’cst pourquoi, Excellence, et dans le but de sauvegardcr et ma dignite et ma 
responsabilite envers le Gouvernement, je crois devoir protester dnergiquement contre 
les agissements de la Commission, et, en ce qui me regarde personnclloment, et vu le 
parti pris dvident dont elle a fait preuvo, je crois etre dans mon droit en lui recusant 
toute compbtencc. 

L’institution d’une Commission d’Enquete sur la Douane a etc motivee par les 
plaintes de Torungia soi-disant au nom du commerce. Or, le commerce represents 
par les principalcs maisons respectables du pays, aussitbt qu’il a cu connaissance de la 
demarche de eet individu, m’a adresse spontanement la lettre dont je transmets ci-joint 
copie a votro Excellence, et oh. il est constate que le commerce loyal 11 ’a qu’a so louer 
de la prdsento Administration, et qu’il ddsavoue toute association avec les demarches de 
Torungia. •_ 
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Quant aux interets du Trdsor, la meilleure preuve qu’ils n’ont pas 616 ndgligds sous 
m’a gestion c’cst la plus value de prds de 40 pour cent obtenue sur les revenus depuis 
que je me trouve a, la tete de TAdministration. 

En rdsumd je prends la liberte de declarer a votre Excellence que je ne me 
refuserai pas a 1’investigation la plus minutieuse pour les faits quo le Sieur Torungia 
et consorts exposeraient comme y dtant directement intdressds, mais je ne puis 
admettre que ce soit sur la ddnonciation de pareils individus qu’une enquete se fasse 
sur tout le service Douanier. 

Si le Gouvernement du Khedive ddsire etre ddifid sur la manidre dont j’ai gerd 
l’Administration, je me tiens pret a. rdpondro devant une enquete administrative 
composee en entier d’hommes competents et dont I’impartialite ne saurait etre mise en 
question, tels que eeux qui composaient l’enquete de 1879. 

J’ai cu 1’bonneur de servir le Gouvernement de ce pays pendant sept amides a la 
tete sueeessivement de trois des Administrations les plus importantes, et si a la fin de 
ces services mon honneur ou ma capacitd comme Administrateur doit etre mise en 
question, le Gouvernement ne me blhmera pas, je suis convaincu, si je refuse de les 
defendre devant la Commission actuelle, pour les raisons ddja citees.

Circular addressed by the Director-General of Customs, in the month of March 1882, to the 

Egyptian Ministers and Deputies. 

(Traduction de l’Arabe.) 

Le Ministdre des Finances communiqua cette Administration, par lettre en date 
du 31 Ddeembre dernier, deux requetes qui lui dtaient adressecs par un certain Moussa 
Torungia, contcnant des attaques contre la gestion de la Douane. 

Le Ministdre en me faisant cette communication me demandait de lui fournir les 
renseignements ndeessaires pour servir de rdfutation aux assertions contenues dans les 
susdites requdtes. 

Je m’empressai de me conformer a cette demande, et a la date du 11 Janvier 
dernier je lui adressai un Rapport dans lequel j’ai consignd tous les faits propres a 
rdtablir la vdritd sur les imputations dirigees contre la Douane. 

J’avais tout lieu de croire cot incident vidd lorsque des informations mo par- 
vinrent d’aprds lesquelles cet individu poursuivait un plan de ddsagrdment systdmatique 
contre l’Administration, et que, abandonnant ses affaires liabituelles il Alexandrie, il 
se trouvait au Caire occupd a importuner Ddputds et Ministres de ses allegations mal- 
veillantes et de ses rdcits mensongers, oil 1’Administration des Douanes dtait representee 
sous les couleurs les plus sombres. 

En prdsencc de cette situation, et voulant dclairer les honorables personnes aux- 
quelles cet individu pourrait s’adresser et induire en erreur, j’ai cru de mon devoir de 
vous adresser la prdsente pour vous faire connaltrc le caractdre ot les anteeddents de 
cet individu. 

Le Sieur Torungia exerce la profession de Courtier en Douane pour retirer les 
marchandises des ndgociants. Il est notoire que les gens de cette profession sont 
intdressds a voir rdgner le ddsordre et la corruption dans toutes les branches de la 
Douane pour en tircr profit si possible; or, le zdle que ddmontrerait un individu de 
cette sorte, soi-disant dans l’intdret du Gouvernement, semblerait tout au moins 
suspect, surtout si, comme je vous le demontre, ce m6me individu aprouvd ddjh. que ce 
n’est point par exeds de scrupules de conscience qu’il se laisso guider. Comme preuve 
h l’appui de cette appreciation je prends la libertd de mettre sous vos yeux le rdcit 
d’une tentative de fraude commise au prdjudiee de la Douane prdcisdment par celui 
qui s’erige aujourd’hui en ddfenseur des intdrets du Trdsor. 

Le 22 Mai, 1880, le Sieur Moussa Torungia recevait d’Europe une caisso de 
soieries qu’il voulut soustraire a, la visite de la Douane en essayant de l’introduire 
clandestinement en ville. La vigilance des employds ne lui permit pas de perpdtrer 
cette fraude, et il fut apprdhendd au moment oh il allait rdussir dans ses desseins. 

La Commission Douanidre appeldo a statuer sur cette tentative de fraudo so 
pronou^a pour la confiscation de la caissc au profit du Trdsor. 

L’arret de la Commission fut dfiment signifid au Sieur Torungia par l’entremise 
[804] 3 F 
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du Consulat d’Espagne dont il relive ; mais je re<ms bientbt la visite de M. le Consul 
d’Espagne qui vint me prier au nom de la famille du delinquent qui, me dit-il, 6tait 
dans un etat de denument et de misfere complets et qui, si la mesure infligee par la 
Commission 4tait mise a execution, serait ruinee sans retour, d’user, si possible, d’indul- 
gence en substituant k la rigueur de la confiscation une amende, et il ajouta que s’il ne 
s’agissait que de Torungia, dont les antecedents f&cheux lui sont connus, il n’aurait 
pas fait pareille demarche, mais que c’6tait dans un sentiment de commiseration pour 
sa famille qu’il intercddait. 

Prenant en consideration cette demarche personnelle de M. le Consul d’Espagne, 
j’usais de la faculte qui m’est octroyee par les reglements, et je consentis a commuer 
la peine prononcee par la Commission Douanibre ; sur quoi le Sieur Torungia m’adressa 
la lettre dont yous trouverez traduction textuelle ci-aprbs. 

Je crois vous avoir surahondamment ddifid par cet exposd sur le veritable carac- 
tbre de l’individu qui nous occupe; je dois ajouter qu’il n’y a point de doute qu’il 
n’agisse en cette circonstance que comme le porte-voix de certains employes infidbles 
renvoyds du service aprds avoir dtd convaincus de concussion, et qui, partant, ont 
intdret a renverser 1’Administration actuelle, qui leur ferme pour toujours les portes de 
la Douane. S’il n’en dtait point ainsi comment s’expliquerait-on que cet individu ait 
abandonnd depuis quelque temps sa profession, qui est son seul gagne-pain, pour se 
consacrer exclusivement a faire les ddmarclies dont il a dtd parld plus haut, et qui 
doivent ndcessairement l’entrainer a des ddpenses au-dessus des moyens d’un homme 
de sa condition. 

Une autre raison qui ddmontre dgalement que le Sieur Torungia est un simple 
instrument au service des individus deja cites, c’est qu’en faisant le rapprochement des 
termes de ses requetes au Ministdre, avec le texte d’une depeche qui avait dtd adressde 
par les employes renvoyds du service au Conseil des Ministres, on trouve les mernes 
phrases et les termes identiques rdpdtds des deux cbtds; ce qui indique qu’ils 
proviennent de la meme source, et ddnotent clairement le but intdressd de leurs 
auteurs.

The Ministers declare that they will only resign if the Chamber of Notables 
desire it. 

The President of the Chamber, however, declares that it will be impossible to 
change the Ministry as long as the military power continues to be invested in Arabi 
Pasha. 

Public telegrams have announced the departure of the Anglo-Erench squadron 
for Alexandria. 

Under these circumstances, my French colleague and I proceeded to the Palace 
and stated to the Khedive that an Anglo-Erench squadron was assembling at Suda 
Bay and would soon enter Alexandria; and that the Governments of England and 
France reserved to themselves tlio right to employ such other means as they might 
deem necessary to make order respected, and to maintain the authority of the 
Khedive. Wc further said to His Highness that it was essential that there should be 
a Government with which we could negotiate; and that the Khedive being unable to 
form a new Ministry, we requested him to re-enter into relations with the present one, 
informing it that, in consequence of the serious news which we had imparted to him, 
personal questions must be set aside, and that the Ministers must enter into negotia¬ 
tions with us in order to avoid the danger which menaces the country.

an Anglo-Erench squadron arriving lie could not guarantee public safety. 

His Excellency gave us a formal denial that either lie or any of the Ministers 
had harboured a design for the deposition of the Khedive. Notwithstanding his 
assurances, we repeated that if public order is disturbed the responsibility would rest 
with him. 

Since the dispatch of the Anglo-Erench fleet has become known, the President 
of the Council has assured M. Mongo, the French Consul here, that public tranquillity 
will be maintained.

Memorandum. 

TIIE present difficulty began with the sentence of a court-martial appointed to try 
a number of persons for an alleged conspiracy to assassinate Arabi Pasha, Minister of 
War, and other military officers. The prisoners were tried in secret; they were not 
allowed Counsel to defend them, and three of the Generals, whom they wore accused 
of designing to assassinate, sat on the court-martial. 

Forty of tlio military prisoners wero condemned to banishment to the extreme 
limits of the Soudan, military degradation, and loss of honours.

The Khedive, acting on the advice of the English and Erench Representatives, 
determined not to confirm the sentence. 

The Ministry, seeing that public opinion was against the sentence, petitioned the 
Khedive to commute it to exile from Egypt, and erasure of the names of the prisoners 
from the roll of the army. 

The Khedive, without further consulting his Ministers, issued a Decree reducing 
the penalty to quitting the country, and annulling the remainder of the sentence. 

In the mean tim e the Porte had requested that the matter might be referred to it, 
and the Khedive had replied that he was prepared to do so. This answer gave great 
umbrage to the Ministry, who accused His Highness of diminishing the autonomy of 
Egypt. The President of the Council in consequence requested the Representatives of 
England and Erance to ask for the good offices of their Governments to prevent the 
privileges of Egypt being encroached upon by the Porte. 

The Khedive sent for the Representatives of the Great Powers on the afternoon 
of the day on which he had signed the Decree regarding the prisoners, and informed 
them that the President of the Council had insulted and menaced him, had insisted on 
his inserting in the Decree the erasure of the names of the prisoners from the army 
roll, and had told him that if he refused it would be dangerous to his throne and to 
public security, and might lead to a massacre of Europeans. The Representatives of 
England and Erance, deputed by tlieir colleagues, thereupon went to the President to 
demand explanations in the interest of the European colonies in Cairo. The President 
denied to them that there was any truth in the statement of the Khedive ; said that he 
had not menaced him in any way, had not spoken of massacre, and had merely con¬ 
veyed to him, as a request, the desire of the Cabinet regarding the Decree. He said 
finally, that it was impossible to serve a Khedive who had so little regard for truth, 
and that he should resign. 

On the following day the Council of Ministers, without communicating with His 
Highness, convoked the Chamber of Representatives for the ostensible purpose of 
examining and judging the difference which had arisen between His Highness and the 
Ministry. The act was illegal, as by the 9th Article of the Organic Law of the 
Chamber, an Extraordinary Session can only bo convoked by the Khedive alone. The 
President of the Council stated officially to the Representatives of the Great Powers 
that he would hold no further communication with the Khedive until tlio Chamber 
had pronounced its decision on the difference existing between the Ministry and His 
Highness. 

During the following days it was known that the Ministry intended to endeavour 
to obtain the deposition of the Khedive. 

The Members of the Chamber arrived quickly in Cairo. The President, Sultan 
Pasha, with their concurrence, decided to support the Khedive, and to refuse to meet 
unless convoked by His Highness, but they urged him to be reconciled with his 
Ministers. His Highness refused, saying that he could not maintain a Ministry which 
had openly defied him, had insulted him, and had violated the law. 

The Deputies, however, were of opinion that it was absolutely impossible to form 
a new Government as long as the military supremacy remained in the hands of Arabi 
Pasha. They therfore attempted a compromise, and requested Mahmoud Pasha Sami, 
President of the Council, to resign, to which lie consented, and the Khedive offered 
the Presidency to Moustaplia Pasha Eelimy, Minister for Eoreign Affairs and Justice, 
who refused, and the Ministers then announced that they would stand or fall together. 

On the day following this announcement it was known through public telegrams 
that the combined squadron had received orders to come to Alexandria. 

The Representatives of England and Erance therefore informed the Khedive 
officially that an Anglo-Erench squadron was assembling at Suda, and would soon 
enter Alexandria ; that the English and Ereneli Governments reserved to themselves to 
employ such other means as they might deem necessary to make order respected, and 
to maintain the authority of the Khedive. They at the same time told His Highness 
that under these circumstances it was absolutely necessary to have a Government 
with which they could treat, and that as no new Government could be formed, His 
Highness must continue with the existing Ministers. 

Tlio President of the Chamber and a deputation of Delegates acted as inter¬ 
mediaries between His Highness and the Ministers. 

The consequence was that last night (the 15th instant) tlio Ministers came to 
the Palace and made complete submission to His Higlmess, protesting their

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being offered by the military to the person of the Khedive. The Representatives of 
England and France have therefore stated to Arabi Pasha that he is held personally 
responsible by their Governments for the maintenance of public order and the protec¬ 
tion of His Highness. The Minister of War replied that he would guarantee both 
up to the time of the arrival of the fleets; but to-day the President of the Council has 
given a further assurance of the maintenance of public order, and it is not likelv that 
vio ence will be offered to the Khedive, as the Chamber of Representatives and the 
public opinion have clearly pronounced in his favour. 

Sir Edward Maiet has issued a Circular to the British Consular authorities in 
Egypt, dated to-day, instructing them to inform the local authorities that the obiect of 
the Anglo-Erench expedition to Alexandria is of a friendly nature, and that no danger 
is to be apprehended, provided that public security be maintained, and that the nego¬ 
tiations which ensue result in a satisfactory settlement of the questions pending 
between the Egyptian Government and the Powers. 1 5

He objected to the sentence “ wo will communicate with the Powers and with 
Turkey on the measures which have appeared to us and to France to be the best,” 
on the ground that the Powers would take this as merely announcing to them that wo 
intended to repeat the proceeding they now complained of, that is to say, merely to 
communicate to them a foregone decision. 

I combated these objections to the best of my ability, and in particular pointed 
out the bad effects of weakening the impression produced at Cairo, Constantinople, 
and elsewhere, by the announcement that England and France had already come to 
an agreement with each other upon the further measures to be adopted in case of need.

HAYING received telegram No. 142 of the 20th instant from Sir E. Malet, in which 
he expresses his wish that the Porte should be induced to telegraph to the Khedive in 
such a sense as to make it known in Egypt that the Sultan acquiesces in the action of 
the two Powers, and approves of His Highness advising with the Agents of England 
and Erance as to the best way of restoring a constitutional regime and a legitimate 
Ministry (after acquainting my Erench colleague with what I intended to do), I called 
on Sunday at the Porte, and strongly pressed the Minisler for Eoreign Affairs to 
telegraph in the desired sense. His Excellency gave me hopes that he would do so, 
but said lie must consult his colleagues. 

On receiving this morning Sir E. Malet’s telegram No. 119 of yesterday, in which Sir 
Edward records the official telegram from the Porte which endeavours to make it 
appear that the advent of the fleets to Alexandria is to be regarded as an usual annual 
visit, without any political significance, and in which he reiterates his request that the 
Porte may bo pressed to address the Khedive in the sense referred to in his previous 
telegram, I at once sent Sir Alfred Sandison to Said Pasha, with a very stringent 
message to the effect that if, instead of helping us to curtail the crisis and acting in 
accordance with our recommendations in regard to the language it adopted at Cairo, 
the Ottoman Government persisted in complicating the situation by the falsification of 
facts and giving perverse advice to the Khedive, the Governments of Erance and 
England would at once double the number of their war-ships off the Egyptian coast, 
and arrange for their stay being indefinitely prolonged. As I had already hinted

In sending ships to Alexandria, Her Majesty’s Government had no intention of 
interfering with the Sultan’s rights by carrying on military operations in Egypt or 
occupying the country, nor any idea of altering the constitutional status quo. 

If the exercise of the Sovereign’s authority should become necessary, the two 
Powers would naturally have recourse to the Sultan, and ask him to join with them in 
settling the difficulty by a common agreement. 

England and Prance have acted alone, because only their interests and those of 
Europeans were in danger. 

Neither Mussulman interests nor the rights of the Sultan were threatened, and 
there seemed, therefore, to be no reason for Porte to take steps to protect them. 

If we had to carry our action beyond the protection of Europeans and the main¬ 
tenance of our special interests, we should necessarily resort to co-operation of the 
Sultan. 

I hope this explanation will calm Porte’s susceptibilities aroused by a misunder¬ 
standing of our motives.

TIIE situation has changed for the worse. 

In reply to the proposal of the President of the Chamber recorded in my tele¬ 
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gram No. 150 of yesterday, the President of the Council has answered that the 
Government will not retire as long as the fleets remain. 

Arabi Pasha yesterday visited my French colleague, who explained to him that 
the Gover nm ent must resign and he himself leave the country. A conversation of 
two hours resulted in his saying that he would give an answer in the evening. 

M. Mongo went to receive the answer. Arabi said that ho must refuse cither to 
resign or quit Egypt. While M. Monge was there, a native Colonel said aloud that if 
Arabi abandoned the officers they would hew him in pieces. 

In a Cabinet Council to-day it has been decided that when we make our demands 
officially the Government will reply that they do not recognize the right of the 
Governments of France and England to interfere in such a question, and that they 
own no authority over them but the Sultan. 

The President of the Chamber has to-day told my French colleague that he can 
no longer be sure of the Deputies, on account of the feeling which is gaining ground 
against the interference of the two Powers. 

Under these circumstances, my French colleague and I hesitate to make an 
official demand to the Government, knowing beforehand that it will meet with a 
refusal, until wo arc enabled to state what the result of that refusal will be. I there¬ 
fore venture to ask for further instructions from your Lordship. The present position 
is the consequence of the Government and people continuing to believe that England 
and France will not send troops, and that the intervention of the Porte is not possible, 
because Franco wall not allow it. 

Meantime, military preparations are being made, and fanatical feeling against 
Europeans actively promoted. 

I still believe that we may succeed without the necessity of landing troops if the 
Sultan declares himself, and it be known that troops arc prepared. 

My French colleague scuds a telegram in the same sense, probably with the 
exception of the last paragraph; for, though be entirely agrees in the necessity of the 
co-operation of the Porte, he may hesitate to state it openly to his Govefnment.

My Lord, Cairo, May 23,1882. 

I HAVE the honour to report to your Lordship that a change for the worse has 
taken place in the state of affairs. The President of the Council lias replied to the 
proposal of the President of the Chamber, that the Ministry should retire, that it will 
not do so as long as the squadrons are kept at Alexandria. 

Yesterday my French colleague received the visit of Arabi Pasha, and explained 
to him the necessity of the Ministry resigning and of himself leaving Egypt. After 
two hours’ conversation, the Minister of War said that in the evening he would give 
his answer. 

The French Consul wont to receive it, and Arabi Pasha told him that he must 
refuse either to retire from his position or from the country. A native Colonel present 
said aloud before M. Monge that the officers would hew Arabi in pieces if he deserted 
them. 

It has been to-day decided in a Cabinet Council that the Government will reply 
to any official demands from us that they do not admit the right of the English and 
French Governments to interfere in such a question, and that they recognize no 
ultimate authority but that of the Sultan. 

The President of the Chamber informed my French colleague to-day that he can 
no longer rely upon the Deputies, on account of the feeling against the intervention 
of the two Powers which is now gaining ground. 

M. Sienkiewicz and I hesitate, therefore, to make an official demand to.the 
Ministers, which we know beforehand will be met with a refusal, until we are in a 
position to declare what would bo the consequences of such a refusal, and I accordingly 
venture to beg your Lordship to favour me with further instructions. 

The present situation has been brought about by the Ministers and the people 
persisting in a belief that the two Powers will not dispatch troops, and that the 
opposition of France renders a Turkish intervention impossible. 
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In tlie meanwhile military preparations are being carried on, and fanatical feeling 
against foreigners is sedulously fostered. ° 

I am still of opinion that, if the Sultan declares himself at once, and if it he 
known that troops are ready to be dispatched, we may succeed without the necessity 
for landing them. 

M. Sienkiewicz is writing in the same sense, hut probably omits the last 
paragraph, for, although he shares my opinion entirely as regards the necessity of the 
Porte’s co-operation, he may shrink from openly stating it to the Preach Govern¬ 
ment.

My Lord, Constantinople, May 19, 1882. 

AFTER consultation with the Erencli Ambassador I wont to tlie Porte on the 
16th instant, and conveyed to Said Pasha, the new Minister for Eoreign Affairs, the 
identic communication your Lordship instructed me to make in your telegram No. 127 
of the 15th instant. I then did my best to persuade his Excellency to regard the 
matter in a proper light, not as a demonstration in any way inimical to the authority 
or the interests of the Sultan, hut, on the contrary, as an effort to strengthen the 
hands of His Majesty’s Representative, to maintain his sovereign rights, the status quo, 
and all existing international arrangements. 

Being well satisfied with the way in which Said Pasha received my observations, 
I gave him to understand that at our request the Erencli Government had been 
induced to adopt a far less stringent line than they might otherwise have been inclined 
to follow; and, referring to that portion of the communication which alluded to the 
possibility of future proposals being made to the Ottoman Government, 1 said 
that although I did not myself knoAv what the nature of these proposals might be, 
the term “ proposal ” was very significant, inasmuch as it implied an invitation to enter 
into some friendly concert or agreement. 

At the conclusion of the interview I requested his Excellency, as soon as he had 
seen the Sultan, to acquaint me with His Majesty’s views and intentions. 

The next morning, having in the meantime received a copy of your Lordship’s 
telegram to Sir E. Malet No. 105, detailing the further development of the joint 
programme of the two Powers, I instructed Sir Alfred Sandison to intimate con¬ 
fidentially, in very guarded language, to the Eoreign Minister that I now knew the 
nature of the proposals which perhaps might be made, and that they certainly would 
not be disagreeable to the Sultan. 

Late on the night of the 17th Said Pasha came to the Embassy. He informed 
me that the Sultan was very much irritated; that he had done his best to moderate 
his anger; but that Ilis Majesty felt himself to have been deeply injured by the 
action of the Powers, who had thus, without warning or consultation, dispatched 
a formidable fleet to a Turkish port, at the same time that they enjoined him in harsh 
and stringent terms not to concern himself with an affair in which no one was more 
deeply interested or had more paramount rights than himself. 

In reply, I observed that of course thero were two ways of regarding the matter, 
but that the Ottoman Government would be making a great mistake if they took what 
was being done in ill part. Eor weeks and months past the Agents of the Erencli and 
English Governments at Cairo had been doing everything in their power to support 
the constituted authorities in Egypt, and to avert the necessity for intervention. If, at 
last, the Western Powers had been reluctantly driven to intervene, it was because the 
disorganization of the Local Government had reached a point which threatened the 
safety of their subjects, as well as the existence of those international obligations in the 
maintenance of which they arc pre-eminently interested. It Avas the expectation of 
the two Governments that the appearance of their fleets off the Egyptian coast would 
have a conservative effect, and Avould strengthen the hands of the Khedive to such a 
degree as Avould enable him to resume the exorcise of his normal constitutional poAvers, 
untrammelled by the domination of the military faction which uoav apparently paralyzes 
Lis Government; whereas any violent initiative on the part of the Sultan Avould 
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aggravate, instead of dissipate, the difficulties of the situation, for it would at once give 
rise to the conjecture that it was His Majesty’s object to introduce radical changes 
in the relationship of the Province to the Porte. 

His Excellency seemed struck by this argument, and said that he himself had 
concluded that if (as he was now convinced Avas the case) the Powers were not 
actuated by intentions hostile to the sovereign rights of the Sultan, some such con¬ 
sideration as that to which I had referred must have inspired their desire that the 
Ottoman Government should remain quiescent in the present conjuncture. 

Said Pasha then asked me what would folloAV if, in opposition to the Western 
Powers, the Sultan were to vindicate his undoubted rights in the matter. I replied 
that it might be difficult to foresee the consequences of such a line of action, but that, 
speaking as a private individual, the loss of Egypt might possibly ensue, and it was 
perhaps from fear of such a contingency that the British Government had so strongly 
counselled prudence to the Porte, for it was obvious that the interests of Turkey 
more closely coincided Avitli those of England in the East than of any other 
Government. It was on this account that the English Government desired to 
see the sovereignty of the Sultan over Egypt, as regulated by the existing Eirmans, 
maintained in all its integrity, as it was a far better guarantee for the preservation of 
our own rights and influence than Avould be the case Avere Egypt to be ruled by a small 
independent Pasha, Avho might sell himself to a rival Government. “If, then, I 
might venture to tender my advice to Ilis Majesty, it would be that he should 
cordially acquiesce in what Avas being done, and trust to the loyalty and good faith of 
the Western PoAvers for the maintenance of all his existing rights.” 

Having heard that Said Pasha suspected that there Avas a divergence. of views 
betAveen England and Eranco upon the points under discussion, I further intimated 
that he Avould be very much mistaken if he alloAved his conduct to be influenced 
by such an unfounded supposition, ne might depend upon it that the concert 
between the tAvo “Western Powers was complete, and that nothing Avould disturb the 
unity of their action. 

His Excellency then asked me whether vve Avere really desirous of supporting 
Tewfik Pasha in his present position, as he had understood that the Erencli had been 
anxious for his overthroAV. I replied that, although I believed that at one time the 
question of Prince Halim’s candidature had been discussed by one or tAvo eminent 
Erencli officials, the idea had not struck root, and I could assure him that both 
Governments were agreed in their desire to maintain the present Khedive. 

His Excellency concluded by reading mo a Circular he had addressed to the 
Powers by telegram deprecating the dispatch of the mixed fleet to Alexandria, after 
which he entreated mo to use my good offices with your Lordship in support of the 

views of the Porte. > 

The next morning, according to previous agreement, I saw the ^ Marquis 
de Noailles. He suggested that in order to calm the irritation of the Sultan avo 
should ask permission from our Governments to address a joint communication to the 
Porte in the sense of the conversation which M. dc Ereycinct had had with the 
Turkish Ambassador at Paris on the 17th instant, to which proposition I assented, as 
your Lordship already knows by my telegram No. 94 of the 18th instant. 

Yesterday evening Said Pasha again called upon me. After some desultory 
conversation on Egyptian affairs, I casually referred to the sudden and umvonted 
activity which prevailed in the arsenal. On this his Excellency said that he knew 
nothing of any naval preparations having been set on foot, and that, if any orders m 
such a sense had been given, they would be countermanded, for he had come, by 
command of the Sultan, for the express purpose of informing me that His Majesty 
had determined to maintain an attitude of the most perfect friendliness towards 
England and Erance, and that he was prepared to enter into pourparlers^ with the 
Western PoAvers in respect of any suggestions which they might have to offer for the 
better preservation of the status quo in Egypt, upon the understanding, however, that 
the fleets should be Avithdrawn. I replied that I fully recognized the wise and 
conciliatory spirit AAdiich had dictated His Majesty’s communication, and that 1 liad 
no doubt the British Government would appreciate it to the fullest extent. I observed, 
however, that the withdrawal of the fleet must depend upon the character ot the 
events which might be now passing in Egypt. His Excellency might rest assured 
that neither England nor Eranco Avould desire to keep their vessels at Alexandria an 
hour longer than was necessary; but beforo they could retire it Avas obvious that some 
securities should be obtained for the reorganization of the Khedive’s Government 
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upon its former free and constitutional footing, in order tliat the present troubles 
might not renew themselves in a still more accentuated form. 

His Excellency replied, “ Then let the presence of the fleet be limited to the 
shortest possible period.” This, I told him, would certainly be the case. 

Said Pasha then reverted to Tewfik Pasha’s position, and said that in order to 
give a further proof of His Majesty’s bon vouloir , the Sultan had authorized him to 
inform me that if the Western Powers desired it he would be willing to agree that 
another Euler should be substituted in the place of Tewfik. 

In reply, I reminded his Excellency that I had already told him at our previous 
interview that both the English and Erencli Governments were quite at one in their 
desire to maintain the actual Khedive in his present position. 

I then asked his Excellency if he did not intend to make to the Marquis de 
Noailles the same communication as he had made to me. He said that the orders of 
the Sultan were to communicate with me alone. 

I insisted strongly on the necessity of his at once repeating to the Marquis de 
Noailles everything that he had said to me. 

I may mention that, during the course of the foregoing conversation, his 
Excellency informed me that the Sultan had given his Ministers to understand that 
he threw upon them the responsibility of what was being done, and that he had 
promised to act in accordance with then* advice. Said Pasha referred to this circum* 
stance with evident satisfaction, as indicating a new departure.

Commander Grenfell to the Earl of Dufferin. 

My Lord, “ Cockatrice ,” at Constantinople, May 19, 1882. 

IN compliance with your request I yesterday visited the Golden Horn, and found 
that, since my visit two days previously, two iron-clad corvettes had been moved into 
the stream and had the appearance of being just commissioned, but light, and I 
therefore judge that they have not either much coal or stores on board. They are the 
“ Eethi Belend,” 500 horse-power, 1,600 tons, 9-inch armour, armed with four 
250-pounder guns in box battery, with fore and aft fire, and the “ Avnullali,” 400 
horse-power, 1,399 tons, 6-inch armour, armed with four 250-pounders in box battery, 
with fore and aft fire. These ships could be sent to sea in a few days. 

There is also the flag-ship “ Mcssoudieli,” 1,200 horse-power, 5,349 tons, 12-inch 
armour, with twelve 400-pounder guns, and three 150-pounders, with about half 
complement of men, but I did not see any signs of movement on board. 

There are two more small iron-dads that could be got ready in a short time. 

There are two paddle-wheel ships that arc ready for sea, and could bo used to 
carry troops, and are of about 800 tons; also two small gun-boats. 

Up to yesterday I was informed that there was little or no coal in the yard, and 
from what I could see of the coal store it was empty, and an empty steam collier was 
lying alongside it. . 

I shall visit the Golden Horn every day, and keep your Lordship informed of 
every movement.

INTELLIGENCE received this morning has changed M. de Ereycinet’s opinion 
respecting the Khedive’s going to Alexandria. He does not like to have the responsi¬ 
bility of advising him to stay at Cairo, where he may be assassinated or otherwise ill- 
treated by the military. He thinks he would be more independent and more 
courageous if he were near our ships. He conceives that His Highness should 
summon his Ministers to accompany him, because if they refused and carried on the 
Government without his concurrence they would be in rebellion, and he would be in a 
position to dismiss them and appoint others. 

M. de Ereycinet wishes to send immediately to the Erencli Agent the following 
telegram:— 

“ In presence of the new situation which your last telegram announces, cease to 
oppose the departure of the Khedive for Alexandria. You will consider, in conjunc¬ 
tion with Sir E. Malet, what it is [best] to do with respect to this. If the Khedive goes 
to Alexandria, you will go there yourself, and you will advise him to take all his 
Ministers with him.” 

M. de Ereycinet is most anxious to know at the earliest possible moment whether 
you concur.

My Lord, Paris, May 24, 1882. 

M. DECKAIS came to me this morning, and, having informed me that M. de 
Ereycinet was too unwell to leave his private house at Passy or to receive any visit, 
told me that his Excellency had desired him to communicate with me upon the 
question of the Khedive’s leaving Cairo for Alexandria. 

M. de Ereycinet had, M. Decrais said, been led by intelligence which he had just 
received from the Erencli Agent at Cairo to change his opinion respecting this 
question. His Excellency now felt unwilling to assume the responsibility of advising 
the Khedive to stay at a place where he ran the risk of being ill-treated, or even 
assassinated, by the military party. He conceived also that His Highness would feel 
in better heart, and be more disposed to assort his independence, if ho were near the 
Erencli and English ships. He was of opinion that, if the Khedive did go to 
Alexandria, he should call upon his Ministers to accompany him. If they refused, 
and carried on the Government without the Khedive’s participation in it, they would 
then, it seemed to M. de Ereycinet, be in flagrant rebellion, and the Khedive would be 
plainly justified in dismissing them and appointing a new Cabinet. 

With these views, M. de Ereycinet was, M. Decrais said, disposed to send 
immediately to the Erencli Agent the following telegram, and to ask your Lordship to 
send a like instruction to Sir Edward Malet. 

I copied the proposed telegram from a paper in M. de Ereycinet’s handwriting 
which M. Decrais had brought. It ran as follows :— 

“ Devant la situation nouvelle que revile votro tdlegramme do .... je cesse de 
faire opposition au ddpart du Kliddive pour Alcxandrie. Yous appreeierez avec 
Mr. Malet ce qu’il convient de faire a cet dgard. Dans le cas oh lo Khedive se 
rendrait a Alexandrie, vous vous y rendriez vous-meme et vous l’invitericz a se faire 
aceompagner do tous ses Ministres. 

a Jo donne communication do ce tdldgramme ii Lord Lyons.”

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sudden action of the two Governments, but he fully appreciated the grounds for this 
action, as stated in your Lordship’s telegram. 

Count Kalnoky went on to say that he had received no late intelligence from 
Egypt, but that, judging from what had appeared in the public papers, the situation 
had grown more serious; and he thought if matters grew worse, and further measures 
were required, an appeal would eventually have to be made to the Porte. 

In expressing his gratification at the communication, Count Kalnoky stated that 
he was about to instruct Count Kdrolyi to inform your Lordship of the satisfaction it 
had given him.

rence the following draft of a despatch to the British and Erench Representatives at 
Berlin, Vienna, Rome, and St. Petersburgh:— 

“ The time has now arrived when the progress of disorder in Egypt threatens to 
call for some more decided action; and I have to instruct you to propose, on behalf 
of Her Majesty’s Government* to the Government to which you are accredited, that 
the Sultan, as Sovereign, shall be jointly invited by the Powers to be prepared to lend 
to the Khedive a sufficient force to enable His Highness to maintain his authority; 
this force to be placed under the orders of the Khedive during the time of their 
sojourn in Egypt; the Sultan to be requested to give a positive assurance that these 
troops should only be used for the maintenance of the status quo, and that there 
should be no interference with the liberties of Egypt secured by the previous Finnans 
of the Sultan, or with existing European agreements; the troops not to remain in 
Egypt for a longer period than a month, except at the request of the Khedive, and 
with the consent of the Great Powers, or of the Western Powders as representing 
Europe; the reasonable expenses of the expedition to be borne by the Egyptian 
Government.” 

Your Excellency will further suggest to M. de Ereycinet that it will be advisable 
to appoint two military men to advise our Representatives in Egypt during the sojourn 
of the troops.

THE Prime Minister has intimated to Sir A. Sandison, in further allusion to the 
Sultan’s wish to send a Commissioner to Egypt, that the Ottoman Government would 
not regard with much favour the notion of sending Turkish troops thither, as the [ ? ] 
would then have the appearance of employing Mussulman soldiers against a Mussul¬ 
man population. A similar intimation has been made to my French colleague, though 
in a less direct manner.

There is the greatest anxiety for the safety of the Khedive, and may be of 
Europeans. My colleagues of Germany, Italy, Austria, and Russia are going presently 
to Arabi to demand from him guarantees of public security. The immediate interven¬ 
tion of the Porte is the only step which I can suggest as a possible means of restoring 
order.

I HAVE the honour to report to your Lordship that, in the afternoon of 
yesterday, Arabi Pasha, at the head of about 100 officers, met the chief persons of 
Cairo and the Deputies at the house of Sultan Pasha, and demanded the deposition of 
the Khedive, threatening death to the recalcitrant. 

Nevertheless, almost all present, except the officers, persisted in supporting His 
Highness. Arabi Pasha and the officers stated that they demanded of the Khedive a 
Decree reinstating Arabi Pasha as Minister of War, and that they allowed till this 
morning for its promulgation. 

In the evening the Khedive summoned M. Sienkicwicz and me, but we could not 
advise His Highness to comply with the officers’ demand. I recommended His 
Highness to answer that the whole question was under the consideration of the Porte, 
which must decide, and I believe that ho acted upon this advice. 

The greatest anxiety is felt for the safety of the Khedive, and possibly also of 
Europeans. The Representatives of Russia, Austria, Italy, and Germany are presently 
going to Arabi Pasha, to demand guarantees for public security from him. Tho only 
possible means of restoring order which I can suggest is tho prompt intervention of 
the Porte.

I said, 
“What folly 1” He then told me that the Turkish Government had requested that 
the Greek war-ships should be recalled, and he wished to know whether I would advise 
such a step. I replied that they certainly ought to be recalled. He asked me whether 
he might quote my opinion to his Government. I said, certainly; the whole of it 
if he chose to do so.

IN my despatch No. 362 of the 19th instant your Lordship will have observed 
that Said Pasha had flattered himself that the Sultan had agreed to surrender his 
system of personal government and to act through his Ministers. 

At the very time his Excellency was making this boast an emissary from the 
Palace had been sent direct from the Sultan to the Erench Ambassador to negotiate on 
Egyptian affairs. M. de Noailles very properly refused to regard the communication 
made to him as having any official character, and, as a consequence, up to yesterday 
had remained uninformed, except through me, of the intentions and views of the 
Porte in reference to the identic announcement we had made to the Eoreign Minister 
of the intended dispatch of the combined fleets to Alexandria. 

I had remonstrated very warmly with Said Pasha against the way in which the 
Erench Ambassador was being dealt with, and intimated that, unless his Excellency 
communicated to the Marquis de Noailles whatever he said to me in reference to 
Egyptian affairs, I did not see how any negotiations could go on, as my instructions 
were to act in concert with my Erench colleague. 

Said Pasha lamented what had occurred, but evidently felt that, the Sultan 
having sent him to me alone, he was precluded from calling on his Excellency. 

Eortunately M. de Noailles, evincing both good temper and good sense, himself 
waited on Said Pasha yesterday (Monday) at the Porte, it being the usual day for the 
visits of the Ambassadors, and has thus turned the difficulty.

One night, at about midnight, six 
soldiers entered my cell and pinioned my arms. They were followed by a man in a 
mask, who carried a candle and a written document. Without being able to resist, 
my seal was taken from my pocket, and the masked man applied it to the document, 
of the contents of which I am entirely ignorant.”

HAVING learnt from a trustworthy source that it -was the intention of the 
Ministry to send the prisoners convicted by the court-martial out of tlie country in an 
Egyptian steamer, I conferred with M. Sienkiewicz, my French colleague, on the 
subject, as I feared that the lives of the prisoners would be in jeopardy if they were 
thus disposed of. 

Being agreed as to the course which we should adopt I spoke to the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, who came to mo on the 18tli instant, with regard to the matter. I 
observed to him that the Khedive’s Decree commuted the sentence to simple exile, and 
that therefore the Government had no right to send the prisoners to any particular 
place against their will. I warned his Excellency that if the prisoners were conveyed 
away in ail Egyptian ship, and any accident occurred involving the lives of any 
of them, tlie Government would not only be held responsible, but would certainly be 
believed by public opinion to have compassed their death intentionally, and I was sure 
that his Excellency would feel that this was not a moment when the Government 
should expose itself to any further accusations of cruelty. I therefore begged his 
Excellency to use his influence to cause the prisoners to be embarked on foreign ships, 
to go whither they pleased.

I GATHER, from your Lordship’s despatch No. 205, Very Confidential, of the 
20th instant, that M. Tissot, the Erench Ambassador in London, holds the same 
language as Baron de Courcel, the French Ambassador in Berlin, on the subject of the 
admissibility of Turkish intervention in Egypt. Both deny that there is any inten¬ 
tion of employing a Turkish force, and both declare themselves personally opposed 
to it. 

Up to the present hour my French colleague, in the many friendly and con¬ 
fidential conversations I have had with him, lias not even admitted the possibility of 
M. de Freycinet ever being able to give way on a point on which all parties in France 
are united and the very existence of his Administration is involved. 

I cannot, therefore, but feel curious to know how he will receive the disclosure of 
the secret that M. de Freycinet has consented to join with Her Majesty’s Government 
in asking the Powers to request the Porte to have troops ready to send to Egypt under 
strict conditions. 

Baron de Courcel’s objection to Turkish intervention in Egypt is not only founded 
on the belief that it will be as distasteful to the people and Government of France as 
it may be disadvantageous to the people and progress of Egypt, but also on the 
conviction that Turkish intervention in Egypt will open the door, hitherto so jealously 
guarded by France and England, to the influence and interference of the Northern 
allies—Austria, Russia, and Germany—who have already practically weakened and 
diminished the influence of France at Constantinople, and are now united to increase 
their influence at Cairo by backing up and enforcing the Sultan’s direct authority in 
Egypt. 

Turkish intervention in Egypt is indirectly tantamount to the intervention of the 
“ Dreikaiserbund ” in Egypt.

Later in the day M. de Freycinet spoke to me plainly against the military inter¬ 
vention of Turkey and in favour of that of France and England. 

Tbe recent intelligence from Egypt had, he said, convinced him that the Porte was 
at the bottom of all the troubles there. If once the Sultan got his troops into the country, 
he might displace Tewfik, appoint Arabi or some such such person temporary 
Governor, and by degrees reduce Egypt to a mere province. At all events, France and 
England could have no security that the Turkish troops would act in conformity with 
their views, and could not exercise any effectual control over them. If they invited 
the Sultan to send troops, they might find themselves in the ridiculous position of 
having themselves let the wolf into the fold. 

M. de Freycinet then said distinctly that if a satisfactory settlement was not now 
effected on the spot without any intervention, there seemed to be nothing left for it 
but to send English and French troops. He added that he had understood from Prince 
Bismarck that there would be no objection to this, provided England and France acted 
as the mandatories of Europe. 

He proceeded to ask me questions as to what disposable troops England had in the 
Mediterranean, how long it would take her to bring up troops from India, and so 
forth. 

I reminded M. de Freycinet that little more than a fortnight ago he had formally 
proposed to Her Majesty’s Government that recourse should be had not to English or 
French, but to Turkish troops. 

He answered that the light thrown by the late events on the actions and aims of 
the Porte had made a great change in his views. 

. His Excellency may also have been influenced by the explosion of public opinion 
against him produced here by the mere report of his having assented to Turkish inter- 
vention. 

He and M. Tissot are also much blamed here for their advocacy of Halim Pasha, 
whose, candidature seems, in fact, to have produced, and to be producing, much 
mischief, both at Cairo and at Constantinople, and to call for a distinct declaration 
against it from England and France. 

There will probably be an interpellation on Egyptian affairs in the Chainber of 
Deputies to-morrow.

IN my telegram No. 67 and my despatch No. 494, both of yesterday, I had the 
honour to report to your Lordship that M. de Freyoinet had given me to understand 
that he apprehended that, in the case of things coming to extremities in Egypt, it 
would after all be necessary to have recourse to English and French, not to Turkish 
troops. 

I went to M. de Freycinet again after that telegram and despatch were finished, 
and he then spoke to me plainly in favour of the military intervention of France and 
England in Egypt, and against that of Turkey. 

He must, he said, confess that the impression left upon his mind by the recent 
intelligence from Egypt was that the Sultan was, in fact, at the bottom of all the 
troubles there. If this were so, England and France could have no security that 
a force sent by the Sultan to Egypt would act in conformity with their views. They 
would certainly be without the means of controlling a Turkish force effectually. The 
Sultan would aim at reducing Egypt to the condition of an ordinary Turkish province. 
As a first step, ho might displace Tewfik Pasha, and appoint, nominally as a temporary 
measure, a Government under the control of the Porte, with Arabi Pasha, or some 
such person, at the head of it. If the Turkish troops were once allowed to come into

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Egypt, it might be extremely difficult to get tliem out again; and Erance and England 
might find themselves in the ridiculous position of having themselves brought the 
wolf into the fold. 

M. de Ereycinet then said distinctly that if the present endeavours to effect 
a satisfactory settlement on the spot, without any armed intervention, should fail, he 
really could see nothing for it but to send Erench and English troops. 

He proceeded to ask me questions as to what disposable troops England had in 
the Mediterranean, what time it would take her to bring up troops from India, and so 
forth. 

M. de Ereycinet had, he said, reason to believe that the other Powers would be 
willing to concur in the joint military intervention of Erance and England. Prince 
Bismarck had, he added, given him to -understand that there would be no objection, 
provided that Erance and England acted as the mandatories of Europe. 

I reminded M. de Ereycinet that little more than a fortnight ago he had formally 
proposed to Her Majesty’s Government that recourse should be had to Turkish, not to 
Erench or English troops. 

His Excellency answered that a great change in his views had been produced by 
the light which recent events had thrown on the actions and aims of the Porte. 

It is also possible that M. de Ereycinet’s views may have been affected by the 
explosion of public opinion which took place when it transpired here that the Erench 
Government had, in some form or other, admitted the possibility of Turkish military 
intervention in Egypt. 

M. de Ereycinet and M. Tissot have, moreover, incurred much blame here for 
having more or less put forward Halim Pasha as a candidate for the Khediviate. This 
candidature of Halim Pasha appears to have given rise to many intrigues, and to have 
done great mischief both at Cairo and at Constantinople. Indeed, it may be a subject 
for consideration whether a distinct declaration against it on the part of England and 
Erance is not now called for.

During twenty-four hours from the 
26th to the 27th instant the town was in continual danger of being stormed by the 
soldiery, who, as we believe, actually had cartridges served out, in response to their 
demand, to be used against Europeans. The crisis is only suspended, but all elements 
of danger which existed yesterday remain to-day. There is every reason to fear the 
recurrence of perils which will come, as before, without warning, and against which 
Europeans are absolutely defenceless. They have not even the means of flight, as, 
in order to reach the ships in the harbour, they would have to run the gauntlet 
through the streets. The small squadron actually in port could only silence the fire 
of the Egyptian forts, and when these forts are disabled then would commence a period 
of great danger for Europeans, who would be at the mercy of soldiers exasperated by 
defeat, while the English Admiral could not risk his men ashore, as his whole available 
force for shore operations does not exceed 300 men, although the squadron was sent 
here to safeguard European life and property. Every day’s delay increases the 
dangerous temper of the soldiery and their growing defiance of discipline.”

would not bo desirable, seeing the length of timo which must necessarily be occupied 
by intercommunications between the six Powers and the Porto, that the English and 
French Governments should be asked to make known the measures which they had 
in contemplation with the other Powers and the Porto in the event, which he sincerely 
trusted might not occur, of the present action of the two Powers not being successful 
in securing a pacific solution.

IMMEDIATELY on the receipt, yesterday afternoon,. of your Lordship’s 
telegram No. 73, stating the measures which it was most desirable that the Sultan 
should lose no time in taking for the support of the Khedive as against the fallen 
Ministry, the three military chiefs, and the ex-President of the Council, I went. to 
M. Mancini to communicate its substance and to ask the concurrence of the Italian 
Government in advising the adoption by the Sultan of the measures suggested. 

I was unable to find his Excellency until about 8 o’clock, at his house. He at 
first seemed to think it would be necessary for him to communicate with the other 
Powers before taking any action in the sense desired; but on my speaking of the 
pressing nature of the case, his Excellency, without further hesitation, said that he 
would that evening telegraph to Count Corti the substance of your Lordship’s 
telegram, of which he desired M. Malvano, who was present, to take a note, and 
desire him to give the same advice to the Sultan if the Ambassadors of the other 
Powers had also received instructions to do so. 

The Erencli Chargb d’Affaires has called upon me tills morning, and showed me a 
telegram he has received from his Government on the same subject. It repeats a 
telegram addressed by M. de Ereycinet to the Marquis de Noailles, in which reference 
is made to certain communications received at Cairo from Constantinople, which have 
led to the impression in Egypt that the Sultan takes part with the fallen Ministry and 
the military chiefs against the Khedive. Confidence is expressed that this impression 
is entirely contrary to the intentions of the Sultan, and the Marquis de Noailles is 
therefore instructed to get the Sultan, without a moment’s delay, to support the 
authority of the Khedive, to disapprove the accusations of the late Ministry against 
the Khedive, and to require the military chiefs and the ex-President of the Council to 
come to Constantinople to render an account of their attitude and conduct. 

M. de Reverseaux only received this telegram late in the night or early this 
morning, and he is to have an interview with M. Mancini this afternoon, to acquaint 
him with its contents, and to ask him to send instructions to the Italian Ambassador 
at Constantinople to support the advice now given.

Paut-il done raconter a ces Orgons de la politique ce qu’est l’Egypte pour la 
Prance depuis bientbt un demi-sibcle ? Lorsqu’en 1840 Myhymet Ali leva contre le 
Sultan l’ytendard de la ryvolte, pretendant se cryer un Empire qui aurait annexd a la 
valiyc du Nil et la Syrie, et l’Arabie, et l’ile de Crbte, l’Egypte ytait dyja une terre 
fycondye par le travail et l’industrie d’une colonie Erangaise. Sa cause ytait si bien 
notre cause, que depuis l’opposition Rypublicaine jusqu’a Thiers, alors Ministre, 
et Guizot, alors Ambassadeur a Londres, jusqu’a Louis-Philippe, lo pays tout entier se 
prononga en sa favour. S’il avait triomphe, notre influence devenait absolument 
pryponddrante en Orient. Cela ytait dvident, et voila precisement ce qui inquicta 
l’ambition Russc, qui voulait se tailler dans la dypouille de la Turquie la part du lion, 
et la caduque Autriche qui, craignant tout ybranlement dans son voisinage, tenait 
h retarder la chute de l’Empire Ottoman, et P Angleterre, toujours jalouse de la Prance, 
dans la Mediterranyc. Elies s’entendirent a notre insu pour dyfendre le Sultan contre 
son sujet. M. Thiers, avec un vif sentiment du rblc quo doit joucr la Prance dans le 
monde, voulait relever le gant. II fut abandonny par Louis-Philippe, trahi par Guizot, 
et la Prance cut l’liumiliation de voir l’Europc oxpulser notre protege de toutes ses 
conquetes. ^ Louis-Philippe, il faut avoir le courage de le dive, commit une faute 
ynorme. A partir de ce moment, l’etablissement de Juillet perdit tout son prestige au 
dedans comme au dehors, et les hommes d’Etat intelligents, tel que Lord Palmerston, se 
mirent a compter ses jours. 

Et pourtant, telle ytait la nycessite de l’indypendanco de l’Egypte, que Mehemet Ali, 
quoique abandonne par nous, et vaincupar les escadres combinyes de P Angleterre et de 
PAutriche, finit par obtenir une paix honorable qui lui donnait la vall6e du Nil a titre 
hyreditaire et transformait la souverainete Ottomane en une suzcrainetc presque 
nominale. CVst que 1’Angleterre se rangea a la tin de notre cbtfi. Elle, qui redoutait 
Mehymet Ali a la tote d’un Empire s’ytendant jusqu’au Golfe Persique, elle le 
pryffirait, simple gardicn de la Mor Rouge, au chef trop puissant et a la fois trop peu 
sfir des Osmanlis. II en resulta entre elle et nous une communauty d’intyrets qui fut 
parfois une alliance intime et qui, sauf de trbs raves et tres courtes exceptions, ne laissa 
jamais de place a un mauvais vouloir de part ni d’nutre. C’est l’independance de 
1’Egypte qui, depuis quarante ans, forme le lien le plus puissant entre le Gouveme- 
ment de la Reine Victoria et les divers Gouvernements qui se sont succddd en Prance. 

Ainsi, trbs grands intyrets de trbs nombreux Prangais en Egypte et occasion 
continuolle de relations eordiales avec PAngleterre, voila d’abord ce qui donne 
h cette question une importance eonsidyrable. Mais il y a plus. L’Egypte est, gdo- 
grapliiquement parlant, le centre du monde Musulman, le pont qui joint les Turcs 
d’Europe ou d’Asie, et les Arabes d’Arabic, et les Maures d’Afrique. Ce n’est gubre 
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que par l’Egypte que ces trois groupes communiquent. Rien ne peut passer de l’un 
h l’autre que par l’lsthme de Suez et la Vallee du Nil, pas plus lcs mots d’ordre du 
fanatisme que les germes du cholera, ainsi que nous le montrions l’autre jour. Que 
l’Egypte retombe aux mains du Sultan, et le flot du Panislamisme, dont Abdul-Hamid 
est le representant passionne, s’etend immediatement sur touto l’Afrique. Le desert 
entre en ebullition et se prdcipite sur la Tunisie et l’Algerie.

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While we were talking, a telegram was brought to M. de Freycinet, stating that 
five English ships had sailed from Suda Bay with sealed orders. 

M. de Freycinet appeared to be perplexed and annoyed by this intelligence. 

He had, he said, sent the morning before to the French Ambassador in London 
instructions to inform your Lordship that the French Government thought it 
unadvisable to send any more ships to Alexandria, inasmuch as the French Admiral 
had not asked for reinforcements, and as the Agent and Consul-General had reported 
that the arrival of fresh ships would produce a very bad effect. 

His Excellency observed that a very unfavourable impression would be made 
upon public opinion in France by an increase which would cause the English ships to 
outnumber the French, and he begged me to ask your Lordship whether some means 
could not be found of intercepting the English ships before they actually reached 
Alexandria. 

Finally, M. de Freycinet told me that no addition had been made to the three 
French ships originally sent to Alexandria, and that no telegram similar to that of 
your Lordship which I had mentioned had been sent by him to the French Ambas¬ 
sadors at the Four Courts.

ALTHOUGH the Minister for Foreign Affairs is personally favourable to a 
Conference, he seems afraid that the Sultan’s sensitiveness about anything that he 
conceives to affect his dignity and independence may make it difficult to obtain his 
concurrence. 

I said that the Austrian and German Governments could do more than any other 
to make the Sultan feel that it would be better for his own advantage to take part in 
the consultations, instead of allowing them to proceed without him.

I said that if events calling for immediate action were likely to occur, it was all 
the more essential to lose no time in assembling the Conference, which would give a 
European character to any steps to be taken; and that nothing would be so likely to 
restrain the Egyptians as the knowledge that the European Powers and the Sultan 
were combined for a common object.

I HAYE stated to your Lordship that Count Kalnoky had shown himself to be 
personally entirely favourable to the meeting of a Conference at Constantinople upon 
the affairs of Egypt, but he did not conceal his apprehension that the extreme 
sensitiveness of the Sultan with regard to anything which he conceives to affect his 
own dignity and independence may make it difficult to obtain his concurrence 
in it. 

I said that if the Sultan was under the impression that the English and French 
Governments had not sufficiently taken into account what was due to his position as 
Sovereign of Egypt, Austria and Germany could do more than any other country to 
make him feel liow much it was to his advantage to take part in the proposed con¬ 
sultations, instead of allowing them to proceed without him. 

He concurred in the remark, and your Lordship, I am sure, may feel satisfied 
that any influence the Imperial Government may possess at Constantinople will be 
exerted to the utmost in the required direction. 

Count Kalnoky then went on to express anxiety respecting the events which, 
might occur in Egypt before a Conference could assemble, or while it was deliberating, 
asking what was to be done if, for instance, the military party proceeded to 
extremities either against the Khedive or against our ships, or if they were to block 
the Canal. 

I said that if any sudden or unforeseen emergency were to arise it would, of 
course, have to be met as seemed best under the circumstances, whatever they might 
be, but the probability that events calling for immediate action might occur only 
rendered it the more essential that no time should be lost in assembling the Conference 
which would give a European character to any steps that had to be taken. 

Nothing, moreover, would be so likely to deter the Egyptians from resorting to 
extremities as the knowledge that the European Powers and the Sultan were combined 
for a common object.

He would not even express any personal 
opinion cither for or against, but I gathered from his observations that, as the general 
principles laid down in your Lordship’s Circular of the 11th February have already been 
accepted by the Powers, it might be thought desirable to have more information as to 
the precise purpose for which the Conference is to meet; for instance, was it to decide 
upon the measures for re-establishing the authority of the Khedive, and by whom they 
were to be executed ? And meanwhile, what is to happen if a case of urgency arises 
before the Conference has arrived at its resolutions ?

A Conference meeting at the Turkish capital with the con¬ 
currence of the Porto was clearly different in every way to one which the Powers might 
be advised to convoke without the Sultan’s consent outside the Ottoman dominions. 

I expressed my hope that Musurus Pasha would represent to his Government the 
expediency of acting in cordial co-operation with England. I remarked that if the 
Sultan were to make difficulties and raise obstacles, it would be difficult to find 
arguments to meet the pressure that would be put upon us to take immediate and

M. Mancini, containing the views of the Italian Government upon the question 
generally, but of which, ho said, he was not authorized to give me a copy. 

The despatch stated the objections of the Italian Government to foreign interven¬ 
tion in Egypt. If any intervention became necessary, the least objectionable, in their 
view, would be that of Turkey, as being scarcely an intervention in the usual 
acceptance of the term, and also as that which would be most in harmony with 
Egyptian feeling, both national and religious. 

In such a case, M. Mancini continued, the European concert would have its part 
ready traced. That part would be to take care that the intervention of Turkey should 
be exercised only for the maintenance of order, and for the re-establishment of the 
Khedive’s authority, and that no measures were taken to destroy the reforms already 
effected, or to arrest tlie growth and prudent development of national institutions. 

The Italian Government thought it, therefore, very desirable that an agreement 
should bo come to between the Powers and Turkey as to the length and the objects of 
any Turkish action in Egypt. Ear, however, from rejecting the intervention of the 
Sultan in Egyptian affairs, they were ready to adhere to a proposal of the Powers for 
the purpose as a sort of guarantee of the double principle of the maintenance of the 
European concert and of the abandonment of any isolated action. 

I thanked General Menabrea for this communication, and said I was glad to find 
that the views of the two Governments were so much in accord. I asked his Excel¬ 
lency what ho understood to be the meaning of the remark at the close of the despatch 
as to the abandonment of isolated action. General Menabrea said that ho had no 
doubt that reference was intended to such isolated projects as had been attributed to 
M. Gambetta.

I IIAT) the honour yesterday to inform your Lordship by telegraph that on the 
interpellation on their Egyptian policy the Erench Ministry had a large majority. 
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The figures announced from the Chair at the time differed, as usual, from the 
corrected figures inserted afterwards in the “Journal Officiel.” 

In fact, the Chamber adopted by 282 votes to 68 the following order of the day:— 

“ La Chambre, confiante dans les declarations du Gouvernemcnt, passe a 1’ordre 
du jour.” 

I have the honour to inclose the authentic Report of the debate, which has 
appeared this morning in the “Journal Officiel.” 

M. Jules Delafossc, the author of the interpellation, attacked with some virulence 
the French alliance with England, and maintained that the affairs of Egypt ought to 
he egulated by France in union only with Turkey. 

M. de Freycinct defended the English alliance and flic recent proposal to assemble 
a Conference of the Great Powers and of Turkey on the Egyptian question. 

He described the object with which the fleets had been sent to Alexandria in the 
following terms:— 

“ Oui, nous sorames alles a Alexandrio, conjointemcnt avec l’Angleterre, non pour 
y faire une occupation arm.ee, je vous supplie do lc croirc, mais pour proteger nos 
nationaux, pour temoigner quo nous no reconnaissions pas le mouvement revolutionnaire 
qui tendait. a s’etablir dans ce pays, et pour montrer surtout que la France et 1’Angle- 
terre etaient uni os.” 

He declined to give any indication of the means of action which might be resorted 
to, but declared very emphatically that French military intervention was not one of 
them. 

“ Je ne m’expliquerai point a la tribune,” he said, “ surles divers moyens auxquels 
on pourrait etre conduit, mais il y a un moyen quo j’exclus; cc moycn e’est une inter¬ 
vention militairc Erancaisc en Egypte.” 

This declaration produced an explosion of indignation from M. Gambctta. 

M. de Freycinct explained that of course lie meant no more than that France 
would not isolate herself, that she would not by herself settle the Egyptian question 
by force. 

Subsequently, in answer to M. Ribot, he specified the basis of the Conference in 
the following terms :—

Draft of Despatch from. Earl Granville to the Earl of Duffer in. 

My Lord, Foreign Office, June , 1882. 

YOUR Excellency is well aware of the views which Her Majesty’s Government 
entertain with regard to the state of affairs in Egypt, and of the basis on which they 
desire to see the restoration of the status quo. 

Time is so urgent, that within theso limits they desire to leave much to your 
discretion, in full and friendly communication with the Representatives of the other 
Powers, who have always been ready to recognize a certain initiative on the part of 
England and France. 

In conformity with the Circular of the lltli February, it is right that the Sultan 
should be a party to any proceeding or discussion which represents the united action 
and authority of Europe. In conformity with this view, His Imperial Majesty has 
been invited to name a Representative at the Conference. 

Any objection which the Sultan may have felt to a Conference should be removed 
by the fact of its being held at Constantinople, and that a formal invitation to attend 
it has been forwarded to the Porte. They, therefore, confidently expect that the 
Turkish Government will see the absolute urgency of proceeding with promptitude to 
agree with the other Powers upon measures necessary to maintain the authority of the 
Sultan and of the Khedive, and to restore order in Egypt on the basis of the normal 
status quo. 

The Sultan has already sent a Commissioner to Egypt in His Majesty’s yacht. 
The action thus already taken by the Sultan at the suggestion of England and France 
shows that ho is aware of the gravity of the situation ; indeed, it is evident that if the 
tie now subsisting between Egypt and the Sovereign Power is to be preserved, the 
Sultan must be ready and willing to require obedience from the military rebels who 
now defy his Viceroy. 

These considerations would in themselves, it is to be supposed, afford sufficient 
inducement to energy, but should the Porte show any tendency to a dilatory or 
obstructive policy, it might be advisable that an intimation should be made that 
unless rapid decision bo taken the Conference will cease to sit at Constantinople. 

We do not, however, anticipate any such disposition on the part of His Majesty, 
and you will take care, in any proposals which are made, to have due regard to Ms 
position and dignity as Sovereign.

AFTER consulting with my French colleague, I read to-day to Said Pasha the 
communication which you desired me to make by your telegram No. 194 of the 
2nd instant relative to tlie holding of a Conference on Egyptian affairs at Constanti¬ 
nople. His Excellency replied that he would have wished to have anticipated what I 
had said to him by another communication which lie was instructed to make to me and 
to the other Representatives of the Powers by the Sultan to the following effect, 
namely:— 

That the Porte had taken into serious consideration the suggestion made to it by 
the English and French Governments, as contained in your Lordship’s identic telegram 
No. 103 of the 23rd ultimo; that, while the Ministers were considering whether they 
could obtain the desired results by a telegraphic message to Egypt, a pressing telegram 
arrived from the Khedive begging the Sultan to announce by telegraph that His 
Majesty was about to send a Commissioner to Egypt. The Sultan, being faithful to 
his determination only to employ moral force, had allowed his Ministers to submit to 
him a proposal for the dispatch of a Commissioner to Egypt, which His Majesty had 
sanctioned yesterday, and the Commissioner was to start to-day. In the presence of 
this decision of the Sultan, it appeared to Said Pasha that the reunion of a Conference 
was not opportune, that it would complicate tlie situation, and that it would be wise 
[to] allow the Representative of the Sultan to reach Egypt, and to wait until we could 
see whether his mission attained the desired result. The person chosen by the Sultan 
was Dervish Pasha, an officer of high rank, who would have more authority with 
certain persons than a civil dignitary. His instructions directed him to support the 
Khedive, to maintain the status quo, to re-cstablisli order, and bring about a general 
pacification. ITc had been furnished with a Proclamation in which the will of the 
Padishah would be made known. He was to consult the Khedive as to the best means 
by which the foregoing objects were to be reached; he had, further, discretionary 
authority to arrest, and even to send to the Soudan, those persons from whom 
resistance Avas to be feared. In answer to a special question I addressed to him as to 
whether the Turkish Commissioner had been instructed to act in concert AA r ith the 
French and English Agents, his Excellency said that, inasmuch as the Khedive Avas 
under great obligations to the Agents of Franco and England for their assistance and 
“ bons offices,” it folloAved as a matter of course that he Avould do so. 

On leaving, I found in the ante-room the Representatives of all the other PoAvers, 
Avhom his Excellency had summoned for the purpose of making a declaration to them 
similar to that Avliieh ho had made to me. 

1 have compared notes Avitli the French Ambassador as to Avhat the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs said to each of us, and avc have found that he held almost identical 
language to both. It is possible, liOAvevcr, that Said Pasha stated to me the objections 
of the Porto to a Conference in even stronger terms than to my French colleague, and 
ho is evidently most anxious to learn Avliat impression the dispatch of a Commissioner 
will make upon your Lordship, and Avhother it will induce Her Majesty’s Government 
to postpone pressing the Porte to agree to the Conference. I made him understand 
that the other European Governments having received an invitation [ ? ] to that 

which I had conveyed to his Excellency, 1 had to coniine myself to making the 
announcement Avithout entering into any discussion in regard to it. He begged me to 
convoy to him at once your Lordship’s reply.

I HAYE the honour to report to your Lordship that at 9 a.m. this day I received 
a telegram from Admiral Sir Beauchamp Seymour, informing me that, notwithstanding 
our friendly observations, earthworks were being erected lacing the port, where no 
previous fortifications existed, and requesting me to represent the matter to the 
competent authorities. 

After consultation with my Erencli colleague, 1 replied that there was no 
authority to whom representations could be usefully made, that Arabi Pasha had 
already, on application, refused to discontinue what he calls the repairs of the earth¬ 
work, and that, notwithstanding the Khedive’s injunction to discontinue all warlike 
preparations, His Highness’ orders have been entirely disregarded. 

At noon of the same day the Admiral again telegraphed to me that he had 
received a message from the Admiralty, asking whether, if instructed to prevent the 
armament of the earthwork, he would be in a position to enforce the threat, and if so, 
what the risk would be, military and political, and requesting me to give him my 
opinion on the subject. 

I replied that it would be inopportune at present to provoke a collision, which 
would possibly be the result of preventing the armament of the earthwork. That, as 
the Turkish Commissioner was expected to arrive in Egypt on Tuesday, it was to be 
hoped that the present military dictatorship will be put an end to, as a first and 
absolutely essential step for the restoration of the status quo.

My Lord, Rome, June 2, 1882. 

I HAD the honour to receive yesterday morning your Lordship’s telegram 
No. 82 of the previous day, stating the terms in which the proposal of the Erench 
Government for a Conference upon the alfairs of Egypt had been accepted by Her 
Majesty’s Government, and, in compliance with your Lordship’s instructions, I com¬ 
municated the same to M. Maneini in an interview I had with his Excellency yesterday 
afternoon. 

Before I did so, M. Maneini asked me if I know whether the Sultan intended to 
adopt the advice which had boon given by the six Powers, viz., to send a Commissioner 
to Egypt to support the Khedive, and to require the presence at Constantinople of the 
three military chiefs and the ex-President of the Council, to give an explanation of 
their conduct. 

The adoption of this course would, M. Maneini said, have at all events the 
advantage of clearing and simplifying the situation. If Arabi Pasha and his colleagues 
obeyed, the dangerous element in Egypt would he thereby at once removed, and the 
necessity for an armed intervention he averted, while, if they did not submit, they 
would he placing themselves in open rebellion against their Sovereign (for the defence 
of whose rights they now pretended they were opposing the Khedive), and in this case 
the Sultan might perhaps he reckoned upon for acting cordially and loyally with 
Europe for the suppression of the present military despotism. 

M. Maneini spoke some words of praise, as he had done on previous occasions, 
respecting the National party (as distinct from the Military party) represented by the 
Chamber of Notables, whose bearing under present circumstances appeared to entitle 
them to the sympathy and encouragement of Europe. 

Having told M. Maneini that 1 had no information as to the decision of the 
Sultan upon the advice tendered him by Europe, 1 proceeded to read your Lordship’s 
telegram, and when I had done' so, ho asked if I could leave him a copy of it, which 
1 did. 

His Excellency desired me to thank your Lordship for having thus acquainted him 
with the views of Her Majesty’s Government. He would at once, he said, communi¬ 
cate with the other three Bowers in order to ascertain their views respecting the 
proposed Conference, but until he knew them lie could not state what the answer of 
the Italian Government might bo. 

I said that I of course did not wish to draw from him any compromising 
expression, but at the same time I should he glad to know what his personal 
impression upon the subject was. Iiis Excellency replied that lie could not give 
any opinion cither for or against it until ho was acquainted with that of the other 
Cabinets. 

He went on to say, however, by way of general observation, that it appeared to 
him that as the general principles laid down in your Lordship’s Circular of the 11th 
Eebruary last, and now reproduced in your Lordship’s telegram, had already been 
accepted by the Powers, it might perhaps be thought desirable that the precise 
purpose for which the Conference was to meet should be more distinctly specified. Eor 
instance, Avas it to decide upon the measures to be taken for giving effect to the views 
of Europe and the Porte for re-establishing order in Egypt, supposing that could only 
he done by the employment of material force, and by whom those measures were to bq 
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executed ; and, meanwhile, another question might be asked, viz., what is to happen if 
a case of emergency arises before the Conference has arrived at its resolutions ? 

His Excellency spoke of the time Avliich he said must necessarily elapse in the 
preparation of instructions, &c., before the Conference could meet; in short, he seemed 
to think that a Conference Avould be a too dilatory mode of proceeding under the 
present pressing circumstances; hut he added that Italy Avould certainly not be an 
obstacle m the Avay of any course which might commend itself to the other live 
PoAvcrs. 

In reply to this, I said I of course could not answer the questions he had 
mentioned but that it appeared to me that the first of them in all probability indicated 
piecisely the object for Avhich the Conference had been suggested, viz., to settle the 
question and the mode of execution, should such become necessary, and there would 
surely be less time lost, I added, in doing this on the spot at Constantinople, when 
once the general principles were agreed upon between the Governments, than by any 
other means. J J 

His Excellency, in referring to the employment of armed intervention, repeated 
the language lie has invariably held, and Avhicli I have frequently reported, viz 1 , that 
every possible effort should be made to avoid it in any shape or form; but that should 
the absolute necessity for it arise as the only moans of re-establishing order and the 
authority of the Khedive, then tlie course which appeared to him least open to 
ohjeehon would be to employ a Turkish force, under the strict control and supervision 
ot tlie European PoAvers as to the scope and duration of its operations. 

M. Maneini then spoke of the precarious position of the Khedive Tewfik, of what 
it would he, even when he was relieved of his present thraldom, and of the idea of 
replacing linn by Halun Pasha. 

^ Against the latter his Excellency expressed himself in the strongest possible 
terms. lie was, lie said, the incarnation of the very Avorst type of the old Turkish 
school; and to deliver Egypt over into his hands Avould be to consign her to the fate 
of oppression, tyranny, and degradation of the worst-administered Turkish province 
He made great allowances for the difficulties in which Tewfik had been placed. It 
Avas very easy, lie said, to talk of his Avaut of energy and firmness, but if lie was 
abandoned by all around hnn, and became, so to say, a prisoner in the hands of an 
unscrupulous military adventurer, what was he to do ? Eor his own part, M. Maneini 
said, he could see no reason Avliy Tewfik, Avlicn once his authority was restored, and lie 
was supported by a well-selected and strong Ministry, countenanced by tlio European 
Powers, should not continue to make quite as good a Ruler as many of the 
constitutional Sovereigns of Europe. J

Berlin , June 2, 1882. 

IT does not seem as if tlie hope of a pacific solution of the Egyptian difficulty by 
means only of the moral influence of our squadrons and good offices of our Agents at 
Cairo can any longer he reasonably entertained. The moment appears therefore to 
have arrived, as contemplated in our identic telegram of the 23rd May, for us to 
concert with the Powers and with Turkey to decide in common on the measures fitted to 
put an end to the crisis. The Cabinets of London and Paris believe that the most 
practical and rapid method of realizing this concert would he to assemble at Constanti¬ 
nople a Conference formed of the Great Powers and of the Sultan’s Minister for 
Eoreign Affairs. 

This Conference will he charged with determining the measures to he taken in 
order to secure a settlement of the affairs of Egypt on the following bases, laid doAvn 
in the identic telegram addressed to the Pour Powers on the 11th February:— 

1. The maintenance of the rights of the Sultan and of the Khedive, of international 
engagements and the arrangements existing under them, whether with England and 
France alone, or with those two nations and the other Powers; 

2. The preservation of the liberties secured by the Eirmans of the Sultan ; and 

3. The prudent development of Egyptian institutions.

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desired to intimale my conviction that, if once he got his soldiers into Egypt, the 
Sultan would have so many temptations to re-establish his prestige in Africa and 
Arabia by keeping them there, and thus re-asserting, in the eyes of his Mussulman 
subjects in those regions, his supremacy over the local Government, that it would be 
unsafe to count upon any Convention as a security for their retirement, and that it 
would be advisable, under these circumstances, for France and England to consider 
beforehand as to the means of compulsion at their disposal. 

What I had in my mind at the time -was the possibility of laying an embargo on 
so much of the Egyptian Tribute as found its way into the Ottoman Treasury, but I 
have since ascertained that the whole of it is paid into the Bank of England. 

This being the case, I confess I am at a loss to suggest upon what other special 
guarantees we could fall back beyond the usual processes of intimidation used on such 
occasions. 

Tho foregoing explanation being too long for conveyance by telegram, I have 
consigned it to a despatch.

COUNT KALNOKY, while speaking of the affairs of Egypt, observed to me 
to-day that there w r as in some quarters a feeling that ho might have shown himself 
more ready to express an approval of the dispatch of the English and French fleets to 
Alexandria. 

He should be sorry if he were supposed not to be hearty in Avisliing to support 
the two Governments in tho object that they had in vicAV, or that it should be thought 
that his hesitation proceeded from anything but a doubt whether the step in question 
was likely to lead to a satisfactory result, and Avhether, on the contrary, it might not 
be the cause of fresh embarrassments and complications. 

He had not been able to bring himself to feel any confidence that the mere 
presence of sliips-of-war at Alexandria could be counted upon to oveinwe the 
dominant party at Cairo, unless it was to be regarded as tho precursor of some more 
formidable form of intervention cither by the Porte or by the J’oAvers, while, as 
regarded the latter, all intention of landing troops had been disclaimed. 

The position of the two Poavovs, and, indeed, of all Europe, had been weakened by 
the persistency Avitli Avhicli tho French Government continued to reject the notion of a 
Turkish intervention being, under any circumstances, admissible, for although it was 
knoAvn to the Cabinets that the Sultan might ultimately be invited to take measures of 
coercion under tho control or guidance of tho PoAvers, this had been concealed from 
those upon whom the knowledge might produce an effect. 

The position of affairs had not been improved by the Avant of consistency that had 
been observable in the French policy. The Powers had been invited to concur in 
attempting to support Tcwfik Pasha and to maintain the status quo, together with the 
existing Firmans and the international engagements; but it very soon became an open 
secret that the French Government Averc desirous that TcAvfik Pasha should bo deposed, 
and that tho Firman of succession should be set aside in order that Halim Pasha 
should bo made Khedive. 

Such a mode of proceeding Avould appear to Count Kalnoky to be most objection¬ 
able, and little calculated to give increased stability to tho institutions of Egypt. 

He did not know much of Halim Pasha, but the consideration that if he were 
now to bo made Khedive he Avould feel himself bound by tics of gratitude to France, 
to Avhom alone ho Avould oavc his elevation, did not appear to operate as a recommenda¬ 
tion in his Excellency’s mind.

the Sultan and the Powers; and, secondly, because, if unhappily the Commissioner 
should fail, it would bo of the utmost importance that the Conference should have 
been already constituted, and should thus bo ready to act immediately. 

Einally, M. do Ereycinet told me that ho bad pointed out to Essad Pasha that, 
after the Conference had once been duly constituted, it would always be open to the 
Turkish Plenipotentiary to propose, in case of need, a short adjournment.

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Constantinople, I have the honour to report to your Lordship that the Khedive 
received a telegram from the Sultan last night, requesting His Hi ghness to insist that 
the warlike preparations carried on at Alexandria he stopped, as one shot fired might 
lose Egypt. 

His Highness communicated the Sultan’s message to Arabi Pasha, and reiterated 
his official order to him to desist from making further ar ma ment. 

In consequence of this, Arabi Pacha has sent orders to Alexandria to discontinue 
warlike preparations. 

It is evident that the Sultan is not aware that Arabi Pasha is in possession of 
absolute power over the army, and that he openly defies the authority of the 
Khedive. 

The officers continue to boast that they will resist hy force, if necessary, all orders 
of the Sultan tending to the departure of their chiefs and the subjugation of the 
army. 

Measures short of this however will, in the end, lose Egypt to the Sultan, for if 
the rebels gain a partial success now, they will not rest until they have estahlishedan 
independent Arab State.

I HERE are two incidents connected with the present crisis which have not been 
mentioned in any of my communications to your Lordship, but to which considerable 
importance is apparently attached by the military party who desire to deposo the 
Khedive. 

About a month ago a woman who was well known in Cairo as a sorceress was 
arrested mid sent out of the country by the order of the Khedive, who acted, it is 
alleged, in an arbitrary manner, without having recourse to the proper forms of justice 
in causing her to be tried and dealt with according to sentence. 

It appears that the woman iu question had obtained groat influence in the 
Palace, and had, by her pretended spells and incantations, completely perverted the 
common sense of many of the inmates. She had also great influence in the town, and 
obtained large sums from the ladies of the different harems by her arts. She also 
coupled with her necromancy proceedings of a more material and disreputable nature, 
and made her house a house of rendezvous. 

There is, I believe, no doubt that she was sent to Suez and embarked for Jeddah 
by the police on a simple order of the Khedive. 

Again, at about the same time, a number of jewelled pipe-stems were stolen at 
the Palace, and the thief, on being discovered, was sent no one knows exactly whither, 
also by simple order of the Khedive. 

These two cases were much dwelt upon by Arabi Pasha in the interview with my 
Erencli colleague and me, which I had the honour to report in my despatch No. 258 
of the 15th May, the Pasha assorting that they showed the arbitrary nature of the 
Khedive s character, and the insecurity of citizens under his rule. 

We observed to the Pasha that the Government ivas itself to blame in the matter 
for having police authorities ivlio executed an order which was against the law, and 
that it was clearly within the power of the Government to prevent the recurrence of 
such incidents by keeping their subordinates under proper control. lie rejoined that, 
knowing the intention of tho Khedive in the case of the woman, they had ordered the 
police not to act as they did; and that what occurred proved that the Khedive was

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more powerful than tlie Government,—a proposition to which we could only reply by 
saying that his Excellency could not make it seriously. 

It appears, however, that the Government and the military party rely upon 
these two incidents as strong points in their indictment against the Khedive, and as 
proving that he is not fit to he entrusted with the guardianship of the liberties of the 
people.

WITH reference to Sir E. Mulct's telegram No. 152 of the 21th instant, I have 
the honour to state that Achmet Essad Effcndi, to whom ho refers, was the confidential 
servant of the present Sultan before he came to the throne, lie was employed to act 
as IIis Majesty’s “Veltil” at Mecca, as one of the sweepers of the 1 ropliet s tomb.

On returning from Mecca lie passed through Egypt, and placed himself in communi¬ 
cation with Arabi Bey, who seems of set purpose to have made several speeches in his 
presence to the soldiery, in which he vehemently set forth his own and their devotion 
to the Sultan. 

Impressed by these demonstrations of loyalty, Achmct Essad Effcndi returned to 
Constantinople, and probably confirmed the Sultan in his desire to maintain friendly 
relations with Arabi Bey and his party. 

With that view he was recently sont back again to Egypt; but having left 
Constantinople on the pretext that he was going to Egypt for his health, none of his 
friends even were aware of his real destination. 

I have succeeded in obtaining the instructions with which he was furnished, copy 
of which is inclosed; but it is to be presumed that he was the bearer of additional 
confidential verbal messages.

Sir, Alexandria , May 28, 1882. 

I HAVE the honour to report that at about 6 r.M. yesterday I was informed that 
there was great excitement among the troops at Alexandria, and that there was reason 
to fear some extraordinary proceedings on their part. I immediately sent Mr. Huri, 
the Dragoman of this Consulate, to inquire about the matter from the Governor of 
Alexandria. Mr. Huri returned with the news that the officers and soldiers of the 
garrison of Alexandria, consisting of two regiments (altogether nearly 3,000 strong), 
stationed at the Palace of Eas-el-Tin and in the Eosetta Gate Barracks, had telegraphed 
to the Khedive that they would not recognize any other Minister of War but Arabi 
Pasha, and that they gave His Highness twelve hours to re-instate him in office. I at 
once sent a message through Captain Molyneux, B.N., of Her Majesty's ship 
“ Invincible,” to inform Sir B. Seymour of what I had heard, and went myself to the 
Prefecture. I found there M. Kleczlcowski, the Ercuch Acting Consul, already there 
with the Sub-Governor (the Governor, Omar Louth Pasha, having been summoned to 
Cairo the day before) and the Prefect of Police, who confirmed wliat I had heard, but 
professed themselves quite unable to say what were the intentions of tlio troops if their 
ultimatum was not agreed to by the Khedive. I asked the Acting Governor whether 
he could guarantee order and the safety of the foreign population. He replied that he 
bad exhausted every effort to calm the officers and soldiers, but that lie had entirely 
failed, and that he could not answer for their conduct, but that otherwise ho saw no 
reason to fear any disturbance. We told the Sub-Governor that we had not any fear 
for the safety of foreigners, as there was sufficient force at hand to protect them, but 
that wo should be glad to have an interview with the Colonels of the two regiments in 
order to point out to them the folly of their conduct, and the Acting Governor con¬ 
senting to communicate this proposal to them, wo agreed to return in an hour to meet 
them. I spent this interval in telegraphing to Earl Granville and to you, and at about 
9 r.M. wo returned to the Prefecture, where we found the Austrian and Italian Consuls. 
We were told that the Sub-Prefect of Police had seen the two Colonels, who said it 
was impossible for them to come and see us, because they were afraid of disorder 
among the troops if they left them, and that they were waiting Cor an answer to their 
telegram to the Khedive. I asked again if the Sub-Governor had any idea what were the 
intentions of the troops, and was told that the Colonels had distinctly refused to 
disclose this. After impressing on the Sub-Governor the necessity of preserving order 
among the population, and avoiding anything that might lead to a panic, wo left. On 
returning, home I telegraphed to you and to London tlio result of our interview. 
Before going to bed I sent a messenger down to Eas-el-Tin, and ascertained that no 
movement whatever was taking place there or in the town. 

This morning Mr. Huri has been to see tlio Prefect of Police, Said Pasha Kliandil, 
who told him that a telegram had been received from the late Sub-Minister of War in 
the name of Arabi Pasha, recommending the troops to maintain order and discipline, 
and from the Khedive tliat he was holding a Council, and that everything would be 
arranged. Tlio Colonels had answered that they would wait the result of this Council. 
The Prefect of Police expressed his confidence that there would be no disorder. 

I have no doubt that the proceedings of the soldiers are part of a general plan on

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the part of the army to intimidate the Khedive, and that no designs hostile to foreigners 
are entertained, and consequently I entertain at present no fears of any disturbance.

Mr. Cookson to Sir E. Malet. 

Sir, Alexandria, May 30, 1882. 

IN continuation of my despatch of the 28 th instant, I have the honour to report 
that on that morning I called upon Admiral Sir B. Seymour and conferred with him 
as to the best means of protecting British subjects in case of an attack on Europeans. 
He repeated what lie had already told me, tliat he Avas not prepared to land any force, 
but that lie would protect the embarkation of Avomcn and children and others who 
might seek refuge on board ships in the harbour. This refuge Avould, hoAve\ r er, be 
obviously impossible in the case of firing going on betAveen the forts and the fleet. 
The Admiral sent an officer on shore Avitli me, and avc selected a spot on the quays at 
the end of the broad street at right angles Avitli the Euc des Saurs, and leading 
straight to the large caracol in that street. At 11 a.m. I communicated this arrange¬ 
ment to a number of British residents Avho came to the Consulate, and took that 
opportunity of assuring them that I did not in the least apprehend that there Avas any 
danger of haA r ing to make use of it. I received many visits that day from British 
subjects and from my foreign colleagues, to Avliom I repeated the same assurances. 

The general alarm Avliieh prevailed throughout the day Avas allayed in the OA r ening 
by the news that the Khedive bad reinstated Arabi Pasha as Minister of War, and 
thus removed any reason for hostile proceedings on the part of his folloAvers. 

Yesterday, the 29tli instant, the Greek and SAvedisli Consuls-General called upon 
mo and asked my opinion as to advisability of organizing some scheme of self- 
defence in case of a sudden attack on the European population. The plan proposed 
was to clieoso a European quarter of the city as a refuge and barricade, and defend it 
by organized bodies of armed men. In consequence of their visit I took the opinion 
of Sir B. Seymour, and he offered to give me the assistance of a competent officer to 
advise us as to the details. He also in the afternoon sent me the instructions, of 
which I inclose a copy, as to the arrangements for protecting the embarkation. 

In the evening a petition (of which a copy is inclosed) Avas presented to me on 
behalf of the principal British merchants hero for transmission to Earl Granville. It 
asks that Her Majesty’s Government would take steps for the more efficient protection 
of their lives. I telegraphed to knoAV Avhetlicr you disapproved of my for Avar ding it, 
and on receiving an answer you did not disapprove, I telegraphed it in cypher to 
London last night. 

This morning I received a note from Admiral Sir B. Seymour, requesting me in 
the most friendly Avay to call the attention of the Governor to the erection Avliieh had 
been going on since yesterday of an earthwork battery near Eas-el-Tin, bearing 
directly upon the European quarter of the town and the merchant-ships in the 
harbour. I immediately saAV his Excellency the Governor, avIio told me that ho had 
already spoken on this subject to the Colonels, and had told them that if the Avork AA r as 
not discontinued he would make a representation to the Minister of War that he 
thought it Avas likely to create an impression that Europeans Avere in danger. This 
afternoon his Excellency'told Mr. Iiuri, Avliom I sent to inquire Avliat had been done 
on the subject, that tlio Colonels had replied to him that they Avere only repairing the 
works, but that he Avas not satisfied, and had Avritteu to Arabi Paslia on the subject. 
The work is still actively going on.

My Lord, Rome, June 4,1882. 

I HAVE the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your Lordship’s telegram 
No. 90 ol the 2nd instant, giving me instructions as to the identic proposal to be made 
[804] 4 P 
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with tlic French Charge <TAffaires to the Italian Government to take part in a 
Conference at Constantinople for the settlement of the affairs of Egypt, and to inform 
your Lordship that the Marquis de Reverscaux called upon me yesterday morning, 
soon after 10 o’clock, to show me his instructions on this subject, and to request me, if 
I had received mine, to arrange for a joint interview with the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs for the purpose of communicating them. 

I at once telephoned to M. Mancini, asking if he could receive us at his own 
house at about half-past 1 o’clock, his usual hour, hut ho was unable to do so in con¬ 
sequence of a meeting of the Cabinet, and lie appointed us for 5 o’clock at the 
“ Consulta.” 

We accordingly waited on his Excellency at that time, and the Marquis de 
Revcrseaux having read to him the French text, we each handed to him a copy of our 
despatches. 

I have the honour to inclose herewith a copy of the English text which I placed 
in his hands.. 

His Excellency, upon receiving them, expressed his thanks, and assured us 
that the proposal would have his most favourable consideration, as he believed it 
would that of the other Cabinets, whose sentiments he had evidently taken means to 
ascertain since the subject has been first mooted, but with whom, he said, he would 
lose no time in communicating now that the proposal had been brought formally 
before him. 

His Excellency went on to say that if there wore any opposition to it he thought 
it would come from the Porte, winch had just announced its intention of sending 
Dervish Pasha as the Sultan’s Commissioner to Egypt with a “ conciliatory mission,” 
in the hope, apparently, of being able to effect a pacific arrangement, and by this 
means to avert the necessity for the Porte of having to pronounce cither one way or 
another upon the question of the Conference. 

M. Mancini added that lie would desire Count Corti to inform the Turkish 
Government of his having received the formal proposal for the Conference, and of the 
favourable disposition of the Italian Government towards it. 

The Marquis de Reverseaux and I were both struck by the tone of M. Mancini’s 
language yesterday in speaking of the Conference, being much more satisfactory than 
it was when the question was originally mentioned to him, although your Lordship 
will remember that he said from the first, as reported in my despatch No. 170 of the 
2nd instant, that “ the Italian Government would certainly not be an obstacle in the 
way of any course which might commend itself to the other Five Powers.”

IT does not seem as if the hope of a pacific solution of the Egyptian difficulty by 
means only of the moral influence of our squadrons and good offices of our Agents at 
Cairo can any longer be reasonably entertained. The moment appears, therefore, to 
have arrived, as contemplated in our identic telegram of the 23rd May, for us to 
concert with tlic Poweis and with Turkey to decide in common on the measures fitted 
to put an end to the crisis. 

The Cabinets of London and Paris believe the most practical and rapid method of 
realizing this concert would bo to assemble at Constantinople a Conference formed of 
the Ambassadors of the Great Powers and of the Sultan’s Minister for Foreign 
Affairs. 

This Conference will be charged with determining (“aura pour mandat”) the 
measures to be taken in order to secure a settlement of the affairs of Egypt on the 
following bases:— 

The maintenance of the rights of the Sultan and of the Khedive, of international 
engagements, and the arrangements existing under them, whether with England and 
France alone or with those two nations and the other Powers, the preservation of the 
liberties secured by the Firmans of the Sultan, together with the prudent development 
of Egyptian institutions. 

I request you to concert without delay with your French colleague to inform the

THE Turkish Ambassador yesterday communicated to Count Kalnoky the 
Circular telegram of the Porte intimating that the mission of the Sultan’s Commis¬ 
sioner to Egypt rendered the assembling of a Conference unnecessary. 

Count Kalnoky appears to have spoken to Edhem Pasha almost precisely in the 
same way as your Lordship had done to Musurus Pasha upon receiving the same 
communication. 

He said that it had given him great pleasure to learn that the Sultan had sent a 
Commissioner with a view to the support of the Khedive and the maintenance of the 
status quo in Egypt, and he sincerely hoped that the step might prove sufficient to 
obtain the results that the Conference was designed to secure ; and he strongly urged 
the Ambassador to impress upon his Government that they should do everything in 
their power to meet the wishes of England and Prance.

My Lord, Berlin , June 7, 1882. 

IN accordance with the instructions which I had the honour of receiving from 
your Lordship late on the night of the 6tli instant, I informed Count Ilatzfeldt this 
afternoon of the reply you had made to the Turkish Ambassador, when his Excellency 
notified to your Lordship the mission of Dervish Pasha to Egypt, and expressed, on 
behalf of the Porte, a hope that the idea of a Conference would be abandoned. 

I had previously made known to my Prench colleaguo the nature of your Lord¬ 
ship’s instructions, and had learnt from Baron de Courcel that lie had also been 
instructed to submit to Count Hatzfeldt the views of the Prench Government as to 
the necessity of urging the Porte to accede at once to the Conference. 

With regard to your Lordship’s answer to Musurus Pasha, and to the suggestion 
that the Pour Powers should support Great Britain and Prance in their endeavour to 
persuade the Sultan to acquiesce in the idea of the Conference, in spite of Dervish 
Pasha’s mission, Count Hatzfeldt remarked that Germany had hitherto shown her 
readiness to support the measures which had been initiated conjointly by Great Britain 
and Prance, including the proposal for a Conference; and, personally, his Excellency 
said lie had no reason to suppose that she would adopt a different course in the present 
instance, should the other Powers interested not raise any objections to the joint 
proposal of the tAVO Western Poavci’s. 

Before, hoAvever, giving a decided ansAver on the subject, Count Hatzfeldt said 
that it AA r ould be necessary for him to consult Prince Bismarck, Avho had returned to 
Berlin, and also to ascertain Avliat vieAv avus taken of the matter by Austria, Italy, and 
Russia. 

llis Excellency added that, should the Sultan persist in his objections to the 
assembling of the Conference, lie did not sec hoAV the PoAvcrs could well force Hia 
Majesty into acquiescence.

I do not apprehend from this that the military mean to proceed 
to overt acts, but it would be well to be ready.”

UJN the receipt of your Lordship’s telegram No. 92 of yesterday’s date I called 
upon my French colleague, who, I found, had just received a telegram from M. de 
l 1 reyemet, instructing him to communicate to M. de Giers, in concert with myself, the 
details of a conversation he had had with the Turkish Ambassador at Paris relating to 
the meeting of the proposed Conference at Constantinople similar to that which vour 
Lordship had had with Musurus Pasha. J 

We agreed to call upon M. de Giers together, and we then read to him the two 
telegrams relating to this matter. We at the same time expressed the hope of our 
Governments that instructions might be sent to the Russian Charge d’Affaires at 
Constantinople to urge upon the Porte how desirable it would be that the meeting of 
the Conference should not bo deferred, notwithstanding that a Turkish Commissioner 
had already been sent to Egypt for the purpose of conveving there the orders of the 
Sultan. 

M. de Giers said that he had seen the Turkish Ambassador on the 4th instant, 
and had urged him to recommend his Government to place confidence in England and 
Trance and the other European Powers, and to agree to their request with regard to 
tlio Conference; and that on Cliakir Pasha’s inquiring whether Turkey was not the 
Sovereign, he had answered that the Powers certainly recognized her in that chaxacter, 
but that her sovereignty would be more surely maintained by the support of the 
European Powers. 

With regard to the present request conveyed to him by my French colleague and 
myself, his Excellency gave it as his own opinion that the establishment of the 
Conference w r ould be a wise and useful measure, notwithstanding the mission of 
Dervish Pasha to Egypt; but that he must submit the matter to the Emperor, and 
concert with the other three PoAvers as to the decision which should be taken. 

. u P on our submitting to him that the case w r as urgent, and that it ivas 
desirable that the instructions should reach M. Onou as soon as possible, M. de Giers 
said that ho would take the orders of nis Imperial Majesty, and hoped to be able to 
telegraph this evening or to-moriw morning to the Russian Charge d’Affaires at 
Constantinople instructing him to concert Avith his colleagues who might have 
received similar instructions, and to endeavour to induce the Porte to agree at once to 
the proposal of our tivo Governments. 

M. de Giers had received an unofficial opinion from Vienna that the Austrian 
Government would support the proposal, but he seemed anxious as to what Prince 
Bismarck might decide, considering that Germany appeared to have more influence 
at this moment with the Porte than any other Power. I therefore thought it expedient 
to repeat my telegram No. 21 to Her Majesty’s Ambassador at Berlin.

1. The maintenance of the rights of the Sultan and the Khedive, of international 
engagements and of the arrangements existing under them, whether with England 
and France alone, or with those two nations and the other Powers. 

2. Tlic preservation of the liberties secured by the Eirmans of the Sultan. 

3. The prudent development of Egyptian institutions.

Upon reading it I was on the point of telegraphing to your Lordship my convic¬ 
tion that if by this it was meant that a Conference might be held without the Porte 
taking part in it, the assent of Austria could not bo counted upon; but as I had 
occasion to see Count Kdlnoky later in the day, L deferred doing so till after I had 
spoken to him. 

He stated that he had seen the telegram, but that liis acceptance of the Conference 
had presupposed that of all the other Powers, including Turkey, and that lie did not 
think it would be possible for him to join iu one without her. 

He believed also that the other Powers would take tlic same view of the

I said that newspaper telegrams, reporting answers given m the House of 
Commons, could not be taken as accurate, and that if Sir Charles Dilkc had spoken as 
reported, lie had very possibly done so with the view of making the Porte apprehend 
the adoption of a decision which would certainly be distasteful to it.

stopped all leave to officers and men, and gave orders to the “Condor” and 
“Helicon ” to have steam ready at ten minutes’ notice, as it is my intention, should 
we be fired upon from the forts, to send the “ Helicon ” out of range, and to let the 
“ Condor ” do her work under weigh. 

, the Invincible is so admirably placed, with her port broadside bearing on the 
Lighthouse Battery and on an earthwork Avhich is now being thrown up abreast her at 
1,100 yards distance, while her starboard guns would command Fort Caffarclli, that I 
do not propose to move her. At the same time, on being applied to for advice as to 
Ins proceedings, by the commander of the Peninsular and Oriental steamer “Mon¬ 
golia, I recommended lfim to have her steam up in readiness to move out if firing 
should begin, and I have arranged that, if an emeute should take place in the city, 
the families ol the English and other residents shall be received on board of her. 
Measures have also been taken for their embarkation. 

. On Sunday, the 28th instant, there was a certain amount of panic among the 
foreign residents in Alexandria and at ltamleh, a village 3 miles from tlic walls, which 
was not shared in by the English officials in the service of the Khedive, or their families. 
Great excitement appears to have prevailed at Cairo, but, as their Lordships have been 
kept fully acquainted, through the Foreign Office, with what has taken place there, I 
will not enter further upon the subject. 

4. Shortly after daylight on the 29th a working party of artillery and about 
200 labourers commenced to throw up an earthwork between the batliing-house west- 
south-west ol the Palace of Has-cl-Tin and the loop-holed barrack. At the same time 
there was considerable movement in the forts commanding the entrance, which were 
not garrisoned on our arrival. 

5. At Ua.m. on the 29th intelligence Avas received at Alexandria that, after 
considerable pressure, the Khedive had consented to reinstate Arabi Pasha as Minister 
of War. 

I need not expatiate upon the importance of this step, which entirely reverses the 
policy pursued by His Highness during the last few days. 

6. Under the circumstances described, I consider it desirable that the squadron 
hero should bo increased, and I telegraphed to their Lordships accordingly. A 
suggestion to the same effect had been made by my colleague Itcar-Admiral°Conrad 
to liis Government. 

7. The telegraph reports that all is quiet at Cairo; here, Avitli the exception that 
the earthwork is being proceeded with, there is nothing to indicate a critical state of 
affairs.

THE Austro-nungarian Ambassador called upon me this afternoon and told me 
that Count ICalnoky had received a communication from the Turkish Ambassador at 
Vienna similar to that made to Her Majesty’s Government, announcing the mission of 
Dervish Pasha to Egypt, and deprecating a Conference as unnecessary. 

Count ICalnoky had replied that Dervish Pasha’s mission, as a measure for the 
maintenance of the status quo, and of the authority of the Khedive, Avould bo satis¬ 
factory to tlic Austro-Hungarian Government. 

With regard to the Conference, he bad said that, as it AA r as proposed on a basis 
which tlic Austro-Hungarian Government lawe from the beginning approA r od they 
had agreed to it provided the other Poivers did so too. They did not consider that the 
ansAver returned to the French and English Ambassadors at Constantinople constituted 
a definite refusal on tho part of the Porte, and they 1 loped that the Avisdom and 
moderation of the Sultan Avould induce liis Majesty to avoid any act or language in 
regard to tho Conference which would tend to create irritation or to strain tho relations 
betAveen tho Porto and the two Powers. 

I informed Count Kurolyi of the substance of my telegraphic instruction to your

Arabi Pasha, the Minister of War, had delegated Yakoub Pasha, the 
Under-Secretary of State for War, to proceed to Alexandria to meet the Turkish Com¬ 
missioner. The Khedive had sent Zoulfikar Pasha, llis Highness’ Grand Master of 
Ceremonies, and had instructed him not to present Yakoub Pasha,-or to allow him to 
travel in the special train from Alexandria to Cairo. It appears, however, that, since 
the arrival of the Imperial Commissioner, Yakoub Pasha has been constantly with 
him, and, on their arrival to-day in Cairo, actually drove "with Dervish Pasha in the 
Khedive’s carriage to the Ghezirah Palace, where the Imperial Commission is to 
reside during its stay in Cairo.

THE Turkish Ambassador called upon me this afternoon, and read to me a 
telegram which lie had received from the Turkish Minister for Foreign Affairs. The 
telegram commenced by expressing tho thanks of the Porte for my assurances of our 
desire to maintain the sovereign rights of the Sultan in Egypt, and for my observa¬ 
tions to Musurus Pasha on the subject of Dervish Pasha’s Mission, and on the proposal 
for a Conference. 

The Porte, it continued, had every reason to hope that Dervish Pasha would 
succeed in obtaining the result desired, namely, the restoration of tranquillity, the 
maintenance of the status quo and of tho Khedive’s authority. The Porte see, 
however, no occasion for and no practical utility in a Conference on Egyptian affairs, 
and do not consider that the effective exercise of the authority of the legitimate 
Sovereign of tho country or tire well-defined object of the Mission just sent afford 
any ground for such a method of proceeding. Tho telegram concluded by expressing a 
hope for the concurrence of Her Majesty’s Government, who could not fail to recognize 
tho wisdom and moderation of tho attitude of the Porte towards a province which 
belongs to the Sultan, and the identity of the object for which wo were wor kin g, 
namely, the restoration of Egypt to its normal condition, without resort to unnecessary 
and inopportune measures. 

Musurus Pasha supported the view set forth in this telegram by all the arguments 
in his power, lie stated that ho himself felt confident of tho success of Dervish 
Pasha, but that if the latter met with difficulties or objections ho must be able to 
threaten the arrival of an army, and that such a measure must be taken by the 
Sultan of his own accord as the Sovereign of the country, and not acting as the 
mandatory of the Powers. 

I told Musurus Pasha that ho would find from tho papers which had been laid 
before Parliament, and would be published to-morroAV, that Her Majesty’s Government 
had from the very beginning been desirous of maintaining the Sultan’s sovereign 
rights, and had advocated the employment of Turkish troops if recourse to force should 
unfortunately become necessary. Wo had throughout maintained, and still held this 
opinion. But I said that it was out of the question that tho Sultan should be left to 
intervene in Egypt, and deal with it as he pleased, without security for due regard to 
the views of the Powers. Her Majesty’s Government, moreover, were not acting by 
themselves m this matter; they stood pledged to other countries. 
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I added, in conclusion, that I adhered to the.answer which I had given to his 
Excellency on the 6th instant, and I was of opinion that the success of Dervish Pasha 
in making an arrangement on the principles laid down by the Powers and by the 
Sultan would be most desirable for the Porte, and for all those interested in the welfare 
of Egypt. 

I repeated that in that case it appeared to me that the raison-d'etre of the 
Conference would cease to exist.

I HAVE the honour to report to your Lordship that at the first interview yester¬ 
day between the Khedive and Dervish Pasha, His Highnces was not quite satisfied with 
the tone of the Imperial Commissioner. The Khedive returned the visit immediately, 
and spoke very plainly what was on his mind, nis Highness said that he was much 
displeased at the conduct of Dervish Pasha in taking with him Yakoub Pasha, Arabi 
Pasha’s Delegate, in the special train, and in His Highness’ carriage from the train to 
the Palace of Ghezirah, which has been assigned to the Commissioner as his residence 
during his stay at Cairo. Ilis Highness said that ho wished therefore to know if the 
Commissioner was prepared to act in accordance to the assurances of support to His 
Highness given by His Majesty the Sultan, that otherwise His Highness must adopt 
his own line and refuse to see Dervish Pasha any more. Upon this Dervish Pasha 
rose and declared to His Highness, with great emphasis, that he would faithfully 
execute the Sultan’s instructions; that he had come to restore the authority of the 
Khedive; that lie was determined to do it, and that, if necessary, ho would place him¬ 
self at the head of His Highness’ troops to subdue the rebels. Dervish Pasha further 
observed that he was sure that the troops would obey, as he spoke in the name of the 
Sultan, and that he did not think he would require the assistance of a single Turkish 
soldier to help him. 

The result of this second interview with Dervish Pasha has considerably reassured 
the Khedive.

WE are entering on a new phase, which requires much caution. My French 
colleague evinces a keen suspicion of the designs of the Imperial Commissioner. It 
is rumoured that his Excellency intends to assume the command of the Egyptian 
army, and even to become Minister of War. My colleague, much alarmed, says that 
the moment may come when he will have to refuse to approve or even to acquiesce in 
the Commissioner’s action. 

At this point the interests of England and France diverge. All we require in 
Egypt is the stability of the status quo. The object would he gained if an officer of 
the Sultan maintained the subjection of the army, and the interference of the Porte 
•were limited to this action. Whereas France would resolutely oppose the permanency 
of such a method of keeping order. I apprehend that the divergence of views of 
the two Governments would show itself when the question of withdrawing the 
squadrons arrives. For we might be content and glad to leave Dervish Pasha in 
command, and the French might refuse to withdraw as long as he remained. 

But the other Powers w r ould probably be as satisfied as ourselves with the above 
solution. 

It would therefore be wise of the Sultan to convene the Conference at once, in 
order to have at hand the means of obtaining the withdrawal of the ships as soon as 
the situation here has arrived at a stage which meets with the satisfaction of all the 
Powers except one. 

I have let the Khedive know that there is every reason to believe that the 
instructions of the Sultan are bond fide, and have advised him to show confidence in 
the Commissioner, and to let him work out his object in his own way.

IT appears to me that the Egyptian question is entering upon a new phase, in 
which much caution is required. The suspicions of my French colleague have already 
been aroused as to the intentions of Dervish Pasha, the Imperial Commissioner. It is 
reported that his Excellency proposes himself to take the command of the army, or 
even, if necessary, to become Minister of War. M. de Sienkiewicz views this con¬ 
tingency with much alarm, and has warned me that there is a point beyond which he 
will be unable to approve, or even to recognize, the action of the Commissioner. 

It is, in fact, at this point that the interests of France and England diverge. 
Her Majesty’s Government require nothing more than the restoration of the status quo 
upon a secure footing, and this object would be attained if the army were controlled 
by an officer of the Sultan without any further interference on the part of the Porte. 
The French Government, on the other hand, would resolutely oppose any such plan as 
a permanent method of maintaining order. 

The divergence of views of the two Governments will probably manifest itself 
when the withdrawal of the English and French squadrons is under discussion. For 
the French Government might refuse to recall their ships as long as Dervish Pasha 
remained in command, whereas Her Majesty’s Government might be content and glad 
to leave his Excellency behind. 

The other Powers, however, would in all probability accept this solution with no 
less satisfaction than Her Majesty’s Government. 

The Sultan, therefore, would do well to lose no time in convening the Conference, 
so that, as soon as affairs here are sufficiently settled to gain the approval of the 
Powers, it could act as the means of obtaining the withdrawal of the ships—an end 
which would be within its competence to effect, if all the Powers, with the exception 
of France, approved of such a course. 

I have informed the Khedive that Dervish Pasha’s instructions are regarded as 


bond fide , and I have recommended His Highness to show confidence in him, and to 
allow him complete liberty in the execution of his mission.

“ The Swedish Consul-General has arrived from Alexandria and has submitted to a 
meeting of Representatives of the Great Powers the plan for a common defence of 
Europeans at Alexandria for our approval. The Representatives are all of opinion 
that the preparation for such a defence, involving the arming of 3,000 io 4,000 persons, 
is a most dangerous course, and likely at any moment in itself to cause a collision. 
They all send instructions to their Consuls to take no part in it. You will therefore 
abstain from taking any further steps in regard to plan in question, and rely upon 
assistance which will be given by Admiral in ease of necessity for safety of British 
subjects, and act under his advice as to measures to be taken. It is desirable that the 
sudden abandonment of a plan which lias to a certain extent become known should 
not be announced. You will therefore keep this instruction secret, and you should 
endeavour to calm apprehension by pointing out that there is no quarrel between 
Europeans and natives, and that the negotiations are now entirely in the hands of the 
Imperial Commissioner acting in name of the Sultan.

I HAVE the honour to report to your Lordship that the Swedish Consul-General 
arrived here to-day from Alexandria, and submitted a scheme for the general defence 
of Europeans there for the approval of the Representatives of the Groat Powers. 

The Representatives Avere unanimous in the opinion that the arming of 3,000 to 
4,000 persons, involved in preparing such a defence, was a most dangerous act, and one 
that was in itself likely at any moment to provoke a collision. They therefore all 
instructed their Consuls not to take any part in the plan, and I telegraphed to 
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Mr. Cookson in consequence to abstain from any further participation in it, and, in 
ease of danger to British subjects, to rely upon the assistance which Avill be lent by 
the Admiral, under whose advice he should act as to the proper measures to adopt. 

As I considered it desirable that the sudden rejection of a plan, which, to a 
certain extent, had become known, should not be publicly announced, I instructed 
Mr. Cookson to keep the foregoing secret, and at the same time to endeavour to allay 
apprehension by explaining that no quarrel exists between the natives and Europeans, 
and that the negotiations are, at the present moment, entirely in the hands of Dervish 
Pasha, the Imperial Commissioner, who is acting with the Sultan’s name. I requested 
Mr. Cookson to communicate this instruction to Admiral Sir B. Seymour.

LAST night the Sultan sent to me his Private Secretary, who told me that it had 
taken His Majesty an hour to repeat the message he was charged to deliver. It con¬ 
sisted of a review of the past relations of England and Turkey ; of an expression of 
astonishment at the unnatural confederacy between England and France; of a desire 
that the Egyptian question should bo settled by a friendly understanding between 
England and Turkey, to the exclusion of Franco and of all the other European 
Powers; of a recognition, which was admitted to be tardy, that in spite of all that had 
come and gone, England was His Majesty’s best ally ; and it concluded with an offer 
of Sultan’s firm and enduring friendship, and a promise to pay due heed to the 
counsels of the English Government. This offer, with the foregoing exposition of his 
views, His Majesty begged might be transmitted to your Lordship by telegraph. 

I replied that I Avas glad the Sultan had at last accepted the correct view of the 
relations which ought naturally to exist bctAveen the tAvo Governments; that our 
alliance Avith France was of very ancient date, and was a fact outside Oriental politics; 
that our joint action with France in Egypt had resulted in our being able to obtain 
largo concessions from France in the Sultan’s interests, and in preventing her from 
embarking on a far more aggressive policy; that she had agreed to the dispatch of 
a Turkish Commissioner, and, if necessary, of Turkish troops, at our instance; 
that as for the Conference, it Avas an arrangement advantageous rather than otherwise 
to Turkey; the majority of the Powers, AA r ith England at their head, would be 
beneA r olcntly disposed towards Turkey; and that, in any event, it Avas useless to 
discuss the question, inasmuch as all Europe was unanimous in [? desiring] the Con¬ 
ference. I added (speaking merely in my personal capacity, and not on behalf of 
Her Majesty’s Government) that if the Porte would frankly alloAV the Conference to 
be constituted, I did not see Avhy it should not be adjourned until the result of 
Dervish Pasha’s mission should be ascertained. 

_ Rcsliid Bey then explained that the friendship and close alliance which His 
Majesty offered Avas independent of the Conference question; that for some time past 
His Majesty had begun to entertain misgivings as to the wisdom of his reserved 
attitude towards England; that the Porte and his most capable adA r isers had long been 
recommending a different line of conduct, and that at last he had come round to their 
opinion. Reshid Boy further stated that the idea of being asked to send Turkish 
troops to Egypt, though at one time agreeable to Ilis Majesty, had uoav become very 
displeasing to him, as he believed that it had been suggested with a perfidious desire to 
entrap him into active hostilities with the Mahommedan population of Africa. I replied 
that such absurd delusions upon His Majesty’s part might have most unfortunate 
results [ ? ]; that Ilis Majesty and the Porte had frequently expressed their opinion 
that if armed intervention Avere necessary it ought to he conducted by Turkey; and 
that serious opposition Avas scarcely to be expected. 

Reshid Bey then expressed the Sultan’s extreme anxiety to obtain an answer to 
this OA r crture, and that if it came in time to-morrow morning Sultan Avould be glad 
that I should bring it to him myself. 

I consider the foregoing to indicate a desire (1) to detach England fiom France, 
and (2) a genuine conviction, which the most respectable of those about him have at 
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last been able to impress upon the Sultan’s mind, that it is for his interests to be on 
friendly terms with England. 

It is very important that Her Majesty’s Government should carefully consider 
this new departure, and if it sees any practical way of reciprocating the Sultan’s 
amicable mood, that I should be instructed accordingly; but it would be unwise 
merely to amuse him with vague professions of good-will.

He objects to his threat of 
usurping the office of Minister of War and of sending for a Turkish corps d’armee. 

While admitting that wc should carefully watch Dervish Pasha’s proceedings, I 
observed that his only chance of success was to assume a high and decided tone ; that 
when the Minister for Eoreign Affairs told us that Dervish Pasha would take an early 
opportunity of packing off Arabi and his accomplices to the Soudan, we had neither of 
us protested, though that would be an act of high-handed executive interference; 
that, in dealing with Orientals, a Turkish official like Dervish Pasha would best know 
how to attain his ends. Apparently he was really endeavouring to re-establish the 
authority of the Khedive, and it would be but fair to give him a certain latitude in 
regard to the course he adopted.

I HAD the honour to receive your Lordship’s telegram No. 76 at midnight of 
the 31st ultimo. In compliance with your instructions, I waited on M. de Giers the 
next day and communicated to his Excellency its contents. He at once said that he 
did not doubt that His Imperial Majesty would concur in the proposal accepted by 
Her Majesty’s Government for a Conference at Constantinople on the affairs of 
Egypt at which the six Powers and the Porte should be represented; for he said that 
such a measure would be in entire accordance with His Majesty’s views. He would, 
however, at once inform His Majesty of my communication, and would concert with 
tho other Powers what answer should be given to the proposal. 

At that time my Erench colleague had not made a similar communication to 
M. de Giers, but I supposed that he would do so in the course of that or the 
next day. 

M. de Giers informed me that M. de Novikow, with his family, had just arrived 
from Constantinople; indeed he was at that moment in the waiting-room; and he 
thought it would be very hard on him to ask him to return to his post at once. He 
therefore begged me to inquire of your Lordship, confidentially, whether there would 
be any objection to the Russian Chargd d’Affaires at Constantinople being the 
Russian Representative at the Conference, and whether it would be necessary to send 
him a full power, or whether instructions which could be more expeditiously for¬ 
warded by telegraph would be sufficient. His Excellency stated that he had entire 
confidence in M. Onou, who was extremely intelligent, and perfectly acquainted with 
the matters which would bo considered by the Conference. 

I at once acquainted your Lordship with M. do Giers’ inquiries by telegraph, and 
received an answer on tho morning- of the 3rd instant. I communicated its contents 
to M. de Giers tho same afternoon. 

Early on the same day my Erench colleague called on me, and read me a 
telegram instructing his Excellency to concert with mo the communication to 
M. de Giers of tho decision of the two Governments to propose a Conference at 
Constantinople, composed of tho Representatives of the six Powers and the Turkish 
Minister for Eoreign Affairs, on the affairs of Egypt. I informed his Excellency of 
the step I had already taken on tho 1st instant, but Admiral Jaurds replied that 
M. de Ereycinet had doubtless delayed tho transmission of the instructions to him on 
account of the questions which were to be put to him in the Erench Chambers on the 
2nd instant. Whilst he was with me I received your Lordship’s telegram No. 85, and 
we then agreed that we would call upon M. do Giers on the same afternoon, and 
would acquaint him with the contents of the identic telegrams which wc had 
received.

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I hare the honour to inclose copy of the Memorandum which I then left with 
M. de Giers. Admiral Jaures also delivered to him a copy of the telegram addressed 
to him by M. de Ereycinet. 

M. de Giers replied that, as far as the Russian Government were concerned, they 
accepted with satisfaction the proposal for a Conference, and that he had been 
authorized by the Emperor to make this statement. His Excellency added that, in 
consequence of the communication which I had made to him on the 1st instant, he 
had already telegraphed to the Russian Representatives at Berlin, Vienna, and Rome 
upon the subject. He had not yet received any official answer, but had been informed 
that Prince Bismarck had expressed himself very decidedly in favour of the 
Conference, and that Count Kdlnoky had also thought well of it. As yet his 
Excellency had received no answer from Rome as to the feeling of the Italian 
Government with respect to it, but he did not doubt that the three Powers, as well as 
the Sultan, would concur in the proposal for a Conference. 

M. de Giers informed my Erench colleague and myself that a full power for 
M. Onou would be prepared immediately, but that it could reach Odessa only in time 
for the steamer which leaves that port on Saturday, and would probably reach 
Constantinople on Sunday the lltli instant.

IT does not seem as if the hope of a pacific solution of the Egyptian difficulty, by- 
means only of the moral influence of our squadrons and good offices of our Agents at 
Cairo, can any longer be reasonably entertained. The moment appears, therefore, to 
have arrived, as contemplated in our identic telegram of the 23rd May, for us to 
concert with the Powers and Turkey to decide in common on the measures fittest to 
put an end to the crisis. The Cabinets of London and Paris believe the most practical 
and rapid method of realizing this concert Avould be to assemble at Constantinople a 
Conference formed of the Ambassadors of the Great Powers and of the Sultan’s 
Minister for Eoreign Affairs. 

This Conference will be charged Avitli (“ aura pour mandat ”) determining the 
measures to be taken in order to secure a settlement of the affairs of Egypt on the 
following bases : the maintenance of the rights of the Sultan and of the Khedive; of 
international engagements and the arrangement existing under them, A\ r hether Avith 
England and Erance alone, or with those two nations and the other Powers; the 
preservation of the liberties secured by the Eirman of the Sultan, together Avitli the 
prudent development of Egyptian institutions.

He said that the Sultan 
was rather against it than for it, but that he would accept it in principle if it really 
became a necessity; that in three or four days the ultimate results of Dervish Pasha’s 
action would become apparent, and that, until then, the Sultan would strongly depre¬ 
cate its reunion, as it would damage Dervish Pasha’s prestige. 

He then declared the real object of his visit, which "was to supplement his com¬ 
munication of last night by a proposal that, in the event of the Conference taking 
place, Turkey and England should agree beforehand as to the settlement to be arrived 
at. By this means they would be in a position to impose their wishes upon the other 
Powers. The Sultan, ho said, wished this suggestion also to be telegraphed to your 
Lordship. I promised compliance; but I added that all that wo desired was the 
restoration of tho status quo on the basis already communicated to tho Porte and to 
the European Powers.

Europeans. 

I observed that, however this might be, it was certain that nothing of the kind 
would have taken place before the military revolt, and that a spirit had been allowed 
to grow up which placed Europeans in Egypt in serious danger. 

M. de Preycinet answered that undoubtedly the events at Alexandria disclosed a 
state of things which might make rapid and energetic measures necessary for the 
protection of English and Prench ancl other Europeans, and he added that it would 
be extremely desirable that any such measures should be taken in concert with 
Europe, or should at least be immediately sanctioned by Europe assembled in 
Conference.

YOUR Lordship was so good as to ropeat to me this morning Sir Edward Malet’s 
and Mr. Vice-Consul Calvert’s telegrams of yesterday, reporting the deplorable events 
which took place on that day at Alexandria. 

As soon as possible after these telegrams reached me, I went to the Prench 
Foreign Office and saw M. do Freycinet, who had received the same intelligence from 
the French authorities in Egypt. 

Ilis Excellency said that, so far as he could judge from the information which had 
already reached him, he regarded the calamitous disorders at Alexandria as being a 
local riot for which the Egyptian Government was not primarily responsible, although 
its officers on the spot were to blame for not showing more cnorgy and good-will in 
protecting the Europeans. 

I answered that however this might be, it was certain that nothing of the kind 
would have occurred if the Government of Egypt had been conducted since the 
military revolt in the spirit which had prevailed before that mutiny; and I observed 
that a feeling had been allowed to grow up, or rather had been excited and encouraged 
by the men now in power, which must be a cause of serious danger to Europeans. 

M. de Freycinet answered that undoubtedly the events at Alexandria disclosed a 
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state of things which was calculated to inspire serious alarm, and which might make it 
necessary to take rapid and energetic measures for the protection of the I rench and 
English and other Europeans in Egypt. 

It would, his Excellency said, be extremely desirable that any such measures 
which might be necessary should be taken in concert with Europe, or should at least 
receive, as soon as possible, the sanction of Europe assembled in Conference. He 
would therefore, he added, beg me to represent to your Lordship that these disasters 
at Alexandria rendered it more than ever imperative that the Conference should be 
constituted without the least delay.

I HAVE tlie honour to acknowledge the receipt of your Lordship’s despatch, 
No. 142 of the 23rd ultimo, inclosing a copy of a despatch No. 581 of the 22nd ultimo, 
to Lord Lyons, relating a conversation between your Lordship and M. Tissot, in which 
his Excellency stated that M. de Ereycinet had reason to believe that the relations 
between my Erench colleague and me were not on so cordial a footing as could be 
desired, and implying that the fault lay with me. 

M. Tissot stated to your Lordship that there were various matters upon which I 
had shown that I differed from M. Sienkiewicz, and he alluded to my having prevented 
the Khedive from making a satisfactory arrangement, and having insisted on referring 
to the Sultan. 

The accusation is somewhat vague, but I gather from it that M, de Ereycinet 
must have supposed that the Khedive acted upon my advice when he consented to 
submit the sentence of the court-martial on the Circassians to the Sultan, as recorded 
in my despatch No. 225 of the Oth ultimo. 

I think, however, that if any proof were needed to the contrary the contents of 
my telegrams to your Lordship contain it. Up to the 6th ultimo I had given no other 
advice than that which has been approved by your Lordship, dissuading His Highness 
from countersigning the sentence. 

It appears from my telegram No. 100 of the 6th that the Khedive stated to me 
on the morning of that day, in one and the same interview, the remonstrance which he 
had received from the Porte, and the reply which His Highness had made, to the 
effect that he would submit the sentence of the court-martial to the Porte. That I 
was anxious as to the consequences of this reply appears from my telegram No. 101, 
sent within two hours of the previous one, in which I stated that the answer given by 
the Khedive threw him into the arms of the Porte, and into direct hostility with his 
own Government. I certainly said nothing to the Khedive which could lead him to 
^suppose that I should approve the course which lie took. The Khedive did not con¬ 
sult me on the matter, and I think that the telegrams themselves prove it. 

With regard to the general question of my relations with M. Sienkiewicz, I can 
confidently state that they are of the most cordial nature. He has said nothing to 
lead me to suppose that he has any doubt of my hearty co-operation with him, and I, 
on my part, have always congratulated myself on having in my Erench colleague a 
gentleman with whom intercourse was so friendly and apparently so open. 

On the other hand, it has been a matter of painful regret to me that no stone has 
been loft unturned by the amateur politicians abounding in Cairo to sow discord 
between him and me. I turn a deaf ear to these intrigues, and I conclude from the 
manner of M. Sienkiewicz towards me that he does the same.

WITH reference to my telegram No. 171 of the 28th ultimo, I have the honour 
to inclose herewith a translation of an insertion in the native official newspaper 
relating to the controversy as to whether threats were used by the military to induce 
the chiefs of the Corporations to go the Khedive on the 28th ultimo, and to beg him 
to reappoint Arabi Pasha Minister of War. 

The notice states that the Ulemas, Notables, and Representatives have delegated 
three persons to make a statement, which follows, to the Under-Secretary of State for 
the Interior. The statement itself denies that any threats were used; the persons who 
make the statement are notorious partizans of the military. 

I have spoken to Sultan Pasha, President of the Chamber of Representatives, on 
the subject, and ho has told me that it is idle to deny that the Corporations acted 
under fear, for that the officers on this occasion went beyond their usual system of 
taking people separately and threatening them with death; they openly went about 


the streets in bands, and drove the Notables before them. Their violence was such 
that the heads of the Corporations veritably believed, as they stated to the Khedive, 
that their lives, and the city itself, was in danger, unless His Highness yielded.

mind caused by their presence.

3 If neither of the above courses be possible to accept, Article 34, vith the 
modifications proposed by the Powers, but adding to them the guarantees suggested

Parmi ccs charges sont comprises lcs depenscs 
administratives des provinces et des Administrations dont les revenus sont affectes au 
paiement de la dette. 

“ Tous les autres chapitres du Budget ordinaire et du Budget extraordinaire sont 
votes par la Chambre, mais le total du Budget ordinaire ne peut exeddor la somme de 
£ E 4,897,888 prevuc ii 1’Article 1G do la Loi de Liquidation, et celui du Budget 
extraordinaire no peut depasser les ressources laissees disponibles par les excrcices 
precedents.” 

Les propositions qui precedent sont faciles a justifier. II nous parait dangereux 
de laisser ii une Chambre ou merne a un Conscil des Ministres, dont la responsabilite 
ne peut etre mise en jeu, le maniement ou le vote des ressources dcstindes ii acquitter 
la Dette Publique. II vous paraitrait tout aussi imprudent do ne pas limiter les 
depenscs generates au chiffre des ressources realisables. Enfin, en ce qui concerno les 
depenses spcciales des Administrations et des provinces afiectees, ces ildpenses venant 
en deduction des produits destines ii l’extinction de la Dette, ce sont les personnes 
interessees it cctte extinction, e’est-a-dire, lcs Ministres et les Contrdleurs-Geueraux, 
qui peuvent le mieux apprdcier dans quelle mesure elles sont utiles, et ce sont cux qui 
peuvent preciser dans quelles limites elles doivent etre augmentees ou restreintes. 

En resume, en presence de la nouvelle phase politique dans laquelle l’Egyptc est 
entree et vu l’immincnco dc resolutions decisivcs, nous croyons, au sujet des attribu¬ 
tions du Controle, devoir fairc lcs propositions suivantes : 

En premiere ligne. Itctour h la Loi Orgauiquc proposec par Cherif Pacha et 
quo tout en contenant certaines concessions libdrales, maintient dans son integrite le 
Decrct du 15 Novembre, 1879. 

En deuxteme ligne. Dans le cas ou on laisserait subsister la responsabilitd 
Ministerielle et oil la Chambre conserverait le droit do voter la Loi de Finances, creation 
d’un Comite Superieur des Finances charge d’assurer le paiement dc la Dette et 
l’equilibre du Budget. 

En troisienie ligne. Si aueune des deux solutions prdeedentes n’est possible, 
acceptation de 1’Article 34 modi fid par les Puissances, mais en y ajoutant les garanties 
quo nous avons precedcmment dcmaudecs.

Memorandum by Sir A. Colvin. 

T1IE Organic Law of the Egyptian Chamber, now under the consideration of 
the Pom ers, closely concerns the Control in two ways, the one indirect, the other 
direct:— 

(«.) Indirectly, so far as it modifies the institutions in the midst of which the 
Control finds itself, and whose harmonious working can alone secure good internal 
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administration. The Control obviously relics for its own efficiency on the efficient 
functionment, inter se, of the several component parts of the Government. 

(/;.) Directly, so far as it modifies the immediate relations of the Control to the 
Government, as reconstituted by the Organic Law. 

2. The second, though the more immediately obvious head, is in reality 
subordinate to the former. For it is useless to discuss the relations of the Control to 
the Administration if the Organic Law is found so to have disturbed the attributions 
of the several component parts of the Administration itself as to threaten it with 
disorder and paralysis. In other words, before adjusting the Control to the Govern¬ 
ment, the several elements of force composing the Government must be prudently 
adjusted to one another. 

3. Hence, in previous notes submitted by the Control, especial stress has been 
always laid on the following two points :— 

(1.) That by establishing Ministerial responsibility to the Chamber, in lieu of 
Ministerial responsibility to the Viceroy, the Organic Law abruptly transferred the 
centre of authority in the country. 

(2.) That the experience acquired prior to and since the institution of the 
Control gave no ground for believing that the Chamber was qualified to exorcise such 
authority or the country prepared for so radical a change. 

4. It is needless to go again over the above ground. But it may be added, in 
regard to the latter of the above points, that what was then matter of forecast may 
now bo regarded as matter of fact. The President of the Chamber justified the con¬ 
tention of the Control when ho admitted recently to the English Consul-General that 
the Chamber, in dispossessing Cherif Pasha and refusing his Organic Law, had acted 
under the influence of fear and menace. The Powers, so far as concerns the first 
point, themselves seem to admit as axiomatic the need of rc-cstablishing the central 
authority of the Viceroy; such a measure being both stated in express terms, and 
imnlied in their agreement to maintain the status quo. In speaking of the central 
autnority of the Viceroy, what is meant, it may be added, is that authority in the 
modified form announced by the late Khedive in his Rescript of the 28th August, 
1878, and loyally accepted by bis successor, Tcwfik Pasha. 

5. The Organic Laiv of Cherif Pasha recognized at once the wisdom and need of 
liberal concessions and the limits dictated by prudence. The chief difference between 
his measure and that now before the Powers nitty be seen from the following com¬ 
parison :— 


Cherif s Law. 

No laws to be passed without consent 
of Chamber. 

No taxes to be imposed without their 
consent. 

Budget estimates to be laid before the 
Chamber, who should exercise free power 
of discussion and advice.

6. It may bo affirmed tnat the bearing and conduct of the Chamber since it came 
together in December last, up to the present moment, has completely established the 
justice of Cherif’s views. By its later conduct the Chamber has vindicated its right 
to a place in the Government of the country ; by its earlier subserviency it has 
forfeited its claim to the central authority and control of allairs. 

7. If the justice of the above remarks and reasoning be admitted, it follows that, 
should the present Organic Law be approved, merely with the changes proposed in 
Article 31, the several factors of power in the country will be It'll m such an ill- 
balanccd state as must, in a short time, again bring about confusion. I he attempt, 
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therefore, to bring into harmony with them as, so adjusted, the Control, or any other 
outside institution whatever, would he waste of effort. 

8. The conclusion to which I come is that the opportunity should now be taken 
of accepting Cherif’s Law, as alone, of the two projects of Organic Law, furnishing 
guarantees both for the prudent development of liberal institutions in the country, 
and for the harmonious working of those institutions with the European Control. 

9. Should it, however, be still thought that my apprehensions are ill-founded, 
and should the present Organic Law be still accepted as the new point of departure, 
and the cardinal change embodied in it be approved, viz., the transfer of the Govern¬ 
ment from the Viceroy to the Chamber, the modifications proposed by the Powers are, 
it must be repeated, absolutely illusory, in view of the ends they aim at. In my 
telegram of the 6tli March, the futility of those changes is exposed, and striking con 
firmation of a part of my reasoning is famished by the incident reported in my note of 
the lOtli April. 

The claim presented by the Domains this year on the so-called non-assigned 
revenues (which was reported in that note), is a proof that the Egyptian Budget, 
whether in regard to the assigned or the non-assigned revenues, must be looked on 
and treated as one and indivisible, and subjected in all its parts to the efficient 
authority of the Control, as being, either in first or in second line, liable to be called 
on to meet the several stipulated coupons. 

The incident furnishes, further, a startling illustration of the extreme prudence 
still needed to prevent the finances of this country from again falling into the 
condition from which they were rescuod by the Law of Liquidation.

Sir, Alexandria, June 2, 1882. 

IN continuation of my despatch of the 30tlx instant, I have the honour to report that 
this morning, not having had any communication from the Governor of Alexandria as 
to the reply lie had received from the Minister of War respecting the construction of the 
earthworks in the harbour, I sent Mr. Iluri to his Excellency, who told him that 
Arabi Pasha had answered that no new works were being erected, and that those 
going on were only repairs of the parapets, &c., which had fallen into a decayed 
condition. This, however, is not correct; not only are the old fortifications being 
repaired, but new pits all along the south side of the harbour, which may be used 
either for riflemen or for artillery, and which directly command the English rnen-of- 
war, are being dug. 

Ilis Excellency added that Arabi Pasha had complimented him upon the exer¬ 
tions lie was making to preserve order and tranquillity, and enjoined him to continue 
them. I have communicated this reply of the Governor to Admiral Sir B. Seymour. 

On the 31st ultimo I received from the Governor of Alexandria the letter, of which 
a copy is inclosed, complaining of certain proceedings of Iler Majesty’s ship 
“ Bittern ” on approaching this harbour on the 29th instant. I at once communicated 
it to Admiral Sir B. Seymour, who replied, by the despatch of which I have tho honour 
to transmit a copy, that there was nothing in the least unusual in the observations 
taken by the “ Bittern.” They were strictly in pursuance of the ordinary regulations 
of Her Majesty’s service. 

An incident occurred yesterday at 9 a.m., which had no importance in itself, but 


which shows the temper of the soldiery. 


A small detachment of soldiers were coming 
from llamlel^(by^tlicEnglish line) ; the Arab ticket-collector asked one of them for 
his ticket- the soldier refusing to produce it, the collector attempted very gently to 
detain him. Thereupon all the soldiers joined m a violent attack on the collectoi, 
who was struck over the head with the butt-end of their rifles, so violently as to cause 
a considerable amount ot blood to How from the wound. Some of tbo oter soldmrs 
notated their muskets at the -uard of the tram and at the railway officials. Mr. badly, 
the Manager of the railwav, tried to interfere to prevent further disturbance, but they 
drove him” at the point of tlicir bayonets, to the nearest police-station, where he was

report this occurrence to his Excellency, and I heard subsequently that the soldiem 
who had made the attack had been imprisoned, lo-day I received a lettei horn

Consul Coohson to Sir E. Malel. 

Sir, Alexandria, June 6, 18S2. 

IN continuation of my despatch of the 2nd instant I have the honour to report 
that perfect quiet reigns in this city. The declaration of Arabi Pasha, communicated 
to me by your despatch of the 2nd instant, by which he engaged to be responsible 
for the public peace and for the safely of Europeans, contributed much to 
calm their fears, and the announcement in the newspapers that the works of fortifica¬ 
tion which had been going on round the harbour had been stopped by order of the 
Minister of War, has had a still greater effect. On the 3rd instant, in consequence of 
a verbal request from Admiral Sir B. Seymour, I went to the Governor of Alexandria, 
and told his Excellency that unless the works in course of erection in the harbour of 
Alexandria were stopped, I should feel it my duty to make an official representation 
to you on the subject. I pointed out briefly to his Excellency that it had been 
announced that the visit of Her Majesty’s ships to Alexandria had no hostile 
character, but was intended for the protection of Europeans, in concert with the 
Government of Ilis Highness the Khedive. That, therefore, hostile preparations 
against them could only be interpreted as an indication that this intention was to be 
opposed by the army. That, therefore, the continuance of the works was a menace to 
the European population. His Excellency confessed that this was quite true, but 
frankly admitted that he had exhausted every effort to induce the Colonels of the 
regiments in garrison here to abandon these warlike preparations, and that it would 
be useless for him to make any further representations cither to them or to the Minister 
of War. 

I communicated this reply of his Excellency to Admiral Sir B. Seymour, who 
informed me that if lie decided to make any further protest he would communicate it 
to you direct. 

The arrangements which are being made by me, in concert with my foreign 
colleagues, for organizing a plan of self-defence by the Europeans, in case of 
attack on them by the army or the Arab population, are being completed. 
Admiral Sir B. Seymour lent me the valuable assistance of Lieutenant Bradford, 
11.N., of ncr Majesty’s ship “ Invincible,” but he has now been replaced by 
Lieutenant Marriott, il.M.A. This latter officer is now, by the orders of the Com¬ 
mander-in-chief, exclusively employed in this service. 'With his assistance, and the 
co-operation of all the foreign Consulates, I have no doubt that in a very short time 
we shall be prepared with an efficient scheme of defence in case of emergency. Our 
intentions and plan arc kept in the greatest secrecy, so as to avoid our precautions 
themselves becoming a source of danger by creating a panic. I may mention that some 
days ago the Governor of Alexandria called upon me and several of my colleagues, 
and mentioned that he had heard that the Europeans were arming themselves. I 
replied that it was not to bo wondered at if they were doing so, after the admission 
made to us on the night of the 27tli ultimo that the local authorities could not 
answer for ihe public safety, but, I added, no effort whatever would bo wanting on 
my part to allay the apprehensions of all those over whom I had any influence, and to 
prevent any collision with the soldiers or the police. 

I need hardly say that I hare acted in accordance with this promise.

Sir A. Paget to Earl Granville.—(Received June 13.) 

(No. 182.) 

My Lord, Rome, June 8, 1882, 

I CALLED upon M. Mancini yesterday afternoon by appointment, at his own 
house, to read to him your Lordship’s telegram No. 90 of the 6th instant, repeating 
your Lordship’s reply to the Turkish Ambassador on his communicating the two 
telegrams from his Government, the first announcing the mission of Dervish Pasha 
to Egypt, the second stating the expectation of the Porte that this step would bo 
sufficient to restore matters to their normal condition, and expressing the hope that 
the idea of a Conference will bo abandoned. 
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I stated to M. Mancini, in the first place, that it had been my intention the day 
before to have acquainted him, on my own responsibility, with the tenour of your 
Lordship’s reply, because I had thought it might be of interest and advantage to him 
to know it, but that I had been prevented waiting on him. I had, however, I said, 
now received your Lordship’s instructions to read to him the telegram in which that 
reply is repeated, and to urge upon his Excellency the importance of the four Powers 
joining England and France in pressing the Porte to accede to the Conference 
at once. 

I then read your Lordship’s telegram, and the French Charge d’Affaires, who 
had accompanied me to M. Mancini, read a similar communication from his 
Government. 

M. Mancini took exception to the statement in your Lordship’s telegram that 
the Conference had been accepted by the Powers, lie was not aware, he said, that 
such was the case; to which I replied that they had done so in principle, and this 
was, of course, your Lordship’s meaning, even if their formal acceptance had not 
been yet officially communicated. M. Mancini did not contest this. 

M. Mancini then stated that lie had received precisely the same communications 
from the Turkish Ambassador here. He had not made any reply to them. The 
Turkish Government, lie said, appeared very confident of the success of their 
Commissioner, although lie must say if seemed to him they were perhaps over- 
sanguine. Their refusal, however, to take part in a Conference, under auy circum¬ 
stances, was very peremptory, and lie thought it would be difficult for the Conference 
to meet at Constantinople if the Turks declined to join it. 

I reminded his Excellency that the Turkish Government had shown no less 
opposition to the Conference of 1870, but it was, nevertheless, held with their 
participation, under the united pressure of Europe; and it might be hoped that, if 
the same pressure were now brought to bear, they would be equally yielding. 

M. Mancini said that he thought it might be better to wait three or four days to 
see if there were any probability of Dervish Pasha’s mission having the complete 
success anticipated from it by the Turkish Government; which he again said 
appeared to him doubtful. If it did not fully realize these expectations, then surely, 
he said, the Powers would be better able to urge the Porte, out of regard for its own 
interests, to take part in a Conference. 

His Excellency added that your Lordship even admitted that if Dervish Pasha’s 
mission resulted in a settlement completely in accordance with the views of the 
Powers, and afforded a prospect of permanence, the raison d'etre for the Conference 
would cease, and he drew attention to no similar phrase existing in the French 
despatch. 

I replied to this that, in point of fact, there was no real difference between your 
Lordship’s communication and M. do Freycinet’s on this detail. The object ot both 
Governments was the immediate meeting of the Conference, whose first care would 
doubtless be to watch the result of Dervish Pasha’s mission, and, being assembled, 
would be ready to concert such other measures with the Porte as might be necessary, 
in case the objects and views of the Powers were not fully attained by the Turkish 
Commissioner. All that your Lordship had meant, I said, as was proved by the 
context, was that in the event, which his Excellency himself considered very pro¬ 
blematical, of Dervish Pasha fully and completely succeeding in accomplishing a 
settlement in accordance with the views of the Powers, with a prospect of permanency, 
there would be then no reason for the Conference pursuing its labours further; but of 
this the Conference would be the best judge, and consequently it was most desirable 
there should be no loss of time in its meeting. 

I remarked that the Italian Government had always been amongst those most 
anxious that Europe should bo associated with England and Prance in the treatment 
of the affairs of Egypt, and I could not conceive how a more practical realization of 
this desire could be attained than by the assembling of a Conference. 

The Marquis dc Heverseaux spoke in a similar sense. 

In consequence of an observation of M. Mancini to the effect that it would bo 
necessary to determine more precisely the exact purpose ol the meeting oi the 
Conference, I then recapitulated the substance of our two last conversations. The 
first, I said, was when I had informed his Excellency of the terms in winch the 
French proposal had been accepted by Her Majesty’s Government, on which occasion, 
I admitted, his Excellency had not appeared very much in favour ol it, and had 
expressed the opinion that more complete information as to its precise objects might 
bo required, though adding that the Italian Government would never stand in the 
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way of a course which commended itself to the other fire Powers. The second was 
when I and the French Charge d’Affaires had made to him jointly in the name of 
our Governments the formal proposal of the Conference; and when, as we had both 
of us remarked, his Excellency had appeared to us much more favourably disnosed 
towards it. He had been good enough to tell us that the proposal would receive the 
most favourable consideration of the Italian Government, as he believed it would that 
of the other Governments; that lie would make known to the Turkish Government 
the proposal he had received from us, and the favourable disposition of the Italian 
Government towards it. 

I came now, I said, to the third phase, that of to-day, and [ was sorry to perceive 
that ins Excellency s inclination towards the Conference had apparently diminished. 

I mentioned haling heard from my Russian colleague the previous evening that 
on M. dc Giers receiving communication from the Turkish Ambassador, announcin'* 
Dervish Pasha’s mission and their objections to a Conference, his Excellency had 
replied that the Russian Government, having already accepted the Conference could 
not now withdraw. " ’ 

M. Mancini replied ihat the phase of to-day was an entirely new one. It 
requested the other Powers to join England and France in urging on the Porte the 
acceptance of a Conference to which it had declared itself absolutely opposed; and his 
Excellency produced the Turkish telegram for our perusal. 

T) ^ 10n ^ ^ iac ^ lt? ^ I sa i ( l it did not appear to mo so peremptory as his 
Excellency had described it. No doubt it expressed full confidence in the success 
of .Dervish Pasha’s mission, and a hope that the idea of a Conference would, in 
consequence, be abandoned; but I did not see that it said that the Porte would, under 
no circumstances, agree to a Conference. J 

M. Mancini replied that lie must, of course, consult the other three Cabinets 
upon the present application from England and France; that, if they acceded to it, 
tlic Italian Go\eminent "would not rciiisc to join tliem in giving the advice desired; 
but that, in his opinion, it would be perhaps better to wait three or four days, in 
order to see if Dervish Pasha’s mission was likely to produce the result anticipated bv 
the Porte—which lie doubted—and, in case it failed, lie thought the Powers would 
then be in a much stronger position to urge the Conference on the acceptance of the 
Porte than they are at present. 

TVe again insisted upon the all-importance of there being no delay, on the habits 
of jnociastination of the lurks, their usual manoeuvres lor the purpose of givin 0, 
time; and thus ended an interview which had lasted above one hour and a-half.

Ilih French Charge d’Affaires has just called to fell me that M. Mancini, whom 
lie had that moment left, had informed him that If • .w his intention to send to Count 
Corti this afternoon an instruction to join with the Ambassadors of England and 
Fiance in urging the forte to give its consent to the Conference immediately, 
provided, of course, that the Representatives of the other three Powers had received a 
similar instruction. 

(Confidential.) 

'The Marquis de Reverseaux added that M. Maneini’s tone was quite different 
to-day from what it was the day before yesterday. Elis Excellency expressed himself 
to-day, the Marquis told me, to the effect that the Conference was the only possible 
way of bringing about a solution; that it would be a great support, in any case, to 
Dervish Pasha’s mission, and if this mission did not succeed, the Conference, once 
assembled, would bo ready to concert immediately with the Porte whatever other 
measures might bo necessary. 

In short, the Marquis de Reverseaux said, M. Mancini spoke very much in the 
same language as that employed by your Eordship and M. de Freycinet in answerin'* 
the lurkisli Ambassadors, and that which we had ourselves used in our joint interview 
with M. Mancini himself. 
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Ilis Excellency told the French Charge d’Affaires that all the Powers, lie 
believed, were ready to join in the same recommendation to the lorte, but that there 
was a hesitation as to being the first to send the instruction to do so, and the Italian 
Government had therefore determined to take the initiative.

tented himself with saying that his Government must, at all events, consider the 
matter maturely before accepting the proposition. 

I then asked him, as a question coming quite from myself, and in no way 
authorized by your Lordship, whether, if Dervish Pasha’s efforts proved manifestly- 
unavailing, he would be prepared, upon the invitation of the several Powers, to send 
troops to Egypt. His Majesty replied that it was always his policy to adopt con¬ 
ciliatory methods; that hitherto these methods had succeeded; and that he hoped in 
this case they were also destined to succeed. But he allowed me to understand that in 
the last resort he would be prepared to send the necessary force to Egypt. I then 
explained to him fully how anxious we had been all along that he should play a proper 
part in-the solution of the Egyptian question; and having learned from my previous 
conversation with lleshid Bey that he was ignorant of what had passed with reference 
to Tripoli, I took special pains to acquaint him with the decisive manner in which 
your Lordship had interdicted to the French any aggressive action along his western 
frontier. ’Phis reference made a great impression upon his mind, and he hogged 
me with great earnestness to thank your Lordship for your assistance in that 
matter. 

After I had taken my leave, lleshid Bey followed me out of the room, and said 
that His Majesty had told him to ask me quite privately and confidentially whether, 
in the event of Turkish reinforcements being required in Egypt, England would lend 
one or two transports. I said that I could not reply on the spot to such a question, 
but that I was sure, if Ilis Majesty was required to embark in such an operation, that 
the British Government would he glad to facilitate it. 

In making foregoing communication I thought it advisable to warn the Sultan 
that the instructions on which they were founded had left London before the news of 
the recent troubles in Alexandria was known. 

Ilis Majesty observed with regard to these, that they did not appear to have had 
a political character, and that., when called upon, the troops had not hesitated to obey 
the orders they received.

nis Excellency could not off-hand say more than that he would at once give your 
Lordship’s proposal his serious attention with every disposition to fall in with it, but 
he took no exception to any part of it. 

He fully recognized the necessity of tying the Sultan strictly down in order to 
guard against the possibility of his trying to avail himself of the opportunity of 
extending his authority in Egypt beyond that now belonging to him, but the suscepti¬ 
bility of the Turks was so great as to make it desirable to be very careful in not 
employing expressions at which they might take umbrage, and he did not therefore 
feet sure that the Sultan might not rather resent being asked to “ lend ” a force to the 
Khedive. 

I said that your Lordship’s telegram merely conveyed the substance and nature of 
the invitation which it was proposed to make to the Sultan, and that, if the word was 
objected to, it would not be difficult for the Conference to find another phrase conveying 
the same meaning. 

His Excellency wished not to be understood as himself objecting to the word, 
but, being anxious that the application to the Sultan should be made in the manner 
best calculated to obtain his consent, lie had merely mentioned his doubt at first sight 
whether the word in question was altogether happily chosen.

WITH reference to vour Excellency’s despatch No. 474 of the 21st ultimo, and 
to the previous correspondence respecting the attributions to he assigned to the Chamber 
of Notables, it may he desirable that your Excellency should represent to M. de Frev- 
cinet that the question, as it was tlicu examined, had reference merely to the necessity 
of maintaining intact the obligations of Egypt towards her creditors as they had been 
formulated by the International Law of Liquidation. 

It is evident that the political situation has since materially changed, and that it 
will now he necessary to consider whether thcro are not other respects in which the 
proposed Organic Law requires modification. 

For instance, the Commissioners of Liquidation had no authority to deal with the 
details of the administrative expenditure, including under this head the Civil List of 
the Khedive and his family. A Budget was, it is true, submitted to the Commis¬ 
sioners, and formed the basis of their operations, and, in so far, may he said to have 
received their sanction, but no express provision was made for anything in the Law 
boyond the security of the debts. 

It would, in the opinion of Her Majesty’s Government, ho very unwise that this 
Civil List, uhieh was tixod in the Budget, as alow mid, at the moderate amount of 
315,000/., ol which only 100,000/. a-year is reserved for the Khedive’s personal use 
and the maintenance of his dignity, the rest being expended in the pensions of the 
ex-Khedive and other numerous branches of Mohemet Ali’s family, should he left at 
the discretion of the Notables. 

It must lie remembered that the Khedive, at the time of the Commission of Inquiry, 
which preceded the Liquidation, voluntarily surrendered his private estates, and has, 
therefore, little or no personal fortune. 

There may bo other points to be dealt with of a similar character, but Her 
Majesty’s Government think that it will he sufficient for your Excellency at the 
present moment to call the attention of M. de Freyciuet generally to the subject, and 
specially to this point of the Civil List.

M. de Ereycinet gave a rather fuller account of the troubles than he had been 
able to give t o the Chamber of Deputies the day before. 

He attributed the beginning of them to a quarrel between a Maltese and an 
Arab, in which, however, he did not fail to state that it was the Maltese, not the 
Arab, who was killed. 

He praised very highly the conduct of the Erencli Consul. 

lie affirmed that the Egyptian troops, although they arrived rather tardily, did 
their duty properly, and that the Governor of Alexandria gave proofs of courage, 
presence of mind, and good-will ivorthy of all praise. 

He stated that the disturbance had been at one moment on the point of breaking 
out with double force because a report was spread that troops were being landed from 
an English ship, but that calm was restored on its being shown that the report was 
un founded. 

M. dc Ereycinet drew, he said, from the information ho had received, the con¬ 
clusion that religious fanaticism had not played any part in these sad doings, and, 
moreover, that they did not originate in political feelings, ne represented them as 
being probably merely accidental occurrences, such as sometimes take place in 
seaports where large numbers of sailors of various nationalities arc crowded together, 
and as have unfortunately been not unknown in Erencli ports. 

LI is Excellency proceeded to state that tranquillity had been restored, and that 
there was reason to hope; that no further disorders would occur, but that nevertheless 
the Minister of Marine had sent instructions to secure for the French a protection as 
complete as possible. IIi' added that he trusted that these precautions Avould prove to 
be unnecessary.

2. On tlio 30tli Rear-Admiral Conrad, Commanding the French squadron, and I, 

requested our respective Consuls to point out to the Governor of Alexandria that the 
building of batteries bearing on the European quarter of the city and on the merchant 
shipping in the harbour was calculated to produce or prolong an impression on the 
minds of the European population that they are in dangei*. ' 

3. His Excellency replied, in civil terms, that he shared our opinion, and that he 

bad told the Colonel Commanding the garrison of Alexandria that if the construction 
of them were not discontinued, he should point out to Arabi Pasha that the continu¬ 
ance of the work was likely to throw doubt on his assurances that he was determined 
to protect Europeans. To this an answer arrived this morning, that there were no 
new fortifications being constructed, and that those works going on were only repairs 
to old parapets, &c. " 1 

The Governor added that Arabi Pasha had complimented him on the efforts 
which he was making to maintain order and tranquillity, and desired him to continue 
them. 

. 4. The works have, nevertheless, been proceeded with, and there can be no 
mistake as to the object of their being thrown up, 

Admiral Conrad has received reliable information that each battery will mount 
one 7-incli and six 70-pounders muzzle-loading rifled guns of Armstrong construc¬ 
tion, guns which were bought with the iron-dads built in England for Ismail Pasha, 
and transferred to the Porte some years ago. 

5. To-day, being the Moslem Sabbath, no work has been done on the batteries, 
but up to last night they were being thrown up very rapidly, and on each a large body 
of labourers a\ as employed. ' '' 

G. The “ Monarch ” and “ Coquette ” arrived to day, in forty-two hours, from 
Suda Bay. The “ Cygnet ” may be expected to-morrow, and Admiral Conrad informs 
me that the iron-clad “Alma,” and sloops “llirondclle” and “Bouvet” mav he 
looked for at the same time. 

7. All is apparently quiet here and in Cairo; the feeling of insecurity which 
exists is, however, shown by the immense numbers of foreigners who leave the country 
by every opportunity.

I AM very sorry to hear that M. de Ereyeinet did not send to the Representa¬ 
tives at the four capitals the proposed instructions to the Ambassadors. 

Time is so precious. As M. de Ereyeinet had concurred in them, and I was able 
to adopt all his suggestions for their amendment, together with one quite in his sense, 
I had no doubt that the dispatch of them would be simultaneous. 

Germany and Austria have already agreed to them. 

The only criticism made by M. do Kalnolcy was, that while he felt strongly the 
importance of putting restrictions on the Sultan’s operations, he was fearful that the 
phrase “ lend to the Khedive ” might unnecessarily excite the sensitiveness of the 
Sultan. In the face of the criticisms of M. de Kalnolcy and of M. de Ereyeinet in 
opposite senses, I propose to instruct Lord Dufferin that he has full discretion to 
decide with the other Representatives as to one or both of the phrases, viz., “lend to 
the Khedive ” and that which I have omitted, as to the troops being under the orders 
of the Khedive. 

The Khedive is not a military man, and he may not have a trustworthy officer to 
name. 

Loss of time may now be irreparable. It is clearly the duty of Erance and 
England that the reproach of creating it should not rest with them. 

I will therefore telegraph to Lord Dufferin— 

“ Join with your colleagues in requiring the meeting of the Conference and in 
the application for troops, according to the instructions of the 13th instant to our 
Ambassadors at the four Courts. 

“ With respect to the phrase in the instructions, ‘ lend to the Khedive/ and that 
of ‘under the command of the Khedive/ which has been omitted in the final draft, 
you have full discretion to settle with your colleagues as to their use.”

I expressed my very great regret at his hesitating to support a proposal he had 
hitherto appeared to favour, and said that my instructions distinctly stated that the 
proposal, had been agreed to by the French Government. 

I said that hesitation to support the only possible settlement of the Egyptian 
difficulty at this juncture involved a very grave responsibility, and doubly so on the 
part of Germany, whose advice was unhesitatingly followed by several members of the 
European concert, and I therefore earnestly hoped he would tell me in what manner 
his present objections could be met and removed. 

His Excellency replied that he had later information than mine ; that the French 
Government had, up to the present moment, not agreed to your Lordship’s proposal *, 
that until England and Franco were agreed he could not “ pronounce himself,” and 
that in no case could the German Government undertake to ask the Sultan to accept 
the restrictions put upon his sovereign rights to employ his army in the re-establish¬ 
ment, of order in Egypt, as proposed in your Lordship’s telegram of the 13th 
instant.

M. TISSOT has communicated to me the substance of a telegram which he has 
just received from his Government, stating that the French Ambassadors had been 
instructed by telegraph to propose to 1 lie Minister for Foreign Adairs, with a view to 
put an end to the indefinite postponements which the Porto places in the way of a 
meeting of the Conference, to give instructions to the Ambassador at Constantinople 
in order that the Representatives of the six Powers should present an ultimatum to 
the Porte to the effect that if, within the space of forty-eight hours, they had not given 
tlieir adhesion to the proposal for a Conference which was made to them a fortnight 
ago, the said Conference would assemble in some other capital, with or without the 
participation of Turkey. 

In communicating the above to me, M. Tissot was to request that corresponding 
instructions might he telegraphed to the English Ambassadors, if it had not already 
been done. 

1 informed M. Tissot that I had already telegraphed to our Representatives at the 
four capitals to urge the Powers to agree to the immediate meeting of the Conference 
at Constantinople, with or without Turkey, and to instruct tlieir Representatives at 
Constantinople accordingly, which was in accordance with the words of At. do Noaillcs 
to the Turkish Minister for Foreign Affairs which lie gave me last night; that 1 much 
preferred that the Conference should meet at Constantinople than elsewhere, even if 
the Sultan refused to join in it, as there would otherwise he a new decision to take as 
to the place of meeting, &c. 

I added that the Turkish Ambassador had told me last night that the Sultan would 
prefer a Conference without the participation of Turkey ; that the Conference would 
make their demands, and that His Majesty would give them satisfactory answers. 

All this could he done at Constantinople with much less delay than if the 
Conference took place elsewhere. I said that I proposed to add to the telegraphic 
instructions already sent the words “ or elsewhere ” after the word “ Constantinople,” 
hut on the understanding that M. de Froycinet would also modify his words in the 
same sense. 

I also said that it appeared to me most important to leave discretion to our 
Ambassadors as to the details of the communications to he made to the Porte. 

Such a course would save infinite time.

I HAVE the honour to inform your Lordship that, at yesterday’s sitting of the 
Chamber of Deputies, M. Vollaro addressed an interrogation to the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs on the subject of Egypt, and in the course of a long speech condemned 
the policy of the Government, which, lie said, had tended to diminish the influence of 
Italy in Egypt, and was detrimental to her interests in that country. 

M. Massari also developed an interpellation on the same 1 subject, inquiring 
whether; during the deplorable events of the previous day, any Italians had suffered, 
and he expressed a hopo that the Government had taken all necessary precautions for 
safeguarding Italian interests in Egypt. 

M. Mancini, replying to M. Vollaro’s question as to the policy of the Government 
i n Egypt, began hy referring to fhe events in Egypt during the past year; the con¬ 
stitution of the Assembly ot Notables; the respect of this Assembly for international 
engagements; the firmness with which, illegally convoked, it had" refused to meet. 
He also alluded to the revolt of the military chiefs, by which the free action of the 
Khedive’s Government had been supplanted, in view of which event, and while 
the two western Powers, affirming their privileged and preponderating position, 
appeared disposed to intervene, the four Cabinets of Rome, St. Petersburg^, Berlin, 
and Vienna had claimed for the European concert its competency to resolve the 
Egyptian question together with Turkey. The Cabinets of .London and Paris had 
recognized this competency, but, affairs becoming more serious, they had sent ships to 
Alexandria to put a stop to the disorders. 

lie stated that negotiations lor the Conference were in progress, but met with 
some opposition from Turkey, who flattered herself that the mission of Dervish Pasha 
would suffice to restore order. 

\\ ith regard to sending ships to Alexandria, the four Cabinets had resolved not 
to do so, in order not to appear to associate themselves in the naval demonstration of 
the two western Powers, or to be present at events which they did not approve, unless 
it should be necessary to send ships for the protection of their countrymen. 

The Government, had, however, by way of precaution, sent the Caste 1/idardo ” to 
Port 8aid, from which it could arrive in a lew hours at Alexandria for the protection 
of the numerous Italian Colony. 

His Excellency referred to the grave disorders which had occurred at Alexandria, 
in which the Italian and English Consuls had been wounded, lie declared that since 
September 1SS1 the Italian Government had communicated to the Cabinets of Berlin, 
St. L’ofersbui'gh, and Vienna the programme of their policy in Egypt, maintaining the 
necessity ol the European concert for the peaceful solution of the Egyptian question. 
Hie lour Cabinets had been perfectly agreed throughout, also in the endeavour 
to prevent Europe being divided, even in appearance, into two camps. 

The Conference would prevent the preponderance of anyone Power, and eliminate 
the danger of dualism, and perhaps also of dissensions between the two western 
Powers. 

In case ol the armed intervention of Turkey, it (the Conference) would serve to 
secure the autonomy of Egypt, the necessary reforms, and a wise and prudent 
development ol local institutions, ft, would also help to preserve Egypt from the 
perils ol buropean intervention, or of an excessive interference on the part of Turkey, 
which had ever been the policy of Italy. 

He announced that the “ Casteltidardo ” had now been ordered to Alexandria, and 
thal another iron-clad would proceed to Port Said. lie added that the agreement 
between the Cabinets ol Romo, Berlin, Vienna, and St. Potersburgh, and the attitude 
of England and France towards these Powers, was a happy experiment of a system 
which might have a beneficial effect in other grave questions, and was of good augury 
and a pledge for the future peace and tranquillity of Europe. 

M. Mancini promised a Green Book at an early date on the recent events in 
Egypt, and meanwhile, he assured the Chamber that the Government would fulfil its 
duties with the greatest zeal.

I IIAYE the honour to inform your Lordship that I have communicated to the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs copies of your Loidship’s telegrams Nos. 109, 110, 
and 112 of yesterday’s ditto, the first relative to an assurance to he given to the Sultan 
that no question outside that of Egi pt will be treated by the Conference; the second 
instructing me to propose, on behall* of Her Majesty’s Government, to the Italian 
Government, that the Sultan, as Sovereign, shall, in case of necessity, he jointly invited 
by the Powers united in Conference to be prepared to lend to the Khedive a sufficient 
force to enable His Highness to maintain his authority, and stating the terms and 
conditions of the invitation ; the third repeating the instructions which Her Majesty’s 
Government propose to address by telegraph to Her Majesty's Ambassador at Constan¬ 
tinople for his guidance at the approaching Conference. 

M. Mancini, after recapitulating the substance of these communications, said they 
were entirely in accordance with the views of the Italian Government, and that 
lie would immediately telegraph to Count Corti to act in accordance with them, 
provided, of course, that his colleagues received similar instructions. 

There was only one point on which his Excellency evinced the slightest hesitation, 
viz., the proviso that the troops are not to remain more than a month in Egypt except 
at the request of the Khedive, and with the consent of the Great Powers, or of the 
Western Powers, as representing Europe. The latter words, his Excellency thought, 
might perhaps suggest some observations, hut on my explaining that they were 
evidently only intended to meet the event of England and Prance being delegated to 
act in tile name of Europe, lie said they would not prevent his instructing Count Corti 
as desired, the case being so urgent, and the necessity for perfect unity of action being 
so important. 

I think it right to mention that the French Charge d’Affaires, when I communi¬ 
cated with him this morning, had received no instructions on any of the above 
subjects.

French colleague had shown to Lord Frederic Hamilton a telegram from M. do 
Freycinet, instructing him to endeavour to obtain the consent of the Russian Govern¬ 
ment to a sort of ultimatum to the Porte, giving them forty-eight hours to decide 
whether they would take part in the Conference or not, the Conference to be held witli 
or without Turkey, as they might decide. 

Your Lordship’s telegrams Nos. 119 and 120 arrived during the night, and on the 
morning of the 17th Lord Frederic called upon the French Ambassador, and showed 
them to him. The latter considered them identical with the one lie had received, and 
the contents of which lie had communicated to M. de Giers on the night of the 10th 
instant, But M. de Giers did not approve of the French proposal, which appeared to 
him to be too abrupt, though he at the same time expressed the opinion that if the 
Conference were held without Turkey it would still be better that it should be hold at 
Constantinople.

Admiralty to acquaint, you that the .apprehensions* entertained, that any collision 
between the licet and flic Egyptian troops or the population of Alexandria might 
cause a massacre of Europeans, makes it necessary to avoid a collision unless under 
the gravest circumstances. 

But in case— 

1. 01 a renewal of an outbreak, and if you are able, by landing a force or othcr- 


sentation of the foreign Consuls-General, and in co-operation with the foreign ships ; 
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3. Of the Khedive or the Turkish Commissioner being in danger, and desiring to 
embark; 

you are to do all in your power to protect the embarkation at all risks. 

Her Majesty’s Government trust that Dervish Pasha may succeed in restoring 
the authority of the Khedive in Egypt, or that lie and the Khedive may, at any rate, 
be able to remain at Alexandria until the arrival of Turkish troops ; but it is desirable 
to contemplate the further development of the insurrectionary movement, and the 
possibility of the Khedive and the Turkish Commissioner being compelled to leave 
Alexandria. 

Under these last circumstances, you arc to consult the Consul-General, and act 
upon his advice as to the person with whom you should communicate as the Repre¬ 
sentative of the de facto authority with regard to the protection of British life and 
property, taking care not to commit Her Majesty’s Government to any recognition of 
the revolutionary Government. 

This instruction is sent in order to provide for the possibility that, under these 
circumstances, the Consul-General may consider it desirable that such a communica¬ 
tion had better proceed from you than from himself.

I INCLOSE copy of a despatch which I have addressed to Her Majesty’s Ambas¬ 
sador at Paris,* in which I have informed his Excellency of the objections entertained 
by the- German Government—explained in your despatch No. 213 of the 10th instant— 
to the form in which Her Majesty’s Government proposed that the Sultan should be 
invited to send troops to Egypt, and of the reasons for their objections, and have 
requested him to invite the French Government to agree with Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment, in the Conference, to ask for the dispatch of troops in terms which the 
Ambassadors should settle, but on the bafis that satisfactory arrangements shall be 
made for the maintenance of the status quo described and defined in previous commu¬ 
nications. 

T have telegraphed to you the substance of this despatch, in order that you may 
make use of it to-day in jour interview with Prince Bismarck. No reply has yet been 
received from the French Government, but it represents the views of Her Majesty’s 
Government in the sense of which you should speak to hi« Highness. 

As regards the general tenour of the language which you should hold in your 
intern iow you have already received telegraphic instructions. You have been told 
that it is advisable that you should state confidentially that it is impossible that the 
present state of things can be allowed to continue, and that if the Sultan is unwilling 
to do anything, some other means must be found; that the consent of His Majesty to 
send troops is a point to which Her Majesty's Government attach importance; and 
that they consider the proviso, recorded in the despatch to Lord Lyons, as to the 
object for which the troops arc to be employed, to be of no less importance, but that 
they an* indifferent as to the form to be given to tin* engagement, provided that the 
engagement itself is sufficient. You have also been authorized to intimate that as his 
Highness shares the strong wish of Her Majesty’s Government to avoid unnecessary 
complications, he must feel that, even if Her Majesty's Government did not entertain 
the objections which they do entertain to acquiescing permanently in any arrange¬ 
ments in Egypt which would destroy not only the iuffuuencc and credit of this 
country, but also of Europe, in the East, public opinion would, especially after the 
laic massacres at Alexandria, prevent them from following that course.

EARLY this morning my Ereneli colleague called upon me, and told me that he 
had received last night a telegram from M. de Ereycinet, informing him, on your 
Lordship’s authority,'that the Sultan would prefer not io be represented nor to tako 
part in the proposed Conference, but that he would have no objection to its meeting 
nor to its being held at Constantinople. lie added that he had just come from 
M. de Gicrs, to whom he had communicated the contents of this telegram. His 
Excellency had expressed himself much satisfied with the question of the Conference 
having been thus simplified, and had said that, if I should make a similar statement 
to him, he would at once send by telegraph an instruction to the Russian Charg’d 
d’Affaires at Constantinople to agree to the immediate meeting of' the Conference. 

I therefore called upon M. de Gicrs and told his Excellency that your Lordship 
had informed me, confidentially, that the Turkish Ambassador had stated to you that 
tho Sultan would prefer not to take part in, or be represented at, the Conference, but 
would give all the assurances that might be required. M. do Gicrs replied that this 
greatly simplified the question, and as lie was entirely persuaded of the expediency of 
the Conference, ho would telegraph at once to M. Onou, instructing him to agree to 
tho proposed Conference, and to take part in it when it should meet. His Excellency 
strongly expressed his opinion that not a moment should he lost, and that the 
Conference should meet as soon as possible. 

M. de Gicrs also informed mo that he had telegraphed to Paris and London with 
respect to the different wording of tho telegrams sent to my Ereneli colleague and 
myself, in the former of which the forty-eight hours were mentioned; that Prince 
Lobanow had telegraphed, on your Lordship’s authority, that Lord Frederick Hamilton 
had correctly conveyed tho contents of your Lordship’s telegram, and that at Paris 
explanations had been given which had removed (“aplani”) the difficulty.

11 is Highness said that as all the Powers were agreed, and as the Sultan preferred 
the Conference to meet without the participation of Turkey, some two or three days of 
telegraphic cross-firing from Foreign Office to Foreign Office might be saved in regard 
to the date of meeting, if it could he fixed at once. 

It was for the Powers who had proposed the Conference to propose also the day 
on which its labours wore to commence, and from a telegram just received from Prince 
llohenloho, the German Ambassador at Paris, he learnt that M. de Freycinet had 
suggested Thursday next, the 22nd instant, as a day convenient both to the Govern¬ 
ments of France and England. 

Under these circumstances, Prince Bismarck requested us to inform our respective 
Governments that Germany accepted the invitation of England and France to a Con¬ 
ference limited to the discussion of the Egyptian question to meet at Constantinople 
on Thursday next, the 22nd instant, and that he would instruct the German Repre¬ 
sentative at Constantinople accordingly.

AS I have already informed your Lordship by telegram, last night the Sultan 
sent his Private Secretary, Itcschid Bey, to me, for the purpose oi making certain 
confidential communications. As it took His Majesty a whole hour to convey to his 
emissary the purport of what he desired me to know, I have only been able to send 
your Lordship an imperfect outline of the message, which I propose in this despatch 
to transmit in full. 

After some very complimentary words in my own regard, the Sultan entered upon 
a review of the past relations of England and Turkey. When he came to the throne 
he was animated by a warm love for England; his confidence in the British Govern¬ 
ment was unbounded; and this feeling found its ultimate expression in the Cyprus 
Convention, when the two nations became like sisters, and England assumed the office 
of the guardian and the protector of Turkey. Subsequent events unfortunately had 
modified these intimate relations. Upon the character of those events His Majesty 
did not now care to dwell, but it could well he understood that they should have 
produced an estrangement upon his side. This estrangement had naturally provoked 
a corresponding feeling in the English Government, and this coldness upon the part of 
Great Britain had again reacted upon Turkey, and widened the breach. Evidences of 
this reciprocal unkindness had not been wanting, even since my own arrival at 
Constantinople. I had been instructed to press upon His Majesty certain internal 
reforms, which have been specified by the Treaty of Berlin. Various preoccupations 
had compelled him to postpone their consideration, and to defer for the moment 
compliance with our demands. This, again, was a circumstance which had probably 
not been without its elfeet upon the minds of Her Majesty’s Government. Then 
came the inexplicable alliance between England and France in reference to the ail airs 
of Egypt, an alliance which had resulted in a line of conduct on the part of the 
Western PoAvers which nis Majesty could not but feel had been incompatible with 
what Avas due to him, both as the Sovereign of that province and the person most 
interested in its peace andAvelfarc, That England should feel herself entitled to have 
a preponderating voice in the settlement of the Egyptian question A\*as a fact His 
Majesty had frequently acknOAvledgcd and perfectly understood. lie Avas eager to 
recognize it, luit he could not make the same admission in regard to the aggressive 
pretensions of the French Republic. Under these circumstances, it seemed to him 
that the only proper course of procedure was for England and Turkey to agree 
between themselves as to Avliat was best to be done. There Avould be no dilliculty in 
arriving at such an agreement, inasmuch as the interests of England and Turkey in 
Egypt Avere identic, and if once the tAA r o countries an ere of one mind, they would find 
themselves in a position to impose their Avill upon the other Powers. His Majesty 
Avas ready to admit that, although his recent alienation from England Avas natural and 
easy to be accounted for by the painful events of the last fow years, it avus uot a 
sentiment which need endure for all eternity. On the contrary, after all that had 
come and gone he could not but feel that there Avas no PoAver more interested in the 
preservation of Turkey than England, in the sincerity of whose friendship lie could 
more entirely confide, and avIiosc interests in the East so completely coincided Avitli 
his oAvn. Moved by these considerations, he Avas anxious and ready to enter into the 
most intimate and friendly understanding Avitli England in relation to all matters of 
mutual interest in the East, and especially Avitli regard to the Egyptian question. 

I replied that it was a very great satisfaction to me to learn that at last the; 
Sultan had apprehended Avhat Avere the character of the relations which ought 
naturally to exist bctAvcen tAvo such Powers as England and Turkey. Ever since my 
first arrival I had never ceased to impress this fact upon his Ministers, Avho, 1 Avas 
bound to admit, had all along appeared sufficiently alive to the force of my representa¬ 
tions. Nor, indeed, had I ever despaired of His Majesty’s eventually coming round to 
the same opinion. It AA T as natural enough that Ilis Majesty should regard the events 
which had resulted in the loss of a considerable section of territory from a different 
point of A'icA\' to that which had been accepted by the Powers at the Congress oi 
Berlin, hut although these questions had fora time generated an inevitable antagonism 
betAvecn the Porte and the Great Powers, including England, they had iioav happily 
received their solution, and had passed into the domain of history. With them had 
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happily disappeared those causes of irritation to which Ilis Majesty had referred as 
having caused his estrangement. On all the other points aaIucIi Avere likely to 
engage his attention in the future, he might safely count upon England as hisAvarmcst 
friend and coadjutor. Ilis Majesty had already assured me that the reform of the 
internal administration of his dominions Avas the subject nearest to his heart. In 
attaining his object he might count upon the sympathetic assistance of the British 
Government, Avhosc desire it Avas to see the Ottoman Empire prosperous, contented, 
powerful, and well-governed. With regard to our alliance Avitli the French nation, 
which appeared so much to exercise Ilis Majesty, it must be remembered that it Avas 
an alliance of very ancient date, that it had uoav endured with mutual advantage to 
the tAvo nations for a great number of years, and that it was a fact altogether outside 
and independent of Oriental polities. Nevertheless, Ilis Majesty must remember that, 
in spite of this alliance, in a famous despatch of your Lordship’s it had been plainly 
declared to the French Government that any attempt upon the part of France to 
encroach upon the territory of Tripoli would completely forfeit the friendship of 
England. As to our joint action in Egypt, it had been the A'ery reverse of prejudicial 
to His Majesty. Thanks io the spirit of moderation Avhich avc had infused into the 
concert avc had been able,, in spite of the provocations Avhich the tAvo Governments had 
received at the hands of the military faction, Avhich had taken possession of the 
Egyptian Administration, to induce M. de Froycinet's Cabinet to incur great risks in 
running counter to French popular opinion, and to agree to large concessions in the 
interests of Turkey. No one could read the French ncAVspapcrs or the French debates 
without seeing that, if left to herself, France Avould have been disposed to embark 
upon a far more aggressive line of conduct, and if she had uoav agreed to the dispatch 
of a Turkish Commissioner to Cairo, and even to more direct action upon the part of 
the Sultan, it had been at our instance, so that if the Sultan noAV found himself in so 
advantageous a position in reference to the Egyptian question, lie owed it to the respect 
which England all along had insisted should be paid to his sovereign rights. With 
regard to the Conference it Avas an arrangement in Avhich avc had been induced to 
acquiesce by anything hut a spirit of unfriendliness toAvards Turkey. On the contrary, 
it Avas the belief of the English Government that such a mode of dealing Avith the 
troubles Avliicli had arisen in Egypt was perfectly acceptable by the Porte, inasmuch as 
the majority of the PoAvers, with England at their head, would he benevolently disposed 
towards Turkey, and as the basis Avhich she had laid doAvn for the proposed * consulta¬ 
tions Avas entirely consonant Avitli the ends Avhich the Sultan himself had assured us he 
was desirous of attaining. In any event it Avas useless for me to enter into a dis¬ 
cussion upon that part of the question. My instructions Avere most imperative; all 
Europe AA r as unanimous in desiring the Conference, and it Avas evident that the 
abstention of Turkey would only lead to an arrangement Avhich Avould be still more 
distasteful to the Ottoman Government. 

Rescind Bey, in reply to these latter observations, proceeded to reiterate the 
objections to the Conference with Avhich he Avas charged by Ilis Imperial Majesty. 
He said it Avas inconceivable Iioav a Conference could take any useful action so long as 
Dervish Pasha Avas exercising his present functions. The Conference Avould of 
necessity bo imperfectly informed of Avhat Avas going on, and of the changing phases 
of the situation. Its recommendations Avould he cither impracticable or inopportune, 
and instead of strengthening Dervish Pasha’s hands, it Avould Avcakcn his influence, 
and deal a death blow to his prestige, as in place of appearing upon the scene as the 
Representative of the Commander of the Faithful, and as making knoAvn his Avishes to 
his Mussulman subjects, ho would have the air of a mere instrument in the hands of 
the foreign PoAvers. 

To this I replied that there was a good deal of force in the considerations thus 
brought forward by Ilis Majesty; and that I admitted that even if the Conference Avere 
sitting at the present moment, I did not see that it Avould be advisable that it should 
interfere in any Avay Avitli the action of Dervish Pasha, Avho must lie left to his own 
inspirations. But it must ho remembered that events such as those Avhich avc Avere 
discussing marched Avitli the utmost alacrity, and though it Avas uoav hopeful that 
Dervish Pasha Avould succeed, his success Avas very far from being completely assured. 
It was quite possible that some accidental fray might disappoint our expectations and 
precipitato a catastrophe in the presence of which the most vigorous and decisive 
action would have to be. concerted by all the PoAvers interested. Under these 
circumstances, it Avas of immenso importance that the machinery by which this 
concert could be arrived at shoidd be at once organized; but, speaking as a private 
individual, and no longer as the Representative of Her Majesty’s GoA r ernment, I might 
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admit that if once the Conference was constituted there was no necessity, as long as 
the action of Dervish Pasha was producing satisfactory results, that it should enter 
upon its deliberations. After a formal meeting it might very well adjourn until the 
outcome of what was going on in Egypt was completely decided, and that 1 would 
even talcc upon myself to suggest this mode of procedure to your .Lordship, it 
Rescind Bey would kindly submit to His Majesty’s consideration the views i had 

The formal part of Rescind Bey’s interview with me was here brought to a close, 
but he then entered into a confidential explanation of the origin and real nature ol the 
“demarche” he was commissioned to make. Ho said that lor some time past t le 
Sultan’s Ministers, and a considerable proportion of his private advisers at the ialace, 
had been impressing upon His Majesty’s mind the desirability of establishing more 
friendly relations with the English Government. That for a long time yielding to 
the influence of his less worthv courtiers, he had turned a deaf car to these salutary 
counsels, but that now, at last, he had begun to entertain misgivings as to t ie 
wisdom of his reserved attitude towards England, and that 1 was to regaid the 
overture which had now been made to me as altogether independent of the question ol 
the Conference or of anymore casual circumstance, but as having ret erencc to the 
permanent relations which his Majesty was anxious to inaugurate between the two 

Fcolin 0 * it desirable that we should know the exact state ol the Sultans mind in 
reference to the dispatch of Turkish troops to Egypt, I touched with extreme reserve 
upon this contingency. Rescind Bey informed me, in reply, that although at one 
time such an idea had been perfectly agreeable to Ilis Majesty, he bad lately begun 
to regard it villi moat aversion, for he had suddenly taken it into lus head that it had 
beensuggosted by the Powers with a perfidious intent of entrapping him into active 
hostilities with the 31 ahommodan population of Africa, and of thus destroying his 

prestige as Caliph amongst the Arabian nationalities. . 

I replied that such an absurd delusion upon the part of nis Majesty uas most 
unfortunate; that both the Sultan and the Porte had frequently expressed an 
opinion that if armed intervention were necessary it ought to lie conducted by 
Turkey, and that the violent way in which all the French newspapers bad cried out 
against the dispatch of Turkish troops to Egypt was a sufficient proof that i the 
Government of Franco could be brought to agree to such an expedient it uouhl not 
be from the motives which had been suggested, still less could it be suspected that ii 
England supported the idea she would do so from such childish and unpractical 
motives. 

In taking leave, Rescind Bey informed me that the Sultan was possessed, by an 
extreme desire to obtain an answer to this communication within as short a time as 
possible, and he even suggested that if I should receive a telegram Irom your Lordship 
to-morrow morning I should come with it at once to the Palace, where His majesty 
would give me some breakfast, t merely mention this iact in order to make jour 
Lordship understand the groat importance which the Sultan evidently attaches to lus 

message. • , , 

It remains for me to convoy to your Lordship the impression 1 have derived Irom 
the foregoing conversation as to the Sultan’s real motives and intentions m making 
the proposals which I have described. In considering any act or word which emanates 
from His Majesty we have to take into account the complicated, and even contra¬ 
dictory elements of liis character. As I have already more than once described to 
vour Lordship, Alnlul Hamid is a man of great intelligence, astuteness,. and finesse, 
if he had mcrelv to deal with Orientals, and with men and questions with which ho 
ivas familiar, and forces which he had had an opportunity ot measuring, he would 
probably he regarded as a ruler of great force ol character and ability. Unlor- 
tunatelv, the defects of his early education, his ignorance ot ibe world, and ot the 
machinery and elements of modern European politics, introduce into many of his 
combinations a certain strain of childishness and folly. The suspiciousness ol jus 
nature, moreover, is almost maniacal; he has no respect lor i ruth, and lus duplicity 
is unbounded. Taking these cricmnstanccs into account, I apprehend that lus 
main motive in addressing me in the manner described has been to break up the 
Anglo-French alliance, and to tempt us, by the docility of his attitude, into an 
agreement to settle the Egyptian question in a sense adverse to French interests 
and to the exclusion, to" such a degree as is possible, of the participation, 
of Franco in the future government of Egypt. . But side by side with this intention, 
I apprehend there has now conic to exist in his mind a painful conviction that the 


German alliance is not sufficient for his needs; that, in regard to many questions 
of vital importance to himself, Germany would lie both unable and unwilling to 
come to his rescue, and that, inasmuch as Turkey has got an enormous seaboard, 
and is exposed to aggression at the hands of all the Mediterranean Bowers, it will 
be to his advantage to possess a friend in a maritime nation whose interest it is to 
oppose the aggrandisement, at his expense, of any other naval Power. He has, 
probably, at last satisfied himself, thanks to the representations of some of those 
about him, that during the whole of the current Egyptian controversy, the attitude 
of England has been really very friendly and favourable to Turkey, and that in 
our jealousy of France he will find the best security for the maintenance of his 
own prestige and sovereign rights. It becomes, therefore, a question as to how- 
far Her Majesty’s Government may consider that they arc in a position to reciprocate 
in any practical manner the friendly mood of the Sultan. 

I cannot hut think that the present may prove a favourable opportunity for 
entering upon a ncw r and more advantageous phase in our relations with the Porte. 
At the same time, it is evident that our desire to act in concert with the views of 
France in reference to the -whole African question is perpetually bringing us into 
collision with the susceptibilities of the Sultan, and even with his legitimate preten¬ 
sions. I have been very much struck by the intense dislike w'liicli has been exhibited 
by so very a conciliatory and temperate a politician as the Marquis de Xoaillcs to any¬ 
thing which may exalt the credit of the Porte or of the Sultan in Egypt. He acqui¬ 
esced in the dispatch of a Turkish Commissioner with the greatest repugnance. He 
cannot allude with patience to the notion of the employment of Turkish troops. Even 
the idea of a Conference is distasteful to him. Only this morning the French First 
Secretary observed to me that perhaps Dervish Pasha might he only " too successful,” 
and this pregnant remark probably expresses what is felt by the majority of his 
countrymen. 

The promotion of the views thus indicated are clearly antagonistic to the policy of 
the Porte; and I should he very much afraid that as long as we are forced to travel 
along the same road as the French the intimate alliance preferred to us by the Porte 
could scarcely be maintained. I do not for a moment presume to hazard an opinion 
upon the degree to which avc are hound to acquiesce in the French view of the 
Egyptian, or rather of the African question. The value of the French alliance is, I 
am aware, a matter of far greater importance than any of the minor questions which 
arc now occupying our attention ; but if it compels us to continue a line of action which 
which will necessitate our placing ourselves in occasional antagonism to Turkey, 
I think it would he undesirable that wo should meet the present overture of the 
Sultan by unnecessarily effusive expressions of friendship and good-will, as, on the 
next occasion avc run counter to bis interests and prejudices, lie will, not unreasonably, 
consider himself to haA'c been both deceived and ill-treated. Should, however, Her 
Majesty’s Government sec a way ol' avoiding this undesirable contingency, it would he 
well, I think, to take the present overture of the Sultan as a departure.

Major Swaine to the Earl of Dufferin. 

My Lord, Constantinople, June 12, 1882. 

DERVISH PASHA, the Imperial Commissioner to Egypt, is reported to have 
stated that there are two army corps ready to he dispatched at once to Egypt should 
ho give the signal for tlicir departure. 

I am at a loss to know where these two corps arc. It is possible also that 
Dervish meant “ divisions ” when lie used the word “ corps,” hut in either case 
nothing is ready at present. 

A Turkish army corps on a war footing represents 3-1,000 infantry, 4,500 cavalry, 
and 9G guns.. If this number is doubled it gives 77,000 men and 192 guns, or, in 
other words, it would comprise about two-tliirds of the present strength of the 
Imperial army. 

It has been reported from Salonica that no less than 20,000 men have been 
discharged since the beginning of the year from the force, which up to lately -was 
acting under the orders of Dervish Pasha himself, and I understand that another 
20,000 have been discharged from llio corps in the other parts of the Empire. 

These discharges still continue; and the now levies, which in this command are 
seen drilling hy driblets in many parts of Stamboul and the Bosphorus, fall far short 
of the numbers sent to their homes. 

It therefore remains to he seen, whatever Dervish Pasha meant whon lie spoke of 
two corps, whence he would he able to draw a force of from 20,000 to 30,000 men 
without unnecessarily denuding those parts of troops. I conclude that ho could not 
well do with loss than that number ; and should the necessity for such an intervention 
arise, they should he in a sufficiently prepart'd state to reach their destination within 
eight days of Dervish’s signal. 

The nearest troops to Egypt are quartered in the Yemen, in Syria, and in Tripoli 
(Africa). 

Would Arab troops, such as those from the Yemen or from Syria, be emjdoyed 
on such a mission ? That is the first point. Were the ansAver to this question in the 
affirmative, it must further he remembered that iu the Yemen the army corps is made 
up partly locally and partly by criminals, who are sent down there to fill the ranks

Rogers Bey to Sir E. Malet. 

My dear Sir Edward, Alexandria, June G, 1882. 

WHEN I met you last Sunday you suggested that I should call at the Palace to 
ask whether the promised order had hccn sent to the President of our Commission. 

I uas unable to see either the Khedive or Kliairv Pasha, both being engaged, but 
as lari no Bey informed me that Kliairy Pasha had been instructed to write, I left 
with the conviction that the matter would he attended to. 

Lcstcrday I called on Omar Pasha South, Governor of Alexandria and President 
of the Commission, who informed me that he had received a letter from Kliairy 
Paslrn, and, at my suggestion, he convened a meeting of the Commission for 10 o’clock 
this morning. 

At this meeting Kliairy Pasha’s letter was read, the following being a translation 
of it:— 

“ To his Excellency the Governor of Alexandria. 

“ is necessary to know what has been done by the Commission appointed under 
your Presidency to inquire into the complaints against the Administration of the 
Custom-house, lou are there lore requested to furnish me with a clear Report upon 
what the Commission has done, and as to what has been revealed to it by its 
inquiries.” 

(Signed) “ Khaiey.” 

A member of the Commission was then appointed to go through the Minutes of 
the meetings with the Secretary, and to submit to us a project of answer to this 
letter, on the general basis that the Commission had instituted inquiries into all of 
th^ accusations brought forward against the Administration; that the eases were in 
various stages of elucidation when Mr. Caillard refused to give any further informa¬ 
tion ; and then to state in a concise form how far we had proceeded in each inquiry. 
Hus answer cannot he ready for two or three days. 

At this same meeting I laid on the table of the Commission the Report of the 
Sub-Commission on tbo subject of the receipts and expenditure of the Custom-house 
under Mr. Caillard’s Administration as compared with the native Administration 
previous to 1877. Some members of the Commission said this Report was unneces¬ 
sary and un-called for, and opposed all reference to it in the proces-verbal. M. Mazuc 
and myscli insisted that the Report should he laid on tlie table, and that its receipt 
he mentioned in the Minutes of the meeting. The President ruled that the Report of 
the Sub-Commission he received, and that its receipt he mentioned in the proces-verbal, 
hut that it could not ho read until a translation were made, and this was accordingly 
ordered. ° J 

Ibis Report is, to my mind, and in the opinion of M. Mazuc, and perhaps of one 
other member ol the Commission, the only important result of our labours, and the 
only point m the list of complaints upon which a serious inquiry was really necessary. 
M. Mazuc and myself were appointed as a Sub-Commission to examine the first 
point m louroungia’s accusation, namely, that there had been a very considerable 
ialliug-oir in the receipts and a considerable increase of expenditure since the Custom¬ 
house had been under European administration. 

D e were requested to make out our Report within a very limited time, and we 
made our calculations on the gross receipts, because the Custom-house could not, in. 







so short a time, furnish the details of expenditure. Our Report was translated from 
Trench to Arabic, and was read in both languages at a meeting of the Commission. 

Two of the nalive members expressed a doubt as to the accuracy of the hgures, 
and asked to he allowed to verify them by comparing them with the Arabic hooks m 
the Custom-house. This proposition was agreed to, and after a few days this second 
Sub-Commission presented a second Report, containing not merely the verification 
of the figures as suggested, but basing the calculation on diII crent principles, 
and examining the whole term of the European Administration from 18// to lbSl, 

inclusive. -i 

■When the first Sul)-Commission saw the tenour of the second Report, we 

ormosed it on the ground that we could not he expected, nor even allowed, to reopen 
the work of a former perfectly competent Commission, and insisting that, we were 
only justified in examining the receipts, and expenditure of the Administration under 
Mr. Cnillard, we be^an to draw up a eounter-Rcport. Just, before this u as finished, 
Mr. Caillard scut his protest, and refused to furnish any more information, whereupon 

the work of the Commission was suspended until further orders 

More than once I asked the President to allow us to present our Report hut lus 
Excellency argued that, after having announced the suspension o the work oi the 
Commission, we could not hold another meeting until we received further mstruc- 

Thus it was not till to-day that we had an opportunity of laying our Report before 

the Commission. , , c 

I hoped to he able to send you a copy of this Report, but as it is m the hands of 
the 1 ranslator 1 cannot do so for a few days. In the meantime I send you these 
particulars of our latest meeting, and hog that you will kindly inform Sir A. Colvin of 
the contents of this letter.

SINCE my despatch of Gtli ins'.ant nothing has occurred to disturb the public 

tranquillity. _ . . 

Dervish Pasha, the Imperial Commissioner, arrived hero m the Sultan s yaclit 
» Yzzedecn ” yesterday at 3 r.M. His Excellency had the intention to go at once to 
Cairo, and preparations had been made lor his escort to the railway station. On liis 
arrival, however, this intention was abandoned, and he decided to spend the night in 
the Palace of llas-el-Tin and go to Cairo by an early train this morning. 

In accordance with instructions I had received from you, I had arranged with 
M. Kleczkowsld, the Acting Ercncli Consul, to pay a. visit ol‘ compliment to his 
Excellency if he stayed here long enough. This wo did at about 7 confining 
ourselves strictly to presenting to his Excellency, on behalf of the Diplomatic Repie- 
sentatives of England and Prance, compliments and congratulations on the sale com¬ 
pletion of his voyage. . .. 

I hoard on good authority that Yacoub Pasha, Hie Special Envoy sent by the 
Minister of Mar, wished to accompany Zuliiear Pasha on board the “ Yzzedecn, but 
that Zulfiear Pasba positively declined to allow this, or to present him except in com¬ 
pany with other officers. 

On the morning of the 6th a large crowd ol Maltese came to this Consulate 
exclaiming that the soldiers at the Caracol near the Square had threatened to lcill all 
Christians, and had taken to their arms with that purpose. I told 1 hem that 1 nas 
sure there was no cause for alarm, and ordered them to go to their houses and their 
work, and to be most careful to take no notice of any threats, to avoid collecting in 
crowds. I was asked what they were to do if they were attacked, and 1 replied that 
in that case they might defend themselves. They then dispersed quietly.. I imme¬ 
diately drove to the Caracol in question, and found, as I expected, that nothing of any 
consequence had happened. A petty quarrel between a Greek and an Arab attracted 
a crowd, and which the police appear to have tried to disperse. In doing so they 
used more violence perhaps than was absolutely necessary, but no harm was done to 
any one. The incident is only worth mentioning as showing the excitement that 
prevails in the minds of the population generally. 

When Dervish Pasha was about to arrive, I sent Mr. Croghan, the Chief Constable 
of this Court, with my Maltese Janissary and Mr. Norrish, the Chief Clerk oi the 
Consulate, also of that nationality, round to the principal streets inhabited by Maltese 
British subjects, to beg them to take no notice of any demonstration by the Arabs or 
soldiers that might be made on the arrival of the Imperial Commissioner, as it was 
purely a local affair, which did not concern foreigners. This message seems to have 


had a good effect. 

This morning, as Mr. Croghan, my Chief Constable, was passing through the 
crowd which had collected in consequence of the passage of Dervish Pasha to the 
railway station, he and other Europeans were hustled and spat upon repeatedly by the 
Arab “ roughs,” men and boys, around him, and the police and soldiers made no 
effort to protect him. lie kept his temper and took no notice of it. On his reporting 
the circumstance to me, I sent Mr. Zananiri, my Dragoman, to the Prefect of Police 
to mention the fact, in order that measures might be taken to prevent conduct which 
was so likely to lead to a breach of the peace, and which at this moment might have 
very serious consequences. The Sub-Prefect, in the absence o! the Prefect, expressed 
liis regret for what had occurred, and sent for the ringleader of the crowd, who appears 
to have been known, with the expressed intention ol punishing him. 

I this morning received a telegram from Earl Granville, asking me, with a view 
to answering a question to be put in the House of Commons, whether any heavy guns 
had been put in position on the new earthworks in the harbour. 

After communicating by telephone w ith Admiral Sir B. Seymour, I replied to his 
Lordship by telegraph that guns had been placed in position, but that, though efforts 
had been made to reconnoitre, it was not possible to ascertain their calibre, as they 
were concealed by the works. 

I yesterday communicated confidentially to M. lvleczkowski, my Ercncli col¬ 
league/a detailed plan for self-defence by the European residents of Alexandria, in 
case of emergency, winch had been prepared by Lieutenant Bradford, R.N., iu concert 
with Lieutenant Marriott, It.M.A. This plan had been already generally approved by 
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an officer of the Greek Navy, named by M. Ptangabi, the Greek Agent and Consul- 
General, and by the Doyen of our Consular Body here, M. Bodlker, the Swedish 
Consul-General. If approved by the Drench authorities, it will be then shown in 
strict confidence to the other Consular Representatives, and the necessary arrange¬ 
ments entered into by which it can be put into execution at any moment, ii‘, unfortu¬ 
nately, it should be necessary. Every possible precaution has been, and will be, 
taken to avoid this scheme becoming known so as to create a panic.

IN the conversation with Count Ktilnoky, referred to in my preceding despatch, 
his language respecting the necessity of guarding against an attempt upon the part of 
tho_ Sultan to extend his authority in Egypt was all that your Lordship could 
desire. 

I had mentioned to him that Dervish Pasha had spoken to Sir E. Malet of some 
restrictions to be made of the Khedive’s privileges, and Count Kalnoky alluded to this 
to-day as affording additional reason for seeing that the status quo was not interfered 
with, and for obtaining from the Sultan a declaration to that etfect, such as proposed 
by Her Majesty’s Government. 

He evidently does not doubt that, if permitted, the Sultan will endeavour to 
obtain some advantage out of the present Egyptian complications, and he also fears 
that Her Majesty has such a conviction, that they cannot be settled without his 
interference, as may render him little disposed to act as a mandutaire of the 
Powers. 

Count Kalnoky, no doubt, was of opinion that the indisposition to admit any 
interference by the Sultan in the affairs of Egypt was persisted in too long, and has 
been greatly the cause of the very serious position into which matters have now got, 
and although be has been reticent in criticism on the proceedings of England and 
France, his opinion that a general European action would have been a safer course was 
not difficult to detect, and lie hailed with satisfaction a return to it, which he attributes 
entirely to Her Majesty’s Government, to wliose moderation and disinterestedness he does 
full justice. 

It can be hardly necessary for me to say that, on any point on which there is 
likely to be any great disagreement between England and Prance, Count Kalnoky’s 
views on the question in general agree so closely with those of Her Majesty's Govern¬ 
ment that his support may safely be relied upon.

[N yesterday’s sitting of the Chamber of Deputies M. Massari questioned the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs as to the condition of the Italian Consul and the Italian 
Residents at Alexandria. M. Maneini replied that the information received showed 
that the occurrences at Alexandria had been of a graver nature than lie had described 
them to be the other day. The Italian Consul and Vice-Consul had been lightly 
wounded, but had been saved by some guards from the fanatical fury of the mob. 
The Government, to be prepared for further dangers, had sent orders to the “ Castel- 
fidardo,” which had arrived at Alexandria on the 13th, and the “ Affondatorc ” had 
been sent to Port Said, and was ready to join her consort for the protection of the 
Italian Colony if necessary. Austria had also ordered an iron-clad to Alexandria. 
The latest advices stated that a relative calm was established, and no fresh riots had 
taken place. The Khedive and the Turkish Commissioner had gone in person to 
Alexandria. Ilence there was no occasion for a disembarkation of troops, which was 
also excluded from certain overtures made to-day by the English Cabinet in concert 
with France to Italy and the other Powers.

WITH reference to my preceding despatch No. 213 of to-day’s date, I must add 
that Count Ilatzfeldt, after going through the usual form of saying that he would not 
now speak any longer as the Foreign Secretary to tho British Ambassador, but 
privately and confidentially, as Ilatzfeldt to Ampthill, assured me that the French 
Government persisted in telling the German Government that to sanction Turkish 
intervention in Egypt would be to commit suicide, and that, in face of that declaration, 
Prince Bismarck could not in cold blood pass sentence of death on a friendly French 
Administration. Besides which, Prince Bismarck, by siding more Avitli one than the 
other Power, would be departing from the benevolcntly-neutral attitude lie Avislicd to 
preserve towards the Anglo-French alliance in regard to Egypt, Avliilst, on the other 
hand, he Avould gladly support both Avhencver they Avcrc cordially agreed. 

Prince Bismarck, however, he said, Avould never be a party to restricting tho 
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Sultan’s sovereign rights in regard to liis independent employment of troops for the 
ic- establishment of order in Egypt., and in his (Count Ilatzfeldt’s) opinion, the only 
possible settlement of the present difficulty was to let the Sultan settle it alone his 
own Avay, without interference on the part of tho Powers, and then to make Ilis 
Majesty responsible for the maintenance of order and of the status quo in Egypt. 

f he lurks, he said, had a Avay of their own of paeilying their co-religionists.

to every objection I raised. Count Ilatzfeldt replied by an assurance that ho and 
Dr. Busch knerv the Turks and the Sultan better than any one else, from the peculiar 
circumstances attending their long residence in tho East; that the German GoA'ern- 
ment had no other interests in the question but solely and absolutely those of general 
peace among nations; and that Prince Bismarck Avould he happy to AA'asli his hands 
of all Oriental questions, if he were not compelled by the institution of the European 
concert to support the Powers interested and concerned the moment they Avcre agreed 
amongst each other. Prince Bismarck had always believed from the A r ery beginning 
that a difference of opinion in regard to Egypt betAvecn France and England was 
inevitable, and his earnest Avish was not to foster such difficulties Avhen they sprang up 
by favouring one Government more than another; but, on the contrary, to contribute, 
as , av as Avas i' 1 his poAver, toAA r ards the continuance of the Anglo-French alliance, 
wdiich he had always welcomed as a guarantee of peace in Europe—thanks to the love 
of peace which animated England in particular. 

. ^ l0 Sultan, Count Ilatzfeldt said, Avcre a man capable of accepting Avcll-mcant 

advice, he would joyfully jump at the proposed Conference, but he Avas not—he 
was unberechenbar (“incalculable”)—and Avould resist friendly pressure by deceitful 
assurances, duplicity, and intrigue, Avhieli Avould baffle his best friends, and produce 
inextricable complications. 

At this very moment, Count Ilatzfeldt said, lie had received confidential informa¬ 
tion that the Sultan Avas making secret overtures to Lord DufTorin to separate England 
from .I ranee, and obtain English ships for the transport of Turkish troops; and he 
should not lie surprised to hear that the Sultan Avas playing a similar secret game with 
any ol the other foreign Representatives at Constantinople. 

Count Ilatzfeldt spoke on for some time in the same friendly, confidential, and, as 
he explained, strictly secret manner, illustrating his vioAVs Avith Avell-told anecdotes 
and more or less light pleasantries. 

I coidd not, hoAvever, retrain from an impression, that lie Avas paA r ing the way for 
S01 fi R . ul i lcx P cc ted action on the part of Prince Bismarck, aaIio may Avish to retrieve his 
political reputation, after the severe defeat his home policy has just sustained in the 
German Parliament, by some signal moral triumph in foreign policy, Avhieli would 
increase tho influence of Germany in Turkey, and extend it also to Egypt.

IN obedience to your Lordship’s instructions, I spoke to Prince Bismarck m the 
sense of your telegram No. 131 of the 18th instant, and pointed out, in the course of 
conversation, to his Highness that, sharing as he does the strong wish of Her Majesty’s 
Government to avoid grave complications, lie must fed that public opinion would not 
permanently acquiesce in arrangements for Egypt which would destroy the influence 
and credit of England and of Europe in the East. 

Prince Bismarck, after expressing his entire agreement with the views of Her 
Majesty’s Government, said that he felt the more strongly in the matter, since almost 
every Government commercially interested in the state ot Egypt and of the Suez Canal 
had privately appealed to him to try bis hand at conciliation. 

He had, in consequence, yielded to a private appeal ol the Khedive, which had 
also been privately supported by the Sultan, and had authorized Count Saurma, the 
German Consul-General at Cairo, to place himself at the disposal ol the Kliedi\c, and 
ascertain what could be done with the co-operation and support of his colleagues to 
conciliate the contending parties in Egypt, so as to avoid, if possible, further bloodshed 

and massacre. , 

In so doing he was acting merely the part of an “honest broker (“cm elirlichcr 
milkier ”), as on former occasions, and he hoped the PoAvers would instruct their 
Agents to lend their assistance and influence to their German colleague. 

He now learnt from Count Saurma that the first step proposed Avas the formation 
of a now Ministry under Jtagheb Pasha, a measure Avhicli both the Khedive and the 
Sultan had agreed to.

Dervish Pasha, acting under orders from Constantinople, is pressing the Khedive 
to return, at least for a few days, to Cairo when the Ministry has been formally 
appointed. His Highness is very unwilling to oppose the wishes of the Sultan, but, 
on the other hand, there arc many reasons which render it unadvisable. In Cairo his 
life will be in the greatest danger; his departure from Alexandria an ill undoubtedly 
revive the panic, Avhicli has noAV commenced somcAvhat to subside, and so few 
Europeans are now left in Cairo that his presence will give no confidence there. 

Sir Auckland Colvin has urged the Khedive to temporize as long as possible, and 
to explain to Dervish Pasha that public confidence will be rather diminished than 
increased by his return to Cairo.

Sir, “Invincible,” at Alexandria, June 12, 1882. 

I nAVE the honour to report, for the information of the Lords Commissioners 
of the Admiralty, that a disturbance, attended Avith considerable loss of life, occurred 
in Alexandria on the evening of Sunday, the lltli instant. Up to that time all had 
been quiet in this neighbourhood since Monday, the 5th (and CA'en before that date no 
disturbance had taken place). 

It began with a quarrel bctAvecn the Greek's and Arabs, and, before it was quelled 
by the Egyptian troops, the Arabs had attacked e\ T cry Christian they met, irrespective 
of nationality. The majority of Europeans who have fallen are Greeks, but I deeply 
regret to report that Mr. James Pilnvorth, Engineer of the “ Superb,” was killed, and 
Mr. Charles A. Cookson, C.B., Her Majesty’s Consul for Alexandria, severely Avounded, 
the latter while on his Avay to a meeting of the Consuls, summoned by the Governor. 
Two of my servants arc also missing, and I have but faint hopes for them. 

2. The disturbance had been going on for tAvo or three hours before garrison was 
got under arms ; the streets Averc then cleared with fair rapidity, and order maintained 
during the remainder of the night. 

_ 3. This morning the panic among the Maltese is indescribable, and it is not 
entirely confined to them. 

We have over 300 refugees on board the “Invincible,” and the same number on 
board the “Monarch,” the English steamers “Iris,” “Marengo,” “Bengal,” and 
“Diadem” are full of them, and I am now arranging to send those from Her 
Majesty’s ships to the Khcdivial steamers, a line managed entirely by Englishmen, as 
it is positively necessary that we should be prepared for eventualities in the ships 
under my command. 

4. The French arc not hampered in this Avay, and the Greek ships positively 
refuse to take their countrymen on board. 

5. The “Invincible” remains at her former moorings, the “Monarch” is in the 
outer harbour, and the. “ Superb ” is anchored outside the reel*. The rest of the 
squadron from Suda Bay remains at the rendczN'ous, 20 miles north-north-west of this 
port. 

The French iron-dads “La Galissonniere ” and “Alma” are with “Invincible,” 
and the “ Thetis” is near the “Monarch.” 

6. Early this afternoon I received the folloAving telegram from Her Majesty's 
Minister at Cairo J ‘ 

“ Viceroy says if men land from the ships, or the garrison apprehends hostile 
action, there Avill be a general conflagration throughout the country. The Represen 
tatives of the PoAvers are uoav going to Dervish Pasha to attempt to obtain a tempo¬ 
rary arrangement by which the security of the Christians may bo insured.” 

And a feAV hours later a second arrived, viz.:— 

“ At meeting taken place at the Palace. Present: the Khedive, Dervish Pasha 
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and Suite, also Clierif and Arabi Paslias, and Representatives of Germany, Austria, 
Italy, Russia, Prance, and myself. 

“ The object of our meeting was to receive an answer to the demands wlucli we 
had made to Dervish Pasha in the morning, that measures which should be satisfac¬ 
tory to us should at once be adopted to insure the safety of Europeans in Egypt. 

“ The following guarantees were given to us, and accepted: 

“ Arabi Pasha undertook to obey implicitly all orders given to him by the Khedive, 
and stated that he would stop all inflammatory preaching, meetings, and newspaper 
articles, and guaranteed the maintenance of public order by the troops. 

“ The Khedive undertook to issue orders immediately with the object of restoring 
public tranquillity. 

“ Dervish Pasha said that under the urgent circumstances of the case, he would 
assume joint responsibility with Arabi Pasha for the execution ol the orders of the 
Khedive.” 

7. A similar telegram to the latter has been received at the Consulate here, a 
copy of which will be published this evening to reassure the European population. 

8. At the urgent request of Mr. Cookson, who is unable to attend to business, I 
have ordered Commander llammill, of the “ Monarch,” to conduct the duties of the 
Consulate, with the assistance of Mr. Calvert, the Vice-Consul. 

9. The telephonic communication which I reported in my previous letter had 
been established between the “ Helicon” and the British Consulate has proved of the 
utmost value to me since the outbreak of this eineute, and inspired the English residents 
with a certain amount of confidence, as by its means I have been kept constantly 
aware of the state of affairs generally. In default of this ready means of communica¬ 
tion it would have been impossible for some hours to have gained any information 
from the town, except by special messengers at imminent risk of life. 

10. I would add, for their Lordships’ information, that at 2 r.M. to-day I sent the 
following telegram to Iter Majesty’s .Minister at Cairo, in reply to the first-mentioned 
message received from him:— 

“ Neither the Erencli Admiral nor myself have any idea of landing men, nor do 
wo intend making any hostile movement.” 

This was sent in consequence of a report having been circulated in Cairo, that the 
ships of war had their steam up and were preparing for action.

THE day before yesterday, in my telegram No. 9G and my despatch No. 594, I 
had the honour to report that M. de Prcycinct had said that he would take a short 
time to consider the proposal I conveyed to him on that day from your Lordship that 
the Prencli Government should agree with the Government of Her Majesty to ask in 
the Conference for Turkish troops in terms to be settled by the Ambassadors, so that 
satisfactory engagements were entered into for the maintenance of the status quo. 

M. de Prcycinct asked me this evening to transmit to your Lordship the following 
answer to your proposal:— 

ILo would, lie said, be disposed io instruct tlic Prencli Ambassador to concert with 
his colleagues as to the terms in u liicli should be formulated the measures suited to 
attain the object in view, which, briefly stated, is tbe rc-establislunent of the status 
quo. lie would be disposed further to give instructions to the Ambassador to the 
effect that if Turkish intervention were to take place, ho should come to an 
understanding with his colleagues on the terms proper to prevent all risk of this 
intervention degenerating abusively into an occupation prejudicial to the autonomy of 
Egypt. 

T observed to M. de Prcycinct tliat to me it appeared that tlic immediately urgent 
matter was to provide that such measures should lie taken concerning the massacre.at 
Alexandria as would prevent a repetition of such horrors, and would restore the prestige 
of the European Pom ers, which is absolutely necessary for the safety of their subjects 
in the East.

would have no objection to the admission of Spain.

DURING an interview I had with M. Mancini yesterday, his Excellency 
informed me that he had immediately telegraphed to Count Corti desiring him, if his 
colleagues had received similar instructions, to join in giving an assurance to the 
Sultan that no question outside that of Egypt would he treated by the Conference, and 
also in inviting the Sultan, when the Conference were assembled, to send troops to the 
Khedive for the purposes and upon the conditions specified in your Lordship’s telegram 
of the 13th instant, which I had communicated to him. 

His Excellency went on to observe, however, that it had occurred to him whether 
in the event of an urgent necessity arising for the presence of these troops in Egypt 
before the Conference could assemble, and in order to avoid the loss of time which 
would be entailed by discussing objectious which might possibly be raised by the 
Sultan as to being tied clown by conditions, it would not be sufficient if the Six Powers 
were to ask that the troops might bo sent for the general purpose of restoring llis 
Majesty’s and the Khedive’s authority, the suppression of the military rebellion, &c., 
wit'll tile distinct reserve, however, that the Conference would have to determine the 
duration and other conditions of the expedition. 

llis Excellency informed me that he had telegraphed in the above sense to the 
King's Representatives to the Great Powers, desiring them to submit it to the 
Governments to which they were accredited, not as a formal proposition, but simply 
as an idea for the appreciation of those Governments. 

In speaking of the proceedings of the Porte, which almost appeared to warrant 
the supposition that ihe policy of the Sultan was to bring things to such a pass that 
he Mould be asked to interfere, and then remain in Egypt, unfettered by any con¬ 
ditions, establishing his own direct authority in the place of the arrangements by 
which the position of Egypt had been guaranteed by the Treaty of 1810 and confirmed 
by other Treaties, as well as by the Sultan’s Eirmans. llis Excellency said that such 
a pretension was wholly inadmissible, and must be resisted by the united opposition of 
Europe.

THE Erench Charge d’Affaires, who, I regret to say, is suffering from a severe 
attack of fever, and is unable to leave the house, sent to me yesterday afternoon one 
of the Secretaries of the Embassy, M. Marcliand, to say that he had not yet received 
any instructions similar to those 1 had communicated to the Italian Government, and 
with which I had made the Marquis do Rcverseaux acquainted, respecting the limita- 
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lion of the Conference to the Egyptian question, and the imitation to be addressed to 
the Sultan by the Conference to send troops to Egypt; but lie had just received a 
telegram, M. Marcliand was directed to tell me, from M. dc Ercycinct, stating that he 
had agreed with your Lordship to request the Powers to join with England and Erance 
in informing the Porto that if it did not notify it s assent to the Conference within 
forty-eight hours, the Six Powers were determined to *' passer outre,” and to hold the 
Conference in some other capital without the participation of Turkey. 

This telegram, or the substance of it, was to be communicated to the Italian 
Government, with a request that they would send instructions in the sense desired to 
the Italian Ambassador at Constantinople. 

M. Marcliand was on his way to M. Mancini to make the communication, and he 
was good enough to call upon me, after having seen his Excellency, whom he found at 
the Chamber, to acquaint me with the result of the interview. 

His Excellency, I’undcrstood from M. Marcliand, before making any reply upon 
the subject immediately before him, expressed some surprise at not having heard 
anything from the Marquis de Rcverseaux relative to the communications which had 
been made to him by me two days before, as above alluded to, and on which he had 
been led to expect, he should also receive a communication from the Erench Govern¬ 
ment, and he asked whether the Marquis de Rcverseaux had not received similar 
instructions. M. Marcliand was obliged to confess that lie had not. 

M. Mancini then said that I had been with him only two hours before, and that I 
had said nothing to him on the new project now brought under his notice, and he 
commented upon the apparent want of concord between the two Governments. 

With regard to the present proposal, all his Excellency could say was that lie would 
immediately telegraph to Berlin, St. Petersburg!!, and Vienna, and that if those 
Cabinets were prepared to join England and Erance in calling collectively upon the 
Porte to notify its assent to the Conference within forty-eight hours, the Italian 
Government would do so likewise. 

His Excellency, however, added, I believe, some remark to the effect that at 
present the Turkish Ministry appeared favourable to the Conference, and that it was 
only the opposition of the Sultan which had to be overcome. lie was almost afraid 
lest the action now proposed might defeat the object for which it was suggested, and 
that a comminatory step of this nature might convert the Turkish Government also 
into being an adversary of the Conference. 

This morning I had the honour to receive your Lordship’s telegrams Nos. 126 and 
127, directing me to urge the Italian Government to agree to the immediate meeting 
of the Conference at Constantinople or elsewhere, with or without Turkey, and to 
send instructions accordingly to their Representative at Constantinople. 

I lost no time in acquainting M. Mancini with these instructions, informing him 
also that Her Majesty’s Government still think it would be preferable that the 
Conference should meet at Constantinople, even if the Porte docs not take part in it, 
for reasons of convenience and saving of time. 

I bogged his Excellency to let me know, as soon as possible, the reply I was to 
make to your Lordship on the part of the Italian Government, and shortly afterwards 
I received from him the following answer:— 

“ Co matin, sur uno communication de M. de Rcverseaux, peu differente de la 
ydtre, je me suis empresse de teldgrapbier a Berlin, Vienne, St. Pctersbourg, ct mcme 
a Lonclres a Mcnabrea.

I have informed M. de Rcverseaux of the instructions received from your Lord- 
ship this morning, and he tells mo that he has now received instructions similar to 
mine respecting the assurance to be given to the Sultan as to the limitation of the 
Conference to the affairs of Egypt, and to the invitation to be addressed by the 
Conference to the Sultan to send troops. lie will inform M. Mancini accordingly.

THE Representatives of the six Powers united to-day in turn upon the Minister 
for Eoreign Affairs. His Excellency told each Ambassador successively, in his own 
name and in the name of the Sultan, that he must repudiate, in the most categorical 
manner, the communication made by Musurus Pasha relative to the meeting of the 
Conference at Constantinople Avithout the participation of Turkey. 

His Excellency then said that the ucavs from Egypt had satisfied the Ottoman 
Government that the authority of the Khedive was again in the ascendant, that a new 
Ministry bad been formed under Ragbeb Paslia, that order bad been restored, and that 
the administration of the province had resumed its normal character. Under these 
circumstances the Porte did not consider that a Conference was either necessary or in 
accordance wiih its interests, and must therefore decline to enter into it. 

I replied that I Avas certain Her Majesty’s Government would not accept the 
foregoing view of the situation, that I Avas surprised that his Excellency should con¬ 
gratulate himself on the formation of a Ministry in which a person held the office of 
Secretary for War Avliom he himself had told me, a fortnight before, it Avas the inten¬ 
tion of the Sultan to banish as a criminal to the Soudan; that the arrangement "which 
had been patched up gave no guarantee for the future, and that I must continue to 
insist, on behalf of Her Majesty’s Government, on the necessity for a Conference. 

Ilis Excellency, after reiterating his former arguments, then referred to the 
question of sending troops, and observed that, for the same reason that a Conference 
was no longer necessary, the dispatch of troops to Egypt Avould be no longer 
justifiable. 

On taking leave, I observed that, considering the enormity of the interests which 
wc had at stake in Egypt, his Excellency must not be surprised if, in presence of the 
refusal of the Porte to enter into consideration with us, we, upon our part, should 
endeavour to safeguard those interests in -whatever Avay we might think desirable. 

His Excellency replied that, although they could not agree to a Conference, they 
would ho too glad to give the most attentive consideration to the individual counsels 
of England in regard to any matter connected with Egyptian aflairs. His 
Excellency made a corresponding intimation to my colleagues. Wc all agreed to 
note as a fact to he brought to the attention of our Governments that this was tho first, 
time the Porte had refused the Conference.

I replied that I was quite certain Her Majesty s Government would not accept 
the foregoing view of tlic situation in Egypt; that I was surprised that his Excellency 
should congratulate himself on the formation of a Ministry, of winch the principal 
member was a person whom he himself had told me a fortnight before it was the 
intention of the Sultan to banish as a criminal to tlic Soudan; that Ins Excellency 
knew as well as I did that, so far from Dervish Pasha’s mission having succeeded, lie 
had totally failed in liberating tlic Khedive from the domination ot the military 
faction which had usurped the Government; that it was futile to pretend that the now 
arrangement which had now been patched up afforded any guarantee for the 1 uturc; 
and that, under these circumstances, I must continue to insist, on behalf oi Her 
Majesty’s Government, on the necessity for the immediate assembly of the Conference. 

His Excellency, after reiterating his former arguments, then referred to the 
question of sending troops, and observed that for the same reason that a Conference 
was no longer necessary, the dispatch of Turkish troops to Alexandria was no longer 
justifiable. On taking leave I observed that, considering what wo had at stake m 
p> V pt his Excellency must not be surprised if, in presence of the refusal of the I ortc 
to enter into consultation with us, wo, upon our part, should endeavour to guard our 
interests in whatever way we might think most desirable. , 

His Excellency replied that although the Ottoman Government could not agree to 
a Conference, it would be too glad to give the most attentive consideration to the 
individual counsels of the European Governments in regard to any matter connected 

with Egyptian affairs. . „ , , , , , 

In reference to the foregoing observations, I have, m the first place, to state that 
I am unable to comprehend the incident involved in Musurus Pasha’s communication 
to your Lordship, which the Foreign Minister has declared to have been absolutely 
unauthorized. Before making this declaration his Excellency had no doubt commix, 
nicated with the Palace, for, when the Ministers first heard of it, they at once 
suspected that the Sultan might have sent an instruction to Ins Ambassador in London, 
of which they had been kept in ignorance. The Porte, however, is now convinced that 

this could not be the case. . . ,, , . 

Art in EfVcndi, the Under-Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, tells me that ho 
alone keeps the Sultan’s cypher, and that such a message, had it been transmitted, 
must have gone through him; but it is difficult to believe that the Sultan, to whose 
Palace there is attached a regular telegraphic establishment, should not possess a 

Foreign Office cypher. , 

From my previous despatches your Lordship will have perceived that, although 
from the outset the proposal of a Conference was regarded with disfavour at Constan¬ 
tinople up till yesterday it had never been absolutely refused (this being a point to 
which all my colleagues agreed yesterday to call the attention of their Governments), 
and that there have been various indications not merely that tho Sultan hesitated to 
come to a positive conclusion, but that more than once lie has shown an inclination to 
yield upon tho point. Indeed, your Lordship will remember that on the 17th instant 
the Foreign Minister expressed a personal opinion that the Council which was to bo 
held on the same night would result in His Majesty’s acquiescing in the Conference. 
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His question as to whether England would lend him transports, as well as various 
private indications made to me by persons in Ilis Majesty’s confidence, point to tlie 
same conclusion. It is possible, therefore, that when he was in this mood he did 
really instruct Musurus Pasha in the sense in which his Excellency spoke to your 
Lordship, but that circumstances having suddenly induced His Majesty to adopt an 
opposite line of conduct, he now gets out of the difficulty by simply disavowing his 
Ambassador. Indeed, he has given orders at the Porte that if Musurus Pasha ventures 
to persevere in his assertion he is to be at once dismissed. 

Be this as it may, it is still a matter of interest to inquire into the considerations 
which have induced the Porte, after a fortnight’s delay, at last to communicate to the 
Powers their formal refusal of a Conference. 

From the secret telegraphic despatches which I have submitted to your Lordship, 
you will have seen that the two currents of opinion which have all along been 
contending at the Palace for the mastery in regard to Egyptian affairs wore repre¬ 
sented in tlic mission to Cairo, Dervish Pasha having in charge, in his capacity of a 
great military dignitary, to vindicate the political sovereignty of the Sultan, while to 
Sheikh Ahmed Essad was intrusted the task of assorting Ilis Majesty’s religious 
supremacy as Caliph and Commander of the Faithful. It is evident, from the 
documents in question, that the Sultan at the outset stood to win on Dervish Pasha. 
Had Dervish Pasha succeeded in crushing Arabi and in re-establishing tlic undisputed 
authority of the Khedive, the Sultan would evidently have played a very brilliant 
part in the face of Europe and of his own subjects. The raison d'etre of the Conference 
would have disappeared and the licets would have been got rid of. Finding, however, 
that Dervish Pasha had completely failed in carrying out the high-handed policy he 
had been authorized to pursue; that Arabi Pasha, from being the mere chief of a 
military faction, had acquired, not only in Egjpt, but in the estimation of tlie Mussul¬ 
man world of Constantinople and elsewhere, the character and position of a champion 
of the rights of Islam against the aggression of the inlidcl Western Powers (one of 
whom was actually at war with Mussulmans in Tunis) ; and that all classes in Egypt, 
including the Bedouins, according to Dervish Pasha’s own admissions, were united in 
his support, the Sultan began to feel that, instead of extending his influence and 
prestige by the exhibition of force, be would come to be regarded as a traitor to the 
Faith if he and his army appeared upon the scene as the cruel coercors of a Mahorn- 
medan population in the interests of England and France, whose only object was to 
maintain a system under which a parcel of European officials were employed in sucking 
the life-blood of tlic province for their own benefit and for the benefit of sordid 
creditors, with whom it would be far more convenient to deal in the way adopted by 
Turkey than that imposed by the Control. Under these circumstances, the only 
escape from his difficulties was to abandon tlic policy of which Dervish kasha had 
been the exponent, and to fall back on the line of conduct recommended by Essad. 

With this view, be orders Dervish Pasha to place himself in communication with 
the Austrian and German Consuls, and, through their mediation, to patch up such a 
settlement as would enable him to meet our proposals for the Conference by tho 
assertions in reference to tho rcasecndency of the Khedive’s authority and the disap¬ 
pearance of all difficulties in Egypt which have been now made to us by the Minister 
for Foreign Affairs. 

[n forcing this view on the Western Powers, I cannot help suspecting that ho 
counts to some extent upon the support of Austria. For some time past I have had 
reason to suspect that Austria desired to play a part in the affairs of Egypt. She has 
recently sent there Baron Kosjek, a very able Agent, aud, although there has been 
nothing I could exactly lay hold of, I have been latterly conscious that she was not 
altogether quiescent at Cairo. 

I now observe that Count Kalnoky seems still unwilling to accept the Conference 
without the consent of Turkey. I have also noticed, as has my French colleague, a 
certain inclination, on the part of Count Corti, to speak of the present as not altogether 
delusive, which leads me to imagine that Italy also may bo unwilling to discredit an. 
arrangement of which she has been one of the authors.

THE Turkish Ambassador called upon me this morning, and said that he 
understood that I had stated, on his authority, that the Sultan was willing to agree to 
a Conference at Constantinople on Egyptian affairs without the participation of the 
Porte. His Excellency said that he had never had any intention of suggesting such 
an idea. 

I told Musurus Pasha that I had certainly derived from his language to 
Sir Charles Dilkc and myself the impression that the Sultan would prefer that the 
Conference should be held without the presence of a Turkish Representative, that the 
Plenipotentiaries of the Powers should address to the Porte such representations as 
they might think necessary, and that His Majesty would be prepared to give satisfac¬ 
tory assurances, 

I consulted Sir Charles Dilkc as to his recollection of the circumstances, and, 
later in the day, I communicated to Musurus Pasha our view as to what bad passed. 

Sir Charles Dilke’s recollection was that, at the Ercnch Embassy on the evening of 
Thursday, the 15th instant, Musurus Pasha took him aside and said: “We cannot 
agree to take part in a Conference about Egypt. If Conferences once begin to sit on 
Egypt, wo fear they will never end. But what does it matter to you ? Let your 
Ambassadors sit in Conference, and agree among themselves; let them tell us what 
they want, and we at once shall do it. The Sultan, as Sovereign, uill be asked to act 
by the European Conference, and lie will act.” Sir Charles Dilkc though! this state¬ 
ment so important that lie called mo aside to tell me of it, and that, on returning to 
the House of Commons immediately afterwards, lie told Mr. Gladstone, Lord Har¬ 
rington, and Mr. Chamberlain of what had passed. I observed that, after Sir Charles 
Dilkc had told me of the language held to him, I had myself spoken to Musurus 
Pasha, who told me that the Sultan objected to join the Conference, that he saw no 
necessity for it, and that Conferences had always ended unfavourably to Turkey. He 
suggested that Lord Duffcrin might communicate with the Porte as to what was 
required. To this I had replied that it was impossible for us to separate ourselves 
from the other Powers. 

Musurus Pasha had then asked why the Ambassadors should not formulate the 
demand for Turkish troops and the conditions on which they should be sent. The 
Porte, in return, woidd give satisfactory assurances. 

On a subsequent occasion, I continued, on Saturday, the 17th, his Excellency had 
told me that the great thing was that the communications should be made quietly, and 
that there should be no Protocols. 

To confirm my impression. Count Minister had told me that Musurus Pasha had 
held the same language to him on Thursday as lie had to me. In conclusion, I expressed 
my regret that any misunderstanding should have occurred. 

After hearing this statement, Musurus Pasha assured me that Sir Charles Dilke 
and I had entirely misapprehended him ; that his objection had been to a Conference, 
and not to the participation of the Porte, lie denied strongly that, in speaking to Sir 
Charles Dilke, he had suggested that the Ambassadors should meet “ in Conference 
and he made a statement in explanation of his views and of the suggestion which he 
had meant to offer. 

nis Excellency said that he had been constantly and strongly opposed to a 
Conference on Egyptian affairs. He had always declared that the Sultan would 
never consent to his action being considered as undertaken by mandate of the foreign 
Powers. He had said also that llis Majesty could not consent to Ids acts being 
recorded in the Protocols of a Conference. 

Musurus Pasha continued that when I had represented to him the urgent 
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necessity for the immediate dispatch of an Ottoman army to Egypt in order to 
maintain order and public security, and to procure the success of Dervish Pasha’s 
mission, he had replied that if the dispatch of an armed force was necessary, the 
Sublime Porte might send such force on its own initiative in its quality of sovereign 
Power, and without appearing as the mandatory of Europe. On my observing that 
this was inadmissible, as in this manner Turkey might end by making the conquest 
of Egypt, and that Europe must have an assurance as to the limits of the results to 
be attained by the dispatch of an Ottoman army, be had said, in reply, that the Porte 
might, if necessary, give these assurances in a Circular to be addressed to its 
Ambassadors, but that, in order to avoid subsequent discussions between the Turkish 
Government and the Powers, the Porte might come to a friendly understanding 
viva voce with Lord Dufferin on the principal points of the Circular. I bad remarked 
that it would be impossible for England alone to come to an understanding witli the 
Porte to the exclusion of the other Powers. Thereupon, said Muslims Pasha, ho had 
observed that this friendly vivd voce understanding might take place also between the 
Porte and the other Ambassadors. In this manner the European Powers would have 
in their hands the Circular of the Porte as a guarantee, not less clfective than that 
which could be secured by a Conference, while the machinery of Conference Pro¬ 
tocols and international discussions would be dispensed with. 

As to the convocation of a Conference at Constantinople without the participation 
of the Porte, Muslims Pasha again affirmed that the idea of such a method of pro- 
cedure had never occurred to him. 

I could only repeat to his Excellency my regret that there should have been a 
misunderstanding.

I HAVE asked Count Kalnoky what he proposes to do in face of the objection of 
the Porte to the Conference. 

He replied that he must now wait to sec what course it may be thought desirable 
to follow, as he had only consented to joining in the Conference on condition of the 
Sultan making no objection to it, as appeared from Musurus Pasha’s statement to your 
Lordship. 

As none of the other Turkish Ambassadors had held similar language, and the 
Ottoman Ambassador here being unable to confirm the statement of his London 
colleague he did not feel altogether satisfied on the point, be had directed Baron Calice 
to ascertain the truth, and the result was the disavowal of Musurus Pasha, which has 
been notified to all the Courts. 

I could perceive no sign of a disposition on the part of Count Kalnoky to modify 
the objection which lie has always felt to taking part in a Conference protested 
against by the Sultan, and I therefore asked him whether the Representatives at 
Constantinople might not be instructed to meet to confer on the steps to be taken with 
respect to the affairs of Egypt without being assembled in a recognized Conference. 

He said that he thought this might be done, but as the Sultan had now declared 
that he would not send his troops to Egypt, and could not be forced to do so if lie did 
not choose, lie did not exactly see what benefit was to be expected from any meeting 
of the Representatives; he hoped, moreover, from the latest accounts which he had 
received, that there were better hopes of order being shortly restored in Egypt. 

I said that if order was to be restored by leaving the Military party in possession 
of the power they had usurped, I did not believe that Her Majesty’s Government 
would be satisfied with an arrangement that was only a momentary patching up of the 
difficulty. 

Count Kalnoky admitted that it would be nothing more, but he asked what was 
to be done ? 

The Sultan could not be forced to send his troops if he did not choose to do so, 
and most of the Consuls were convinced that if European troops were sent it would be 
the signal for a general massacre of the foreigners, and although the political interests 
of Austria in Egypt were small, she must watch over the safety of her subjects. 

Altogether, I gathered from his Excellency’s language that he considers the 
safety of the Europeans the first thing to be insured, and believing that it would be 
very dangerously affected by the appearance of a European force, he would be likely 
strongly to oppose a proposal for sending one.

Excepting the National members, the rest, though Egyptians, are 
rather of the old Conservative Turkish than of any other party. The Khedive will 
send me the programme of the Ministry this evening.

With regard to the Ministers themselves, it is said that Ahmed Pasha Rashid 
holds very much the same views as Arabi Pasha. Little is known of Abdurrahman 
Bey Rushdi, hut he is believed to he inoffensive. Mahmoud Pasha Ealalii is the 
Astronomer of the Egyptian Government, and has hitherto taken little part in public 
affairs. What is known of him in an official capacity (he was, for example, a member 
of the Settlement and Survey Board instituted by Riaz Pasha) has shown him to he 
opinionated and impracticable. Hassan Pasha was Minister for the Wakfs in the last 
Government. Suleiman Abaza PaBha is a Deputy to the Chamber of Notables, and 
possesses much influence as a landed proprietor in Arabi Pasha’s ow r n province. He 
belongs to the National party. Ali Pasha Ibrahim was Minister of Public Instruction 
under Riaz Pasha, and has no strong political tendencies. 

With the exception of the adherents of Arabi whom I have specified, the 
Ministers, though Egyptians by race, belong rather to the old Turkish and Conserva¬ 
tive party than to any other.

I HAVE the honour to transmit to you a very important document which has 
fallen into my hands. It is a cypher telegram addressed by Sheilch Ahmed Essad to 
the Prime Minister, and to the First Private Secretary of the Sultan. Your Lord- 
ship will perceive that Effendi complains of the high-handed attitude assumed by 
Dervish Pasha in Egypt, which he says is directly contrary to the sentiments lie 
himself had manifested, and to the assurances which he had given in conformity with 
the wishes of the Sultan. He then goes on to say that his influence with Arabi Pasha 
has been thus destroyed, and that lie is regarded as a traitor by him and his partizans. 
He observes that it is very unwise on the part of Dervish not to have endeavoured to 
conciliate the military chiefs, inasmuch as they are supported by the whole population, 
and as Dervish has no military force at his back. As a consequence, there are already 
signs that the mission will be unsuccessful. He adds that he no longer knows what 
language to hold, as the policy of Dervish Pasha is in direct contradiction to the 
instructions he himself had received at Constantinople. He therefore asks for fresh 
orders. 

The foregoing important document Is an illustration of a characteristic of the Sultan 
to which I have frequently had occasion to draw the attention of your Lordship. The 
suspicious nature of His Majesty seems to render him incapable of giving his full 
confidence to any one single individual. He, therefore, always doubles one Agent 
by another, in the intention that each should be a spy upon his colleague; and, 
frequently, as in this instance, the secret mandate given to the one is in direct contra¬ 
diction to the official instructions of the other. 

It is also very significant that Ahmed Essad warns the Minister that he has sent a 
copy of his communication to the Sultan’s Private Secretary.

My Lord, Constantinople, June 14, 1882. 

I HAVE the honour to transmit to your Lordship a resume of some interesting 
telegrams, which have come into my possession, from Dervish Pasha to the Palace, 
dated from the 7th to the 10tli June. From these documents your Lordship will 
perceive that Dervish Pasha has been really doing his best to give a loyal support to 
the Khedive, and that he desires no better than to put down the faction of Arabi 
Pasha and the military officers. 

In the first telegram Dervish Pasha desires to make it appear that the dispute 
between the Khedive and Arabi Pasha originated in Arabi’s endeavouring to induce 
the Khedive to placo himself in antagonism to the Porte. He then admits that there 
is a strong local feeling in favour of Arabi, which, however, he flatters himself he 
has in a great measure succeeded in dissipating. 

He then recounts his interview, on the 8th June, with Arabi Pasha and his 
officers, at which he told them that he was authorized to arrest them if they did not 
mind what they were about. They replied that they were not unsupported, upon 
which Dervish Pasha observes he was in half a mind to make them prisoners on the 
spot; but that eventually he thought it more prudent to sec what the Sheikhs had to 
say. Accordingly, he then admitted to his presence these latter personages, but he 
says he found their notions altogether hostile to his policy. They told him that the 
Bedouins were entirely upon their side, that Arabi was quite in the right, and that 
they intended to massacre the Europeans if they did not leave the country. Having 
thus satisfied himself as to the hostile attitude of the Sheikhs, he telegraphed at once 
to the Palace, begging that preparations might be made to send him reinforcements, 
if they should be required. 

On the 9th June Dei’visli Pasha says that he arrested nine Sheikhs of position, 
and that he has succeeded in gaining over the Bedouins to his side, no then has an. 
interview" with the Great Council, but he finds that many of its members are deter¬ 
mined to oppose him. Upon this he tells them that he is prepared to take upon 
himself the direction of the Ministry of Wax', and ho informs them that the Sultan 
has instructed him to sec to the security of the Europeans. 

The Consuls-Gcncral came to see Dervish Pasha on the 9tli, and he reports 
that they are very well content with his arrangements, ne is now" persuaded that 
Arabi and his adherents are altogether hostile to him, and he says he is only waiting 
an opportunity of laying hands upon Arabi and sending him to Constantinople. 

On the 10th June some persons come to warn him that Arabi is organizing plots 
against him and against the Powers. Ho accordingly states that he has arrested the 
chiefs of these conspiracies, and that he is going to have them tried. 

Ho is also taking precautions against the Arabs in the neighbourhood of Cairo, 
wdiose conduct has become suspicious. 

Ho concludes by saying that the Imperial Government would do well to use every 
effort to attain the ends which the Powers have in view. 

The foregoing occurrences so dramatically described by Dervish Pasha, are in 
amusing contradiction to Sheikh Essad’s notion of the character of their joint mission. 
It is possible that the rude soldier and unscrupulous man of action lias, as Sheikh 
Essad complains, taken the conduct of the mission out of the hands of his more politic 
comrade more entirely than perhaps the Sultan intended, and that ho has acted rather 
in accordance with the official instructions ho received from the Porte than w r ith the 
secret recommendations by which they wore accompanied from the Palace; or, it may 
bo, that Sheikh Essad was merely attached to Dervish Pasha’s mission to be used at 
the Chief Commissioner’s discretion as a bait for enticing Arabi Pasha into the net.

My Lord, Constantinople, June 14,1882. 

J I HAVE the honour to inclose, for your Lordship’s information, a further 
telegraphic message, dated the 11th instant, from Dervish Pasha to the Porte, which 
has come into my possession. 

Dervish Pasha states in it that he has informed the Assembly of Notables that in 
future they will not be allowed to sit; that his mission is to consolidate the power of 
the Khedive, and, if necessary, to take into his own hands the Ministry of War. 

Dervish Pasha goes on to say that the Notables manifested displeasure at the 
foregoing declarations, and insisted upon the preservation of their existence as an 
Assembly. They then told him that they would never consent to the dismissal of 
Arabi, and began to tin-eaten him, upon which he ordered them out of the Chamber. 
He concludes that there is no compromise possible between the Khedive and Arabi 
and his colleagues. Under these circumstances the despatch of troops has become a 
necessity in order to assure the success of his mission.

The Earl of Dufferin to Earl Granville.—(Received June 21.) 

(No. 444 a. Very Confidential.) 

My Lord, Constantinople , June 14,1882. 

IN accordance with the wishes of the Sultan, I repaired to the Yildiz Kiosk 
immediately after the receipt yesterday of your Lordship’s telegrams Nos. 218 and 219 
of the 12tli instant. 

I repeated to His Majesty the substance of my previous observations to his 
Secretary, as contained in my telegrams Nos. 130 and 133 of the 11th instant. I 
informed him that he would sec from the Parliamentary papers which had already 
been published, and from those which were in course of publication, that, from the 
outset, your Lordship had been anxious that His Majesty should associate himself with 
the two Powers in their endeavours to discourage, by the presence of their ships at 
Alexandria, the military revolt which appeared to be imminent in Egypt. I went on 
to explain to him that so long as the Erench Government loyally and faithfully 
co-operated with us in maintaining His Majesty’s sovereign rights, the authority of 
the Khedive, the statu quo, and all the existing arrangements in Egypt, ho could not 
expect that we should separate ourselves from them and from the other Powers; that 
your Lordship fully appreciated the loyalty and good faith with which he was acting in 
Egypt through his Commissioner, Dervish Pasha; and that ho might rely upon us to 
offer the most strenuous resistance to any proposals which might tend to diminish his 
position in Egypt. 

I further repeated to Ilis Majesty, on your Lordship’s behalf, what I had already 
hinted as my personal opinion to iiis Secretary, viz., that if the safety ol‘ the Europeans 
was secured, and if Dervish Pasha appeared to be in a fair Avay of re-establishing the 
authority of the Khedive, there was no reason why the Conference, after it had been 
onco constituted, should not adjourn until the ultimate outcome of the Ottoman Com¬ 
missioner’s efforts should be ascertained. I further stated that I should be quite happy 
to give the most favourable consideration to any proposals which the Turkish Minister 
for Foreign Affairs might have to make to me, provided they were consistent with the 
principles which your Lordship had already enunciated, and which, indeed, were in 
accordance with the ends His Majesty himself was anxious to attain. 

The Sultan seemed extremely pleased by the tenour of my communication, no 
begged me to thank your Lordship for the kind expressions you had authorized me to 
convey to him; and he added that, as the interests of the two countries were identical, 
not only in Egypt, but in the Pcd Sea, there would be no difficulty in coming to an 
intimate and close understanding. He added that ho fully recognized that it was 
necessary whatever authority existed in Egypt, that it should possess the confidence of 
the British Government. 

His Majesty, however, continued to argue against the Conference, upon the 
grounds of the injury it would inflict upon the prestige of Dervish Pasha; but he 
eventually contented himself with saying that at all events his Government must 
consider the matter maturely before accepting our propostion. 

I then asked the Sultan (as a question coming entirely from myself, and in no way 
authorized by your Lordship) whether, if Dervish Pasha’s elforts proved manifestly 
unavailing, llis "Majesty would bo prepared, upon the invitation of the Powers, to send 
a certain number of troops to Egypt, lie replied—and he added that 1 might at once 
telegraph his answer—that it had always been his policy to adopt conciliatory measures; 
that hitherto this mode of procedure had succeeded, and that he hoped in this ease it 
was also destined to succeed; but lie allowed me to understand that in the last resort 
he would be prepared to send the necessary forces to Egypt. 

As your Lordship will have gathered from my previous correspondence, I have 
never had any doubt that there would be difficulty on this head. 1 knew that the 
Sultan had formerly caressed with pleasure the notion of such a contingency, though 
at that time he did not anticipate that his troops would meet with any serious opposi¬ 
tion. Since then it has become manifest that this might happen, and that if so, on the 
one hand, his prestige and popularity as the head and champion of Islam might be 
damaged both in Arabia and in Africa, and, on the other, that Arabi Bey or some 


other popular champion might be tempted to revive the tradition of an Egyptian 
Caliphate. Still his interest in asserting his supremacy as temporal Sovereign in 
Egypt is so direct and manifest, that ho is certain to be willing to run any risk rather 
than sacrifice the opportunity of asserting it. 

Having ascertained, from my previous conversation noth Rescind Bey, that the 
Sultan was ignorant of the correspondence which had passed between the English and 
French Governments during the discussion of the Tunisian questions, I took special 
pains to acquaint him with the decisive manner in which your Lordship had inter¬ 
dicted to the French any aggressive action along the Tripolitan frontier. This 
reference made a great impression upon His Majesty’s mind, and he begged me, with 
great earnestness, to thank your Lordship for your assistance on that occasion. 

After I had taken my leave, Rescind Bey followed me out of the room, and said 
that Ilis Majesty had told him to ask me, quite privately and confidentially, whether, 
in the event of Turkish reinforcements being required in Egypt, England would lend 
two or three transports. I said that I could not reply on the spot to the question, but 
that if Ilis Majesty was required to embark on such an expedition, the British Govern¬ 
ment I was sure would be glad to facilitate it. 

In making the foregoing communications, I thought it advisable to warn the 
Sultan that the instructions on which they were founded had left London before the 
news of the recent troubles in Alexandria was known. Ilis Majesty observed, in 
regard to these, that they did not appear to have a political character, and that when 
called upon the troops did not hesitate to obey the orders they had received. The 
strictest injunctions also had been laid on Dervish Pasha and the Khedive to bring the 
authors of the disturbances to justice. 

I then asked Ilis Majesty whether he really thought that Dervish Pasha was 
likely still to succeed in getting the better of Arabi Pasha and the military faction. 
The Sultan replied that ho thought lie would, and that he had other plans in his mind 
by which to reinforce his Commissioner’s efforts. 1 asked him whether he would 
deign to acquaint me with their character. Ho said he would communicate part of 
them to me then and part the next day. His Majesty then gave utterance to a 
number of meaningless phrases, which did not contain the vestige of a practical 
suggestion; and I do not expect that the subsequent revelations I have been 
promised (if ever they are made, which is doubtful) will be at all more precise or 
effectual. 

In conclusion, Ilis Majesty referred to a complaint which had been made by 
Dervish Pasha, to the effect that when ho had declined, at the instance of the European 
Consuls, to guarantee the safety of the Europeans, they declared that they would then 
appeal to Arabi Pasha. 

Ilis Majesty added that this reference to Arabi Pasha would have a bad effect, 
and that he trusted that Sir Edward Malct would give his entire confidence and do 
his best to act in concert with Dervish Pasha. 1 said I was quite certain that 
Sir Edward Malet desired no better than to do so; and I added that I hoped His 
Majesty would instruct Dervish Pasha to enter into equally friendly and confidential 
relations with the British Agent. 

The Sultan replied that lie would at onco give the strictest injunctions to his 
Excellency to that effect.

Extract from the Official Report of M. Mancini’s Speech on Egyptian Affairs, 

June 12, 1882. 

RIASSUMENDO le mie dichiarazioni, ben vede dunque la Camera, che il 
programma della nostra politica relativamente alia questiono d’Egitto b molto 
cliiaro e semplice. Escludere, con tutti i legittimi mezzi, 1’intervcnto armato e l’azione 
isolato di alcuiie Potenze. Custodirc il principio della compotenza del concerto 
Europeo per la risoluziono della questione Egiziana. Procedere in perfetto accordo 
con gli altri tre Gabinetti di Vienna, Berlino, e Pictroburgo, e per tal mezzo, anziclid 
respingere, attirarc in un’azione comune anclie quelli di Londra c di Parigi, c riuscire 
a eonseguire e niantcncrc un accordo fra tuttc le grandi Potenze Europeo e la Turchia 
per risolvere la questione anzidetta. Garantire l’Egitto per l’aweniro dai perieoli d’un 
rinnovamento dei presenti danni c disordini. Per la pratica esplicaziono di questo 
sistema, ovc sia noccssario, favorirc la riunionc di una Confcronza Europea, con uno 
scopo e mandate determinato, il quale dovrebbe csscrc, come piii volte b stato dicliiarato, 
il mantenimento dell’attualc eondizione politica dell’Egitto, con la sua indipondenza ed 
autonomia garantita dai Trattati o dai Eirmani, salvi i legami con la Porta che i 
medesimi Trattati c Eirmani stabiliscono: in altri tormini, tutelare ad un tempo 
Pindipendenza dcll’Egitto e i diritti del Sultano; restituirc al Kedivc il libero cscrcizio 
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della sovranita, cd al Sultano l’cfficacia della suprema autorita; tna altrcsl mantenere 
immuni da qualunquc offesa, e verso chiunque, la liberta garantita dai Trattati e dai 
Eirmani al popolo Egiziano, e le istituzioni nazionali, scioglicndole da profani legami 
con la militare violenza. 

Einalmcntc, sc un intervento armato potessc diveniro nocessario, preferiro ad ogni 
intervento stranicro, come il rninore dei rnali (pcrclid qualunquc intervento armato b 
sempre un danno), un invio temporanco di truppo Turchc in Egitto, nia previo accordo 
dellc Potenze col Sultano, per prcservarc da ogni poricolo Pindipendenza c l’autonomia 
del Viccrcame. 

Chiudero le mie parole con una considcrazione che a me sembra importantc: ed & 
clic cl leale disintcresse, con cui da molti mesi in questa vertenza Egiziana si b 
mantenuto un accordo costante, complete, perfettissimo fra i quattro Gabinetti, ed il 
contegno assunto al cospetto della loro concordia anclie dalle due Potenze Occidental^ 
che si associarono all’opera nostra pacificatrice, sono un bell’esempio, un felice 
esperimento, perelid dimostrano che anclie in occasione di altre gravi questioni 
d’intcressc Europe questo sistema pud csercitare una cfficacc e benefica influenza. 

Tanto piu desidcriamo che ora possa riuscire al suo scopo finale, per poterlo con- 
siderare come un buon augurio cd un licgno di pace e di conservazionc per l’avvenire 
di Europa.

I DAVE the honour to inform your Lordship that the French Charge d’Affaires 
lias received a telegram from M. de Ereycinet, stating that lie had heard from Lord 
Lyons that your Lordship had been informed that the Sultan had no objection to a 
Conference being held at Constantinople, but that ho would prefer its being held 
without his participation. 

The Charge d’Affaires is desired, in acquainting the Italian Government with this 
communication, to state that the suggestion has been accepted by the French Govern¬ 
ment, and also, as M. de Ereycinet is informed, by the German Government if no 
other Powers oppose it, and he is to express the hope that the Italian Government 
will give instructions to their Ambassador at Constantinople in the same sense. 

M. Marchand has accordingly been to M. Mancini to execute the instructions 
addressed to the Marquis de Reverscaux, and has just called to tell me that his 
Excellency has consented to instruct Count Corti to act in the sense desired on the 
condition of all his other colleagues having received similar directions. 

M. Mancini, however, informed M. Marchand that lie thought it would be very 
desirable to obtain from the Sultan some assurance before the meeting of the Con¬ 
ference that His Imperial Majesty would agree to the conditions which it might lay 
down relative to the duration, &c., of the military expedition. 

I regret that I inadvertently omitted to mention, both in my telegram No. 46 and 
despatch No. 204 of yesterday’s date, that I had informed M. Mancini confidentially 
that I thought Her Majesty’s Government had reason to believe that the Sultan 
would prefer the Conference without his participation, and that he would give all the 
assurance which might be required.

I HAVE ascertained from the Khedive the programme of the new Ministry. 
Though not yet officially communicated, it has been signed by him. Eirst, a general 
amnesty, except to those who have taken part or have been implicated in the events 
of the 11th June. Secondly, the Government of the country according to terms of 
Kliedivial Rescript of the 28th August, 1878. Thirdly, that no one shall bo punished 
except in virtue of and according to terms of law. Eourthly, that the conduct of 
foreign affairs should be exercised between Consuls-General and Eorcign Minister, 
and by no other functionary. 

My German, Russian, and Italian colleagues visited the Khedive this afternoon 
after the formation of the Ministry. My Austrian colleague is slightly indisposed. 
My German colleague rather peremptorily warned the Khedive to Avork loyally Avith 
his Ministry, and without arriere-pense'e, and asked whether no remonstrances had been 
made to Ilis Iligliness in regard to the composition of his personal staff, to which the 
Khedive replied in the negative.

WITH reference to my foregoing despatch, I lmrc the honour to furnish your 
Lordship a\ itli the heads of the Ministerial programme, which has been signed by the 
Khedive, although not yet officially communicated to the foreign Representatives. 

In the first place, the Khedive grants a general amnesty, from Avliich the persons 
implicated in the events of the 11th June are alone excluded. 

Secondly, the Government of the country is to be conducted according to the 
terms of the Kliedivial rescript of the 28th August, 1878. 

Thirdly, punishments shall be inflicted only in virtue of and in accordance Avitli 
the laAV ; and 

Eourthly, the Minister for Eoreign Affairs shall bo the sole functionary entrusted 
with the transaction of business with the Consuls-General. 

After the formation of the iicav Ministry, Ilis Highness the Khedive received the 
Agents and Consuls-General of Germany, Russia, and Italy, my Austrian colleague 
being slightly indisposed. 

The German Agent Avarncd His Highness, in rather peremptory language, that ho

Dervish has told Sultan that the idea 
of Halim Pasha must be abandoned, as no party or group in Egypt would listen to 
his name. His nighness says that Imperial Commissioner is still anxious to return 
for three or four days to Cairo with the Ministers, and His Highness does not Avisli to 
lei him go alone, for fear it should bo understood as indicating a difference between 
the Commissioner and himself.

THE Turkish Ambassador called upon me this afternoon and gave me the 
telegram from his Government of which I inclose a copy, repeating the objections of 
the Porte to a Conference in view of the improved state of affairs in Egypt. 

I told Musurus Pasha that I could not share in the opinions on which the 
reasoning of the Porto was based. Successive military demonstrations had taken 
place in Egypt, which had produced a most lamentable state of affairs, and taken 
away all feeling of security for the due observance of international duties and 
engagements. So long as the person remained in power who had instigated those 
demonstrations llierc was no guarantee for the maintenance of order, nor could any 
reliance be placed on his assurances. Her Majesty’s Government were still of opinion, 
therefore, that the Conference should meet without delay; but in the instructions 
which I was sending to Lord Duffcrin I had included a recommendation, though it 
was superfluous to do so, that in any proposal which he might make he should 
consider the dignity and the wishes of the Sultan, so far as these latter were in 
conformity with the practical objects which we had in view.

YOUR Excellency has already received instructions with regard to the meeting 
of the Conference, and you arc fully informed of all that has passed between Her 
Majesty’s Government and the other Powers. 

Your Excellency is acquainted with the reasons which have made the consideration 
of Egyptian affairs by a Conference necessary. 

The essential feature is that repeated military demonstrations have destroyed the 
authority of the Khedive, and removed all security for the engagements entered into, 
and rights assured by Firmans and Treaties. The authority of the Khedive should 
be supported and relieved from the dictation of the military party. 

For these reasons, the temporary arrangement which exists cannot be accepted as 
a solution. It furnishes no guarantee that the power which has been already exerted 
will not be exerted again, to the destruction of the order of things established by law 
and of the rights guaranteed to Europeans. 

His M ajesty has taken upon himself the responsibility attaching to his position 
by sending an Imperial Commissioner to Egypt. His Majesty must feel that further 
measures are necessary to enforce Lis authority. 

You will join with your French colleague in proposing, at the outset of the 
Conference, the signature of the Self-denying Protocol upon the terms of which 
the several Governments arc already agreed. 

You will also join with him in proposing that a request should be addressed to 
the Sultan to send an adequate Turkish force to Egypt for the restoration of order. 

You are aware of the conditions on which it is desired that these troops should 
be sent. In these conditions the French Government have concurred, but some 
objections have been raised by other Governments as to their being too stringent, 
which do not appear to be wholly without foundation. Her Majesty’s Government 
arc quite ready that you should concert with your colleagues upon these conditions, 
always providing that they arc sufficient to insure that satisfactory engagements should 
be entered into by the Porte to secure the due limitation of the object for which the 
troops are employed. 

If the Sultan should decline, the Conference will be invited to concert effective 
means for the re-establishment of legality and security in Egypt. So far as they can 
at present judge, this invitation will be to ask the Powers to provide or sanction a 
military intervention, other than Turkish, under their authority. 

Your Excellency will also take an opportunity of intimating to the Conference, 
but without asking' for any action on their part, that Her Majesty’s Government 
intend to require full reparation and satisfaction for the outrages on British subjects 
during the late disorders in Alexandria, and the insults offered to Her Majesty’s 
Consul and to officers in Her Majesty’s service. 

Jler Majesty’s Government have full confidence in yonr Excellency’s energy and 
discretion to carry out their views. They do not attach importance to particular 
forms, and are anxious, as much as possible, to consult the dignity and wishes of the 
Sultan ; but their desires arc concentrated on the necessity of obtaining the practical 
objects which they have in view.

ALTHOUGH the security of the Suez Canal is a subject in some respects 
distinct from what may be called the Egyption question proper, which is about to be 
discussed in the Conference at Constantinople, it is one which cannot be left out of 
si'dit in the consideration of the measures to be adopted. The treedom of navigation 
through the Canal is a matter of vital importance to this country. Rumours have 
for some time been afloat of its being threatened with obstruction either by the 
Military party in Egypt or by bands of roving Bedouins. 
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This is a danger which ought carefully to be guarded against. Her Majesty’s 
Government would be glad if the French Government would concert with them the 
measures which should be immediately taken for the protection of the Canal in case 
of necessity. 

I shall be obliged by your Excellency at once communicating with M. de Frey- 
cinet on the subject, adding that, in our opinion, the interchange of views between 
the two Governments should be of an absolutely confidential nature.

“The powers of the Control arc dual, viz., to assist at the Council of Ministers, 
and to make such inquiries as it thinks lit into the public services. In view of the 
overwhelming influence exercised by Arabi Pasha, the Control cannot at present 
usefully exercise either of these powers. It cannot in Council prevent decisions bcing^ 
taken of which it wholly disapproves, while the legitimate exercise of its right of 
inquiry, on the other hand, would lead to fresh conflicts. In these circumstances, the 
presence of the Control at the meetings of the Council will give much moral strength 
to the military party by seeming to sanction their pretensions, the. Control thus 
playing their game, and still further lowering its influence and prestige in the eyes of 
the Egyptians and the public.” 

Eor the above reasons, we think that the Controllers should certainly abstain from 
presenting themselves at Council, and confine themselves to such exercise of their 
powers of inquiry as circumstances allow and their discretion suggests.

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The Controllers observe that the attributions of the Control are two-fold: (1) to 
assist at the Council of Ministers, and (2) to institute such inquiries into the public 
service as it deems fit. 

The Control, however, in consequence of the preponderating influence of Arabi 
Pasha, cannot at present with advantage exercise either of these powers. In Council 
it cannot prevent decisions being taken of which it disapproves; wliile, on the other 
hand, the exercise of its right of inquiry is likely to lead to fresh conflicts. The 
Control, therefore, consider that their presence at the meetings of the Council of 
Ministers -will give great moral strength to the Military party, by playing that party’s 
game, while it still further lowers the influence and prestige of the Control in the eyes 
of the Egyptians and the public. 

Eor these reasons, M. Sienkicwiez and I arc of opinion that the Controllers should 
certainly abstain from attending the meetings of the Council of Ministers, and only 
confine themselves to such an exercise of their powers of inquiry as circumstances 
may allow and their discretion may suggest.

Sir, “ Invincible ,” at Alexandria, June 14, 1882. 

IN continuation of former correspondence, I have the honour to acquaint you 
that shortly after dark on Sunday, the lltli instant, the disturbance which broke out 
suddenly in the city of Alexandria on that afternoon, resulting in a melancholy loss 
of European life, was suppressed and the streets were lined by the Egyptian troops, 
who preserved order during the remainder of the night. 

2. I had sent the “Superb” from her anchorage off the lighthouse to that off 
the old Pharos Castle, as soon as I knew of the extent of the e'meute, with orders to 
Captain Ward to send her boats into the new port to bring off any persons socking 
refuge from the Consulate, which is within 150 yards from the beach on that side of 
the city, or elsewhere. Captain Molyncaux, of the “ Invincible,” was at this time in 
the Consulate, and in communication with me throughout the night hy means of the 
telephone, which fortunately had been laid to the “Helicon” some days before. 
Erom him I learnt that the Governor of Alexandria had been twice to the Consulate, 
and had stated to him that, as the troops were under the impression that we were 
about to disembark a force with hostile intentions, it was most desirable that the 
“ Superb ” should return to her former anchorage and recall her boats, the disturbance 
having ceased, and ho guaranteeing the safety of the Europeans. I therefore 
dispatched an order to this effect to Captain Ward, by the hands of an Egyptian 
officer who had brought me a letter from Captain Molyncaux, giving mo an account 
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of the state of affairs up to 1 a.m. The “ Superb ” aud her boats, which included 
the steam-cutter and dinghy of the “ Condor,” returned to her original anchorage 

shortly after daylight. . 

3. During Monday streams of refugees of all nationalities lccpt pouring oil to tiie 
ships in the harbour. The Commander (Briscoe), of the Peninsular and Oriental steamer 
“ Tanjore,” and Captain Blomfield, R.M., Director of the Port of Alexandria, were 
of the utmost service to me in making temporary arrangements for the reception of 
these people, of whom a large proportion were Maltese, but by sunset that evening 
there were over 300 on board each of the English iron-clads in the harbour, and fiom 
15 to 20 on board the “ Condor.” It was absolutely necessary to clear the mcn-of- 
war in readiness for eventualities, and I have consequently been obliged to take up a 
Khedivial mail-steamer, and the “Marengo,” an English steamer. 

4. During yesterday Ave obtained the bodies of the officer and men named m the 
margin,* ■which were conveyed to the <c Superb in the “ Bittern, and buiicd 

at sea* . , -» -j 

5. The custom-house remained closed all yesterday, business was suspended 
throughout the day, and it was impossible to saj what might arise. At 2-30 p.m. the 
Khedive and Dervish Pasha arrived from Cairo. In the evening I sent all the Maltese 
to the c< Marengo.” 

6. The state of affairs noiv existing here is of the most grave nature. The popu¬ 
lation, excited by the events of the 11th, is only kept in order by the presence of the 
troops, of whom there must be now over 10,000 in Alexandria and the forts. It they 
should get out of control, or if their officers should act in a hostile, manner towaids 
us, the consequences may be imagined with 30,000 Christians in the city and 

neighbourhood. ,, , ,, , ri . . , 

7. I have just learnt, through the Consulate, that the Khedive, m a piiA r ate 
audience with Sir A. Colvin, has admitted the complete failure of the Turkish Com¬ 
mission, and given his opinion that nothing but an armed intervention on the part of 
Turkey can uoav restore his authority. I am further informed that a large force of 
Bedouins, estimated at from 1,500 to 2,000, are outside the city, waiting to sack the 
town should a general rising occur. In the event of such, I should be better prepared 
with a large landing force if the “Superb,” “Tcmcraire,” and “Inflexible were at 
anchor off Pharos Castle, instead of cruizing at the rendezvous, 20 miles oil the port, 
but, acting on tlic advice of the Consul-General at Cairo, which lias been given liom 
time to time and again repeated in the following telegram, I feel it incumbent on my 
part to refrain from exhibiting any hostile intention, and I can only tiust that my 
forbearance in the precarious situation in which I am placed may not be attended with 
evil results. 

« Anything that ivould frighten native population or the soldiery of Alexandria 
into further excesses is unadvisable. I cannot very Avell form an opinion here as to 
what effect the anchoring of the ships would have, or the dangers which it is necessary 
to provide against. Viceroy and Doiwisli should bo consulted. Malei.

THE Italian Ambassador called upon mo this afternoon and asked me how 
matters stood as regards the Conference on Egyptian affairs. His Excellency said that 
Count Corti had been authorized to join if the other Powers did so. 

I said that I understood that all the Representatives had now received authority 
to take part in the Conference except the Austrian Ambassador. The Austrian 
Government had hesitated to join the Conference in face of the Sultan’s objections, but 
from the tone of the observations which Count Kalnoky had made to the Turkish 
Ambassador at Vienna, I hoped that Baron Calico would also receive instructions to 
join. 

General Mcnabrea then remarked that lie had seen a report of an intended public 
meeting, at which some Members of Parliament were to attend, in opposition to the 
idea of intervention in Egypt. 

I said that in England, as in Italy, individual Members of Parliament bad the 
right of expressing their opinions on matters of public policy, but that I had no reason 
to suppose that the course of the Government would bo affected by such a manifes¬ 
tation as he spoke of. 

General Mcnabrea then asked mo whether there was any truth in the report, 
which had been published in the newspapers, of an arrangement between England and. 
Turkey lor (he protection of the Suez Canal. 

I answered that it was not true; but, I added, that the maintenance of free 
navigation through the Canal was a matter of vital importance to England, and one 
to which we could not bo indifferent. 

Ilis Excellency observed that it was a matter in which all Europe was interested.

A QUESTION on tlie affairs of Egypt was put to M. de Frcycinet yesterday in 
the Chamber of Deputies by M. Casimir-Eerier, one of the Representatives of the 
Department of the Aube. 

I have the honour to inclose the authentic report of the proceedings given in the 
“ Journal Official ” this morning. 

M. Casimir-Pcrier expounded the particulars of his question in a speech of some 
length. lie inquired what were the instructions given to the French Plenipotentiaries 
in the Conference; what were the means which would be resorted to for the purpose 
of re-establisliing in Egypt order and the authority of the Khedive; whether the 
action of Franco and England would be combined, or whether, from the day of the 
convocation of the Conference, France and England would act separately from one 
another, each providing, as she might think proper, for the defence of her country¬ 
men. 

Lastly, M. Casimir-Perier asked what measures had been taken for the safety of 
Frenchmen in Egypt at the present moment, and he concluded by stating that he was 
convinced that when, having recovered her freedom of action, France, in accord with 
the other Western Powers, should resume her proper part in Egypt, the Chamber 
would not refuse the Government the means of meeting whatever contingencies might 
arise. 

This last statement was received with prolonged murmurs. 

M. de Freycinet nearly limited his answer to the instructions given to the French 
Plenipotentiary and to the general policy which France would advocate in the 
Conference. 

lie read the invitation from France and England to the other Powers, in which 
the basis of the Conference is set forth : he stated that the Powers had agreed to 
exclude every subject foreign to the affairs of Egypt properly so-called; he mentioned 
the Self-denying Protocol, and lie declared that the instructions to the French 
Plenipotentiary were simple and distinct. The Plenipotentiary was, he said, directed 
to discuss any measures which appeared suited to attain the object of maintaining, as 
regarded Egypt, the normal status quo, in which was included the situation guaranteed 
to the several Powers by their Treaties, and notably that so guaranteed to France and 
England. 

M. de Freycinet proceeded to explain that, by entering the Conference, France did 
not part with any portion of her independence, inasmuch as it was a principle of 
international law that questions were not decided by the majority in a Conference, 
and that decisions to be binding must be unanimous. 

Finally, M. de Freycinet begged the Deputies to be assured that the conduct and 
language of the Government would be in all respects in conformity with what the 
Chamber had a right to expect from those in whose hands were deposited the repre¬ 
sentation and the power of a great country like France.

Cette question me semblc d’autant plus motivee que, reccmment, a la suite 
d’dcliangcs d’opinions dans cette Cliambre, il est rcste assez difficile d’apcrcevoir la 
ligne de conduite qu’a suivic le Gouvcrnement Frangais, ct de prevoir quelle sera son 
attitude. 

Je n’en fais pas un grief a M. le President du Conseil, car e’est peut-etre aux 
circonstances qu’il a du obcir, mais e’est preciscment sur ces circonstanccs que nous 
voudrions etre eel a ires. 

En effet, a unc date trds rapprocliee dc nous, le 11 Mai, 1882, M. le President du 
Conseil, parlant pour la premiere fois sur l’cventualite d’un concert Europeen sc sub- 
stituant a unc action commune de la France et de l’Angletcrrc, s’exprimait ainsi:— 

“ Nous sommes preoccupes, et nous l’avons toujours etc, de deux choscs: en premier 
lieu, conserver a la France la situation particulierc, la situation privilegiee, justement 
privilegiee qu’elle a en Egyptc, l’influencc preponderante que lui out acquise les 
concours dc toute nature qu’clle a prodigues a ce pays.

Il me semblc que, dans cos conditions, il est d’autant plus facile a M. le President 
du Conseil dc s’expliquer, ct d’autant plus intercssant pour la Cliambre dc connaitrc a 
quelles resolutions il s’est arrete. Malgre la declaration du 11 Mai, 1882, il y a eu 
dans le pays un certain etonnement a voir le concert Europeen substitue a l’action 
commune des Puissances Occidentales dans une question qui, depuis un grand nombre 
d’annecs, a etc rdglec par lour accord et leur intervention. C’cst ce qui s’dtait passe 
sous le Ministdrc de M. Waddington; e’est ce qui avait 6te reconnu ct proclame au 
Congrds dc Berlin, oil la question Egyptienne avait etc oxpressement mise ii l’ecart.

I AM mlormcd tlint lion tlic question on Egyptian affairs was asked yesterday 
in the Chamber of Deputies by M. Casimir-Perier, and answered hy NE. de Ercycinct, 
the feeling manifested hy the great majority of the Douse was adverse to the 
Conference, hut still more adverse to any dispatch of Drench troops to Egypt. 

M- Casimir-Pcrier’s suggestion, that the Chamber would not refuse in certain 
contingencies the means of enabling Prance to play her proper part in Egypt, 
pio\oked long-continued murmurs; and M. dc Ercycinct, in order to obtain applause 
for the conventional, patriotic winding-up of his speech, was obliged to make it so 
vague and commonplace as to seem hardly serious. 

The present feeling in Erancc is not inaptly described hy M. John Lcmoinne, in 
an article inserted hy him some days ago in the “ Journal des Dehats 

“ Cc que nous deplorons avec amertume (lie said) ce n’est pas tant l’affaihlisse- 
ment de la Erancc dans lc mondc quo Paplatissement spontane ct safisfnit avec lequel 
Pesprit jmblic du pays accepte cctto situation nouvcllo dans notre liistoirc. Lc chef 
de^ notre Gonverncment a pu lire imprudent cn declarant a l’avanco qu’aucunc force 
militairc no serait debarquec en figypte et quo nous etions decides a accepter les 
decisions inconnuos d’unc Conference Europecnnc; ecs aveux depouilles d’artificc 
etaient peut-etre superflus. Mais nous, qui nc parlous que commo des ecrivains 
lihrcs, nous pouvons avouor notre humiliation ct reconnaitro que co langa^e cst 
parfaitement conforine a l’espi'it de la Chambve et du pays.” 

Such being the spirit ol the country at Ibis moment, it is perhaps not surprisin' 1 ’ 
that it should he confidently asserted in some quarters that there would ho actually 
serious military and financial difficulties in the way of sending French troops to 
Egypt at this time; that Tunis absorbs all the disposable forces. 

It must he remembered, however, that M. Gambctta was preparing a force for 
Egypt when he went out of office, and that it is probably the will more than the 
means that is really wanting now. 

Dow long this apathy on the part of the French people may last I do not pretend 
to say, nor am I at all prepared to affirm that it would continue if events should stir 
up the feeling of jealousy and suspicion towards England with regard to Egypt which 
seems never to he entirely appeased.

nr • E | ai 'J 9, mnvjll ° formed the Turkish Ambassador on the 17th instant that Her 
Majesty s Government considered that the Porte, as the sovereign Power, was respon¬ 
sible, in ultimate resort for the serious outrages and the loss of English life and 
property which had resulted from the riots, and that, considering the presence of 
Dervish Pasha m Egypt at the time as the Sultan’s Special Commissioner, Her 
Majesty s Government must hold the Porte to be bound to see that proper redress Avas 
made, and on the same day Her Majesty’s Agent and Consul-General in Egypt Avas 
instructed by telegraph to let it be _ clearly understood that the British Government 
Avould require full reparation and satisfaction lor the outrages committed durhw the 
recent disorders. ° 

On the 20th instant Lord Granville stated in the House of Lords that with regard 
to outrages on British subjects and loss of their lives or propertv, Her Majesty's 
Government had not to address other countries, but had a right to'judge tliomscRes 
what satisfaction or reparation they wanted; that Sir E. Mulct had been instructed 
to make it clearly understood that Her Majesty’s Government Avould require full 
reparation and satisfaction for the outrages committed during the late disorders at 
Alexandria; that notice Avould be given to all British subjects in Egypt to register at 
the Consulate the claims they might have to put forward, and a similar notice Avould 
be given to the relatives of those who had unfortunately been killed. 

, Mie instiuetions which Averc, as thus stated by Lord GranA’ille, addressed to Her 
Majesty s Agent and Consul-General, Averc as follows 

“ llcr Majesty’s Government intend, Avlien the proper moment arrives, to prefer 
a claim upon the Egyptian Government lor damages and losses sustained lry British 
subjects at Alexandria. 

“ Ta ^ such steps as may be necessary to call upon them to register their claims 
at the British Consulate, giving notice also to relatives of the killed of intention of 
Her Majesty s Government.” 

Her Majesty’s Ambassador at Constantinople has also been instructed to make an 
announcement to the Conference of the determination of Her Majesty’s Government 
in this matter. 

It is probable that numerous applications of the nature of the inclosed letters 
fioni Mi. J. lliehardson aivl Mr. !R. Dobson will bo addressed, to Her Majesty’s 
Secretary of State for Eoreign Affairs, and his Lordship directs me to state that lie 
proposes to reply to such communications in the terms of the first paragraph of the 
above-quoted instructions to Sir E. Malet, viz., that “ Her Majestv’s Government 
intend, Avlien the proper moment arrives, to prefer a claim upon the Egyptian Govern¬ 
ment for damages and losses sustained by British subjects at Alexandria duriiv the 
recent disorders.” ' ' ° 

. "Lordship proposes to insist on payment of money to the relatives of the eight 
Britisn subjects Avho Avcre killed and to those avIio Averc hurt, and of damages for the 
destruction of property, also on the execution of the guilty parties, and on a salute to 
the British flag at Alexandria and Cairo. 

Lord Granville is also disposed to demand compensation for loss to those avIio fled 
from Egypt to avoid violence; but, before taking any further action, his Lordship 
Avould be glad to be lavoured Avith your opinion at your earliest convenience as to the 
terms of the proposed reply to the letters of Mr. Richardson and Mr. Dobson, and also 
with any observations you may desire to offer generally on this letter.

I HAVE the honour to inform your Lordship that Rescind Roy, the Sultan’s 
private Secretary, was sent yesterday hy His Majesty to inform tlie Ambassadors tliat tbe 
Egyptian army and its officers bad taken an oath to obey tlie Sultan and the Khedive. 

Rescind Bey further made tlie following confidential communication to me, 
which lie prefaced hy observing that the Sultan’s great intelligence and many excel¬ 
lent qualities were accompanied by one peculiarity, namely, a tendency to intense 
suspicion. lie described His Majesty as eager to continue tlie overtures lie liad 
already made to'us, having been most favourably impressed by tlie language your 
Lordsliip authorized me to bold to him at my last audience. With this view the 
Sultan had requested him to put to me tlie following precise and categorical 
questions :— 

“ What arc tlie intentions of England towards Egypt in regard to tlie present ?” 

And— 

“ What are the views entertained hy Her Majesty’s Government with respect to 
Egypt as regards tlie future ?” 

If the English Government would frankly answer these two questions the Sultan 
would then state whether his views coincided with those of Her Majesty’s Government, 
and the most intimate alliance might he the result. 

I replied that I would put the questions in the categorical form required, because 
I should he very unwilling to give llis Majesty a false impression as to tho extent to 
which England might be prepared to meet bis advances. In tlie meantime, however, 
I could assure him that, both as regarded tlie present and future of Egypt, the 
English Government had but one aim and desire, namely, tlie preservation of tlie full 
integrity of tlie Sultan’s actual sovereign rights as defined by the Firmans; that we 
not only accepted the Sultan’s sovereignty in Egypt as a fact, but that wo regarded it 
Avitli benevolence, and that we recognized that the Egyptians, being a Mussulman 
people, it Avas just and desirable that they should be ruled by a Mahommcdan Poavoi*. 
As for ourselves, avc bad but tAvo interests in Egypt: the freedom of tlie Suez 
Canal, and such a satisfactory administration of Egyptian internal affairs as Avould 
preclude any foreign PoAver from finding an excuse to meddle Avitli them. 

Rescind Bey then made me the folloAviiig extraordinary proposal:— 

He said that His Majesty Avas possessed Avith the greatest fear and hatred of the 
French, that wliat he desired Avas to come to an understanding Avitli England about 
Egypt, to the exclusion of France, and that if avc would agree to this lie Avould be 
quite prepared to hand over to us tho exclusive control and administration of the 
country, reserving to himself only those rights of suzerainty which lie now possessed. 
In fact, Avliat he offered Avas an Egyptian Convention on the lines of the Cyprus 
Convent ion. 

I replied that if the Sultan Avcre to make over Egypt to us as a gift, Avitli all 
Europe consenting, I doubted Avliether the British Government Avould accept such a 
burthen and responsibility; that Avitli regard to the French, the Sultan must 
remember that our alliance Avitli them Avas a circumstance outside of the Egyptian 
question, and that inasmuch as tlie Egyptian programme to Avhicli the French liad 
consented to conform had been cheerfully acquiesced in by the Sultan, he must not 
consider England as less his friend because she joined Avitli France in carrying 
it out. 

Rescind Bey then referred to the unceasing endeavours of France to obtain a 
permanent ascendency in Egypt. 

I replied that that Avas a tendency of most nations similarly situated, but that, as 
it Avas as litile compatible either Avitli the interests of England as of Turkey that her 
ascendancy in Egypt should be illegitimately extended, Turkey might always count 
upon tin* assistance of England to hafile the indiscreet designs of over-ambitious 
French Agents. More than this I could not say. French policy in Egypt, I admitted, 
Avas probably unduly influenced by the necessities of the position assumed by Franco 
in Tunis, but with her wishes in that respect avc liad no concern, nor should avc 
defer to them for a moment if they tended to contravene the programme agreed upon, 
the principal points of Avliicli wore the maintenance of tlio Sultan’s existing rights and 
of the stains quo. 
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Rescind added that the Sultan begged me to come myself to the Palace with your

An endeavour upon the part of the Powers prematurely to coerce the 
Sultan to fulfil their bidding would he sure to cheek this growing reaction against the 
military faction, and His Majesty, thus suddenly forced to choose between Islam and 
subserviency to the Western Powers, might lie compelled to abandon his present 
endeavour to work, although in his own way, for the ends desired by England, and to 
throw in his lot with Arabi and the National party. 

I replied that 1 quite appreciated the difficulties of the Sultan’s position. On 
the other hand nearly 100 persons had been massacred, and some 20,000 Europeans 
had been driven suddenly out of the country, to the ruin of many of them; that the 
military taction could not he allowed to dominate the situation, and that it would he 
impossible to persuade public opinion in Prance and England, -which had been 
irritated in so many ways, to allow weeks and months to slip by while the Sultan Avas 
executing his occult designs. 

I then hinted to Rescind Bay, in a Avay lie could not misapprehend, that if the 
Sultan hesitated to send troops, the intention had been framed of resorting to an 
armed occupation of Egypt other than that of Turkey. 

This announcement made a great impression upon him, and I liaA r e no doubt 
he Avill do his best to induce the Sultan to render unnecessary such an umvelcomc 
alternative.

My Lord, Therapia, June 21, 1882. 

JUST as our first Conference was breaking up, Reschid Bey, the Secretary of the 
Sultan, Avas announced, as Avishing to see Count Corti. The object of his visit avus to 
communicate to Count Corti and to the other Ambassadors the fact that the Egyptian, 
army and its officers had taken a solemn oath of obedience to the Sultan and to the 
Khedive. 

After having acquainted all my colleagues in turn Avitli this intelligence, Reschid 
Bey called upon mo atid intimated that lie Avas charged AA r ith a confidential communi¬ 
cation from Ilis Majesty. 

Reschid Bey prefaced the delivery of his message by observing that, notwith¬ 
standing liis great intelligence and his many excellent and amiable qualities, the 
Sultan Avas possessed by a morbid tendency to suspicion. This tendency Avould in a 
great measure explain the meaning of two questions he had been commissioned to 
address to me. lie described Ilis Majesty as eager to persevere in the advances ho 
had already made to England, having been most favourably impressed by the 
language your Lordship had authorized me to hold to him at my last audience. But 
notwithstanding the assurances I had then given, Ilis Majesty Avas still haunted by- 
misgivings in our regard, and Avould often exclaim, in an audible soliloquy, “ If only 
I kncAV Avliat England really intended.” Impelled by this passion of distrust, Ilis 
Majesty had at last made up his mind to address to Her Majesty’s Government tAvo 
precise and categorical questions, which he begged me to transmit, Avitliout delay, to 
your Lordship. The first Avas : “ What are the intentions of England toAvards Egypt 
in regard to the present?” and the second : “What are the vieuvs entertained by llor 
Majesty’s GoA ernment Avitli respect to Egypt as regards the future ?” If your Lord- 
ship Avould answer these tivo questions the Sultan Avould then, bo in a position to 
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examine bow far his own interests and views coincided with those of Iter Majesty s 
Government, If they should not prove reconcilable he would frankly acquaint your 
Lordship with the fact; hut if, on the contrary, they appeared coincident, it would 
he his desire to enter into the most intimate and cordial alliance with England. 

I replied that I would certainly put the questions in the categorical form 
required, because [ should be most unwilling to give His Majesty a false impression 
as to the extent to which England might he prepared to meet his advances. In the 
meantime, however, I could assure him that both as regarded the present and the 
future of Egypt the British Government had hut one desire, namely, the preservation, 
in their full integrity, of the Sultan’s actual sovereign rights as defined by the .1*irmans, 
and the maintenance of the order of things established under them. We not only 
accepted the Sultan’s sovercigntv in Egypt as a laet, hut we regarded it with bene¬ 
volence. Wo recognized that the Egyptians, being a Mussulman_ people, it was 
desirable that they should be ruled by a Mahommedan Power. As for ourselves, we 
had but two interests in Egypt: the freedom of the Suez Canal, and.such a satisfac¬ 
tory administration of its internal affairs as would preclude any foreign Power from 
finding an excuse for meddling with them. 

Rescind Bey then proceeded to make me the following extraordinary proposal, 
lie said that Ilis Majesty was possessed by the greatest fear and hatred of the French; 
that he would never be reconciled to them, nor would be cease to oppose them by 
every means in his power ; that what ho desired, above all things, a\ as to come to an 
understanding with England about Egypt, to the exclusion ot I ranee. Ot course, lie 
would not conceal from me that, if it were possible, the Sultan would gladly acquire 
the same direct and unlimited control over Egypt as lie possesses over Syria or any 
other part of his Empire; but be knew that this was impossible. Nay, if only rid of 
the French, lie would be quite prepared to band over to us tin 1 exclusive control and 
administration of the whole of Egypt, reserving to himself only those modified rights 
of sovereignty which lie now possesses. In fact, what he oilered was an Egyptian 

Convention, on the lines of the Cyprus Convention. , 

I replied that if the Sultan were to make over Egypt to iis as a gilt in fee-simple 
with the approbation of all Europe, 1 doubted whether the British Government would 
accept such a burden of responsibility. We were already overweighted by the cares 
of our Empire, and (here was nothing to be gained by increasing them in the manner 
suo-o-ested, which had not been attained in a sutlieiontly satisfactory manner under the 
status quo. With regard to the French, the Sultan, 1 said, must remember what I had 
already told llis M ijesty, that our alliance with the French Ayas a circumstance outside 
of tlm Egyptian question, and in no Avay depended upon it; that inasmuch as the 
Eo'vptian programme, to Avliich the French had consented to conform, had been 
cheerfully acquiesced in by the Sultan, he must not consider England as less his 
friend because she joined with France in carrying it out. Moreover, 1 added, what 
faith or satisfaction would His Majesty find in the renewed alliance lie ua.s now 
inclined to enter upon with us if he learned that no Avere disposed to palter uith our 
engagements to another PoAver. 

lleschid Bey then referred to the increasing endeavours ot trance to obtain a 
permanent ascendency in Egypt. I replied that that Avas a tendency ol most nations 
similariv situated, that everyone know that French Agents were always disposed to bo 
'‘remnants;” but that the kind of prestige they avow* so anxious to acquire auis 
•■ enerally a \ r ery unsubstantial advantage. Moreover, the most scrupulous loyalty 
upon our part towards France did not in the least imply that \u» were prepared to 
countenance the undue ascendency of the French or of any other nation in Eg) pt . On 
the contrary, in that respect the interests of Turkey and ot England were identical, and 
the Ottoman Government might always count upon our co-operation to battle the 
illegitimate intrigues of every foreign Government, Avliether of France, of Italy, or ol 
Austria, to acquire an undue “ ingcrenee,” or an illegitimate footing in Egypt or 
Tripoli, or anywhere else in Turkey. More than this, liOAvevcr, I could not say. 
French policy 7 in Egypt might probably bo unduly influenced by 7 the necessities of the 
position unfortunately assumed by France in Tunis, but with her interests or wishes in 
this respect aa 7 c had no concern, nor should avc defer to them for a moment it they 
tended to contravene the programme agreed upon betAvcen us, the cliiel points ol 
Avhicli Avere the maintenance oi* the Sultan’s existing rights, and the firm and perma¬ 
nent establishment of the status quo. . . 

In revicAving the foregoing eom'crsation, I think avc must not take m a very 
serious li«ht the suggestion made by the Sultan’s emissary, that England should under- 
tnke the 'occupation and administration of Egypt. It must be accepted rather as an

evidence of the Sultan’s intense jealousy of French influence in that part of the world 
than of bis benevolence toAvnrds us. 

On the other band, it is not to be dismissed as altogether destitute of a serious 
character. Recent events have made the Sultan feel that he will never be able to 
shake off France’s bold on Egypt, and that France even incompletely and partially 
established there jeopardizes the Avholc of his African possessions, Avhercas if France 
were got rid of, the ascendency of England in the province, though in many respects 
undesirable, Avould not be so dangerous either to liis temporal sovereignty or to his 
spiriiual pretensions. 

Moreover, he probably imagines that if once, through the instrumentality of 
England, ho could expel France, subsequent opportunities might present themseh r es 
of minimizing or partially repudiating his present offer.

HAYING touched, during my recent conversation Avith Rescind Bey, on the 
question of the Sultan’s sending Turkish troops to Egypt, he told me that all the 
Ministers had been unanimously in favour of that measure ; that a “masbata” recom¬ 
mending it bad been sent to the Suit an some time ago; but that the Sultan himself 
had lately been most averse to the idea, as, indeed, Rescind Bey very frankly added, 
he Avas himself. Notwithstanding this, at my recent audience Rescind Bey Avcnt on to 
say llis Majesty had been greatly shaken in his opinion by the arguments I had 
submitted to him. Indeed, llis Majesty’s vieAV uoav Avas that troops should be sent as 
soon as Dervish Pasha had prepared the Avay for their arrival, so that they might be 
insinuated into the country Avitliout provoking a collision. It Avas tins change of 
opinion AA’hich had induced llis Majesty to ask me whether, in the CA'cnt of troops 
being sent, England Avould lend him transports. But, though uoav more inclined to 
an armed intervention in Egypt than lie had been a fortnight ago, provided if could 
bo effected Avithout bloodshed, the Sultan was extremely anxious that the Conference 
should not make any demand upon him in that sense, as lie Avould then have the 
appearance of having set on foot a military expedition for the subjection of Egypt at 
the dictation of Europe, which Avould render him hateful in the eyes of the Mussulman 
population. 

Under these circumstances Rescind Bey besought me most earnestly not to force 
the Sultan’s hand. His Majesty was acting loyally toAvards us through Dervish 
Pasha. Dervish Pasha had, indeed, been compelled at last to temporize Avith Arabi 
Pasba, because, in the present state of excitement in Avhicli ho found the Egyptian 
people it was impossible to do otherwise; but in the end he Avould acquire the 
necessary ascendancy, and Avould then make short Avork of him and of his colleagues. 
Arabi Pasha’s prestige Avas diminishing, and the adherents of the Khedive and the 
Sultan, both in the army and amongst the Notables, AA’ere acquiring strength. Any 
cndcaA r our on the part of the Powers prematurely to coerce the Sultan to fulfil their 
bidding Avould check this groAving leaction against the military faction, and llis 
Majesty, thus forced to choose between Islam and subserviency to the Western PoAvers, 
might be compelled to abandon his present endcaA r our to Avork, though in his oavu 
way, for the ends desired by England, and to tliroAV in bis lot Avith Arabi Pasha and 
the National party. 

I replied that I quite appreciated the difficulties of tho Sultan’s position, and that 
I was convinced that Dervish Pasha had been doing his best to obtain the mastery in 
Egypt. On the other hand, after a month’s trial, it Avas evident that bis mission had 
totally failed, and, in the meantime, thousands of Europeans had been suddenly driven 
out of the country, to the ruin of many of them and to the loss of all; and a horrible 
massacre had been perpetrated, from * the midst of Avliich many of the Consuls had 
barely escaped with their lives; that the military faction, avIio were responsible for 
these deplorable results, could not be alloAA r ed to dominate the situation; and that it 
Avould be impossible to persuade public opinion in Franco and England, Avliich had 
been irritated in so many ways, to alloAV Avceks and months to pass by Avliile the Sultan 
(N(M| * 7 B 




was endeavouring* to obtain liis end by bis present well-meaning but tortuous and 

occult devices. . 

I concluded by liinting to Rescind Bey, in a way winch lie could not mis¬ 
apprehend, that if the Sultan refused to help us to attain the objects proposed, and 
still hesitated to take the only effective step to vindicate the authority of his ltcpre- 
sentative, the intention had been already formed of securing our interests by resorting 
to an armed occupation of Egypt other than through the instrumentality of lurkey. 
This announcement made a great impression upon my interlocutor, and I have no 
doubt he will do his best to induce the Sultan to render unnecessary such an 
unwelcome alternative, unless, indeed, as perhaps there is reason to fear, liis Majesty 
is encouraged by some other Powers to persist in declaring that the formation of 
Regliib Pasha’s Ministry has resolved the Egyptian question.

nine Commissioners nominated by the Consuls of the European Powers, the Com¬ 
mission to be presided over by an Egyptian official. The Austrian Agent and Consul- 
General adverted to the matter the day before yesterday, but my Prcneli colleague and 
I declined to take any part in the Commission. We stated that the Ministry avcvo 
bound to take steps at once to discover and punish those avIio Averc responsible for Avhat 
lmd happened, but that avo should hold ourselves aloof from any inquiry instituted by 
the present Government. We at the same time reserved to ourselves the right to make 
inquiries for our oavu information. The views avo at present hold might perhaps be 
modified hereafter if the Government showed its sincerity by punishing those avIio had 
planned and promoted the disturbances. No further allusion has been made to the 
subject. 

NotAvithstanding the persistent rumours that some of the police officials haA r e been 
arrested, I believe that not a single police officer or subordinate has been removed 
from his post, or even suspended from his functions since the date of tlio 
disturbance.

Her Majesty’s 
Government entirely approve the language you held to Rcschid Roy when he made 
the communication to your Excellency on behalf of the Sultan. They desire that you 
should express in warm terms their thanks for the proof of the confidence which the 
Sultan has shown in this country by the offer he has made to hand over to England 
the exclusive control and administration of Egypt, reserving only those rights of 
suzerainty he now possesses, on condition that Her Majesty’s Government should eomo 
to an understanding with Turkey on the Egyptian question to the exclusion of 
France. Her Majesty’s Government trust that the confidence which the Sultan has 
thus evinced in the good faith of England will induce His Majesty to credit the 
absolute sincerity of the reply which they instruct your Excellency to make to his 
proposal. 

Her Majesty’s Government have no wish for any policy further than that which 
has been described in the Circular to the Powers of tin' lith February last as the 
basis proposed for discussion. They desire to sec the Sultan’s sovereignty maintained 
without any limitation excepting those which have been conceded by the Imperial 
Firmans. 

Their policy is wholly opposed to the preponderating influence of any single 
Power. 

Their answer to the Sultan’s question as to what are the intentions of England 
towards Egypt in regard to the present is that the wish of Her Majesty’s Government

xnents in order to insuro a restoration of order at Alexandria and to prevent a recur¬ 
rence of the late disturbances, and that should it be found expedient by those Poweis o 
land any forces at Alexandria for the protection of the lives and property of Europeans 
residing there, all foreigners, without distinction as to nationality, would receive equal 
protection, and that consequently the presence of Greek troops, without special appli¬ 
cation was to be made for them, would be rendered unnecessary.

Sir, — Cairo, June 14, 1882. 

THE panic created by the departure of the Khedive and of the Turkish Commissioner 
for Alexandria has become intensified by rumours spread about town to the effect that 
a large number of natives who had taken part in the recent tumult at Alexandria,had 
come to Cairo, that several of the principal agitators wore also here exciting the mob, 
and that some Europeans had been insulted and threatened during the last two 
evenings. 

In these circumstances I felt, bound to call upon the Prefect of Police, and to 
hold to him the following language :— 

“ The deplorable events that occurred at Alexandria last Sunday have naturally 
created a sense of insecurity among European residents, and led the Representatives 
of the foreign Powers to demand assurances for the maintenance of public order. 
His Highness the Khedive, in the presence of the Special Commissioner of His 
Imperial Majesty the Sultan, and with the co-operation of Arabi Pasha, has given 
assurances that public order shall not bo again disturbed, and with a view ot carrying 
into effect those assurances, the arrest, as I am informed, has been operated of a 
number of persons suspected of being of a turbulent disposition, and orders have been 
given that any attempt at disturbing the public peace shall be at once suppressed. 

“ I am informed, however, that over 100 persons who have participated in the 
riot at Alexandria have come to Cairo, that inflammatory speeches have been made by 
Abdullah Nedim, by Ibrahim Lakkfmi, by Ahmed-el-Onam, and by students of the 
Ascliar, that last evening and the evening before Europeans have been insulted and 
threatened by donkey-boys, carriage-drivers, and others, more especially near the 
western gate of the Ezbekieh Gardens, and that but for the prudence displayed by 
those Europeans quarrels would have ensued which might have led to serious 
consequences. I deem it my duty, with a view to facilitate your task, to bring 
these matters under your notice, and to request you to take active measures for 
removing these sources of danger to public security.” 

The Zabit answered that the persons mentioned as having come to Cairo are, he 
thinks, residents of this place, and that numerous arrests have been made of evil- 
disposed or suspected persons, some of whom have been sent to the army, while others 
are still in prison ; that lie is personally watching night and day over public security, 
and that most stringent orders have been given to carry into effect the assurances of 
the Khedive and of Arabi Baslia ; that he is issuing a notice in French and Arabic 
reassuring the public, and he trusted nothing would take place in Cairo. At the 
same time, lie ordered that near the particular spot I mentioned two policemen should 
be stationed with instructions to arrest any person whose language were calculated to 
incite to a breach of the peace, and he assured me that Arabi Pasha at his (the 
Prefect’s) request had already ordered Nedim to be careful and cautious in his 
speeches, and the Zabit added lie would have him arrested if he did not profit by the 
warning. He informed me, moreover, that he had got the Bedouins to leave Cairo, 
and that the arrest had been made of a young Moslem in the service of Yacoub 
Pasha Sabry, who, wearing European dress and hat, was overheard addressing natives 
in a manner that might incite them to a breach of the peace. 

[ answered that 1 was glad to be able to convey to you the assurances given by 
the Prefect of Police, and I added 1 felt convinced that, so long as Arabi Pasha and 
ho (the Prefect) are in earnest in preventing disturbances, none need be apprehended.

The notice above-mentioned has been actually published, and I send you herein a 
copy. I must say, however, that it has not in any way had a reassuring clTect, and I 
know that many families arc leaving Cairo to-morrow because it is generally felt that 
no confidence can be reposed in the man who, after stating to some of the Representa¬ 
tives of the Powers that order would not be disturbed in Upper and Lower Egypt and 
the Soudan, has not been able or willing to prevent the massacre at Alexandria. 

It has become known, moreover, lliat Arabi Pasha and his colleagues have 
resolved to offer resistance even to the Sultan’s troops, and I am credibly informed it 
has been said that while guaranteeing public security at present, he could not control 
the population and the army if any attempt were made to land troops at Alexandria, 
even the Sultan’s. This information has been indirectly corroborated by my Ercneli 
colleague, whom I had occasion to see this evening, and who said, “ Je ne peux pas 
dire ce qui pourrait arriver on cas d’unc intervention, Anglaisc par exemple, ou 
Turque.” These words, pronounced by M. Mongc, who has had exceptional facilities 
for observation, become very significant indeed when the recent attitude of the 
ordinarily quiet population of Cairo is borne in mind, together with the adverseness to 
Europeans lately displayed by the element at the Azliar. 

Everything-now tends to show that the quiet we arc enjoying is only temporary, 
and that the landing of any troops might be the signal of a general outbreak. In 
this state of things it seems to me that we would be incurring a very grave responsi¬ 
bility if, on hearing of the departure of any troops for Egypt, we did not warn our 
subjects of the great risks of personal danger to which a continued stay in the country 
might expose them.

Sir, Cairo, June 15, 1882. 

IN continuation of my despatch of yesterday’s date, I beg to. report that 
Mr. Roggicri, the clerk in charge of the Eastern Telegraph line, has informed me 
that he was sent for by the Italian Consul-General, who told him the following 
words, taken down verbatim :—“The time of illusions is past; public tranquillity lias 
been guaranteed for about fifteen days, and on the approach oi troops wo shall have a 
serious row. I advise you, therefore, to leave. Lou may tell this to -Mr. Gibbs, and 
use my name.” 

The American missionaries have been advised by the commander of the corvette 
to proceed to Alexandria, and they had to leave by the express train, ’five German 
school is closed, and the pastor leaving. 

M. Sienkiewicz has addressed a letter to the Deputy of the Nation, stating it i& 
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now impossible for him to answer for public tranquillity, and suggesting a momentary 
absence as the safest guarantee. 1 beg to inclose herein a copy of the letter in 
question. 

The population of Cairo is panic-stricken, and the exodus is general. A large 
number of shops arc closed. Many bakers, butchers, grocers, and victuallers have 
already left, and wc may shortly find ourselves unable to procure provisions. 

The Djellabs are assuming a threatening attitude, and have applied to several 
merchants with whom they ordinarily deal to have allowances on goods, agreed to 
months ago, refunded, while another (M. Bochorides) has been threatened that his 
name will be reported to llassan Moussa-el-Akkad. 

Mr. Beaman called to see Arabi to-day, but found him asleep. He has sent me 
a note, of which I inclose a copy, giving the substance of a conversation of a reassuring 
character which lie has bad with an officer.

An officer came out, lm\\ ever, and talked to 
me for about a quarter of an hour, lie pooh-poohed all danger, and said that the personal 
honour of Arabi, and of all his officers, himself among them, was engaged to keep tho 
public peace. 'Ihey said “ Bis selnmeh ” to any one who wauled to go, but there was 
no need lor it. Asking if 1 was going, he s .id'l was (piite right to stop, and lie would 
be security, if 4 liked, for me. fie said Europeans of good position had always been, 
liked, and ivcre so still. It. was only a number of lying, low-class scoundrels who 
tried to get up stories of probable massacres. Cairo had never been quieter than at 
this moment, and so on, and s f > on. 

Of course, I took all this talk for what it was worth, but he was very friendly, and 
evidently had no ill-feeling himself, and shook hands cordially with me w hen I left* 
asking mo to come again.

‘‘“"iSpolicc, on ils side, has given stringent orders with a view to prevent a 
disturbance of the peace, the Minister for War lias issued a reassuring manifesto, ol 


■which I inclose a manuscript copy, but nothing seems to be of any avail. The banks, 
the Eastern Telegraph, and other principal offices and places of business, are closed; 
goldsmiths and jewellers keep their ornamental and costly articles locked up in their 
iron safes, and I counted myself yesterday morning no less than ninety-two shops 
closed in the Mooskec as far as tlic Bank of Egypt, while the majority of the remaining 
shops had tlicir shutters up or were partially closed, evidently keeping ready to close 
at a moment’s notice. 

The attitude of the native population, taken as a whole, cannot be called threatening, 
hut it seems rather imprinted with sullenncss during the last few days. A few cases 
have come to my knowledge of natives having uttered threats to Europeans generally, 
and the parties, 1 hear, were immediately arrested. There cannot be any doubt, 
however, that at any given moment many elements, at present held in check, mav 
break loose and repeat here the hecatombs of Alexandria, and I feel I could not 
conscientiously recommend any European to remain in Cairo, more especially if an armed 
intervention were decided upon. I came to learn to-day from reliable native sources 
that persons who are not by their calling required to use knives were seen yesterday in 
the Bab-es-Sarujah quarter getting large-sized knives sharpened, and that it had been 
determined to set fire to the Darb-cl-Barabara quarter, where a number of Europeans 
reside. 

1 immediately informed the Prefect of Police, who gave orders in my presence 
with a view to avert the threatened danger. 

Similar feelings seem to prevail also in the villages. Mr. Murdoch, writing from 
Mansourah on the 15th instant, says “ a good deal of menacing language has been used 
in the Arab cafes lately, and, although no disturbance has yet taken place, some of 
the Arabs have shown a decidedly hostile attitude towards Europeans, and arc very 
disrespectful in their manners, &c. llis Excellency Chakir Pasha, Moudir, has done 
his best to maintain order and make his subordinates fully realize their responsibility 
in the event of any disturbance.” 

Of another despatch of Mr. Murdoch’s I beg to inclose a copy, inasmuch as it 
reverts to the subject, and gives the result of deliberations at a meeting of Consular 
Agents respecting the present state of the district. 

The Acting Consular Agent at Zagazig addresses to mo a similar Report, of which 
I inclose a translation, and asks to be relieved of his duties in view of the danger to 
which lie feels his life is exposed. 

We hear this evening that a cypher telegram was received by Arabi Pasha 
informing him that 10,000 troops had left Constantinople for Egypt, to which he is 
reported to have answered that they would be resisted both at Alexandria and at 
Cairo. The oifect produced by this news may be easily imagined.

Mr. Murdoch to Vice-Consul Borg. 

Sir, Mansourah, June 16, 1882. 

THE meeting of Consular officials at tlic Italian Consular Agency Avas merely 
for the purpose of sending a deputation to his Excellency Clvakir Pasha, the Mudir, 
requesting him to cause the Sheikhs of villages in the immediate vicinity of 
Mansourah to form a cordon of watchmen in order to prevent any person entering or 
leaA r ing the town in the night-time. 

As several instances of Europeans having been insulted by donkey-boys and 
others had occurred, a more strict Avatch Avas requested to be kept OA r er that class of 
persons. 

A shop in the neAV street, kept by a native avIio sold Aveapons, such as knives, 
guns, pistols, &c\, and Avho Avas doing a large business, keeping open till midnight AA T as 
considered dangerous, and the Moudir to be requested to either close this shop, or else 
place such restrictions on the sale of these weapons as to limit the sale as much as 
possible. 

The deputation accordingly Availed on the Moudir, and the suggestions of the 
Consular authorities Avcre very favourably entertained, and he promised faithfully to 
carry them out. All expressed their approval of the efficient and energetic measures 
which had been already adopted by his Excellency for the maintenance of public 
order and security. 

I have received a number of inventories from British subjects who have left their 
shops, houses, &e., without anyone in charge, and they have been deposited in the 
archives, and I aAvait your instructions regarding them. I have declined to verify 
them or othenvise regard them other than ordinary deposited documents, and have 
declined any responsibility in connection Avith them pending your instructions, which 
I noAV most anxiously await. 

The departure of Europeans continues, and there arc iioav very fcAV left in the 
toAvn, and to-day a general panic has prevailed. 

The Arabs arc becoming most insolent in their behaviour to Europeans, and 
instances of open insult in the street arc frequent. 

Please inform me whether I ought to advise the local authorities regarding the 
property left by British subjects or not. 

All Anglo-Indian subjects A\bo have not been registered this year I have refused 
to recognize as entitled to British protection. Am I right in this ?

(Translation.) 

Sir, Zagazig, June 16, 1882. 

I ABSTAINED until iioav from giving you any news of our village, as there 
was none of importance. In these days, however, I think the moment has come to 
draAV a little of your attention. 

After the panic at Cairo the day before yesterday, a crowd of Europeans from the 
capital on their AVay to Port Said have created the alarm in our \illage. Yesterday 
and to-day the emigration from here Avas immense [.shj. The few A\dto remain 
are preparing for the most nart to leave after the news recehed by the Mansourah 
train ; it Avas said that an Arab had tired a revolver at a Greek priest. 

Setting aside these facts, J beg to inform you that a person worthy of credence 
told me in confidence that a native soldier told his servant (also a native) that Arab! 
Pasha had given orders to the troops to sharpen their swords, and in continuation 
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of his word ho drew his savoixI and tried it on bis nail. I cannot say whether the 
soldier told the truth, but the person told me in confidence it Avas true. True or not, 
however, I feel it my duty to report the matter. 

We arc sorry to remark the ascendency Avhieb tbc native element has acquired in 
these days over the European ; he is not deterred from speaking plainly. This evening 
annoying words were uttered to my address. Here is the fact. I Avas passing on 
horseback, accompanied by my servant through one of the streets in the village; 
a carter behind me called out loudly to his companion, “Abou Amcr! hero arc those 
that remain ” (“ adi illi fadiloom ”). I feigned not to hear. He repeated the words 
some ten times, laughing Avith his companion. 

Similar facts lia\'c occurcd also to others; in one case, a nath'e seeing effects 
being taken aAvay, shouted out in the middle of the street, “ May God not let them 
come back.” 

Li substance these facts arc not grave, but such things had not occurred before, 
and it is only since yesterday that they are taking place. 

I avail myself of the opportunity to ask av hot her it would not be possible to 
intrust the Agency to the Erench Consular Agent. Speaking frankly, I cannot 
think that, the Consulate should sacrifice me here for some tAventy subjects, for the 
most part of the loAvest class, Avho are unable to go aAvay. I have a family that calls 
me, interests to protect, anil my life to save. You can judge that Are, Agents or 
Acting Agents in the interior, arc more in danger than the greatest Ambassador. We 
may be butchered and cut to pieces before avc lia\'c time to report anything to our 
superiors. You may rest assured that if Avhat occurred at Alexandria had taken place 
hero, no European Avould have remained alive. We have a garrison, but Avhat could 
it do against the mob ? In a word, T must, frankly say that our stay here becomes 
very critical; not only our subjects, but all the Europeans fear that they arc in 
danger. Such as can go aAvay; and only those remain Avho cannot pay their passage. 
I hope, therefore, you will make allowance for my position, ubieh becomes dan¬ 
gerous. 

I ask for my resignation, and I suggest that M. Dr. Aubonne, Erench Consular 
Agent, should replace me. As lie has no family, he told me he would accept, and 
remain here to the last moment. I trust, therefore, that my application Avill be 
granted, and, thanking you beforehand, I remain, &c.

Sir, Cairo, June 18, 1882. 

"MR. JUDGE LAW in formed mo to-day that his Austro-Hungarian colleague at 
the Reform Tribunal, M. Jvouzmitz, acting under the advice of his Consul, is leaving 
Cairo to-day, and that yesterday the Commercial sitting could not be held OAving to 
the departure from Cairo of the Commercial Assessors. The natives interested in the 
cases before the Tribunal, on learning that no sitting could be bold, became very 
violent in their language, and seemed to be prepared to make a rush upon the Bench. 
Order, hoArcver, notwithstanding their riotous conduct, was soon restored. 

At noon to-day the Austrian Consul posted a Notice (translation inclosed), inviting 
his subjects and proteges to appear at the Chancery in forty-eight hours. I have 
ascertained that this Avas done Avith the object of giving free passages to such persons 
as huA'e not the means to Icua'c Cairo. During the last tA\ r o days the measure had been 
carried out by the Austro-Hungarian Benevolent Society, but it is iioav taken up by 
the Consular authority. 

This step lias greatly contributed to increase the terror of the remaining 
Europeans. 

Arabi Pasha attended this morning the distribution of prizes at the Italian 
Schools, and made a speech upon the unh r ersal brotherhood of mankind, and concluded 
by reassuring his listeners as regards order and tranquillity in Cairo, 'flic effect of 
this speech, if favourable, Avas soon neutralized, lioAvever, by the publication of the 
Austrian Notice, above mentioned.

Mr. Carr to Vice-Consul Borg. 

Sir, Birlcct-es-Sab, June 13, 1882. 

SINCE the late disturbance in Alexandria, there is a most acute feeling of 
insecurity and fear among the remaining European residents in the villages. The 
exodus is uoav general, and the panic complete. 

Many families, acting upon my advice, have remained up to the present, but fear 
of personal violence seems noAv to take precedence of every other consideration, and if 
the present state of fear and uncertainty continues many days longer the A r illages will 
be entirely depopulated of Europeans. Under these circumstances, I beg to suggest 
that you furnish me at your discretion during the present crisis Avith instructions to 
guide, me in ansAvering inquiries from Europeans of diverse nationalities, which, I 
submit, I ought to be enabled to do in the present state of the country. 

Erom what I can gather, the fear of the remaining European residents is in a 
great measure caused by daily threats of violoucc from loAV-class natives. This feeling 
has now become so general among the Greeks that, as a precaution, they appoint 
nightly places of meeting where an armed AA r atch is kept during the night. Of course 
these measures are avoII known to the natives, and tend to increase the present state of 
alarm and insecurity. I may remark that the Coptic residents, including Government 
employes, appear to have even a more intense fear than the Greeks of a so-called 
fanatical rising for the purpose of plunder. 

My own experience in this district sIioavs me that the principal native land-oAvncrs 
deeply deplore the present state of the country, and arc not at all particular in their 
choice of invectives against those avIio have caused the present ruinous state of 
affairs. 

I have taken the liberty to forward a copy of this despatch to Her Majesty’s 
Consul and Judge at Alexandria.

na ' Tire abnormal times in which we arc living in Egypt have created a difficult 
situation, which has been intensified, no doubt, by the events that occurred at 
Alexandria last Sunday. Those events have made it imperative upon the Representa- 
tives of foreign Powers to demand assurances for the maintenance of order, and 
assurances have been given by Ilis Ilighness the Khedive in the presence of the High 
Commissioner of the Sultan, and with the co-operation of his Excellency Arabi Pasha, 
that order would not be again disturbed. Prom what I observe in Cairo, I have reason 
to think that measures arc taken effectively to carry out those assurances, and I do 
not, therefore, apprehend any immediate danger to the European community. 

I do not, however, feel justified in influencing any person whose observations 
might tend to induce a contrary opinion, to follow my own personal views, and I "would 
therefore advise that everyone* should be guided in his determination by local circum¬ 
stances and feeling. 

This despatch must be regarded, of course, as expressing my own views m the 
matter, and I am sending a copy of it, together with a copy of yours under acknow¬ 
ledgment, to Sir Edward Malct, with a request that he should instruct me by telegram 
if, in his opinion, a different answer should be given.

Alexandria, June 1G, 1882. 

IN my last despatch of the 8th instant I had the honour to inform you in general 
terms that*a plan for the self-defence by Europeans of this city had been approved by 
the Commanders-in-chief of the British and French Squadrons, and also by the Com¬ 
modore of the Greek Squadron. This plan was on the 9th communicated by the 
Swedish Consul-General to the Italian and Austrian Consuls with a view to securing 
their co-operation. They, however, declined that responsibility u itliont the autTlion y 
of their Consuls-General at Cairo. It was, therefore, arranged that Mr. Bodtker should 
go to Cairo the next day, the 10th, and confer with you and his colleagues. L ie result, 
of that conference was communicated to me m your telegram of Sunday, the 11th, 
received at about 1 i\M., copy of which I inclose. Only hall-an-hour alter 1 was 
summoned by the local police to the quarter of the Caraeol el Labban police Station), 
where a disturbance had broken out between the Arab population and some, Maltese 
in the neighbourhood. 1 went with the Governor and the Sub-Lretect of lolicc to 
the scene of disturbance, and thought -we had succeeded in calming the tumult, in the 
course of which I was struck with a stone. L returned to this Consulate about 
‘VfiO and immediately went out again on finding a messenger waiting to summon 
me with all the other Consuls to a meeting at the Caraeol of Labban. I jumped into 
a carriage with a janissary, Ibrahim Aga. in uniform, and drove across the Square down 
the broad Rue des Soeurs. At the further end o! this stands a Caraeol, to winch we 
had been summoned. I observed marks of recent conflict m the street, and groups of 
excited Arabs, armed with sticks, moving about. On approaching an open space 
where four more roads meet, about 90 yards short of the Caraeol, I was assailed lust of 
all with stones, then struck at from behind by sticks. A\ .thout arms or any other 
means of defence I stood up and looked round on my assailants w ith folded arms. I or 


a moment this seemed to have good effect. Hut a tall Arab ran behind the carriage, 
and, loudly shouting, felled me to the ground nith a long and heavy quarter-staff 
(“nabut”). When I recovered myself, I was lying surrounded by a number of 
persons, some of them standing over me and trying to protect me, and others striking 
at me with sticks. One hand l saw brandishing a long knife or chopper. 1 was then 
lifted up and assisted to the Caraeol, from which the guard of soldiers did not move a 
step to protect me as I approached streaming a\ ith blood and pursued by howling 
Arabs, striking at me with sticks. 1 describe what, happened to me somewhat in detail. 
My excuse must be that it is a fair example of the nature of the attacks made that 
afternoon on hundreds of other Europeans as unoffending as myself. The only 
remarkable feature in my case a\ as that I escaped with my life ; how,* I can hardly say 
now. It was, no doubt, mainly owing to the brave assistance rendered me by my 
deliverers, among whom was an Arab officer. My janissary was thrown from the 
carriage,.and had his leg severely hurl. 

I was brought home from the Caraeol about 5‘30 f.m. Mr. Calvert immediately 
took temporary charge of this Consulate. His despatch to you of the 12th instant 
will have informed you of what took place up to <t a.m. on the 12th. 

Admiral Sir F. Beauchamp Seymour had lent Captain Molyncux, of Her 
Majesty’s ship “ Invincible,” to assist Mr. Vice-Consul Calvert, and lie remained here 
during the night of Sunday until 11 \.si. the next day, when we were deprived of his 
very valuable services, in spite of a strong remonstrance on my part, as I sent a 
message to Sir B. Seymour that, under the extraordinary circumstances in which we 
were placed, the least lie could do for the protection of the lives of British subjects 
in Alexandria Avas to lend us the aid and counsel of an officer of rank and experience. 

In consequence of this representation the Admiral dispatched Commander 
llammill, R.M., of Iler Majesty’s ship “Monarch,” avIio stayed hero from Monday, 
the 12th, at 5 r.M., till 11 a.ai. Tuesday, the 13th, Avhen, greatly to my disappointment, 
he too Avas AvitlulraAvn. Admiral B. Seymour, however, sent Lieutenant Couper, R.N., 
to assist Lieutenant Marriott, R.M.A., in telephone Avorks. ! have formed a high 
opinion of this latter young officer’s intelligence and capacity, but 1 can hardly consider 
him qualified by ago and experience to conduct the task which has been confided to 
him of arranging and carrying out the scheme for the protection of this Consulate and 
the British subjects avIio may fly to it during the period of extremity, Avhieh must 
elapse before assistance can come from the fleet, in tlie case of a combined attack on 
Europeans by the native civil population and the army. A plan has, 1 believe, been 
conceived for defending one or more strong buildings in this immediate neighbour¬ 
hood. 1 am quite incapable of judging of the technical merit of the scheme, the 
responsibility of Avhieh will rest Avitli those avIio have formed it. 

On the 12th instant, at 7 a.m., a meeting was held at the Governor's, attended i>y 
the Special Commission Irom Cairo (avIiosc arrival is reported in Mr. Calvert’s 
despatch), all the senior officers of the Egyptian garrison here and representatives of 
the Consulates. Captain Molyncux, 11.N., attended with Mr. Huri. A copy of a 
Report by Mr. Huri, Dragoman of this Consulate, of Avhat took place, is annexed. 

The result of this meeting Avill be seen in the Proclamation to the European 
population, of Avhieh a copy is inclosed. During the Avliole of that day order was 
perfectly preserved. But all shops and houses were closed, and in most cases 
barricaded ; and every kind of business suspended, even by tbe Arab population. 

About midday 1 sent to you and Earl Gramilloa telegram, copy of which is 
annexed. Ju the course of the day an inspection took place at tlie various hospitals 
of the bodies of those killed on the previous day. The result of it Avas reported to you 
and Earl Granville by Mr. Vice-Consul Calvert in a telegram, copy of Avhieh 1 inclose. 
The Report of tbe Consular Medical Delegates is herewith annexed. At 6 l’.M. I 
received from you a telegram of Aihich a copy is sent. 

The night of Monday, 12th, to 13th, passed over Avit hout any disturbance. But iu 
the morning 1 received a secret veil from a high functionary of the police of 
Alexandria to tell me that, in spite of tbe assurances given by the Governor and the 
military authorities the day before, the soldiers had not been at their post during the 
night, and that a serious altercation had taken place between the Governor and tho 
colonels of The regiments. His Excellency the Governor remonstrated with tho 
colonels, and they, in tho most violent language, denounced him as a traitor to his 
religion, and relaxed altogether to obey bis orders. I communicated this information 
by telegram to you and to Earl Granville. 

The bodies of James Ribworth, engineer, of Her Majesty’s ship “Superb,” and of 
George Sprackett and A. Hern, Admiral domestics, of Her Majesty’s ship “ Helicon,’* 
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lulled in the riot of Sunday, the lltli, were embarked at 2 p.m. under the escort from 
the local authorities. 

In the morning of the 13th I received from you a telegram announcing that His 
Highness the Khedive would leave Cairo for Alexandria at 10 a.m. His Highness, 
with the Ottoman Commissioner, arrived in Alexandria about 2*30 p.m. They were 
received hy troops drawn up from the railway station to the Palace. There was no 
demonstration, either of loyalty or the opposite feeling. Shortly after his arrival nis 
Highness received visits from the Consular body, to whom he expressed his deep regret 
at the recent occurrences here, and his intention to restore and preserve order. 

Dervish Pasha spoke in the same sense, and added expressions of confidence in 
the continued good conduct of the army. 

Immediately after their arrival both His Highness and Dervish Pasha did me the 
honour of sending specially to inquire after my health. That day and following 
night passed off in perfect quiet, but a general panic still prevails, preventing the 
reopening of the shops and places of business. Large numbers of persons desirous of 
leaving the country flocked on board the men-of-war and merchant-vessels in the 
harbour, seeking a temporary asylum previous to departure. 

On the morning of the lltli I sent to Lord Granville a telegram, of which the 
following is a copy :— 

“All quiet here since last telegram. Town patrolled day and night, and troops 
apparently doing their duty. Khedive and Dervish Pasha arrived yesterday afternoon. 
Both assured Consuls of confidence in maintenance of public safety. Khedive 
admitted to Sir A. Colvin that mission of Dervish Pasha had failed, and said nothing 
but arrival of Turkish troops would terminate crisis. Great panic since yesterday in 
consequence of rumour of landing from Anglo-Prcnch fleet. I have contradicted it 
as publicly as possible. Large number of Bedouins reported outside Alexandria; 
intention unknown, probably for plunder. Present garrison of Alexandria estimated 
about 7,000 in all. General flight of Europeans continues. Shipping accommodation 
quite inadequate, and beg authority, if absolutely necessary, to charter vessels tor con¬ 
veyance of British subjects. All shops closed, and business suspended.

(Telegraphic.) Cairo, . Tunc 11, 1882. 

THE Swedish Consul-General has arrived from Alexandria, and has submitted to 
a meeting of Bcpresentativcs of Great Powers the plan for a common defence of 
Europeans at Alexandria for our approval. The Representatives arc all of opinion 
that the preparations for such defence, involving the arming of 3,000 to 4,000 persons, 
is a most dangerous course, and likely at any moment in itself to cause a collision. 

They all send instructions to their Consuls to take no part in it. You will there¬ 
fore abstain from taking any further stops w itli regard to plan in question, and rely 
on assistance which will be given by Admiral in case of necessity for safety of British 
subjects, and act under his advice as to measures to be taken. It is desirable that the 
sudden abandonment of a plan which has to a certain extent become known should 
not be announced. You will therefore keep these instructions secret, and you should 
endeavour to calm apprehension by pointing out that there is no quarrel between 
Europeans and natives, and that the negotiations arc now entirely in the hands of the 
Imperial Commissioner, acting in name of Sultan. Communicate those instructions 
to Admiral.

Vice-Consul Calvert to Sir E. Mulct. 

Sir, Alexandria , June 12, 1882, 3 A.M.. 

I HAYE the honour to transmit to you herewith a copy of a telegram which I 
addressed to you respecting the alarming riot which has taken place here. 

After sending off my telegram, I received yours addressed to Mr. Cookson, as 
follows:— 

“ June 11, 8*23 r.M. 

“ Telegraph to me what has taken place at Alexandria.” 

And also another, dated 10*4 l’.M., as follow's :— 

“ Is it true that you have been W'ounded ? The Under-Secretaries of State for 
"War and Justice and the Aides-de-camp of the Khedive and of Dervish Pasha have 
started by special for Alexandria.” 

It appears that some delay has taken place in forwarding my telegram, possibly 
through the Egyptian line being so taken up in sending messages. Dr. Mackie 
replied to your second telegram inquiring after Mr. Cookson, w'ho is laid up in bed, 
having been much struck over the head and hands. He is doing tolerably well. 

It is impossible at present to attempt to give you a narration of w'hat has 
occurred. Admiral Sir B. Seymour has allow'cd Captain Molyncux, of Her Majesty’s 
ship “ Invincible,” who happened to be at the Consulate, to remain here, for the 
purpose of taking the direction of affairs, Mr. Cookson being unable to attend to 
business. 

The Admiral had ordered the “ Superb” to come round and lay off tlio Old Port, 
for the purpose of sending boats to take off women and children. The Governor and 
several of the Consuls assembled at the Consulate approved of this, until the Governor 
paid a second visit shortly afterwards, and objected to this as likely to excite the 
soldiers, who thus far have behaved tolerably w r cll, and have not sided with the mob. 
The boats have therefore been since withdrawn, and the “Superb” Avill keep at a 
considerable distance. 

The Consulate is full of English residents and ladies and children who have taken 
refuge here. 

Engineer PibAvortli Avas killed by stabs, and others have received injuries and are 
in concealment. About fifteen British officers took refuge at the Danish Consulate- 
General, as it Avas quite impossible for them to get to the Marina. 

The mob has plundered both houses and shops. After I telegraphed to you 
fighting Avas rcncAved in a Ioav quarter of the toivn, called Tartouslii, but a body 
of cavalry dispersed the rioters. At present the towrn appears perfectly quiet (4 a.m.). 

The official delegates from Cairo have just come to the Consulate, accompanied 
by the Governor. Ilis Excellency stated that it Avould be perfectly safe for any 
women and children to embark. Captain Molyncux replied that they Avould not feel 
secure Avitliout an escort. It has therefore been arranged that an escort will be 
provided for them at C o’clock this morning, and that other parties embarking would 
also be accompanied.

Mr. Huri to Mr. Cookson. 

Sir, Alexandria, June 12,1882. 

HAYING, in accordance with your instructions, accompanied Captain Molyncux, 
of Her Majesty’s ship “ Invincible,” to the Moliafesa (Governor’s), Avhere a meeting 
of the senior officers of the Egyptian army, the Consuls-Genoral here present, and 
Consuls, and the members of the Special Commission sent from Cairo to inquire into 
the Clients of yesterday, the lltli instant, was convoked for 7 o’clock A.M., I beg to 
report to you the Minutes of the proceedings. 

His Excellency the Governor began by explaining the result of his communica¬ 
tions with Her Majesty’s Considatc and with the other Consuls who w'ere therein 
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assembled last night, and of the measures he has taken for rc-cslablisliing order, and 
he said that, although Captain Molyncux had promised him to order the boats of the 
British men-of-war in this port not to approach the shore, in order to avoid creating 
excitement among the soldiers, some boats belonging to the British men-of-war were 
seen toAvards 5 o’clock a.ai. to-day at a short distance from the shoic. 

Captain Molyncux ansAA'cred that since his Excellency the GoA r crnor requested 
him last night to prevent the boats from nearing the shore, he has requested Admiral 
Seymour to give orders to that effect, and he had himself sent precise instructions lor 
the same purpose. But OAving to the difficulty of communicating at night, the orders 
must have reached the boats a little late. lie added that the only object in view m 
sending these boats to the beach Avas to take on board the women and children avIio 

Avcre frightened by the late events. , . . , , , 

At the instigation of the Egyptian officers, the Arsenal Avliarf Avas designated by 
his Excellency the Governor as the only place for the boats to lay. 

His Excellence the Governor demurred as to the necessity of concerting lor 
taking steps to prevent the recurrence of similar events, and proposed, to attain that 
object that the Europeans should be enjoined by their Consuls not to fire on the 
natives from the houses, and called upon the Consuls to pledge themselves to it, and 
asked, at the same time, the Egyptian officers to formally promise and answer tor 
public order and security. The Consuls engaged themselves to make the most 
strenuous efforts towards that end, and promised to enjoin their subjects not to tire on 
the people and troops; and the officers have undertaken to keep and preserve peace 
and public order, declaring themselves to be answerable for‘ the lives of Europeans. 
His Excellency Yacoub Pasha, Under-Secretary of State for M ar, then addressed the 
colonels in those words : “ As long as a drop of blood remains m your veins, you shall 
protect and defend the Consuls and their subjects.” lhc colonels answered in the 

Then came the question of how to deal Avith and arrest any European that might 
fire; and the result of the discussion Avas that each Consul should appoint a delegate 
to be sent by the Governor to a police-station, where ho would be called upon, m case 
of a European using fire-arms, to accompany the police officer to the house Avlierc 
firing was observed, in order to arrest the offending party, lhcy all agreed that the 
Consular janissaries or delegates should be considered as Mures, each ot them 
having poAvers to arrest any European accused of having fired, lhe Consuls-Gcncial 
and Consuls liavc accepted the proposal, and expressed their satisfaction thereat. 
Captain Molyncux observed that he could not engage himself for it on behalf oi the 
British Consulate, but felt convinced that Iler Majesty’s Consul Avould approve ol the 

mCa Then the Governor formally asked the Egyptian officers whether they would 
answer for the safety of the town and public order, and they all answered in the 
affirmative. It was then decided to increase the number of the patrols, and to 
reinforce the police-stations by troops ; and the military authorities have requested to 
be informed at once as to the number of soldiers required tor that purpose, and as to 
the principal places to be watched. This request the Governor promised to comply 

The greatest value Avas attached by the Consuls to the soldiers’ power of prevent¬ 
ing the assembling of natives in the European quarters, and the Egyptian senior 
officers have undertaken to disperse any assemblage oi natives m the European. 

qUai Atthe request of Captain Molyncux a military escort was promised to the officer 
in charge of Iler Majesty’s mails for to-morrow, and also sufficient protection to the 
passengers coming from India by the train from Suez, bound here to-morrow early in 
the morning, Avhile they Avill be landing and embarking. r ., , , 

The Consuls Avcre also requested to send delegates to the Military Hospital, to 
identify those of their subjects who were found dead or wounded.

(Telegraphic.) Alexandria, June 12, 1882. 

WOMEN and children aaIio sought refuge in the Consulate have been escorted on 
board the ships under the protection of the soldiers. The military still maintain 
order. Mr. Cookson is convalescent, but confined to bed ; injuries not serious. Only 
danger uoav apparently Avould be from further hostilities between Arabs and Europeans, 
in Avhieli the Europeans prove the strongest, and military might come to aid their 
compatriots.

NOUS Soussignes, en A’ertu du mandat qui nous a etc eon fie pur nos Consulats 
respeetifs, nous nous sommes rendus aujourd’hui 12 Juin, 1881, a 11 hcures et domic du 
matin a 1’llOpital General du Gouverncment Egyptian, a Teffet de visiter les cadavres 
qui ont etc transports a la suite des troubles survenus bier, dans l’aprhs-midi a. 
Alexandrie, et dc constater la nature des hlessures qu’ils prescutent et leur identity 
s’il est possible. 

Nous avons proeede a l’examon exterieur do quarante-deux cadavres qui sc 
trouvent au dit hopital. Presque tons sont depouilles de lours vetements on entier ou on 
partie, sont mouilles d’eau de mer, et ont sur eux du sablo de mcr et des feuilles dea 
varcchs. 
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Trente-liuit d’cntro eux sont incirconcis ct doivent par consequent etre constderds 
comme appartenant a ties Chretiens; la plupart d’entre eux presentent, d’ailleurs, 
les carac teres bicn trancliccs tie la race Europeenne. Quatre portent les traces tie la 
circoncision ; de ces quatre circoneis trois sont Arabcs. 

Le premier presentc a la region sous-claviere tlroitc line plaie penetrantc par arme 
a feu. Le second plusieurs plaies penetrantes par instruments piquants ct tranchants a 
la region thoraciquc. Le troistemc a la region du occur uno plaie penetrantc par 
instrument piquant et tamchant. Le quatrieme corps circoncis a ete recounue pour 
etre celui tie M. Cattani, Fils, tie la nationality Austro-JIongroise; il presentc plusieurs 
fortes contusions a la tete. 

Les trente-liuit corps non circoncis, un scul a etc rcconnu, celui dc Georges Gcmail, 
attache an Drogmanat du Consulat de Prance a Alcxandrie; il presentc plusieurs 
contusions et fractures du crane. 

Les trente-sept autres n’ont pas dt6 rcconnus, ct sont, pour la plupart, irrecon- 
naissables par suite ties blessurcs qu’ils out reyu a la tete ct au visage. 

Trois d’entre eux presentent, independamment tic contusions it la tete, tic larges 
et profontles plaies par instruments tranchants aux regions anterieures et laterales du 
eou; l’un d’eux presente, cn outre, a rahtlomcn, tics plaies par instrument piquant et 
tranchant. 

Trois autres presentent quelqucs contusions a la tete, et ties plaies penetrantes par 
instrument piquant et tranchant, l’un a l’hypocondro droit et deux autres a la region 
abdominale. Ces plaies ont environ -1 ccntim. tie diametre; elles n’ont point etd 
faites par un stylet ou tout autre instrument triangulaire, mais bien par un instrument 
piquant et tranchant, tel qu’un couteau, un sabre-baionnette, ou tout autre arme 
analogue. 

Trento et un enfin presentent dcs contusions graves, etcnducs multiples a la t6te, 
plusieurs avec laceration des parties mollcs, la plupart avee fracture dcs os du crime et 
de la face. 

Ces contusions et fractures ont etc produites par un corps eontondant tel qu’un 
gros baton ou “ nabout” applique avec violence.

De cellos du Dr. Mackie, medccin de l’llopital dcs Diaconcsscs, qu’il a etc porte 
h son hopital un seal cadavre qui a etc rcconnu etre celui d’un officier dc la llottc 
Anglaise. Il presentc a la tete plusieurs blessurcs, produites par un instrument 
eontondant, des contusions sur tous le corps, et une plaie penetrantc par un instrument 
piquant et tranchant, laquelle a occasion^ la mort par hemorragie interne.

GENERAL medical inspection shows that about fifty Europeans were killed in 
yesterday’s riot. Only three Arabs produced as killed, but number supposed to be 
much more. Dr. Mackie says nearly all killed were clubbed to death ; some received 
stabs. Several persons still missing. Steamers over-crowded with fugitives. Autho¬ 
rities endeavour to check embarkation. Town quiet at present.

Sir E. Malet to Consul Coohson. 

(Telegraphic.) Cairo, June 12, 1882. 

A MEETING has taken place at the Palace; present, the Khedive, Dervish 
Pasha and suite, also Clieri£ Pasha, and Representatives of Germany, Austria, Italy, 
Russia, Prance, and myself. The object of our meeting was to receive an answer to 
the demand which we had made to Dervish Pasha in the morning, that measures which 
should be satisfactory to us should at once be adopted to insure the safety of Europeans 
in Egypt. The following guarantees were given to us and accepted : Arabi Pasha 
undertook to obey implicitly all orders given to him by the Khedive, and stated that 
he would stop all inflammatory preaching, meetings, and newspaper articles, and 
guaranteed the maintenance of public order by the troops ; the Khedive undertook to 
issue orders immediately with the object of restoring public tranquillity. Dervish 
Pasha said that, under the urgent circumstances of the case, he would assume joint 
responsibility with Arabi Pasha for the execution ot the orders of the Khedive.

My Lord, Berlin, June 21, 1882. 

IN my previous correspondence I have had occasion to point out that Prince 
Bismarck, after the severe defeat his homo policy had sustained, might be tempted 
to retrieve his political reputation by some success in foreign policy, which would 
increase the influence of Germany in Turkey and extend it also to Egypt. 

Recent events lead me to think that at the secret request of the Khedive and of 
the Sultan he is willing to promote a provisional arrangement in Egypt with the 
powerful co-operation of Arabi Pasha, for the purpose of preventing, if possible, 
further bloodshed and massacre. 

If in the coming Conference he seeks to maintain and increase the influence of 
Germany in the East, lie may possibly support the Sultan’s policy more than that of 
the other Powers, and then I should not bo surprised to hear that the German 
Representative in the Conference took a somewhat different view of the status quo the 
Conference is to re-establish than the Representatives of England and France. 

My reason for thinking so is that I have been privately told, on high authority, 
that Prince Bismarck has been heard to attribute to the status quo which England and 
France wish to re-establish in Egypt the national movement against foreigners and 
the military despotism it has created.

My Lord, Rome, June 22, 1882. 

M. MANCINI has informed mo that last night the Turkish Ambassador com¬ 
municated to him the Circular from the Porte, stating that everything had been 
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settled in Egypt by Dervish Pasha’s mission, and consequently that there was no 
occasion for a Conference being held, &c. 

His Excellency told me that lie had replied to Muslims Bey that ho did not 
exactly understand the object of this communication, for, even if there were the will 
there was not the time between then and to-day for an exchange of communications 
between the Powers, with the view of altering the decision taken, after due delibera¬ 
tion, that the Conference should meet to-day. 

M. Mancini went on to inform me that he had, immediately after seeing Muslims 
Bey, sent a telegram to Count Corti, in which lie had expressed himself even more 
explicitly as to the Turkish communication, to the effect, viz., that it was hardly to 
be supposed that Europe, after having determined to hold a Conference upon the affairs 
of Egypt, was to be turned aside from this purpose by a simple Avord from the Porte 
at the last moment. This Avould be an act of weakness which, he presumed, no 
Goi r ernment, at all Clients he could answer for himself, would be capable of. He 
consequently desired Count Corti, if his colleagues had similar instructions, to take 
part in opening the Conference to-day, adding that, in his opinion, the Conference, 
after going through the preliminary business for constituting itself, the exchange of 
full poAvers, comparison of instructions, &c., should sign the Self-denying Protocol, 
and then adjourn and fix itself the day of its next meeting. The proceedings of this 
first meeting should, in his opinion, be communicated to the Porte, and if there were 
unanimity amongst the Representatives, which he trusted might be the case, a neiv 
and important phase Avould have occurred, and the Porte Avould have to decide Avhothcr 
it would continue to ignore the views of Europe when formulated in a Conference 
actually constituted. 

M. Mancini Avas far from sanguine that even this would overcome the resistance 
of the Porte, or that the Sultan Avould be ever induced to employ his troops against 
Arabi and his army, observing that the question would then present itself as to Avhat 
measures Avcre next to bo takcu, and by Avhom, for re-establishing a normal state of 
things in Egypt. His Excellency refrained from any discussion upon these points, 
but lie Avas very clear and distinct in the assertion that the situation created by the 
formation of the Ministry under Ragheb Paslia could not be accepted as satisfactory, 
aud that it Avas necessary for Europe to have some better guarantee for its interests 
than that which Avas afforded by the predominance of the military clement in 
Egypt. 

His Excellency referred to Avliat he had said on this latter point in his speech in 
the Chamber of Deputies on the 12th instant, remarking that he had been attacked in 
some portions of the press on account of these observations.

I THINK it right to inform your Lordship that M. Mancini read to me 
yesterday a telegram just received from Count Corti, stating that the Turkish Minister 
for Foreign Affairs had sent for the Dragomans of the Italian, Austrian, German, and 
Russian Embassies, and requested that the thanks of the Sultan might bo conveyed to 
their respective Governments for having contributed “to the arrangement of the 
affairs of Egypt; that everything Avas now settled (‘ regie ’) by the formation of a now 
Ministry, and that there Avas therefore no need for a Conference, as there Avas nothing 
more to discuss.” Count Corti added that the same Minister had given to the 
Dragoman of the English Embassy a complete contradiction (“dementi”) to tho 
assurances “ said to have been ” conveyed to your Lordship by Musurus Pasha as to 
the Porte not objecting to the Conference being held at Constantinople, but without 
its participation.

My Lord, Vienna, June 18, 1882. 

COUNT KALNOKY told me to-day that tlie French Ambassador had communi¬ 
cated to him a telegram from his Government, asking him to agree to a Conference 
without the participation of Turkey, if a favourable answer should not be obtained 
from the Porto within forty-eight horns, and intimating that I had been instructed to 
make a similar communication. 

Count Kalnoky had answered, that in the communication I had made to him no 
mention had been made of any fixed period within which the Porte was to be required 
to reply. His Excellency did not seem to admire anything that had the appearance of 
putting the knife to the throat of the Sultan, and, as I have informed your Lordship 
by telegraph, he will not be disposed to take part in a Conference assembled in hostility 
to him. 

I told Count Kalnoky that I had communicated to him the precise substance of 
your Lordship’s telegrams, in which there was no mention of the forty-eight hours to 
lie allowed to the Porte, and he noted with pleasure the moderate and conciliatory 
action of Her Majesty’s Government, as contrasted with the more dictatorial tone 
which the French Ambassador seemed directed to employ.

My Lord, Vienna, June 21, 1882. 

J TWO days 'ago, when conversing with Edhcm Pasha, the present Turkish 
Ambassador at this Court, wiio has lately been recalled and is about to return to 
Constantinople, I took occasion to express my regret that the confidence in the good¬ 
will of England towards Turkey which prevailed while I had known him there no 
longer continued. 

I expressed the hope that as a former Grand Vizier, whose opinions would always 
carry weight, he would use his influence to remove from the mind of the Sultan the 
distrust winch he has latterly seemed to entertain of us, as His Majesty might be 
assured that Her Majesty’s Government Avcre truly anxious for the Avclfare of his 
Empire. 

The Pasha answered, with a rvarmth that surprised me, that the feeling to Avluch 
I alluded had certainly existed till quite recently, but he Avas happy to be able to 
assure me positively that it Avas uoav completely removed. Ifis Majesty had too long 
listened to persous Avho tried to keep alive this distrust, and lie must add also that 
the Avarnings given to him by the French Ambassador, of a design on the part of 
England to get possession of Egypt, had not been Avitliout a certain effect. 

I expressed my entire disbelief of any such insinuations having been mado on 
behalf of the French Government, but Edhcm reiterated as an absolute matter of fact 
that they had been made on tAVo separate occasions. 

Having had an opportunity of seeing Lord Dulfcrin’s secret despatch to your 


to your Lordship Edhcm Pasha’s language to me as an apparent indication that the 
Turkish Representatives have received a bint to adopt the same tone as that of their 
Sovereign.

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M. Mancini observed that avc Averc uoav in presence of a uoav phase of th 
question. Not only the Porte declined to take part in the Conference, but opposed 
its being held at all at Constantinople. Of course, he continued, the Representatives 
would be free to meet and discuss the Egyptian question, but Avould it be consistent 
with the dignity of Europe that its Representatives should assemble in the Turkish 
capital and take deliberations upon the affairs of Egypt, Avlien they kneAV beforehand 
that their decisions Avould be ignored by the Sultan? He thought at all events it Avas 
his duty to communicate Count Corti’s telegram to the other Governments, and to 
submit the above question to their consideration. 

I earnestly begged M. Mancini to do nothing of the sort. lie might be sure, I 
said, that the other Representatives at Constantinople had equally reported to their 
Governments the communication made to their Dragomans by the Turkish Minister ; 
everybody Avas uoav agreed upon holding the Conference, Avitli or Avithout Turkey. 
The communication above referred to Avas evidently only a last effort of the Sultan to 
prevent its meeting, and if his Excellency uoav raised any question such as lie had 
spoken of, he Avould only be playing into the hands of the Turks, and throAving every¬ 
thing again into confusion. 

After some further conversation, in Avhich I continued to insist upon the same 
arguments, M. Mancini agreed to do nothing Avitli reference to Count Corti’s 
telegram.

Lieutenant-Colonel Primrose to Sir H. Elliot. 

(Private.) Vienna, June 21, 1882. 

SPEAKING of tlie affairs in Egypt to me, tins morning, the Emperor said lie 
was concerned to hear that Turkey definitely declined to join the proposed Conference 
(news to this effect having just reached Ilis Majesty), though his own opinion vas 
that a Conference in the matter was not wanted, and would serve no immediate and 
practical end. 

“ But,” continued His Majesty, “ I am at a loss to know what will now happen, 
for the first meeiing of the Conference was fixed lor to-morrow, and now Turkey not 
only will not join the other Powers, hut opposes even their acting apart. . 

The Emperor seemed much preoccupied with the whole subject. lie had just 
received some reports from his Consul at Alexandria. 

His Majesty told me it appeared from these accounts that the loss of life due to 
the recent disturbances was much exaggerated—not more than forty persons in all. 

It was not true that the wife of the Austrian Consul had been insulted in the 
streets, nor did nis Majesty believe that any Egyptian troops, as a bod), had filed oi 
otherwise attacked Europeans. ... 

But the Austrian Consul in passing had noticed sentinels firing on foreigners. 

His Majesty seemed to attach importance to Arabi Pasha remaining Minister of 
"War, and concluded his remarks by emphatically observing the Egyptian difficulty 
was one which had outgrown its relative importance, and which should have been 
settled at once by the Ambassadors at Constantinople.

Extract from the “ Correspondencia" of June 22, 1882. 

IT is not true that the Spanish Government has taken any steps to enable Spain 
to be represented amongst the nations which arc called upon to solve, or to try to solve, 
the complicated Egyptian problem. 

What may perhaps have taken place is this (which is highly satisfactory, as it 
proves that wc have advanced somewhat in the opinion of great nations) : that one of 
these nations may have suggested the propriety of Spain being represented at the forth¬ 
coming Conference, and that the matter having been left to the decision of Prance 
and England, which have the initiative in the Egyptian question, these two countries 
should have stated an opinion contrary to the intervention of Spain. 

It is natural that this should have occurred, as England has settled and well- 
considered plans on the subject which arc perhaps unknown even to her ally, the 
Prench Republic, which is humbly following the indication of the British Government. 
It is not a failure of Spanish diplomacy, as Spain has never, cither directly or indirectly, 
had any part in this indication made by other countries, which have thus given us a 
proof of their sympathy and friendship.* 

It is enough to show that England has a preconcerted hidden political end in view, 
the fact that she should have required that a Protocol should he signed stating that 
only the Egyptian question would be discussed at the Conference. 

Apropos of this, comments were offered in a diplomatic circle to-day on what Great 
Britain did with regard to Cyprus during the Berlin Conferences.

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A considerable part of this correspondence turns on the meaning to he attached 
to the reservation Avitli Avliich your Lordship accompanied your adhesion to this 
declaration. A distinction appears to have been drawn, first, by M. Gambetta, and 
afterwards by M. Challemel-Lacour, betAA'een your Lordship’s personal communications 
to M. Challemel-Lacour and the reservation as expressed in your own words in my 
letter to M. Gambetta of the Gth January. 

With regard to this matter, I would refer your Lordship particularly to Nos. 18, 
20 , 22, and 41. 

As your Lordship is aware, the doubt on the subject Avas mentioned to me 
by M. de Freyeinct on his coming into office, and thereupon cleared up by mo 
(No. 09). 

The whole correspondence bctA\ r ecn M. Gambetta and M. Challemel-Lacour is 
interesting, and throws rather a ucav light on various matters. 

The Look contains numerous despatches respecting the organization and regulations 
of the Egyptian Chamber of Notables, and the objections to them of the Controllers- 
Gencral; hut I do not think any mention is made of the communications between the 
British and French GoA'crnments respecting the modification of the 31th Article of the 
Organic LaAV. 

The Book ends with the telegram by which M. de Bliguiercs’ resignation of the 
office of Controller-General Avas accepted.

AT the Conference to-day I opened the discussion by insisting strongly on the 
anarchical state of Egypt, and on the fact that Arabi Pasha and his military associates 
were as completely masters of the situation as ever; that the iacav Government Avas 
an illusive device, patched lip in the hope of balding the objects of the Conference, and 
that it offered no guarantee either for the financial stability of the country, the main¬ 
tenance of its international engagements, or the security of life and property. I said 
that our task divided itself into two portions: one necessitating the utmost urgency, 
namely, Ihe re-establishment of a Government both able and Avilling to fulfil its 
obligations; the other of a deliberative character, namely, that of providing against the 
return of Ihe present crisis. I concluded by announcing that the idea Avliich I desired 
to submit io my colleagues for their consideration was that, the mission of Dervish 
Pasha having completely failed, it Avould he desirable that the Conference should 
invite His Majesty the Sultan (avIiosc position as Sovereign of Egypt Avas fully 
recognized by our respective Governments) to undertake, under certain well-defined 
and specified conditions, the vindication of the authority of his Representative by such 
further effectual methods as should reduce to immediate subjection the rebel faction 
Avhieh had usurped supreme poAvei in Egypt. 

I did not think it advisable at the very outset to hazard the naked proposal that 
a Turkish corps d’annee should he sent to Egypt, for my French colleague is 
evidently strongly opposed to Ibis alternative, and Avill fight it off by every means in 
his poAver. He tells me that his Government has given him no special instructions, 
but has left him full liberty of action. lie evidently dreads the responsibility of 
associating himself Avitli a measure Avliich Avould be so unpopular in France. He 
declared bis acquiescence, however, without reserve, in the Avholc of my statement, as 
well as its conclusion. Baron Calico began by questioning my appreciation of the 
actual situation in Egypt. He said that he Avas himself Avithout information on the 
subject, not having been in communication Avitli his Consul, and that consequently ho 
musi inform himself before offering an opinion on the point ; and he concluded by 
hinting that an amelioration had taken place Avithin the last day or tAVO in the cir¬ 
cumstances of Egypt, and that things after all might not he so had as I had painted 
them. 

The German Charge d’ Affaires in a very cautious manner intimated his acquiescence 
in Baron Calico’s view. 

The Russian Charge d’Affaires also referred to his Avant of accurate knoAvledge, 
hut said very little one Avay or the other. 

Count Corti said that he accepted every Avord of my description of the state of 
affairs of Egypt. 

In order to reinforce my vicAV, I then communicated to my colleagues the 
substance of the telegrams Avhieh had been received at the Balaco and at the Forte 
from Dervish i'asha and Sheikh Ahmed Essad, calling their special attention to the 
fact that Dervish Pasha in his last telegram, which Avas Avritten after the new Ministry 
had been formed, had declared that without troops the Khedive Avould be aspoAverlcss 
as ever. 

The discussion Avas then adjourned until the day after to-morrow, Tuesday 27th, 
as to-morrow is the day on which the Minister for Foreign Affairs receives the 
Ambassadors, and it Avas thought advisable that some of them should wait upon him 
in order to ascertain Avhat effect had been produced at the Porte by the constitution of 
the Conference and the communication of our Memorandum.

YESTERDAY tlic Conference held its second sitting, as I have already informed 
your Lordship hy telegram 

Our first act was to sign the Self-denying Protocol, copy of which I inclose, in 
accordance with the instructions contained in your telegram No. 251> of the 17tli 
instant. Count Corti then informed us that the Memorandum we had requested him 
to transmit to Said Pasha had been acknowledged by his Excellency as having been 
received “ ii titve offieieux.” 

These preliminaries concluded, at the invitation of our Doyen I proceeded to 
make the subjoined observations. In order, however, that their exact intention may 
be understood, it is well that your Lordship should know that I had already had 
several intimate conversations with my Ercncli colleague, during the course ol which 
it became quite apparent that the Marquis do Noaillcs held in the utmost abhorrence 
the idea of a Turkish occupation, and that I could not really count upon his good-will 
or effectual support if I made a direct proposition to that effect. On the contrary, he 
appeared to prefer any amount of delay, or any solution rather than that; and he 
could scarcely conceal his displeasure when I sketched out the character of the 
language I was prepared to hold in explanation of the views of Iler Majesty’s 
Government. 

Eor this and for other reasons I did not think it prudent at the very outset to 
launch the naked proposal of a despatch to Egypt of a Turkish corps d’armec. 

I thought it better to use terms that would distinctly imply such an alternative, at the 
same time that they were of a character to command the acquiescence of my Ercncli 
colleague. 

“ As the Government of Her Majesty,” I said, “ has, in conjunction with that of 
Erance, taken a leading part in the pourparlers which have resulted in the reunion at 
Constantinople of the Representatives of the Six Powers, for the purpose of. con¬ 
sulting together upon the affairs of Egypt, I may he permitted to call the attention of 
my colleagues to tie principal features of the existing situation. I shall do this very 
briefly, more espec' illy as the task of taking the initiative only devolves upon me 
through my aceide .taf seniority to my French colleague, to whose powers of clear and 
lucid statement I v. ouhl far sooner it had been confided. Happily, however, the facts 
with which we have to deal arc in themselves so eloquent, the exigencies which they 
involve have been so unanimously recognized, and the appreciation of them by our 
respective Governments is so identical, that they can he pourtrayed in a few 
sentences. 

“ It is no exaggeration to say that during the last few months absolute anarchy has 
reigned in Egypt. We have seen a military faction, even alleging those pretences to 
legality with which such persons are wont to cloak their designs, proceed from violence 
to violence, until insubordination has given place to mutiny, mutiny to revolt, and 
revolt to a usurpation of the supreme power. As a consequence the Administration 
of the country has been thrown into complete confusion; the ordinary operations ol 
the merchant have come to a standstill; the fellaheen, no longer finding purchasers.for 
their produce, are unable to pay the land-tax, and the revenues of Egypt arc failing. 
This state of things has placed in extreme jeopardy those commercial interests in 
which the subjects of all the Powers arc so deeply concerned. Not only so, but 
those special engagements into which the Governments of France and England had 
entered with Egypt have been repudiated; the officers appointed to carry them into 
effect have been excluded from the control they were authorized to exercise, and.the 
system which had begun to work so greatly to the advantage of the industrious 
cultivators of Egypt has been completely broken up and overthrown. 

“ But these effects form only a portion of the deplorable situation which has 
excited the anxiety of Europe. It is not merely the public creditor who has suffered 
extensive damage. The life and property of every individual European in the country 
have become insecure. Of this insecurity we have had a most melancholy and 
convincing proof in the brutal massacre by an insolent mob of upwards of 
100 unoffending persons at Alexandria, and in the sudden flight from Cairo and 
the interior (a flight which implies lo-s to all and ruin to many) of thousands of our 
respective citizens. It is evident that such a condition of affairs requires a prompt. 
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effective, and energetic remedy. It is true we have been told by the Representatives 
of the Ottoman Government that the crisis is past, that disorder has been suppressed, 
that a new r Ministry has been formed, that the authority of the Khedive is in the 
ascendant, and that the Egyptian question has almost ceased to exist. I can only 
describe such a view r of the case as an impudent and delusive falsification of the facts, 
and I took upon myself to communicate that opinion to Said Pasha in courteous, but 
in perfectly explicit, terms. The make-believe Government which has been established 
is the Government of Arabi Pasha and of his fellow'-rebels. The Khedive is as 
powerless as ever in their hands, and the Ottoman Commissioner is as powerless as the 
Khedive. Dervish Pasha himself has informed his Government, as I know upon 
indisputable authority, that the new regime is but another form of successful revolt; 
that Arabi Pasha continues master in Egypt; and that neither he nor any one else 
without troops at their back will be si rung enough to quell the usurper. Can the 
European Powers tolerate the continuance of such a state of affairs in a province with 
which they have such important commercial relations, wdierc so many of their subjects 
reside, and wiiose tranquillity is so necessary to the general peace ? England and 
France certainly cannot, and the presence of our colleagues here to-day is a sufficient 
answer to the question, for the Conference lias been convoked subsequently to the con¬ 
stitution of the Ministry of Comedy w hich now affects to regulate the affairs of Egypt. 
Inasmuch, then, as all acquiesce in recognizing tlio evil, it only remains for us 
to consider the remedies to be applied. Unfortunately, it seldom happens that a 
political sore of this kind can be cured without resorting to expedients wdiicli in them¬ 
selves are frequently undesirable. 

“ Be that as it may, one thing is very obvious, that it is of the utmost importance 
that Europe should be united in her counsels, and that we should strain every nerve 
to arrive at a common accord. I, upon my pari, am authorized by my Government to 
pay the greatest deference to the counsels and opinions of my colleagues, an instruction 
which it will be a pleasure to mo to obey, as I am well aware of the respect which is 
due to their ability, and to their experience of affairs. Our task, then, appears to me 
to divide itself into tw'o branches; the one of a most urgent and practical character, 
having regard to the present; the other which may be conducted in a more deliberate 
manner, and which concerns the future. The first would consist in the immediate 
and authoritative re-establishment in Egypt of a normal and bond fide Government, 
which sincerely and conscientiously recognizes the authority of the Khedive, and 
which has both the will and the poAvcr to observe existing international obligations, 
as w'oll as to maintain order, and to secure the safety of the life and property of the 
European residents; the second, in making such provisions and taking such security 
for the future as will prevent the recurrence of the lamentable events which have 
occasioned our presence here to-day. It is obvious that w r e cannot come to a 
conclusion on the first point a moment too soon. It is the tendency of every 
rebellious movement to acquire force and consistency the longer it is permitted to 
remain unchecked. At this moment the military faction is more formidable than it 
Avas a week ago, and a Avcek hence it maybe more formidable still. But independently 
of this consideration, although most have fled, many Europeans still remain both in 
Cairo and in the remoter parts of the country, and the Ha'cs of these persons are 
completely at the mercy of Arabi Raslia and his associates ; in fact their security may 
be said in some part to depend upon the promptness of our decision and the wisdom 
of our counsels. At this early stage of our proceedings if Avould be out of place to 
trouble my colleagues Avith details, or a premature exposition of the modus operandi it 
may be desirable to adopt to replace the Egyptian Administration upon a satis¬ 
factory footing. The leading idea Avhich at present inspires the British Government 
has already been submitted to, and, I believe, approved of, by the PoAvers. It is that 
nis Majesty the Sultan, aa'Iiosc position as Sovereign of Egypt is fully recognized, 
should be invited to undertake under certain Avell-deiinod and specified conditions the 
vindication of the authority of his Representative by such further effectual methods as 
shall reduce to immediate subjection tho rebellious faction Avhich has usurped the 
supreme authority in Egypt. Already the Sultan has dispatched to Cairo, if not at the 
invitation, at all events Avith the approbation of, the PoAvers, a high military functionary 
armed Avith full pow r ers. The convenience of resorting to the Sultan’s authoritative 
intervention has therefore been fully recognized. It only remains to consider whether 
its application in a more forcible form Avould not bo opportune and desirable.” 

M. do Noaillcs followed Avith an expression of his complete adherence to every¬ 
thing that had fallen from his English colleague. He expatiated Avith great force 
upon the impossibility of Europe accepting ihe present situation as satisfactory, or as 
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offering any guarantees for the future; and he concluded by observing that we were 
met together, not for the purpose of imposing the views and programme of the 
Governments we represented upon our colleagues, but in order to confer and consult 
with them as to the best means of putting an cntl to the existing crisis. There might 
be many expedients worthy of examination. The best plan, therefore, of proceeding 
might perhaps be to determine what courses were unacceptable. By this process of 
exhaustive elimination we should arrive at a positive conclusion. 

Baron Calico observed tliat the Conference had a right to require, at the hands of 
his French and English colleagues, some distinct and definite proposition, and that he 
hardly considered that this had been made. Moreover, it might be a question whether 
all the members of the Confcrcneo took the same view of the situation in Egypt as 
had been developed by the Beprcsentativc of Great Britain, lie, upon his part, was 
not in a position to pronounce upon that part of the question. lie had not had the 
same facilities of procuring information as his French and English colleagues, though 
he would now make a point of doing so. At all events, a preliminary agreement 
upon the character of the actual condition of Egypt would be desirable. 

M. de Ilirsclifeldt associated himself with the view taken by Baron Calico. 

Count Corli said that ho cut indy accepted the picture of the situation which had 
been presented to them by the British Ambassador : but he would observe that the 
affairs in Egypt were in a very difficult and complicated condition, that there were a 
variety of forces face to face with one another, and that the problem, to be solved was 
most embarrassing. lie also thought that it would bo advisable that the Representa¬ 
tives of England and France should submit a well-defined programme. 

M. Onou expressed himself as in the same position as Baron Calico in regard to 
his imperfect knowledge of what had actually passed in Egypt, but it seemed to him 
that something very like a proposition had been made by Lord Dulferin at the conclu¬ 
sion of his observations. 

I replied that when the proper time arrived I should he quite prepared to enter 
into any details which might be desired by my Austrian colleague, but that it was no 
good for me to elaborate a plan of procedure at the very outset of the discussion, when 
I was quite in the dark as to the views and feelings of the other members of the 
Conference. That before coming to particulars, it was desirable to agree upon a 
principle, and I had propounded a principle, namely, that the means to bo employed 
for the re-establishment of good government in Egypt should be a more forcible inter¬ 
vention on the part of the Sultan. But, though this was my opinion, other members 
might suggest other alternatives. Some might perhaps argue that a further trial 
should be given to the mission of Dervish Pasha; or, again, the view might be taken 
that the continued interference of the Sultan was not desirable, and that it would bo 
preferable to resort to extraneous methods for the suppression of the revolted clement 
in Egypt; a contention might be even started that (as the Foreign Minister had 
argued) the settlement patched up by the four Consuls was a satisfactory one, and 
that it was no longer necessary for the Conference to make any suggestions at all. It 
appeared to me, therefore, that, so far as the enunciation of a principle of action was 
concerned, I had submitted one to the Conference in terms that were both tangible and 
precise. My Austrian colleague had further observed that it was desirable we should 
ascertain whether our appreciation of the actual situation was identical. 1 entirely 
coincided with him in this view, and for this reason I had developed, perhaps at too 
great length, the conception I had formed of the state of things in ligypt,and I would 
now justify everything 1 had said by informing the Conference that 1 had had means 
of acquainting myself with the daily reports sent home by Sheikh Lssul and by 
Dervish Pasha to the Prime Minister, and that the latter had acknowledged in express 
terms the failure of his mission, and his inability to rescue the Khedive from the 
power of the dominant military faction unless something like twenty-three battalions 
were sent to him; and that he had stated, after the new Ministry had been formed, 
that it was the Ministry of Arabi, and that the Khedive would remain as impotent as 
over as long as he had no troops at his back with which to establish his authority. 

The hour being late, the discussion was then adjourned until to-morrow, Tuesday, 
the 27th. 

The conclusion I draw from the foregoing proceedings is that none of my col¬ 
leagues have as yet received any definite instructions as to the line which they are to 
take. Nevertheless, as your Lordship will perceive, both the Austrian and the German 
Representatives already show a disinclination to acquiesce in the view taken by my 
French and Italian colleagues and by myself of the unsatisfactory character of the 
recent settlement in Egypt. M. Onou, the Russian Charge d’Affaires, will, I appre¬ 
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hend, eventually adhere to the opinion that no arrangement can be accepted which 
does not exclude Arabi Pasha and his associates from all influence in the Government. 
The only indication Count Corti has given of the views of his Government is that the 
matter we have in hand is likely to give us occupation for many months, and that it is 
undesirable to hurry it.

WITH reference to my telegram No. 259 of the 24th instant, I saw Ragheh 
Pasha yesterday, and represented to him the great importance of protecting 
Mr. Cornish, with all other Europeans at the waterworks. His Excellency answered 
it was impossible to make an exception in the case of one individual, and that there 
was no danger at all to Europeans. I explained that it was for the benefit of the 
whole population that the request was made, and I left with his Excellency a full 
statement of the circumstances in Arabic. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Cornish says that he can hardly keep the pumps going with his 
present staff, and that even those who remain will soon desert him, unless special 
protection is formally granted. 

The question is serious, and it seems scarcely possible that the water supply can 
continue. There is already great distress among the Arabs, who have petitioned both 
the Khedive and Arabi for food. 

I also made a remonstrance to Ragheh Pasha respecting the crowds who assemble 
every evening in the Square, and who are a cause of alarm to Europeans. The 
Austrian Consul-General has done likewise.

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Pasha, the President of the Council and Minister for Eoreign Affairs, I represented to 
his Excellency the great importance of protecting Mr. Cornish, the Resident Engineer 
and Manager of the Alexandria Water Company, as well as the other Europeans at the 
waterworks. Ragheh Pasha replied that he could not make an exception in the case 
of one person, and that they run no danger since the safety of Europeans has been 
guaranteed. I rejoined that it was not on behalf of one individual tliat I made the 
request, but on behalf of the whole population of Alexandria, since were the engineers 
to leave the supply of water to the town will be stopped, and I left with his Excel¬ 
lency a full statement of the circumstances in Arabic, of which I have the honour to 
inclose a translation. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Cornish states that he can hardly keep the pumps at work with 
the remaining staff, who threaten to leave unless special protection is formally 
granted. 

The question is a very serious one, and it seems hardly possible that the water 
supply can continue. Already there is great distress among the low class of natives, 
who have petitioned both the Khedive and Arabi Pasha for relief. 

I remonstrated at the same time with Ragheh Pasha about the number of people 
of the lowest classes who assemble (evidently by order) in the evening in the Square 
Mehemet Ali, and who, by their conduct and noisiness, are a cause of uneasiness and 
annoyance to Europeans accustomed to stroll about the place at that hour. The 
Austrian Agent and Consul-General has made a similar representation to Ragheh 
Pasha.

Memorandum respecting the Alfeli and Alexandria Water-works. 

OE the European staff ordinarily employed at the Alfeh pumps only three remain, 
and it is probable that they will shortly leave. 

Unless the Government, therefore, can send competent Arab engineers to Atfeh, 
there is every probability of the works stopping. 

But the water supply of Alexandria is dependent, firstly, on these works; and in 
second lieu, failing them, on the water supply furnished by the Rayah. 

In the event, therefore, of competent engineers not being available for Atfeh, it 
will be necessary to prevent the water of the Rayah, throughout its course in the 
different Moudirychs, being used for irrigation, and orders should, if needful, issue to 
that effect. 

The accompanying Memorandum from Mr. Cornish contains a statement of the 
assurances which he requires from Government should he remain at the water-works 
in Alexandria. 

As the proper conduct of those works is of the utmost importance to the whole 
population of the town the Memorandum is recommended to the special attention of 
the Government, and the necessity of early orders is pointed out.

Memorandum by Mr. Cornish. 

Conditions on which 1 am prepared to remain at the Water-works and do my best to keep the 

Town supplied. 

1. THAT the Khedive and Arabi Pasha, in consideration of the importance of 
the water supply to the town, undertake to keep outside the works a mounted guard 
of not less than ten or more than twenty-five men, with strict orders to preserve the 
lives and property of all those connected with the works, and the neutrality of the 
Company’s property, Avhatcver the course of events may he. 

2. That a guard of four horsemen shall, if required, accompany me or any 
employd of the Company who may have to circulate to and from the works to the 
Mahmoudieh Canal or to the town. 
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3. That the above soldiers shall have strict orders not to enter the Company’s 
premises, and shall prevent any person from doing so without my express 
permission.

FOLLOWING telegram sent in reply to Lord Dufferin:— 

“ Best evidence of Minister of War’s exclusive influence in the Council is the 
fact that the army, whose representative he is, and which has been greatly encouraged 
by his remaining in the Ministry, maintains unbroken ascendency, pretensions, and 
threatening attitude. 

“ As illustrations I give following:— 

“ The attitude of the Under-Secretary of State for War, who is military member 
of Mixed Commission sitting for the last ten days to inquire into the events of the 
11th June, has become so uncompromising in determination of resistance to close 
inquiry into action of military police that day that the English member has been with¬ 
drawn ; Erencli member only retained temporarily pending examination of certain 
wounded persons whose depositions arc required. Egyptian civil member of Commis¬ 
sion, who is Under-Secretary of State for Justice, tells me privately that it is quite 
useless to make inquiries at present, because nobody will dare to say anything to 
displease officers, lie himself in Commission supports military member from this 
motive, though wholly opposed to his views. Several Europeans have been retained 
in native prisons since 11th June in defiance of Capitulations, because military member 
of Commission opposes their release on the ground that it woidd incense officers. 
Minister of "War has told Khedive’s Private Secretary that he will not allow any Arab 
to be executed, unless for every Arab a European is hung. Under-Secretary of State 
for Eoreigu Affairs assured me to-day that it is quite useless to ask President of 
Council to take any measure, however desirable, which is distasteful to officers. 
Prefect and Sub-Prefect of Police at Alexandria, who arc of Military party, have not 
been even suspended since lltli June. Finally, decoration of Minister of War by the 
Sultan added immensely to his prestige and to supremacy of army. President of 
Council’s language is now identical with that always hold by Minister of War. 
Minister of War never appears in public except with a strong mounted escort like the 
Khedive, and invites demonstration from the population. 

“ The point to be brought out clearly is that it is not only the personal ascendency 
of Minister of War in the Council, but the collective ascendency and exclusive 
authority of the military in Administration which calls for armed intervention. The 
Governors of towns and districts, and the civil authorities throughout the country, no 
less than Ministry itself, are in complete subordination to the will of the military, of 
whom Minister of War is only one, though the most prominent, member. 

“Above statements are facts; besides these, violent threats attributed to army are 
current in the town, causing daily panics and flights, and are not disavowed by Military 
party.”

AS it appears from a telegram I have received from the Earl of Dufferin that an 
idea prevails among some of the Representatives of the Powers at the Conference 
that Raghcb Pasha’s Ministry is working satisfactorily, that Arabi’s influence is 
diminishing, and that measures of coercion arc no longer necessary, I have thought it 
right to inform Her Majesty’s Ambassador at Constantinople of the entire insecurity 
still felt here, which is wholly caused by the attitude of the Military party. 


The exclusive influence of Arabi Pasha is best shown by the unbroken 
ascendency, the intolerable pretensions, and the threatening attitude of the army, 
which has been greatly encouraged by the recognition of Arabi in the new Ministry. 

This state of things is amply illustrated by the difficulties encountered in the work 
of the Commission sitting to inquire into the events of the lltli June. 

Yakoob Pasha, the military member of the Commission, who is Under-Secretary 
of State for War, has offered such determined opposition to the institution of a satis¬ 
factory inquiry, that the English Delegate has been withdrawn, and the French 
Delegate is only momentarily retained on the Commission in order to complete the 
examination of certain wounded persons, whose evidence is specially required. 

Boutros Pasha, the Under-Secretary of State for Justice, who is the civil 
representative of the Government, has repeatedly stated to Sir A. Colvin, in confidence, 
that no one dares to give evidence which may be distasteful to the Military party, and 
that even he himself is obliged to support Yakoob Pasha in the Commission, although 
wholly opposed to his views. 

There are still several Europeans in the prisons, who have been detained ever since 
the lltli June, and Yakoob Pasha refuses to release them, because he says it would 
incense the officers, and that in that case he would not bo answerable for the main¬ 
tenance of order. 

Similarly, Tigran Bey, the Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs, has assured Sir 
A. Colvin that Raghcb Pasha will take no action which can in any way offend the 
officers; and I may note, in confirmation of this, that his Excellency’s language has 
now become identical with that always held by Arabi. 

The Prefect and Sub-Prefect of Police, who belong to the Military party, have 
not yet been suspended for their conduct in connection with the disturbances, nor has 
a single man of the military police been punished, notwithstanding their disgraceful 
behaviour on that day. 

Lastly, the decoration of Arabi Pasha by His Majesty the Sultan, at the moment 
when his own personality almost alone was in question, has immensely increased his 
prestige, and added further to the confidence and supremacy of the army. Whenever 
Arabi Pasha appears in public, demonstrations arc prepared for his reception, and he, 
alone of the Ministers, is escorted by a body of cavalry such as that which follows His 
Highness the Khedive. 

The point, however, which it is essential to make clear is that it is not only the 
personal influence of Arabi Pasha in the Council, but the exclusive ascendency of the 
Military party in all branches of the Administration, which necessitates the inter¬ 
vention of an armed force. The Governors, the Mudirs, and the civil authorities 
throughout the country, arc entirely at the mercy of the Military clique, of whom 
Arabi himself is only a prominent member; and they have no power or influence 
whatever except such as the military chiefs, for their own purposes, and to cloak their 
own designs, permit them to exercise. 

The above are all statements of facts, but, besides these, there are daily reports 
in the town of threats and violent language used by the officers, which contribute 
greatly to the general alarm of Europeans, and which, though a matter of notoriety, 
call forth no disavowal from the military authorities.

If requisite, I shall 
to-morrow morning keep steam ready on board inside ships. 

The escape of the Khedive is feasible, hut he is not at present disposed to embark 
without his family. He is too closely watched to effect this.

I requested him to express 
my best acknowledgments to his father for the part which he had taken in promoting 
what I believed to be the common object and interest of Europe in regard to the 
crisis in Egypt, via., that the Sultan should he induced to take the necessary steps for 
preserving his authority and that of the Kliedivo without interference with the 
privileges secured to Egypt by the Eirmans. 

Count Bismarck told me that the Ambassadors had heard from some members of 
the house of Rothschild that the Sultan had made up his mind to send a force 


to Egypt. 

He asked mo whether the Erench Government 


would oppose the dispatch 


of 


Turkish troops if the Sultan consented. 

I said that it appeared to he impossible for them to do so, and that I presumed 
Europe Avould object to such an opposition if it took place.

military expenditure; commerce wholly abandoned. 
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" Panic among Europeans greatly increased during last three days. Railway and 
other Administrations kept working with utmost difficulty.

Only most immediate and prompt measures will 
avert complete internal catastrophe. Question now is not only to subdue Military party 
in the interests of Khedive, hut to save finances and commerce from ruin.”

WITH _ reference to my foregoing despatch, I have sent a further telegram to 
Lord Dufferin representing the state of affairs here under the new Ministry. 

I have represented to his Excellency that it is absurd to suppose, as some would 
have it, that Arabi Pasha’s influence is decreasing; and that, even if this were so, the 
struggle with the Military party, if confined to moral influences, must be a lengthy 
one. Meanwhile, confidence is daily decreasing, and the financial and commercial 
injury to the country is becoming irreparable. The land revenue is falling fast, and 
the receipts of the customs and railway services will soon show a considerable decrease. 
The payment of the coupons of the debt in October and November is cause for 
anxiety; and a new floating debt is arising owing to increased military expenses, 
coupled with decreased revenue. The commerce of the country is at a standstill. 

During the last few days the panic among European employes has been greatly 
intensified, and it is only by the most strenuous efforts that the railways, posts, and 
telegraphs arc kept working. At the same time, there is great distress among the 
native labouring classes from want of employment. It is only by prompt and imme¬ 
diate action that a complete internal catastrophe can be averted; and the object is no 
longer only to rid the Khedive of Arabi Pasha and the Military party, but to save the 
finances and the commerce of Egypt from ruin.

IN regard to the Commission of Inquiry into the events of the lltli June, to 
which I have alluded in my despatch No. 389 of this day’s date, I have the honour to 
inform your Lordship that, at the request of tho Governor of Alexandria, Mr. Cookson, 
shortly after the disturbances, nominated Mr. Grosjoan, an English barrister here, to 
serve on that Commission. 
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Much evidence has been taken from the wounded and from other witnesses; hut a 
difficulty arose on Saturday last as to the right to search the houses of policemen who 
are believed to have possession of stolen property. The Under-Secretaries of State 
for War and Justice, who represent the Egyptian Government, insisted on a system of 
reciprocity, and demanded the right to search European houses. 

The inquiry was thus leading to mutual recriminations, and a pretext was afforded 
to the Government for bringing counter-charges against Europeans, whilst it had as yet 
given no earnest of its sincerity by the removal of any of the police officials who were 
on duty on the 11th June, and whose misconduct encouraged the Arab rioters. 

In view of these circumstances, and the further incidents mentioned in my 
despatch No. 389, I have instructed Mr. Grosjean to withdraw from the Commission. 
It is, I think, to be regretted that any such Mixed Commission should have been 
assented to on the part of the Consulates, until the Government had furnished 
material proofs of its sincerity, and its anxiety to examine closely into the case of the 
police officials whose conduct seemed to call for notice.

My dear Sir Rivers, Paris, 6, Rue de la Bienfaisance , June 26, 1882. 

IN consequence of a note I sent round yesterday on receipt of your letter, 
Charles do Lesseps came to see me this morning. I explained to him the position of 
the case as viewed, I believed, by Lord Granville, and stated that, in the opinion ot 
the English Government, it was the duty of the Management of the Canal to prepare 
for all eventualities, no matter what their private opinions might be as to the 
probability or otherwise of the party in power in Egypt endeavouring either to cut off 
the water-supply or to block up the Canal. 

I told him that our Government has reason to believe that artillery has been sent 
on as far as Zagazig with a view of operating against the Canal, and that in the 
Canal itself vessels are stated to be in position ready at a given moment to be 
exploded and sunk in mid-channel. In reply to this he said that we must not 
suppose for a moment that the Company’s agents on the Canal shut their eyes or cars 
to what was going forward, but that, on the contrary, they were taking strict notes 
and exercising great vigilance on every point. Some short time since the Egyptian 
man-of-war stationed at Port Said was changed and replaced by another. It was 
reported that this new vessel was a perfect mine of dynamite and torpedoes, destined 
to blow up the banks of the Canal and vessels cruizing in it. Victor dc Lesseps has 
been doing his best of late to find out what truth there was in this statement; but ho 
lias up to the present moment been unable to discover the slightest foundation for 
such a report. If there is any truth in it I should say that the new man-of-war was 
a source of greater danger to her officers and crew than to the navigation of the 
Canal. 

This incident may perhaps account for i lie “ three vessels in position ” that you 
allude to. The Canal authorities don’t know of them, and they could not exist “ in 
position ” without its being known. I should like to know more of the unimpeachable 
authority that we possess of these facts before insisting that de Rouville and Victor 
de Lesseps are mistaken. 

With regard to artillery being sent to Zagazi", Charles dc Lesseps said that 
under threats, or perhaps rumours only, of a hostile landing being made in the 
Isthmus, it was probably as a precautionary measure that the cannon spoken of had 
been forwarded in that direction. 

He then told me that he had come to bring me news of a reassuring character. 
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On Saturday the 24tli, owing, I believe, to my conversation with him of the previous 
day, the President had sent the following telegram to Raglicb Pasha:_ 

“ Ragheb Pacha , Alexandrie. 

,c Paris, le 24 Juin, 1882. 

“ 0n repand avec persistanco en Europe le bruit que la liberie et la sdcurite du 
transit par le Canal de Suez seraient menaedes. J’affirme a tous la sagesse du 
Gouvernement Egypticn, ct jo proteste quo ccttc nouvclle n’a pas 1c moindre fonde- 
ment. Neanmoins, je craindrais que si elle n etait pas immddiatemcnt ddmentie il 
n’en rdsultat des complications facheuscs. Lc Gouvernement Egyptien devrait de 
suite proclamer hautement qu’il se porte garant de la libre circulation du Canal, et du 
eomplct fonctionncmcnt de l’cntrepriso.

Ragheb Pasha is stated by M. de Lesseps to be a man entirely on tho side of 
order, though belonging to the National party. As Pinance Minister, under Said 
Pasha, nothing could have been more honourable or straightforward than his conduct; 
the disorders in the Egyptian finance commenced only under the reign of Ismail, 
during the time that the Moufcttisli was in power. 

Ragheb is one of tho old founders on the Suez Canal. He subscribed to the 
founders’ list for the projected canal from Ismailia to Port Said when it was proposed 
to form an Egyptian Company to carry it out; and again wroto to M. dc Lesseps 
when the Panama scheme was set on foot to place his name down as a subscriber and 
founder. Tie is not a man of great wealth, but Charles de Lesseps mentioned these 
facts as showing that he was a man altogether on the side of order, and should not be 
confounded with any military party of disorder. 

While Arabi xvas in full power, and before the arrival of Dervish Pasha, the 
yearly balance due to the Canal Company for account of sums it had paid in advance 
on the Domaiue Commuu was settled immediately on presentation. This fact 
De Lesseps mentioned with a view of shoAving that oven on Arabi’s part the engage¬ 
ments of the Government, towards tho Canal Company Avould bo respected. He 
trusts, therefore, that our Government will be reassured on this point. If so suicidal 
a policy ns that so often alluded to of late in the House of Commons should be 
adopted, tho Company has always the moans of existence for a fow days, during Avliich. 
a campaign of relief Avould have to be undertaken.

Sir, Cairo, June 25, 1882. 

I AM credibly informed that it lias been resolved in tho event of Cairo being 
attacked by an invading force, to collect into tho citadel the families of officers, and to 
offer a stern resistance. This information is borne out by the fact that during the last 
three days activo preparations have been going on there. Tho granaries are being 
[»04] 7 O 
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rapidly filled and a large quantity of flour has been stored. A number of oxen, cows, 
sheep, and horses have been taken in already, while purchases are constantly made of 
cattle and forage. 

The water supply at the citadel since the establishment of the Waterworks 
Company at Cairo, has been derived from this source; but in view of the probability 
of this being cut off, the waterwheels of Joseph’s Well are being carefully looked after 
and put in working order, while the well itself and the works of cleansing, &c., that 
might be required therein, form the subject of anxious consideration. 

In addition to the provisions above mentioned, about 350,000 okes of biscuit are 
stored at the Sliounat-el-Tallnat and at the Mahabds at Boulak, while the biscuit 
manufactory there is kept constantly at work, making biscuits at the rate of about 
5,000 okes per diem. As the ration served to the men is a half oke of bread per day, 
which at present is supplied daily under a special contract, the biscuit already stored 
would represent about two months’ consumption by 13,000 men. 

The armament of the citadel consists of forty-two pieces of cannon which had 
done service in the Egyptian navy during the time of Mahommed Aly. The number 
of shots available for these guns is about 21,000. The citadel, however, can be easily 
dismantled by the works made on the crest of the Mokattem Hills, in which six pieces 
of cannon have been placed in position. These guns arc also of the same class and 
have about 500 shots each. 

The field-pieces number 497 Krupp guns of 8 - 7 centim. and 7‘5 centim, of which 
120 are mounted, but only 65 to 70 have the required complement of men and horses. 
I doubt, however, whether these would be all fit for immediate action, as the men of 
five or six batteries only are practised. The field-pieces have 500 rounds each. 

At the Abbasieh is a 14-inch Krupp steel gun, and if I mistake not, a 26-ton 
Armstrong gun. 

Of small arms the following would be available: 130,000 Remington rifles and 
about 20,000 Enfields. The stock of cartridge is about 20,000,000 for Remingtons and 
about 7,000,000 for Enfields. 

Some of the Remington cartridges have been supplied by the firm of Hookham 
and Ludlow, and these are fit for service, while the others were made at the cartridge 
factory here, and having grown rusty, are unfit for use; about 7,000,000 have been 
made here.

It appeared to be the unanimous opinion of thoso present that the inquiry could 
yield no good results at tho present momont, and that it was the duty of the Govern¬ 
ment to show signs of its power for good by at once punishing those whom it knew 
and acknowledged to be guilty. 

After much conversation as to the impossibility of obtaining evidence, and the 
incapacity of the Government to enforce punishment upon the offenders, it was decided 
that a letter should be preparing stating that certain administrative measures -wore 
expected of tho Government before their present proposal could be taken into con¬ 
sideration.

But I have no recollection of having made use of the 
expression, and I feel certain that if I did it must have been accompanied by some 
qualification. There was not, indeed there could not have been, any intentional omission 
on my part in not recording the words used, but the effect I intended to convey av.

_ IN an interview with Minister for Foreign Affairs to-day his Excellency alluded 
again to current reports respecting intentions of Her Majesty’s Government to take 
measures to protect the Suez Canal, and spoke in a different sense to that recorded in 
my despatch No. 221 of the 22nd instant, saying he should regret any isolated action 
by England in Egypt without the consent of the other Powers. He referred to ques¬ 
tions in Parliament and answers of Prime Minister respecting Suez Canal not coming 
within the limits of the Conference, saying that he considered that measures for 
securing the freedom of the Canal were matters of European interest, and therefore for 
deliberation by the Conference. 

I replied that I had no information as to the intentions of Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment, and consequently no instructions to discuss the Canal question; that I believed 
that the questions and answers in Parliament referred especially to the neutralization 
of the Canal, which I presumed everybody would understand could never be accepted 
by England. I reminded him of our last conversation, when his tone had been 
different, adding that whatever England did would he for the benefit of all the world, 
without any selfish object, and that if she saved the Canal by prompt action from, 
imminent peril, she would deserve the gratitude, and not the opposition, of the other 
Powers. 

His Excellency still said ho trusted there would be no isolated action, for, not- 
witlistanding his earnest desire not to be in opposition to the English policy, lie would 
be placed in a difficult position.

I HAVE just had an interview with M. Maneini, in which his Excellency again 
referred to the current reports of its being the intention of Her Majesty’s Government 
to take immediate measures for the protection of the Suez Canal, and I perceived with, 
regret ihat his tone in speaking of this contingency was different from that "which had 
characterized his observations when ho referred to the announcement which had 
appeared in the “ Paris ” newspaper, as reported in my despatch No. 221 of the 22nd 
instant. 

His Excellency began by saying that all the rumours of military preparations 
which were being made by England, coupled with the questions addressed to Her 
Majesty’s Government in Parliament and the answers of the Prime Minister respecting 
the arrangements to be made for securing the free navigation of the Canal not coming 
within the topics to be discussed at the Conference, gave him, lie was obliged to 
confess, a certain uneasiness. 

Every one, his Excellency continued, would of course bo ready to acknowledge 
that England, both politically and commercially, had a superior interest to other 
Powers in the maintenance of unimpeded communication through the Canal, but still 
the other Powers had also a very great interest in it, and Italy came second after 
England. 

It appeared to him, therefore, that the measures to be taken for securing the free 
navigation of the Canal iverc matters of European interest, and Avould very properly 
come Avitliin the scope of the deliberations of the Conference; and it Avould he with. 
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great regret that lie would sec any isolated action taken by England in Egypt without 
the consent of the other Powers. 

I told M. Mancini, in reply, that I was without any information whatever as to 
the intentions of Iler Majesty’s Government on the subject referred to, and conse¬ 
quently without any instructions to discuss the Canal question. Anything that I said, 
therefore, must he taken as coming from myself only. 

With regard to the questions and answers in Parliament, I continued, my belief was 
that they had referred especially to the idea of a neutralization of the Canal,—which 
I presumed every one would understand that England could never accept, or indeed con¬ 
sent to discuss in Conference. I reminded his Excellency of our last conversation when 
lie had questioned mo as to the truth of a report in a French newspaper to the effect 
that a Convention had been signed between your Lordship and Musurus Pasha, giving 
England the right, in certain eventualities, to occupy the Canal, and when his obser¬ 
vations had led me to infer that he would not see such a step with displeasure. On 
the contrary, I had understood him to imply that it would bo for the interest of all 
maritime Powers, and he had even admitted it would not be at variance with the Self- 
denying Protocol. 

I repeated that I had no information and no instructions on this subject, but I 
said I could without hesitation assure his Excellency of one thing, viz., that whatever 
England did would be for the benefit of all the world, without any selfish object, and 
that if she saved the Canal, by prompt action, from eminent peril, she would deserve 
the gratitude and not the opposition of the other Powers. 

With regard to the military preparations which had attracted his Excellency’s 
attention, I said that in a previous conversation lie had himself contemplated the 
probability of the Sultan refusing to send troops, in which case the question would 
arise as to what measures should then be taken and by whom, for re-establishing a normal 
state of things in Egypt instead of the rule of the military rebels, which his Excellency 
himself had distinctly stated could not be allowed to continue. 

If therefore an European intervention became necessary, no Power, I presume, 
would contest the right of England to take a leading part in it. Hence certain 
preparations to be ready for every contingency were only the natural consequence of the 
present state of affairs. Pesidcs, I said, wo had an account to settle with Egyptians 
for the massacres and losses inflicted on the Queen’s officers and subjects. 

M. Mancini did not dispute the accuracy of these observations, but his Excellency 
still said that he trusted there would be no isolated action without the agreement of 
Europe ; for that, notwithstanding his earnest desire not to be placed in opposition to 
the policy of England, he would find himself in a difficult position. 

I should add that in the conversation which ensued and in which M. Mancini 
claimed for Europe a partnership with England and Prance in the financial Control, 
his Excellency reiterated in the most unequivocal terms his previous statements to 
the eil'cct that the Ministry composed under llagheb Pasha could not be accepted as 
affording the necessary guarantee for the future, and that it was absolutely essential 
to subdue the Military party. In reference to the part taken by the Italian Consul- 
General in bringing about this Ministry, his Excellency said that he had been applied 
to by the Austrian and German Governments to authorize the Italian Agent to join 
with his Austrian and German colleagues in affecting this arrangement, which had 
been imagined simply with a view to obtaining momentary security for the European 
Colony, and he had consequently given M. dc Martino the requisite instructions; but 
no one, his Excellency believed, looked upon it in the light of a serious or lasting 
solution, but only as a temporary expedient created for a special purpose. 

M. Mancini likewise repeated the same sentiments that he had on a previous 
occasion expressed, as reported in my despatch No. 170 of the 2nd instant, in speaking 
of the maintenance of Tcwfik as Khedive or his substitution by Halim, only with 
regard to the latter alternative imparting his opposition to it in still more forcible and 
decided language. 

It had been reported, his Excellency said, that the Italian Government were in 
favour of the return of Ismail, which was absolutely not true. On the contrary, they 
considered that Towfik should bo maintained, and his Excellency referred again to the 
difficulties by which His Highness had been surrounded, and the allowances which 
should consequently bo made for him. 

They had, however, no very strong feeling one way or another provided Halim 
was excluded; “Italy,” his Excellency said, “would never consent to Egypt being 
made over to him.” 

Ho then again dilated on the character of Halim, saying ho was the very worst 
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type of the old Turkish school ; that lie was “criblee de dettos ” which he would 
hasten to pay out of the Egyptian revenues; that he would be simply a creature of 
the Porto ; that lie would soon reduce Egypt to the condition of the worst governed 
Turkish province; and that international engagements, Treaties, and Pirmans would be 
perfectly valueless in his hands. 

I referred his Excellency to the declarations which had been made in Parliament 
as to the intentions of Her Majesty’s Government respecting the present Khedive, and 
his Excellency observed that on this subject there was agreement between the two 
Governments.

“Is it true that the English Government asked the French Government three 
days ago to co-operate in this landing of troops ? 

“ Is it true that the French Government has at this moment the intention to land 
troops in Egypt ? 

“ Is it true that Sir E. Malet and M. Sienkicwicz have been recalled, as an 
announcement, so to speak, of a new policy, and really for diplomatic and political 
reasons, not, as has been alleged, on account of their health ? ” 

M. Lockroy concluded by saying that ho would not ask why or how Arabi Pasha 
had received the Grand Cross of the Medjidic from the Sultan, as this was a recompense 
to him which had been expected by every one, and at which no one had any notion of 
being surprised. 

M. dc Freycinet - answered that he was not able to give the Chamber any infor¬ 
mation respecting the armaments which England might be making, and which she 
had a right to make, in the exercise of her sovereignty. 

He said that, as regarded the English Consul-General, he had, of course, no 
answer to give; but that M. Sienkicwicz was to be authorized to come to Franco Cor 
the interests of the service, and that his return did not imply any change in the policy 
of Franco. 

He declined to answer the other questions, and added that he should equally wish 
to be silent whether the facts were true or false, and that he begged no conclusion 
might bo drawn from his silence.

CROWDS of refugees from Egypt are pouring into this country daily, and, at 
the instance of the Greek Agent, two more Government vessels (one the King’s 
yacht) have been dispatched to Alexandria and Port Said to bring off the panic- 
stricken Greek residents. 

The Government propose to send the poorer fugitives at once to their provinces of 
origin. 

A motion of M. Dclyanni’s last Saturday, censuring the original dispatch of war¬ 
ships to Egypt, on the ground that Greece, unlike Prance or England, had no political 
interests there, gave M. Trieoupi an opportunity of gaining a Parliamentary triumph— 
a vote of 100 to 57 in censure of his opponents, after having himself made one of 
those eloquent appeals which he seems rarely to make without success to the national 
spirit of this aspiring people. 

The practical question raised was disposed of hy M. Trieoupi stating that the 
dispatch of Government vessels was considered necessary by his Agent for the protec¬ 
tion of Greek life.

My Lord, Paris, June 27, 1882. 

I nAVE the honour to inform your Excellency that, being at the Ministry of 
Marine this morning for the purpose of presenting Captain Beaumont, Royal Navy, I 
took the opportunity of ascertaining, as far as I was able, the views of M. Jauregui- 
berry, the Minister of Marine, and whether any further steps had been taken with 
regard to the state of affairs in Egypt. 

The Minister commenced the conversation by saying, “ You arc making great 
preparations in England.” I answered that the public press appeared to show we 
were preparing against a possible contingency, and I hoped that France was taking 
similar precautionary measures. He shrugged his shoulders, and said, “ How can we 
do anything ? We are very poor in the navy. To take any stops we must have 
money, and the Chamber will not give it for such a purpose.” lit' added that every 
morning lie hoped to receive some orders; that, speaking for himself, he thought 
nothing would bo done until the Conference had come to some conclusion; that he 
personally was averse to landing such a small body of men as the French and English 
ships now at Alexandria had at their disposal. The Minister seemed curious to know 
how many men Admiral Seymour could land, and, when told about 1,400, he said the 
French could not land more than 800. He concluded by saying that, in his opinion, 
there would be no difficulty, as far as either arm of the service was concerned, in 
getting off 10,000 men from Toulon within a week of the order being given. 

In a subsequent conversation with Admiral Peyron, the Chief d’ Ktat-Major- 
General, that officer said, with reference to the observations of the Minister, that of 
course the licet at Toulon (“ escadrc devolutions ”) was ready at a moment’s notice. 
He expressed the dissatisfaction of himself and the officers at the Ministry of Marine 
at being allowed to do nothing, and added, “ But you arc strong enough in the 
Mediterranean now to do anything, and the nation will support you.” 

I was especially struck, in the remarks both of the Minister and Admiral Peyron, 
by the total absence apparently of any feeling of jealousy of England acting alone. 
The prominent feeling seemed to be indignation at not being able to join with us.

M. de Ercycinet said lhat the apprehensions of Ilcr Majesty’s Government did 
not appear to he shared by the President of the Suez Canal Company, for that M. de 
Lesseps, who had come to take leave of him before starting for London, had declared 
that he had no fear, either for the Canal itself, or for the undisturbed continuance of 
the traffic through if, provided only that there was no interference by European 
military forces. All that M. de Lesseps asked was, M. do Ercycinet said, not to be 
protected.

“French Ambassador and I have some reasons for thinking that it may not be 
impossible that the Porte may take into consideration the advisability of being before¬ 
hand with the Conference, and of sending troops to Egypt Avitliout giving us previous 
warning. In the event of the above supposition assuming a more dofmite form, what 
attitude are we to observe, and as members of the Conference, Avhat action should we 
take?”

Her Majesty’s Government arc of opinion that your Excellency and the French 
Ambassador should represent io the Conference that in the event of the Sultan 
anticipating the request which the Governments of England and France were prepared 
to make to His Majesty, they entertain the hope that the Sulian will, at the same 
time that he dispatches troops, give such assurances to the Powers as will secure their 
use being limited to the purposes which have been agreed upon. 

Her Majesty’s Government would, however, not fool any alarm even if the Sultan 
should give no such assurances, as thoy would have the means of providing that the 
action of his troops should be confined within the limits proposed to be assigned to 
them.

THE Italian Ambassador called upon me this afternoon and had some con¬ 
versation with me which he said he wished to he regarded as entirely private and 
unofficial. 

His Excellency commenced by speaking of the friendship that existed between 
Italy and England, and of the desire of the Italian G overnment to avoid all chance of 
future complications. 

For this purpose, and feeling that any isolated action of a single Powor in Egypt 
without the consent of Europe might lead to regrettable consequences, they were 
anxious that the special interests of England should be consulted and provided for in 
such a manner as to accord with those of Europe in general. 

General Menabrea then went on to say that he supposed that the recent declara¬ 
tions of Mr. Gladstone in the House of Commons with regard to the Suez Canal had 
reference only to the neutralization of the Canal. This was quite a different thing 
from provisions for freedom of navigation. England, his Excellency said, objected 
and with reason to the neutralization of the Canal, which would prevent her from 
sending ships of war through it in time of war. But the same objection would not 
apply to a simple agreement to guarantee the free navigation of the Canal at all 
times. 

The latter was an arrangement which General Menabrea thought the Conference 
might discuss with advantage.

should regret the necessity of resorting to other means which would be the result of 
His Majesty refusing or neglecting to do so.
